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ſet on foot by Dr. HunTzs, and proſecuted | 
by Mr. (now Dr.) WIILIA Fox DYE. 
who not. only threw the firſt light upon this 
fubjee, but even pointed out the particular 
caſes in which this remedy. might be depended 
on. This circumſtance was not early enough 
underſtood to find a place in the former edition 
of this work. The ſame thing may alſo be ſaid 
of cure by ſublimate and the uſe of the me- 
zereon root in the cure of venereal nodes, 
both which are improvements of a flill later 
date. Of theſe however, as well as the ſarſa- 
parilla, I have in the preſent edition endea- 
voured to give ſuch an account, as 1 hope will 
prove ſatisfactory to the reader: if not, I 
cannot do better than to refer him to the 
firft and ſecond volumes of the London Medical 
Obſervations and, Enquiries, where be will ſee 
at large, upon what authority the efficacy of 
cee medicines is fabliſhed, 


BESIDES the methods of cure above men- 
toned, I likewiſe thought it neceſſary to take 
notice. of ſome others which have been recom- 
mended as Julſtttutes for a ſalivation, A- 
wong ſt theſe, there is one which I forgot to 

| take notice of in its proper place, namely, 
1 of Mr, DE SALT; which conſiſted in 


keeping 
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| keeping the bowels conſtantly open, during a 
plentiful uſe of mercurial unction, ſo as to 
prevent the mouth from being affetted. But, 
whether on account of the inconveniencies which 
. might be apprehended from a conſlant diſcharge 
by the bowels, kept up for ſo long a time as was 

neceſſary to compleat the cure ; or upon what 
other account I know not; this metbod'jeems 
to have been not much adopted in England. 
though it is ſtill ſaid to be practiſed at Mont- 
pelier. 

That the ſublimate, aſſiſted by the * 
rilla, will often cure without ſalivating, and 
that in very bad caſes, is at preſent uni ver- 
ſally acknowledged. Mr. PLEnK however 
thinks bis method on many nceounts preferable 
to it.

Juices, (according to Dr. Aſtruc,) it inſpiſ- 
ſates and renders them liable to form obſtructions

ceed the phymata, gummi, nodes, tophs, and 
other indurated appearances, which are met with

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But however the venereal 3 3 cer- 
tain it is that it is endued with different de- 
grees of malignity in different perſons: in ſome 
it ſhall lie hid for a long time, without producing 
any ſenſible effects; in others the effects ſhall 
appear within a few days, and diſcover the higheſt - 
ſigns of malignity. And this difference ſeems. to 
depend in a great meaſure on the conſtitution of 
the party receiving the infection. Thus in per- 
{ons of a cold and phlegmatic habit, the vene- 
real poiſon is ſometimes ſo diluted, and its active 
particles ſet at ſo great a diſtance from one an- 
other, or ſo intangled in viſcid humours, that it 
is capable of acting but in a weak degree; what 
wonder then, if, under ſuch circumſtances, it 
ſhould be flow in producing its effects, or that the 
ſymptoms ſhould be of a mild and gentle na- 
ture? On the contrary, when the virus is more 
exalted, as happens in hot and bilious tempera- 
ments, it is not to be wondered that it ſhould act 
with greater violence, and occaſion more inflam- 
matory and, malignant ſymptoms.—Other differ- 
ences may likewile ariſe from the patient's, blood 
being tainted with a ſcrophulous, ſcorbutic, le- 
prous, or other cacochymy ; as likewiſe. from 
the blood being more or leſs heated by immo- 
derate exerciſe, high living, or the like. Thus

As to the manner in which it is ; communicated, 
there have been various opinions on this head. 
At firſt there were ſome who attributed this diſ. 
eaſe to an epidemic conſtitution of the air; and 
conſequently imagined that it might be communi- 
cated in the ſame manner as other epidemic dif 
eaſes. But whether this was ever the caſe, or whe- 
ther it was only invented to ſalve the reputation of 
ſuch as had the misfortune to be affected with it; 
is not of conſequence enough to be conſidered in 
this place. In ſhort, whatever may have been 
the notions that formerly prevailed,” there are at 
preſent no other ways acknowledged of commu- 
nicating this diſeafe, but by 6ENERATION or CON = 
Ad. In the former the ſeeds of it are tranf- 
mitted to the tender body of the:'Embrio, and 
incorporated in its conſtitution : in the latter it 
is communicated from one that is affected with it 
to a ſound perſon, and this not at a diſtance but by 
ſome immediate contact. When the diſorder is 
tranſmitted from the parents it is called EREDI· 
'TARY ; but when it is received by contact of any 
kind, it is called acquired. In the formercaſeit 
its always univerſal, and produces its effects in- 
differently in any part of the body; in the latter 
it may be either local or umverſal, but commonly 
diſcovers itſelf firſt in thoſe parts which have been 
immediately ſubjected to an impure contact.

Tuxnx are ſeveral kinds of contact by which, 
the venereal poilon may be conveyed from one 
to another. Thus when a nurſe happens to la- 
bour under the diſorder, the infant that ſucks her 
receives the infection; as on the other hand, when 
the child is infected, the nurſe is liable to receive 
it from the child. It may like wiſe be contracted 
by wanton and laſcivious kiſſing, when the mouth 
or lips; of, the . diſeaſed party are affected with 
veriereat Tores or ulcers.; as alſo by lying in the 
ſame bed with a perſon who: has pocky erup- 
tions on the ſkin, to which the warmth of the 
bed, rendering the pores more open, may, contri- 
bute not a little. It has likewiſe been known 
to have been contracted by handling venereal 
ſores, particularly when by any accident the 
cuticle has been previouſly abraded. But the 
moſt ordinary way of contracting this diſeaſe is 
by impure coition, at which time the genital parts 
of both. ſexes are peculiarly adapted to receive 
the infection. "Pi 


It Has been obſerved above, that when the diſ. 
order is communicated by contact, it commonly 
diſcoverst{elf firſt 'in thoſe parts by which the 
infection was received. And hence, when the 
diſorder is contracted by lying in the fame bed 
with an infected perſon, or by handling venereal | 
ſores; eruptions on the ſkin in the one caſe, and 
eruptions or ulcers on the hand in the other, com- 
monly give the firſt alarm. Theſe however are 
eaſes which rarely occur, the cuticle for the moſt 
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part proving a ſufficient defence againſt the Ve- 
nereal poiſon externally applied; unleſs in 
parts where this covering is naturally thinner 
than ordinary, and which are beſides of a rare 
and ſpongy texture ; 'as the nipples, the lips, 
the mouth, and the genital parts. Accordingly, 
when the diſorder is communicated by contact, 
one or other of theſe parts is uſually firſt affec- 
ted, and diſcovers the firſt ſymptoms of it. 
And hence when a nurſe contracts the infection 
by giving ſuck, fiſſures, heat, inflammation, and 
the like, give the firſt notice about the nipples 
and breaſt; on the other hand, when an infant 
ſucks it from a nurſe, or a grown perſon contracts 
it by laſcivious kiſſing, ulcers appear about the 
lips, tongue, mouth, or throat. But after all, 
as coition is the moſt ordinary way of contracting 
this diſeaſe, ſo the firſt ſymptoms uſually dif- 
cover themſelves about the genital parts; ſuch 
_ as a virulent and infectious running, chancres ſo 
called, ſwellings of the groin or teſticles, and 


other ſymptoms, which _ be explained here- 
_-

For the preſent it will be ſufficient to obſerve, 
that the firſt infection, or thoſe ſymptoms which 
are merely local, can be communicated by con- 
tat only: for when the diſorder is tranſmitted 
from the parents it is alway univerſal, that is, 
the poiſon is univerſally diffuſed through the 
whole maſs of blood and humours. And though 
this is likewiſe ſometimes the caſe, when tlie 


diſor- 
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diſorder is communicated by contact, yet this 
ſeldom happens, unleſs when complaints which 
vere at firſt merely local, have been either abſo- 
| lutely neglected or ill-treated. For notwith- 
ſtanding what is ſaid of the extreme ſubtilty 
of the venereal poiſon, I believe there are 
very few inſtances can be produced of its gettiug 
immediately into the blood, without firſt exci- 
ting in the parts by which it was received, ſome 
appearances or other, which if timely adverted 
to, and properly treated, might have prevented 
the miſchief from ſpreading further. 


Be this however as it may, venereal diſorders 
which are merely local, admit of a greater va- 
riety in their method of treatment, and require 
no leſs {kill and addreſs in the phyſician or ſur- 
geon, than does the treatment and cure of a con- 
firmed lues.

A VIRULENT GONORRUGA is an involuntary | 
diſcharge of infectious matter from the urethra 
in men, and the vagina in women, occafioned 
by the ſtimulus of the venereal virus received 
into theſe parts in the act of coition,

This diſorder in men commonly makes its 
appearance within four, eight, ten, or twelve 
days after the infection was received, prèvious 
| to. which there 1 is an unuſual -pain about the ge- 
nital parts, with a certain. rotatory motion, as it 
were, of the teſticles ; afterwards, a matter like 
ſeed diſtils gently through the urethra, and ap- 
pears in ſmall diſtin& ſpecks upon the linen. As 
this matter comes away, it occafions a titillation 
m the part, which ſenſation is particularly per- 
ceived in making water, and gradually increaſing, 
ariſes at length to a degree of heat and pain; 
which is moſtly obſerved at or near the extremity 
of the urethra ; the orifice of which looks red, 
inflamed, and preternaturally opeh fo 

As the diſorder proceeds, theſe ſymptoms are 
followed by others. The ereftions become in- 
voluntary, and are more frequent and laſting 
than when natural; they are alſo attended with 
much uneaſineſs, the penis feeling as if it 
were compreſſed by a ſtrong hand. This 
ſymptom chiefly happens in the night, when the 
patient begins to be warm in bed ; at which time 
alſo, he feels a convulſive contraction of the fræ- 
num; the pain of which ſoon extends itſelf all 
along the under part of the penis. In the mean 
while, the running increaſes conſiderably, eſpe- 
cially after ſtraining to make water; it recedes 
daily from the colour and conſiſtence of ſeed, 


grows yellow, and puts on the appearance of pus; 
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the beat of urine likewiſe, which was at firſt 


only perceived towards the orifice of the penis, 


now reaches all up the urethra ; but the pain 
is always eee eee | 
done mak water.. 

Wh diſorder is arrived at its height, all 
the ſymptoms are more intenſe ; the heat of 
urine is ſo extremely acute, that the patient 
dreads the making of it, notwithſtanding he is al- 
moſt conſtantly ſollicited by a certain uneaſy ſen- 
ſation about the neck of the bladder; it is alſo 


rendered with great difficulty, inſomuch that it is 


ſometimes voided only by a ſew drops at a time. 
The involuntary erections are at this time fo 
frequent and painful, that the patient can hardly 
get any ſleep a nights, and the penis is in a man- 
ner incurvated by the convulſive contraction of 
its under part; there is Mo a pain, heat, 
and fulneſs in the perinæum, particularly per- 
ceived in fitting down ; the running likewiſe is all 
this while ſharp and plentiful ; its colour brown, 
green, or bloody; and its conſiſtence ſomewhat 
thinner than well digeſted pus, and thicker than 
the matter diſcharged from a crude ulcer. 
At length, by uſing proper remedies, the vio- 

lence of the ſymptoms gradually abates ; tlie 
heat of urine goes off ; as do likewiſe the invo- 
luntary and painful erections, together with the 
heat and pain in the perinzum. The running 
alſo gradually decreaſes, grows whiter and thicker; 
and at laſt, after filaments or flocci have for

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FE time, appeared i in the uririe;; intirely ariel 
up and diſappears': but before it does ſo, there 
uſually appears in a morning only a large drop 
about the bigneſs of a pea, which is very ſtringy.

1 PROGRESS. of this Aae is 3 = 
ſame in women as in men. A few days after 
they have received the inſection, an unuſual 
moiſture appears about the private parts, toge- 
ther with a ſenſe of itching within the labia and 


vagina. This ſenſation is accompanied with 


ſome beat, which increaſing daily, at length bes 
comes particularly troubleſome in making water. 
Afterwards the vagina growing more inflamed, 
the admiſſion of the penis becomes extremely 
painful, and the heat of urine very acute; though 
for the moſt part this laſt ſymptom, is leſs trou- 
bleſome in women than it is in men ; the running 
alſo is various in reſpect to colour, quantity, 
and conſiſtence. At length, the inflammation 
of the vagina and neighbouring parts being 
gone off, the diſcharge, after having continued 
purulent for ſome time, grows daily whiter, and 
thicker, depoſites filaments in the urine; and at 
laſt the diſorder intirely diſappears. 


Tux raxrs which farniſh the diſcharge in men, 

are the ſeminal veſicles, the proſtate gland, the 

Cowper's glands, and the lacunal glands of the 

urethra. The firſt writers on this ſpecies of the 

diſeaſe, always ſuppoſed the ſeminal veſicles 
. and 
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"ry proſtate gland to be the ſeat of it in men men: 
and hence they called it a gonorrhda, becauſe 
they looked upon the diſcharge as ſeminal. But 
though the diſeaſe is ſometimes undoubtedly 
ſituated in theſe parts, as has been plainly proved 
by diſſection; yet that at other times it is ſeated 
much lower, experience itſelf ſufficiently teſtifies. 
How elſe ſhould it happen, that a virulent gonorr- 
hea 7 ſometimes cured by injections only; hen 
it would be impoſſible for a remedy of this ſort 
to reach the cauſe, if it were always ſeated ſo high 
up? It mjght indeed conſtringe the orifices of the 
excretory ducts about the verumontanum ; but 
this would only block up the matter for a time, 
and throw it perhaps upon the groin or teſticles: 
ſo far would it be from curing the diſeaſe. It 
is therefore plain, that the running muſt ſome- 
times be ſupplied from places nearer at hand ; 
ſuch as the Cowper's, and Iacunal glands : the 
former of which are ſeated under the muſcles 
called acceleratores urinz, near the anus; the lat- 
ter diſperſe here and there bo et ay membrane 
that lines the urethra. 
If it be aſked ho the mfeclous matter gets to 
theſe parts, Hince all of them ate out bf k the Yeach 
of immediate contact? The moſt probable con- 
jecture is, that it is taken up by the abſorbent 
veſſels, and depoſited in ſome or other of the 
parts above-mentioned. But however the in- 
fection gets to them, certain it is, from the diſſec- 
tion of bodies that have died with a gonorr-

IV on DER to an the ſeveral appearances 
above-mentioned, it may be oblerved that the 
action of the venereal virus, externally apphed, 
has not unaptly been compared to that of cantha- 
rides. For whereas the ſalts of the cantharides, 
by irritating the cutaneous fibres, cauſe a-more 
than ordinary derivation of humour to the ſkins; 
and if continued beyond a due time, even corrode 
the veſſels, and occaſion very painful ulcerations: 
ſo the venereal virus, when received in the way 
of coition, may be ſuppoſed to act much in the 
ſame manner; not only upon the ſenſible mem- 

| branes. 
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the ſeminal veſicles, and ſuch other parts as the - 
infectious miaſmata happen to have fixed upon. 

In conſequence of the preternatural irritation 
occaſioned by this means, there will be a ſtronget 
and more frequent contraction of theſe parts, 
and a more plentiful derivation and expreffion 
of their contained fluids ; in other words, a un- 
ning will be produced, in ſome meaſure reſem- 
bling the natural- humor of the part from whence 
it flows. : 

The mucous covering of the — which 
ſerves to guard this part from the acrimony of 
the urine, being likewiſe gradually melted away, 
and the part itſelf inflamed by the ſharpneſs of 
the matter conſtantly flowing through it; a ſcald- 
ing of water n ſucceeds, which, when it 
is extremely violent, occaſions, by conſent of 
parts, an involuntary conſtriction of the neck of 
the bladder; and hence a ſtrangury i is a frequent 
concomitant of the heat of urine. 

The ſtrangury may alſo be owing to an in- 
flammation about the neck of the bladder; which, 
by reaſon of the conti guity of parts, frequently 


happens when the diſorder is ſeated in the ſeminal 


reſicles or proſtate gland. When theſe parts 
are inflamed, there is alſo a heat and uneaſineſs in 
the perinæum, and about the os pubis, together 
with a perpetual irritation to make water. 

From a general, but fight inflammation affec- 
bing the private parts, in conſequence of the 


irri- |

proceed. an uninesſal heat, itching; and ditillation 
of theſe paxtsg d as the erectores penis ootn- 
monly paxtake.of this irritation, hence alſo the 
frequent and involuntary erections are eaſily ac- 
counted ſoꝶ; And as. the penis when. erected, 
neceſſarily extends the urethra, and preſſes upon 
the ſeminal ve ſlate, and Cowper s glands: 
when the diſorder i is advanced, and theſe. paris 
are conſiderably inflamed, the ereftions cannot but

And further, as, the urethra, when it is very 
much Anne © cannot be ſtretched without the 
moſt acute Pain; ſo neither can it in erections be 
extended e gually with the reſt of the penis; fox 
which elle the glans is frequently pulled down 
as it were wich a cord; and hence AM 
called a chordee. 

Again, ſhould the 9 particles penetrate 
into the cellular ſubſtance of the urethra, - and 
inflame the membrane that is ſpread amongſt it 
cells ; whenever the penis is erected, this cellular 
ſubſtance not yielding to the extenſion, will not 
only be affected with great pain, but likewiſe in- 
flect the penis downwards, and prove another 


cauſe of the chordee. 
L.Laſtly, if the virulent particles ſhould have 


| penetrated into the cavernoſe bodies of the penis, 
and inflamed the membrane that lines their cells, 
theſe likewiſe will in ſome meaſure reſiſt exten- 
ſion, and a ſenſation will be produced as if the 
penis were compreſſed with the hand, P I

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In like manner as involuntary erections are o- 
Wr men, tenſions of the vagina and in- 


voluntary erections of the clitoris are occaſioned 
in women; namely, from the virulent particles 


muſcular fibres of theſe parts. And theſe ſymp - 
toms likewiſe will be more or leſs painful, as the 
adjacent parts happen to e 3 7 
or ulceratee. | 

But e ai This i is ae ; 
in proportion to the degree. of ſlimulus; and 
therefore at firſt when the irritation is but ſmall, 
it uſually comes away by a drop at a time; but 
as the irritation increaſes, it becomes more plen- _ 
tiful: for an inflammation beinggradually brought 
upon the parts into which the - virulent parti · 
cles have inſinuated themſelves, and this being 
attended with a ſtronger. and more frequent 
contraction of the arteries, the ſeminal or other 
humours are on this account more ſtrongly and 
conſtantly exprelled, 5 

The variety of colour obſerved in the running, 
ſeems, principally if not altogether owing to the 
adyentitious mixture of blood or pus. Thus 
when the virulent matter is ſo ſharp as to cor- 
rode ſome: capillary blood veſſel, the running 
will not only be tinged with blood, but ſome- 


is, if the blood be in any quantity, and inti- - 
mately mixed and blended with the. diſcharge : 
If it be not in quantity fufficient to produce this

irritating and cauſing frequent contractions of tb 


times reſemble the waſhings of raw fleſh ; that 
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appearance, the running will be of a paler or

Sometimes the Wee of the running 
occaſions ulcerations in the urethra or vagina ; 
at other times, the parts into which the virulent 
particles at firſt inſinuated themſelves, come to 
fuppuration ; and in theſe caſes the matter diſ⸗- 
charged from the ulcers or abſceſſes, mixing with 
the running, cannot but alter the appearance of it. 
And this alteration will always correſpond with 
the preſent ſtate and condition of the ſores; and 
therefore, if they happen to be in a crude and in- 
digeſted ſtate, and inſtead of laudable pus, dif- 
charge only a thin ichor, the running will par- 
take of the ſame appearance. On the other 
hand, when the ſores are clean and well - di- 
gefied, and the matter difcharged from them 
is of the colour and conſiſtence of cream, this 
ſort of matter is called pus; and the running 
will in this caſe be more or leſs purulent, as more 
or leſs purulent matter happens to be mixed 
with it. 

At length, when the virulency is intirely ſub- 
dued, not only the painful ſymptoms vaniſh, 
but the ulcerations heal, and the running gradu- 
ally dries up and diſappears; after having for 
ſome days depoſited in the urine flocci as they 
are called, or certain filamentous appearances; 

| which 
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which are thought to be nothing but the matter 
of the diſcharge grown thick and clammy, and are 


therefore looked upon as a ſign that the en are 
approaching to cicatrization. 


ArrEx this manner may the ſeveral appear 
ances in a virulent gonorrhœa be accounted for. 
It muſt not however be expected that all the 
ſymptoms here deſcribed, are conſtantly to be 
met with in one and the ſame patient. Thus 
it ſometimes happens that in people of a 
cold and phlegmatic conſtitution, there is no 
other ſymptom but a imple running, attended 
perhaps with a ſlight pain in making water, and 
perhaps with none at all : nay, the running has 
been ſometimes ſo inconſiderable as hardly to be 
taken notice of; and yet that it was truly virulent, 
has afterwards appeared, from its communicating 
infection to a ſound perſon, and from a ſwellingof 
the groin or teſticle ariſing from the ſudden diſap- 
pearance of it. On the other hand, people of a 
hot and ſanguine habit, or who have been pre- 
viouſly heated by immoderate exerciſe, high 
Iving, drinking, or the like, commonly fare much 
worle, Perſons under ſuch circumſtances are

tb- not only more liable to the painful and inflam- 
ſh, matory ſymptoms, but that likewiſe in a much 
ae higher degree than they are uſually met with 


in perſons of a more cool and temperate habit ; 
and the reaſon of this difference may poſſibly 
be, becauſe the fibres of the cold and phlegmatic 
C 2 are 


* 
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are, more lax, and conſequently leſs ſuſceptible 
of irritation. Other differences may likewiſe 
ariſe from the patients blood being tainted with 
a ſcorbutic, leprous, or other cacochymy, as Way 
before obſerved. © 
But as great a difference as any depends on 
the particular ſeat of the diſorder ; for as every 
ſymptom does not always accompany a virulent 
gonorrhcea, ſo neither does the infection always 
fix itſelf in the part. Sometimes it is ſeated only 
in the lacunal glands, which, as they are very 
ſmall, are not capable of furniſhing ſo large a 
diſcharge, as may at other times be ſupplied 
from the ſeminal veſicles, proſtate, or Cowper's 
glands. And as many of the painful ſymp- 
toms enumerated above, depead on the in- 
flammation of the parts laſt named, ſuch ſymp- 
toms will therefore be wanting when theſe PP 
are not affected. 
Laſtly, as the diſorder is not always attended 
with the ſame train of ſymptoms, nor always 
ſeated in the ſame parts, ſo neither does it always 
proceed or go off in the ſame manner. Some- 
times there happens a more than ordinary fluxion 
on the parts affected, proceeding from a bad 
habit of body, or ſome irregularity of the pa- 
tient. Sometimes by improper management 
in the perſon who undertakes the cure, or by 
ſome error committed by the patient himſelf, 
the running is ſtopped before the virulency is: 
carried off, in which caſe it commonly falls on 
the groin or teſticles. Sometimes on the con-

How to diſtinguiſh a virulent Gonorrhaea from other 
diſorders ; how to detect the particular feat of the 

diſorder; and how to form a prognoſtic with re- 
gard to the difficulty of cure, or the event of the 
diſorder. | OR 


ROM the difference that has been obſerved 

with regard to the appearances of a virulent 
gonorrhea, ariſes the difficulty of diſtinguiſhing 
it from certain other diſorders ; amongſt which 
thoſe with which it is moſt liable to be confound- 
ed, are ulcers in the kidnies or bladder, gonorr- 
hœas that are not virulent, and eſpecially the fluor 
albus in women. 


Ox x would imagine that an ulcer in the kid- 
nies could hardly be miſtaken for the diſorder in 
queſtion. Nevertheleſs the matter which comes 
away with the urine, and the ſtrangury which 
ſometimes accompanies an ulcerated kidney, have 
been known to create a ſuſpicion that the diſorder 
was venereal ; which ſuſpicion has been the ra- 
ther indulged, if the party concerned has been 
Cz = lately 
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gion of the loins, together with heat thirſt and 
other ſigns of inflammation, for ſome time before 


lately expoſed to the danger of contracting an in- 


fection of this kind. A phyſician or ſurgeon hows 


ever can have no real difficulty in diſtinguiſhing 
theſe caſes, For an ulcer in the Kidnies is al- 
ways preceded by a pain and weight in the Te» 


any matter appears in the urine; and when it does 
appear, the pain and weight in the region of the 
loins ſtill continue; which ſymptoms, as they have 
no connection with a virulent gonorrheea, are 


{ufficient to n theſe two diſorders from 


one another. 


In an ulcer of the bladder the caſe is not 4 
ways ſo eaſy to be determined, inaſmuch as the 
ſigns of an ulcer here have a much nearer reſem- 
blance to the ſymptoms of a virulent gonorrhea, 
than thoſe which are ever met with in an ulcer of 
the kidmes ; for the heat of urine and ſtrangury, as 
allothe pain and weight in the perinæum, are much 
the ſame as thoſe which are occaſioned by an in- 
flammation of the ſeminal veſicles and proſtate 
glands. . By attending however to. the nature of 
the running, and the manner in which it comes 


away, we need not heſitate long to pronounce 
what the caſe is. For the matter which comes 


from the bladder, as well as that which proceeds 
from the kiduies, has for the moſt part a more 
feetid ſinell, than is obſerved in the diſcharge of 
a gonorrhea, which ſmell it in all probability ac- 


quires from being detained in the bladder till 


ſuch 
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ſuch times asit is yoided in making water, But 
after all, the manner of its coming away is a cir- 
cumſtance which above all others ſets the caſe in 
the cleareſt light; for whatever reſemblance there 
may be in either reſpects, certain it is*that the 
diſcharge from either the kidnies or the bladder, 
never comes away«but with the urine, that is, 
when the ſphincter of the bladder is dilated ; but 
in a gonorrhœa the diſcharge is conſtant, as well 
when the ſphincter is cloſed as when it is open. 


Men are ſometimes ſubject to a diſcharge from 
the urethra, which partakes of no degree of viru- 
lency, and yet has ſo much the appearance of 


a a virulent gonorrhcea, that the two caſes are not 


always eaſy to be diſtinguiſhed from each other. 
A diſcharge of this kind, it is ſaid, may be occaſi- 
oned by drinking ſtale malt liquors, efpecially by 
{uch as have not been uſed to them, as allo by im- 
moderate venery, riding too much on horſeback, 
and clyſters injected too hot, A running pro- 
ceeding from any of theſe cauſes, is diſtinguiſhed 
by the name of gonorrhea non virulenta. 
But the queſtion is, how to diſtinguiſh it in all 
caſes from a virulent diſcharge. It is ſaid 
indeed that theſe ſimple runnings are never at- 
tended with any degree of pain or inflamma- 
tion, and that many of them ceaſe in a ſhort 
time of their own accord. If therefore a viru- 
lent gonorrhea were always attended with 
a dyſury, ſtrangury, and the like, and if theſe 
e C4 | Were 
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were ſuch inconteſtible ſigns of virulency as is 
tommonly ſaid, there could be no difficulty in 
diſtinguiſhing theſe diſorders. But the caſe is 
not always thus either with reſpect to funple or 
virulent gonorrhœas. i 
There are ſome ſimple runnings, that is, run- 
nings which partake of no degree of virulency, 
and. yet are attended with pain and difficulty of 
taking water; as on the other hand, there are 
ſome virulent and infectious runnings, without 
any degree of pain or uneaſineſs whatſoever. 
Mr. Gataker, m his very judicious and uſeful ob- 
ſervations on venereal complaints, ſpeaking of 
ſimple gonorrhceas, fays, that the running is 
ſometimes of a very bad colour, and very conſi- 
derable in quantity; and, adds he, if the body 
has been much heated, the patient may feel ſome 
kind of ſenſation, upon making water, different 
from what is common. This, indeed, does not 
quite amount to pain and difficulty in making 
water; nevertheleſs that both pain and difficulty 
of making water ſometimes happen in caſes of 
this kind, I am ſufficiently convinced, as well 
from my own experience, as from that of other 
practitioners whom I have conſulted on this 
head. But however ſome may be inclined 
to diſpute the fact juſt mentioned, there are 
none I believe who have been at all conver- 
ſant in practice, but will readily allow that 
they have met with inſtances of a running, 
where there has not been any painful or inflam- 
| ary 
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matory ſymptom, whereby to'diſtinguiſh it from 
a ſimple gonorrhea, and which has nevertheleſs 
communicated infection to a ſound perſon. - And 
this is ſufficient to ſhew that the ſigns commonly 
laid down to diſtinguiſh theſe diſorders, are not 
always to be depended on, and conſequently, | 
that it is an eaſier matter to be miſtaken in this 
point, than people are ready or willing to admi 
for if a virulent gonorrhœa can only be known 
by its being attended with pain and inflammation, 
how is it to be diſtinguiſhed when theſe figns 
are wanting ? 

The beſt way perhaps of determining in ſuch 
a caſe is by making a diligent enquiry, whether 
the diſorder was preceded by any of the cauſes of 
a ſimple gonorrhea, and at what diſtance of 
time, and in what manner the running firſt made 
its appearance. In a virulent gonorrhœa, the 
running ſeldom ſhews itſelf ſooner than four or 
five days, and frequently much longer, after the 
infection was received; whereas, in a ſimple 
gonorrhcea, the running commonly ſucceeds the 
cauſe within a few hours, and ſometimes comes 
down immediately, eſpecially when it is owing to 
a violent ſtrain, or clyſters injected too hot. 
Again, the running in a virulent gonorrhœa 
comes away at firſt by drops only, becoming gra- 
dually more copious as the diſorder advances: 
on the contrary, in a ſimple gonorrhœa, the run- 
ning generally comes down in a larger quantity 
at firſt, and grows leſs afterxwards. Upon the 
whole 
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whole therefoee, if no violent ſtrain ered 


cauſe of a ſimple gonorrhœa has preceded.; if 
the running comes on gradually, at firſt by drops 
only, and increaſes afterwards ; and eſpecially if 
this happens ſome days after a ſuſpected com- 
merce, we need not heſitate to pronounce the 
caſe venereal, though the plainer ſigns of viru- 


mmm 


Tur diſorder fromwhich a virulent gonorrhœa 
is diſtinguiſhed with the greateſt difficulty, is the 
fluor albus in women, or a copious diſcharge of 
humours flowing thro the vagina, and ſuppoſed 
to proceed from the over - relaxed veſſels of the 
uterus. The diſcharge in this diſorder is ſome- 
times as variouſly coloured, and of as offenſive a 
{mell, as that of a virulent gonorrhea in its 
worſt ſtate. Add to this, that it is ſometimes ſo 
ſharp as to excoriate the parts through which 
it paſſes, and occaſion no inconſiderable degree 
of heat and pain in making water, Under ſuch 
circumſtances it is extremely difficult to be diſtin- 
guiſhed from a virulent gonorrhcea, eſpecially 
when the patient contributes to favour the mil. 
take, by venting groundleſs ſuſpicions againſt her 
huſband ; and gn the other hand, when a woman 
has contracted a virulent gonorrhea, and though 
conſcious of her guilt, is obſtinately bent to 
conceal it, what is ſo plauſible a pretext as the 
fluor albus ? 

Whenever therefore we are in danger of be- 


ing 
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ing impoſed. upon, either. by the ignorance or 
Gd an inſpection of the 
parts is recommended, as the only method by 
which we are not liable to be deceived. If upon 


ſuch inſpection, a purulent matter _ oozing 
thro' the excretory ducts of the proſtate or CO. - 
per's glands, it is, ſays Dr. Aſtruc, a ſign the diſor- 
der is a gonorrhœa and not the fluor albus; becauſe 
in the latter the running proceeds from the uterus, 
and the glands above-· mentioned are not concerned 
in it. The caſe we are told will be ſtill plainer, 
if there be any apparent ſigns of inflammation 
where theſe glands are ſituated, whilſt the other 
parts of the pudendum appear to be unaffected. 
There is reaſon however to doubt, whether an 
inſpection of the parts is in all caſes ſufficient to 
put the matter beyond all doubt; for if the 
gonorrhea be ſeated only in the vaginal glande, 
as may happen to be the caſe, there will be .no 
diſtinguiſhing it by inſpection from the fluor al- 
bus, becauſe the vagina will be beſmeared alike in 
both caſes. Add to this that pregnant women are 
ſometimes ſubject to an extremely acrid diſcharge, 
in all appearance proceeding from the parts juſt 
mentioned, which not only occaſions great unea- 
ſineſs in making water, but even cauſes very pain- 
ful ulcerations on the labia pudendi; which 
complaints, after having reſuſed to yield to any 
method of treatment whatever, and after having 
tormented the patient for ſome months, have 
intirely diſappeared upon the woman's being 

brought 
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brought to bed. Still leſs to be depended. on is 
what ſome authors have laid down as a certain 
rule to diſtinguiſh theſe diſorders by ; namely; 
that if the diſcharge ceaſe during the time of the 
menſtrual evacuation, and return again as ſoon 
as that 1s over, the caſe 1s not venereal, but 
merely the whites: whereas, if the running con- 
tinue during the whole time of the menſtrual 
flux, there is then, ſay they, no doubt the caſe; is 
venereal. That this however can never be re- 
lied on as a mark of diſcrimination, a flight con- 
ſideration is ſufficient to evince: for allowing the 
facts to be true, with regard to the ceſſation of 
the running in the one caſe, and its continuance 
in the other; yet as the running in both caſes 
muſt neceſſanly be mixed with the menſtrual 
diſcharge, who will be able to diſtinguiſh the one 
from the other ? and conſequently who will be 
able to determine any thing from hence in the 
preſent caſe ? e 
Upon the whole, there are undoubtedly caſes 
in which it requires a more than ordinary ſhare 
of circumſpection, to diſtinguiſh whether the diſ- 
order be venereal or not ; and in which it will be 
particularly neceſſary to enquire, whether the pati- 
ent has been accuſtomedtothefluoralbus; whether 
the diſcharge has been uſually ſmall in quantity, 
and of a pale colour; whether during the dif- 
| charge, ſhe has been accuſtomed to ſmarting or 
any other uneaſineſs about the private parts; 


and laſtly, whether ſhe has any remarkable 
weakneſs | 
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reakneſs or pain in the loins; ſymptoms which 
are generally attendant on the whites. If upon 
nquiry it appears, that tho' the woman has been 
accuſtomed to the fluor albus, the diſcharge has 
uſually ſmall in quantity, of a pale colour, 
and not attended with. any uneaſineſs in the pri- 
vate parts, the acceſſion of a purulent running, 
attended with more than ordinary heat in mak - 
ing water, will give juſt ground to ſuſpect a ve- 
nereal injury. But if ſhe has been accuſtomed 
to a very plentiful and diſcoloured diſcharge of 
this kind, and eſpecially if it has been often at- 
tended with heat and inflammation about the 
pudendum, the caſe muſt neceſſarily remain 
doubtful, till the confeſſion of the patient her- 
ſelf or of her huſband, contributes to ſet the 
matter in a clearer light, or elſe till ſuch ſymp- 
toms gradually ſupervene as plainly indicate. a 
venereal cauſe ; ſuch as a virulent chancre in 
ſome part or other of the pudendum, or a ten- 
dency to a bubo in one or both groins, 

Havixc diſtinguiſhed the diſorder to be a vi- 
rulent gonorrhcea, it will likewiſe be of uſe to 
know how the particular ſeat of it may be diſ- 
covered; ſince the difficulty of the cure, and the 
event of the diſeaſe, frequently depend on this 
circumſtance, A previous knowledge of the 
ſtructure and ſituation of the parts, together with 
a diligent attention to the nature of the various 
ſymptoms which occur in the courſe of the diſ- 

eaſe, 
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eaſe, will ſeldom fail to throw ſufficient light 
upon enquiries- of this nature. Thus, when 
there is no pain or heat in any part of, 
the perinzum, and when the running is at the 
fame time ſmall in quantity, we may reaſonably 
conclude that the infection has not taken very 
deep root, and probably that it is ſeated only in 
the lacunal glands of the urethra ; though theſe 
| glands are ſuppoſed, by Dr. Aſtruc, to be the 
ſeat of a particular ſpecies of the gonorrhea, 
which will be taken notice of in another place. 
On the other hand, when the running is more 
plentiful, accompanied likewiſe with an aching 
pain and fulneſs in the perinæum near the anus, 
the Cowper's glands are in all probability affec- 
ted. Laſtly when the diſcharge appears to 
come all the way from the neck of the bladder; 
when, beſides a heat and fulneſs in the perinzum, 
deeper ſeated than in the former cafe, there is 
likewiſe a conſtant uneaſineſs about the neck of 
the bladder; when there is a more than ordinary 
_ diſpoſition to a ſtrangury ; and particularly when 
the teſticles are inclined to ſwell upon every little 
irregularity, or without any apparent cauſe, ex- 
cluſive of the diſorder in queſtion, we may rea- 
ſonably conjecture that the ſeminal veſicles, ot 
pers gland, or both are affected. 


Wir regard to the v ssific, the diſorder 
will always be of a milder or more obſtinate nature, 
according to the different parts affected, and ac- 


cording 
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cording to the manner in which the'inflammatiori 
happens to terminate. In general, the more ſuper- 
ficially the diſorder is ſeated, the milder it is, andthe 
eaſier to cure, provided it be not attended with 
any conſiderable degree of fluxion or inflamma- 
tion; accidents which frequently depend more 
upon the patient's habit of body, than merely 
upon the action of the venereal virus. On the 
other hand when the infection has taken deeper 
root, particularly when it has fixed upon the ſe- 
minal veſicles or proſtate gland, the caſe is com- 
monly very obſtinate ; and if it is not cured in a 
reaſonable time, though nothing worſe ſhould 
happen in the courſe of the diſorder, an incurable 
gleet is ſometimes the conſequence, either from 
the, eroſion or relaxation of the excretory duds 
of theſe parts. 
But after all, PEE moſt to be 


N, 

is dreaded are thoſe which depend on the inflam- 
*. mation of the parts above- mentioned, and the 
manner in which ſuch inflammation happens to 
4 terminate, whether by reſolution, ſuppuration, 
Je induration, or wortiſication. When the inflam- 


mation is reſcaved in the beginning, the cure is 
for the moſt part happily effected, without any 
diſagreeable conſequence remaining behind. But 
if the patient will not ſubmit to repeated bleed- 
ing, and conform at the ſame time to the exacteſt 
regimen, the beſt that can be hoped for is a kindly 
fuppuration ; in which caſe the cure for the 

moſt 
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ally if any conſiderable abſceſs happens to be 
formed either in the ſeminal veſicles or proſtate 

gland. In ſuch caſes the matter inſinuating into 
the cellular ſubſtance betwixt the neck of the 
bladder and the rectum, has been known to pro- 
duce very trouhleſome fiſtulæ in perinzo, 

Again, if the inflammation ſhould either wholly 
or in part terminate in a ſchirrhous induratian; 
ſuch induration by its bulk preſſing upon and 
traitening the urethra, will render the paſſage for 
the urine more or leſs difficult, according to the 
ſize of the tumor occaſioning the obſtruction; 
and hence will follow an habitual ſtrangury; 
which may eaſily degenerate into a total ſup» 
preſſion of urine. Laſtly if the inflammation of 

the parts above-mentioned, inſtead of 2 to 
ſuppuration or ending in a ſchirrhus, ſhould 
happen to terminate in a gangrene, the Patent 
will be in the utmoſt danger. 

But there is hardly ever occaſion for ſuch a 
frightful prognoſtic, never perhaps unleſs the 
inflammation run to a very extraordinary height, 
and all means of cure have been totally neglected ; 
for every gonorrhcea, to which proper remedies 

are applied in time, may in general be ſaid to 
1. without danger, and capable of admitting a 
cure. They cannot all however be cured. in 
the ſame ſpace of time, but ſome ſooner and 
others later, according to the nature of the ſymp- 
toms, the patient's habit of body, and other circum- 
ſtances.

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Lhus if there be little or no pain in 
— water, if the running” be fmall in 
quantity tranſparent whitiſh or of an aſh-co- 
dur in a word if it retaim the natural appear- | 
ace of ſeed or mucus ;/ as the irritation in this 
aſe can be but ſlight; ſo the cure will in all pro- 
ability be neither very tedious" nor very diffi- 

t. The caſe will be different, if together with 
onſiderable pain and heat about the parts, the 
diſcharge be profuſe, and at the ſame time either 
of an obſcure green or yellow colour: for theſe 
circumſtances, if they do not indicate a ſuppu- 
ration of ſome or other of the parts affected, or 
the preſence of an ulcer or ulcers in fome part of 
the urethra, at leaſt denote a more tonſiderable 
degree of inflammation, proceeding either from 
the bad habit of the patient or a much greater 
degree of virulency, and conſequently that the 
cure will in all probability prove long and tedious. 
And if the running be protracted for a great 
length of time, (whether by injudicious treat- 
ment or from the obſtinacy of the diſeaſe) it 
will be no wonder if a gleet ſhould ſometimes 
remain, either from the relaxation or eroſion of 
the excretory dudts of the parts affected. 
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SYDENHAM, ASTRUC, and many other writers 
have aſſerted that a gonorrhcea never degene- 
rates into a confirmed lues (that is, never infects 
| D / the

the blood) while the running is permitted to flow 
freely; imagining the venereal virus to be effes- 
tually diſcharged this way. In ſome flight caſes 
indeed, where the infection has perhaps been 
confined to the ſurface of the urethra, a virulent 
gonorrhœa has been ſaid to have run itſelf off; 
but on the other hand, during the continuance 
of a very plentiful diſcharge, the infection has 
been known to creep up into the groin,” anda 

bubo to ariſe ; which if not taken care of in 
ume, would in all probability have introduced 
the infection into the blood, and laid the 
foundation of a confirmed lues. This danger 
| however is moſt to be apprehended, if the run- 
ning be ſuppreſſed too ſoon, whether by haſty 
walking, violent exerciſe, ſtrong draſtic purges, 
the: unſeaſonable ufe of balſamic or aſtringent 
medicines, or any other cauſe. But in ſach caſes 
the infection ſeldom fails to attack the groin or 
teſticles firſt, ſo as to put the practitioner timely 
upon his guard, and thereby enable him to pur- 
tue fuch methods, as may be moſt er, 6 
vent the halt from receiving ny en! 
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From what has been faid it may tun l. 
inferred that a virulent gonorrhœa muſt (gene- 
rally ſpeaking) be leſs troubleſome in women 
than it is in men. Accordingly, women are 

__ to little or no heat in making water; to 
; | none, 
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nene; if the diſorder be ſeated in the vaginal or 
Cowper's glands, both which are at too great a 


4ſtance from tlie urethra to be affected by the 
rine; and to but little, when the diſorder is 
eated in the proſtate gland: for though the 

rethra may not be altogether free from inflam- 
mation in this caſe, yet the paſſage being very 
ſhort, the urine paſſes quickly over it, and 
ſeldom cauſes any great degree of uneafineſs. 
On the contrary, all the parts which are the ſeat 
of this diforder in men, have an immediate com- 
munication with the urethra, which is generally 
ſpeaking more or left inflatned ; and hence heat 
of urine is more conſtantly met with in them 


than it is in women; and not only ſo, but it is 


likewiſe more | troubleſome, becauſe the urethra 


over a larger ſurface, and al hend che iprita- 
tion is more extenſive, 

Ina word, as many of the moſt painful and dan- 
gerous ſymptoms are proper to parts peculiar to 
our own ſex, fuch ſymptoms muſt neceſſarily be 
wanting in women. Not that women are alto- 
gether free from violent and even dangerous 


inflammations of the private parts, which have 


been known to terminate in a very exten - 
five gangrene. This however is not often the 


caſe ; for the moſt} part they are not much 


troubled with the more painful and inflammatory 
ſymptoms of this diſorder ; nor are they ſubjeRt 
D 2 to 
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to thoſe troubleſome conſequences arifing from a 
ſuppuration of the ſeminal veſicles and parts 
adjacent in men, ſuch as fiſtulæ in perinæo and 
habitual ftranguries ; both which are ſome- 
times the conſequence of a virulent gonorrhœma 
in men, but ſeldom if ever met with in women 


ou a venereal cauſe. _ 

But though women have greatly the 9 
in theſe particulars, yet is the running more difh- 
cult to cure in them than it is in men; either 
becauſe their parts being naturally moiſter and 
weaker, are more difficultly reſtored to their 
natural tone; or rather perhaps becauſe they 
are apt to neglect or impute to the fluor 
albus, thoſe runnings which remain after the 
other ſymptoms are carried off; whereas men 
on the contrary continue taking medicines, as 
long as they perceive the leaſt diſcharge from che 


urethra. 
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Of the cure of a . 8 as adapted ls 
. the different Jages of _ diſorder. 


ROM what hs . een the na- 
ture of a vIRULENT-GONORRHOEA, it plainly 
appears to be the effect of a preter-natural irri- 
0 | tation 
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tation in ſome or other of, and ſometime in all 
the parts, which have been ſhewn to be the ſeat 
of this diſorder. Now ſince this irritation is 
undoubtedly owing to the ſtimulus of the vene- 
real virus acting upon the parts above- men- 
tioned, the plain and obvious indication of cure 
muſt be to remove the irritating cauſe; that is, to 
carry off or correct the venereal poiſon, by ſuch 
means as are moſt likely to anſwer this end. 


Sou have imagined that by encouraging the 
running for a due time, the virulency may be ef- 
fectually carried off this way. And this ſeems 
to have been the opinion of the celebrated Sv DE N- 
HAM, and to have determined him ſo much in 
favour of repeated purging, and that with medi- 
cines of the draſtic kind, which he orders to be 
continued, donec humor flillare prorſus ceſſaverit. 
By this time, I ſuppoſe, it was imagined the vi- 
rulent particles would be intirely waſhed away, 
and the running together with the other ſymp- 
toms ceaſe of courſe. | | 

Dr. TuRNER indeed found that this was not 
often the caſe, and therefore in order to correct 
the virulency he joined calomel with his purges, 
and commonly had recourſe to balſamics towards 
the end of the cure; convinced by experience 
that the running frequently could not be got rid 
of, without aſſiſtance from medicines of this 
kind. In other reſpects, his practice was not 
much different from that of SyDENHAM; 

D 3 and 
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and the purges he made uſe of, fo long as he 
thought it neceſſary to promote the diſcharge, 
were for the moſt part of the ſtimulating kind. 

The repeated uſe however of medicines of 
this kind has been long ſince found to be at- 
tended with many inconveniencies. For as 
draſtic purges act chiefly by their ſtimulus, when 
this comes to be ſuper-added to the ſtimulus of 
the diſeaſe, not only the running will be increaſed, 
(which ſeems to have been the thing aimed at) 
but every other ſymptom which depends on irri- 
tation will be increaſed hkewiſe. Nay, the irri- 
tation occaſioned by medicines of this kind, will 
be often ſufficient to continue the ſymptoms af- 
ter the infection is carried off; ſo that it will be 
difficult to determine when we have gained our 
point. For if thoſe ſymptoms which were at firſt 
occaſioned by the venereal virus, may be after- 
wards continued by the repeated uſe of ſtimu- 
lating purges ; how ſhall we be able to determine 
whether the virulency be corrected or not, ſo 
long as theſe medicines are perſiſted in? On this 
account therefore the cure muſt, in many in- 
ſtances, be extremely tedious. 

And hence ariſes another inconveniency, which 
has frequently been aſcribed to a long and ſevere 
courſe of purging. By unneceſſarily protracting 
the running, ſuch a relaxation is frequently 
brought on the excretory ducts of the ſeminal 
velicles and proſtate gland, as lays the foundation 
of a very ſtubborn GLEET; a diſorder commonly 


more 
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more untraQable than the gonorrhea itſelf. Nor 
is this effect at all to be wondered at, if it be con- 


fidered that the mouths of thefe veſſels are kept 


open, diſtended, and perpetually moiſtened for 
ſuch a An 
flowing throngh them. 


Tux Hluſtrious oh = 2 0 re- 
tained the uſe, and even urged the neceſſity of 
hydragogue purges frequently repeated, and in 
ſome caſes had recourſe to mercury, ſeems to 
have relied moſt of all upon relaxing the pores, 
ſo that the infectious matter might be freely diſ- 
charged by them. In ſhort he recommends the 
uſe of fomentations, cataplaſms, and the like in 
ſuch ſtrong terms, that many practitioners of the 
firſt eminence have not ſcrupled to aſſert, that the 
cure of a virulent gonorrhcea differs in no re- 
ſpect from that of a common inflammation, and 
canſequently that cooling and relaxing ſufficiently 
are all that is neceſſary to effett a cure. 

This method however, though indiſpenfibly 
neceſſary in certain circumſtances of the difor- 


der, is by no means to be depended on for à ra- 


dical cure; unleſs we could be aſſured there is no 
danger of the infection getting into the blood, 
whilſt the running is permitted to flow freely; 
a maxim, the truth of which is ſo far from being 
univerſally aſſented to, that we are told by Mr. 
William ForpyYcs a pox has taken place and 
been communicated to the wife, after a moſt Tegu- 
. D 4 ; lar 
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lar treatment upon this plan. The anti- phlogiſtic 
method therefore (as it is called) is at preſent 
conſined to thoſe ſymptoms which partake of 
a conſiderable degree of inflammation ; for the 
relief of which it is undoubtedly well calculated. 
But ſo far as it is intended to promote the 
_ diſcharge, with a- view of exterminating the 
virulent particles this way, it cannot I think be 
relied upon with any degree of ſecurityto the pa- 
tient. ü : |

-Uron theſe conſiderations therefore, and others 
which might be offered, the repeated ule of the 
ſtronger cathartics is now pretty well laid afide ; 
and inſtead of endeavouring to carry off the in- 

fection by means that aggravate the ſymptoms = 
and protract the diforder, it muſt undoubtedly 
appear a much more rational practice to endea- 
vour to correct the venereal virus by ſome ap- 
proved antidote. And whilſt we are poſſeſſed of 
ſuch a known antidote as mercury is, this will 
always be ſooner effected than we can poſlibly 
hope to carry off the virulency by any tempo- 
rary increaſe of the running; a method which, 
beſides being long and tedious, is liable 
to other inconveniences ; amongſt which that 
of a gleet remaining behind is not the leaſt 

conliderable. In a word, though the anti-phlo- 
giſtic method muſt be occaſionally employed, 
and though balſamics may ſometimes become 
ncceflary ; nevertheleſs correcting the virulency 
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of the cure depends: for if this be neglected, al- 
though the pain and inflammation ſhould be re- 
moved, and the running either ſtop of itſelf or 
be reſtrained by medicines, yet worſe © conſe? 
quences would certamly enſue. On the other 
hand, when this intention happens to be ſuffici- 
ently anſwered in the beginning, the diſorder is 
ſometimes cured without our being obliged to 
have recourſe to balſamics or any other method. 


THERE are ſeveral other remedies which have 
been extolled at different periods, as ſpecific cor- 
rectors of the poiſon in queſtion ; particularly the 
guaiacum, ſarſaparilla, and the mezereon root. 
It is not however yet known how far theſe or any 
other remedies recommended for this purpoſe, 
may be ſafely relied on without calling in the 
aſſiſtance of mercury ; the efficacy of which is ſo 
well aſcertained, that it is in a manner eſteemed 
the only infallible ſpecific in this diſeaſe. 


THERE are two ways by which mercury may 
be adminiſtered for this purpoſe : the one by 
giving it internally in pills, bolus, electuary, or 
ſome other convenient form; the other by rub- 
bing it externally on the ſkin in the form of 
ointment. When it is adminiſtered internally, 
it is taken up by the lacteals and by their means 
conveyed into the blood. On the other hand, 
when 1t 1s applied externally in the way of unc- 

tion, 


tion, it finds a no leſs eaſy paſſage through the ab- 
ſorbent veſſels of the ſkin, . In ſhort which ever 
' way mercury be adminiſtered, the blood in time 
becomes ſaturated with it; and as the ſeed and 
other humours are ſecreted from the blood, theſe 
likewiſe will become impregnated with it; ſo that 
being brought into contact with the venereal poi- 
ſon, the virulency will at length he corrected and 
the ſymptoms removed which depend upon it. 


Ir were much to be wiſhed that a remedy, 
which is of ſuch a known efficacy in this diſeaſe, 
were not obliged to paſs through the whole 
round of the circulation, before it can poſſibly 
arrive at the part affected. By this means it 
muſt undoubtedly be deprived in ſome meaſure 
of its efficacy, as it is capable of being applied 
this way in a very ſmall quantity to the poiſon 
it is intended to correct. And hence it is fome 
time before the patient perceives any ſenſible bo- 
neſit from it; on the contrary the diſorder often 
ſeems to gain ground, and continues to do ſo till 
ſuch time as the blood and juices are ſufficiently 
impregnated with it. And this conſideration 
probably it was, that firſt put practitioners upon 
trying what could be done by the uſe of injec- 
tions; a method no leſs extolled by ſome, than 
cenſured and condemned by others. 

Formy own part I cannot help giving ſome cre- 
dit to Mus irAx us, F. Horrman and others, when 
= poſitively aſſert that they have known many

indeed were the diſorder always ſeated ſuperſi- 
cially in the urethra or vagina, and were there 


any ſigns by which we could be ſufficiently aſ- 
ſured when it were ſo ; we ſhould by means of 


injection, be able to apply the remedy in its full 
force, and conſequently with a proſpe@ of more 
ſpeedy relief, than can poſſibly be obtained from 
mercury adminiſtered any other way. 

But a circumſtance ſo favourable for the uſe of 
injections, is rarely to be met with. For the moſt 
part the infection appears to be ſeated in ſome or 
other of the larger glands near the neck of the 
bladder; and as theſe parts only open into the 


urethra or vagina by exceeding ſmall ducts, 


through which there is no poſſibility of convey- 
ing the injection; though the remedy may chance 
to correct ſuch virulency as lies within its reach, 
it can never. be able to deſtroy that which is 
ſeated in parts it cannot come at. In the mean 
time there is this further objection to their uſe ; 
namely, that as all the materials hitherto em- 
ployed for this purpoſe, even calomel and the 
other preparations of mercury, partake inſomede- 
gree of a ſtyptic quality; ſo there will be no ſmall 
danger, leſt by conſtringing the orifices of the 
excretory ducts above-mentioned, they ſhould 
put a ſtop to a virulent and infectious running, 
and lay the foundation for a confirmed lues. 


SINCE therefore injections are not only uncer - 
tain 


* 
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tain but dangerous in this diſeaſe, a prudent prac- 
titioner will hardly be tempted to venture upon 
them. For though the diſorder may have been 
ſometimes happily cured by them, yet a few in- ö 
ſtances of this kind will hardly compenſate for 
the miſchiefs, which may ariſe from a miſtaken 
application of them. So chat after all, ſuffici- 
ently impregnating the blood with mercury is 
undoubtedly the ſafeſt way of correcting the viru- 
lency, and conſequently of en the foundation 
bor * a 3 cure. | 


W TEOERY FO have been much divided i in 
opinion, whether mercury in its crude ſtate as it 
is called, or in any ef its chemical prepara- 
tions, ought to be preferred for this purpoſe. 
Dr. AsTRUc was a profeſſed enemy toall the latter, 

the aquila alba or calomel only excepted. And 
yet upon no leſs authority than that of Baron 
Van SWIETEN, even the corroſive ſublimate has 
within theſe few years been introduced into 
practice. 

There are two objeftions which have beet - 
commonly urged againſt the ſaline preparations 
of this mineral. The firſt is that in conſe- 
quence of their ſpiculæ, they are apt to occaſion 
grievous diſorders in the ſtomach and bowels, 

and at the ſame time to increaſe the inflamma- 
tion of the genital parts. The ſecond objection 
is, that if mercury acts only as mercury, that 
ſhould ſeem to be the beſt way of giving it, by 
which 
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which the blood may be ſooneſt, and with. the 
leaſt hazard to the patient, ſufficiently impreg- 
nated with it ; and as the ſaline preparations of 
mercury can only be adminiſtered in a very 
ſmall doſe, and the corroſrve ſublimate i in parti- 
cular can be ſcarcely \ ventured upon in ſo large a 
doſe as half a grain, one ſhould be inclined to 
ſuſpe& that mercury enough can hardly be in- 
troduced into the blood this way, to anſwer the 
purpoſe for which it is tended... _ 

But in fact, if we appeal to experience, net- 
ther of theſe objections are ſufficient to decide 
the controverſy. There have been perſons 
who have had violent fevers excited by mercury 
adminiſtered in the form of unction, and who 
have nevertheleſs born the corroſrve ſublimate 
with impunity. And with regard to the efficacy of 
the chemical preparations, both the corroſive ſub- 
limate, and the mercurius calcinatus (which 
though no ſaline preparation is equally rough in 


its operation) are, notwithſtanding the ſmallneſs 


of their doſes, known to be * powerful reme- 
dies in this diſeaſe. 

Dr. SaunDERs, in his appendixto Mr. — | 
book, recommends a preparation from calomel, 
which ſeems to be in all reſpekts the ſame with 
the mercurius calcinatus. To gij of calomel he 
added zij of volatile alkali z the calomel, he ſays, 
was immediately changedintoadark greyiſh pow- 
der; he waſhed this powder with water, and 
upon weighing it, found it had loſt gr. x ij; and 

on 
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examining the volatle alkaE be WWänd ic cf. 
> ſiderably impregnated with an ammoniacal ſult, 
formed by the acid of the calomel. He aftir- 
wards took 3j of this precipitate, and put it into 
a ſand heat in a phial for eight days; at the end 
of which he found it turned into a reddiſh pow- 
der, in every reſpect the ſame with the mercurius 
calcinatus finely levigated. He preſcribed it in 
the uſual doſes, and perceived ſimilar effects 
from it, as from the mercurius calcinatus made 
in the common way. It occaſions ſickneſs, he 
ſays, and ſometimes purges: but, adds he, it 
conquers the venereal virus in the moſt remote 
parts of our ſyſtem, and no confinement is neceſ- 
fary during its operation. The preparation 
however moſt in uſe is the mercurius dulcis, or 
its offspring the calomel of the ſhops, which if it 
be finely levigated, fo that its ſaline ſpiculz may 
be ſufficiently broken, is not only's Tilt, but for

Buy rafter all, — E6Ip 
entered upon in the beginning of a gonorrhea} 
and through its whole courſe, as well as towards 
the cloſe of the cure, other remedies are alſo 
neceſſary. And hence it will be proper to di- 
ſtinguĩſh the diſorder with Dr. AsrRuc into three 
ſages, in each of which a different method of 
cure muſt be obſerved,

Tur FIRST STAGE COMMENCES with the running 
or heat of urine, and continues till ſuch time as 
the violence of the inflammatory ſymptoms be- W 
gins to abate ; during which period we are often 
obliged to overlook the virulency for a time, in 
order to mitigate the violence of the inflamma- 
tory ſymptoms. For tho” it might be reaſonably 
fappoſed that ſuch ſymptoms as depend intirely 
on the venereal virus, would prefently diſappear 
upon the virulency being oorrected; nevertheleſs 
it frequently happens, that befides the inflamma- 
tion oceaſtioned by the venereal virus, there is alſo 
fach a kind of defluxion on the diſordered parts, 


as naturally produces a phlegmon or eryſipelas. 


And when this is the caſe, it not only greatly in- 
creaſes the violence of the fymptoms, but at the 
ſame time proves an utter hinderance to the uſe 
of mercury : for as the phlegmon and eryſipelas 
are both of them attended with a quick pulſe 
and a feveriſh heat ; ſo mercury is known to be 
highly improper under ſuch circumſtances. 
he ſigns of ſuch a defluxion, as we are now. 
ſpeaking of, are intenſe heat and pain in mak- 
ing water, and about the genital parts ; and (if 
the inflammation be of the nature of a phleg-

In the firſt ſlage therefore, the virulency being 
overlooked for a time, the whole intention of cure 
is directed towards preventing or abating the vi- 
olence of the inflammation by a cooling method. 
For ſince mercury rarefies, and increaſes the mo- 
mentum of the blood, if it were to be repeatedly 
given when the blood is already in a ſtate of ef- 
ferveſcence, it would be ſo far from curing the 
diſorder, that all the ſymptoms would be gra- 
vated by it, and the inflamed parts in all 
probability hurried on to a large and plenti- 
ful ſuppuration; an accident which oftener hap- 
pens from ſome extraordinary fluxion ariſing 

from the bad habit of the patient, than merely 
from the venereal virus acting by itſelf. _ 


Wnurx this therefore happens to be the caſe, 
not only the practitioner muſt refrain from giv- 
ing mercury, but the patient likewiſe on his part 
muſt ſtrictly obſerve a cooling regimen : he muſt 

carefully avoid every thing that is heating or ſti- 
mulating, not only in diet but in all the other non- 


| naturals: he muſt wholly abſtain from the uſe of 
i wine 
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wine and ſpirituous liquors, as alſo from rich 
ſauces, and ſraſoned meats of all kinds: on the 
contrary, he ſhould live upon milk-porridge, 
water-gruel, panada, weak broth, bread- puddings, 
and the like; drinking plentifully between whiles 
of barley water, milk and water, capillaire, or 
ſome other cooling liquor: Laſtly he muſt bid 
adieu to venereal embraces, and violent exerciſes 
of all kinds; and in ſome caſes abſolute reſt and a 


recumbent poſture muſt be enjoined and ſtrictly 
complied with. 


Ir the inflammatory ſymptoms threaten to run 
high, the cure muſt be begun by bleeding in the 
arm; which (as in other inflammations) ſhould be 
repeated according to the ſtrength and conſtitu- 
tion of the patient, and the vehemence and ur- 
gency of the ſymptoms: for by this means the 
veſſels being emptied, and the momentum of the 
circulating blood diminiſhed, there will be leſs. 
inflammation and tenſion, and conſequently leſs 
heat and pain; as well in the ſeminal veſicles and 
proſtate gland as in the urethra itſelf. 

After bleeding, the patient muſt dilute well 
with fome thin cooling liquor : for this will 
not only ſoften the acrimony of the urine, but 
leſſen the too great tenſion of the fibres and 
veſſels; whence their vibrations will be leſs 
violent, and the velocity and heat of the blood 
diminiſhed. —

Theſe or ſome ſuch medicines, repeated at 


proper intervals, will ſeldom fail to keep the body 


cool and open, and hinder the rectum from be- 
ing loaded with feces ; a circumſtance, which by 
occaſioning preſſure upon the inflamed parts 
about. the neck of the bladder, cannot but be. 
extremely hurtful to the patient. | 
But if, notwithſtanding the means recom- 
mended above, the diſorder ſhould full gain 
ground, (which however ſeldom happens. but 
from ſome irregularity in the patient) it will be. 


neceſſary to repeat the bleeding; more particu- 
E 2 larly 
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larly if there be great heat pain and felling, 
attended with throbbing in the perinzum ; in 
which caſe there will be danger of an abſceſs 
forming in this part. To prevent which it may 
be neceſſary to repeat this operation as frequently 
as in the pleuriſy or peripneumony itſelf. OY 
Neither muſt topical applications be neglected, 
when there are ſigns of more than ordinary in- 
flammation in the parts above-mentioned. A 
poultice of linſeed, or of bread and milk ſoft- 
ened with ointment of elder, ſhould be applied 
warm to the perinæum, and renewed as often as 
it grows cold; the neighbouring parts ſhould _ 
likewiſe be fomented with warm milk, or ſome 
emollient fomention; and in the mean time, a 
decoction of marſh mallow roots, mucilage of 
quince ſeeds, or warm oil may be every now and 
then thrown up the urethra. 


+ . SomtETIMEs the . is ſo intirely diſ- 
perſed by this method, that the gonorrhoea i is 
cured in a few days; the heat and pain of the 
parts, the ſcalding of urine, and the diſcharge of 
purulent matter diſappear on a ſudden ; and the 
patient is ſo perfectly recovered, that he begins to 
doubt whether he has laboured under a virulent 
gonorrhea or not. This however is too favour- 
able a turn to be often expected: on the contrary 
it more frequently happens, that we are only able 
to procure an abatement or remiſhon of the in- 
flammatory ſymptoms, ſo far as they depend on 
an accidental defluxion of humours on the diſor- 
dered parts. 1 
1 a Neither 
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Neither indeed is the antiphlogiſtic method to 
be purſued further than is ſufficient to anſwer this 
end. And therefore if in the beginning of the 
diſeaſe, there ſhould be no ſigns of flux ion at, all, 
once bleeding (if neceſſary) and a doſe or two of . 
cooling phyſic being premiſed by way cf caution, 


we may proceed immediately to the Oy of 
cure adapted to the ſecond ſtage. 


The ſecond Slage. 


Tus SECOND STAGE commences when the fe- 
veriſhneſs and other ſigns of fluxion are entirely 
gone off; when the pulſe is become quite calm ; 
when the fulneſs, tenſion, and pulſation in the 
perinæum, and about the pubes are no longer 
taken notice of; and laſtly, when the heat of urine 
is abated, and the involuntary erections are be- | 
come leſs frequent and painful. It is indeed 
only an abatement of theſe laſt ſymptoms, that is 
to be expected: for ſo far as they depend on a 
venereal cauſe, they are rarely cured without 
correcting and ſubduing the TONY by having 
recourle to mercury. 

The preparation moſt commonly employed 
for this purpoſe is calomel, which is preſcribed 
ether in the form of a pill or bolus, aſter the fol- 
lowing manner.

for the quantity of purging ingredients, though 
not conſiderable enough to endanger an over- 


purging, are yet for the moſt part ſufficient to 
give the humours a bent downwards, and pre- 


vent the mercury from affecting the mouth, at 
leaſt in any troubleſome degree. 

It muſt be obſerved however that after they 
have been continued for many days, they will 
ſometimes ceaſe to purge at all, and the mouth 
will be apt to grow ſore; in order to prevent 
which it will be neceſſary to give a doſe of ſalts 


and manna once or twice a weck, or oftener if 


judged neeeſſary. 


undoubtedly often ſucreed, yet when cor- 
recting the virulency is the only point we have 
in view, it would generally ſpeaking be bet- 


ter to exhibit mercurials in ſuch a manner as 


not to be under the neceſſity of having ſuch fre- 
quent recourſe to purging ; which, beſides weak- 
ening the patient, often proves the means of un- 
__ neceſſarily protracting the running. And this 
may be avoided by intimately combining quick-

This electary differs but little from a ſimilar one 
in the former edition of this work. The quan- 
tity of quick- ſilver was there double, and it was 
ordered to be extinguiſhed by rubbing it with 
the conſerve alone, the gum being added in pow- 
der afterwards. - The hint of extinguiſhing it 
with the mucilage is borrewed from Mr. PLExk ; 
who obſerves that the extinction is by this means 
more complete, and that the medicine is leſs apt 
to affect the mouth than when any other medi- 
um is employed. 

Nitre likewiſe was recommended to be taken to 
the quantity of half a drachm two or three times 
a day, with a view to promote a diſcharge by the 
kidnies, and by that means prevent the mercury 
from affecting the mouth. But as keeping a 
conſtant irritation upon the bladder this way has 
been very juſtly objected to, and as the gum ara- 
bic itſelf has been found by experience to be 


equally efficacious for preventing or reſtraining 
a 
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a ſalivation, the nitre is now omitted in the 3 pre- 
' ſcription 3 inſtead of which, if the quantity of 
gum contained in the electary ſhould not prove 
ſufficient, che patient may be directed to drink a 
Wlution of it, as often as may be thought neceſſary 
to an{wer this end.

Zut though mercury extinguiſhed 1 in this man- 
ner be leſs apt to ſalivate than in any other 
form, it will nevertheleſs be neceſſaryto inſpect 
the mouth and gums from time to time, leſt an 
accident of this fort ſhould happen at una- 
wares: for every preparation of mercury yet 
known has ſometimes produced this effect, and 
even Mr. PLenx's method is acknowledged to 
have done fo. 


CRUDE MERCURY extinguiſhed in the manner 
above directed is capable of being fo effectually 
ſuſpended 1 in any aqueous vehicle, that it may be

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given in a liquid form; a circumſtance of no 


ſmall advantage to ſuch as cannot be prevailed on 
to ſwallow a pill or a bolys. Accordingly it may 
be ordered 1 in the following manner.

Dr. $aunD2tss aſſures us there is no internal 
mercurial fo well adapted for the cure of a go- 
norrheea, as quick-filver exhibited in this form; 
he ſays it effectuall/ abates the ardor urine, 
which it does partly from its acting as a mercu- 
rial without inducing inflammation, and partly 
from the gum arabic accompanying it. He 
likewiſe teaches us how the above medicine may 
be prepared in a more expeditious manner by 
diffuſing twelve grains of the precipitate from 
calomel, in a mucilage conſiſting of 3ij of honey, 
and 5y of gum arabic, which being diluted in the 
lame manner as that of Mr. Plzyx, may be 
taken in the ſpace of four days.

85 hl all it muſt be confeſſed that * 
taken inwardly, as well crude as the chemical 
preparations of it, greatly weakens and diforders 
the ſtomach, eſpecially when continued for any 
length of time. And therefore when a plentiful 
uſe of it becomes neceſſary, many judicious prac- 
tinoners prefer mercurial friftions applied to the 
penis groin perinæum and other adjacent parts. 
For this purpoſe an ointment may be expediti- 
ouſly prepared in the following manner.

But, 
whatever way mercury be adminiſtered, its uſe 
muſt be perſiſted in as long as any virulency is 
ſuſpected to remain. | 


Dux this ſtage, though ſo ſtrict a regimen 
is not neceſſary as in the beginning of the diſorder, 
| nevertheleſs intemperance of every kind muſt be 
ſtrictly avoided by the patient. His meat ſhould 
be rather boiled than roaſted, nor muſt he in- 
dulge in high ſauces or ſeaſoned food of any 
kind. And the greateſt indulgence that may 
be allowed with _ to drink, 1s a little wine 
diluted 
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diluted with a ſufficient quantity of water. Spi- 
rituous liquors of any kind are extremely hurtful, 

_ > though diluted and taken in ever ſo {mall a quan- 


tity. In ſhort intemperance of any kind ſeldom 
fails to renew the inflammatory ſymptoms, to in- 


creaſe the running, and to render the cure ex- ar 
tremely difficult and tedious. *

Wu by the foregoing methods of cine, the 
ſoreneſs of the genital parts, together with the heat 
of prine, are gone off; when the patient is free 
from involuntary erettions; when the penis 
feels no longer as if it were compreſſed ; when the 

quantity of running is conſiderably leſſened, 
without any pain or fulneſs in the groin or teſti- 
cles ſupervening; and laſtly, when from being 
thin, yellow, greeniſh, fœtid, and ſometimes 
bloody, it becomes pale, whitiſh, thick, void of ill 
ſmell, and tenacious or roapy ; when I ſay, theſe 
changes are obſerved, the diſorder is arrived at 
its laſt ſtage. 
| Nevertheleſs all theſe changes are not contin 
to be waited for, before we may venture upon 
the method of cure adapted to this ſtage : for 
a plentiful and even diſcoloured running, toge- 
ther with a dyſury, will ſometimes remain aſter 
the virulency is corrected: as appears from theſe 
ſymptoms being ſometimes cured in a few days 
by a prota ule of the balſam of copaiba or by

ever ſupervening. 
In ſuch caſes indeed it is no ealy matter for 


the practitioner to determine how to act; for ſo 
long as the patient labours under heat of urine 
and a copious and diſcoloured running, &c. 
we can never be certain that the virulency is 
corrected ; and as nothing would be more dange- 


rous than to put a ſudden ſtop to ſuch a diſcharge, 


ſo it ought undoubtedly to be encouraged for a 
proper time. But till that proper time be ſome- 
how or other defined, no body I believe will be 
much the wiſer for this caution. Of this how- 
ever I am certain that no ſigns have been yet laid 
down, by which we may be enabled to determine 
this point in all caſes intirely to our ſatisfaction. 
And it is no leſs certain that the moſt obſtinate ad- 
herence to any method of cure, that has been hi- 
therto recommended, will not always effect that 
alteration in the running which is fo much to be 
wiſhed; and that without a timely recourſe to bal- 
lam of capivi or ſome ſuch medicine, the diſcharge 
may be protra ted fo long, that at laſt it will be- 
come abſolutely impoſſible to put a ſtop to it. 
In cafes therefore where it is not only difficult, 
but ſometimes impoſſible to determine with a fuf- 
ficient degree of certainty, all that can be required 
of us, is to proceed with ſuch caution and cir- 
cumſpection, as the nature and importance of 
the caſe demand; always remembering that as the 
conſequences of ſtopping a virulent running are 
much to be dreaded, fo it will be better to have 


waited 
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waited a little longer than perhaps we . Fi 
have done, than by checking the diſcharge. too 
ſoon, not only bring on preſent bad ſymptoms, 
but intail perhaps a train of diſeaſes on a family 
for ever. Every circumſtance therefore ought 
to be taken into conſideration that can poſſibly 
throw light on the affair ; and as we cannot have 
too many concurring ſigns of the virulency being 
carried off, ſo every precaution muſt be uſed in 
order to guard againſt any future miſc hief, in 
caſe we ſhould wen to have been miſtaken in 
our judgment. 

In the firſt place we ſhould conſider the me- 
thod of treatment the patient has been under, as 
from hence we may be enabled to form ſome pro- 
bable conjecture, how far the virulency is or is 
not corrected. No body I ſuppoſe will contend 
that nothing leſs than a ſalvation ought to ſatisfy 
us in this point; nor will even this always induce 
ſuch an alteration in the running as ſome would 
perſuade us muſt always be waited for. If there- 
fore the antiphlogiſtic method has been urſued 
as far as was neceſſary in the beginning, and if 
mercurials have been afterwards perſevered in for 
ſome weeks; it will be often adviſeable to begin 


with the balſam, in order to give ſome check to 
diſcharge, rather than ſuffer it to run on to an 
unreaſonable length of time; the conſequence of 
which may be, and undoubtedly dan has been, 

an incurable gleet. 
To guard againſt any inconveniency of this 
kind, and at the ſame time not to give too ſudden 
A 
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a check to the diſcharge, rhubarb or ſome other 
gentle cathartic ought always to be joined with 
the balſam, when there 1s the leaſt room to 
doubt whether the vun be OY cor- 
rected.

This electary keeps the body gently open ; 
and if the balſam be genuine, the running gra- 
dually decreaſes, and the heat of urine commonly 
goes off in a few days. 

But as the running begins to leſſen, we muſt 
carefully obſerve, whether the groin or teſticle 
or perinæum {well or grow uneaſy. If they do 
ſo, we muſt immediately lay aſide this medicine, 
and endeavour to procure a return of the run- 
ning, by a gentle purge repeated at ſuch inter- 
vals, as ſhall be thought convenient. But on the 
other hand, if theſe parts continue quite free from 
ſwelling and uneaſineſs, notwithſtanding the run- 
ning has kept decreaſing for ſome days, we may 
not only repeat the deQury, but Fatally pro- 
ceed to other remedies.

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As a fuither caution in ſuch doubtful caſes, 
2s thoſe we are now conſidering, I have ſome- 
times thought it neceſſary to add gij or 3j of ca- 
lomel to the above electary; that in caſe there 
ſhould be any remains of virulency, it might 
ſtand a chance of being corrected by this means, 
before it could produce any miſchief in the con- 
ſtitütion.

after the virulency is correfted. Amongſt the 
former, the DbysuRY STRANGURY PRIAPISM and 
CHORDEE may be looked upon as the proper 
ſymptoms of a gonorrhœa; inaſmuch as there 
are few patients who labour under this diſorder,

In order to cure the Linton bleeding, 
glyſters, lenient purges, and in general the anti- 
phlogiſtic regimen are undoubtedly neceſſary, 
more particularly in the beginning of the diſor- 
der; in which ſtage, by purſuing this method, 
the dyſury is ſometimes removed in a few days. 
This however can only happen when the pain 
is owing to that ſpecies of / inflammation, which 

proceeds from fluxion, and depends no leſs on a 

bad habit of body than on the action of the ve- 
nereal virus. For if the acrimony of the running 
has fretted off the mucous covering of the ure- 
thra, or produced exulceration in the paſſage, the 
heat of urine cannot be cured till the mucus 
be reſtored, or the exulceration healed and ſkin- 
ned over. 

It is no ds FP te that the "ETFS in 
queſtion ſhould frequently accompany a virulent 
gonorrhœa to its laſt ſtage, and. that in many 
caſes it ſhould not be effectually removed, till the 
virulency is corrected, and the running begins to 
abate, For ſo long as the diſcharge continues 
great, the en covering or the urethra will be 

cConſtantly 
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conſtantly waſhed off, and the denuded' mem- 

brane conſequently. expoſed to the acrimony of 
the urine. And this may ſerve to ſhew, that the 
preſence of inflammationis not abſolutely neceſſary 
to account for the contfruarice of this en 


Bur even fuppolicg dome FS of inflamma- 
tion to be inſeparable from heat of urine, yet 
ſo far as the inflammation depends on the action 
of the venereal virus, even this cannot be cured 
till the virulency be corrected. And practice 
ſufficiently confirms the truth of this obſer- 
vation: for it has frequently happened that a dy- 
ſury, which has obſtinately reſiſted bleeding and 
the whole cooling regimen for ſome weeks toge- 
ther, has preſently yielded to a few grains of ca- 
lomel or ſome other mercurial preparation, re- 
peated only for a few days; an evident proof that 
if there was inflammation, it was ſuch as n 
not be cured without mercury. 

| Bleeding indeed 1s of very little ſervice W 
removing the dyſury, unleſs in the beginning of 
a gonorrhœa, when it is accompanied with heat 
pain and throbbing in the parts affected, and 
other manifeſt ſigns of fluxion; or when ſome 
freſh inflammation has been brought on, and the 
complaint aggravated, by intemperance of any 
kind. In ſuch caſes, bleeding and the antiphlo- 
giſtic regimen may become neceſſary, in any ſtage 
of the diſorder. But when the conſtant heat 
tention and ſoreneſs of the parts are removed 
| | and 
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and the heat of urine notwithſtanding continues 
obſlinate, it will be neceſſary to have recourſe to 
mercurials, in ſome ſach manner as has been re, 
commended in the ſecond ſtage of the gonorr- 
hee ; fince the mucous covering cannot be re- 
ſtored to the part, nor the excoriations healed by

any ſafe means, till the virulency be totally de- 


ſtroyed; after which nature ſeldom fails to ſup- 
ply the former, and the latter will fiequently heal 
of their own accord. 


Bor as the virulency cannot be W at 


once, and as it is neceſſary to procure the patient 
ſome eaſe in the mean time, we muſt endeavour 
ſo to alter the quality of the urine, that it may 
paſs over the inflamed or excoriated part with as 


little diſturbance as poſſible. Nor is there any 


other way of doing this, but by directing the pa- 
tient to drink plentifully of ſome ſoft diluting li- 
quor; by which means the aqueous parts of the 


urine being increaſed, its ſalts will be proportio- ' 


nally diluted, and conſequently leſs capable of ir- 
ritating and galling the urethra. Accordingly I 
have frequently obſerved that drinking plentifully 
of common water, if it paſs quickly through 
the bladder, ſeldom fails to procure the patient a 
conſiderable degree of eaſe. 

This end however will be more effectually an- 
ſwered, if the liquor be of an oily or mucilagi- 
nous nature, ſuch as a decoction of gum arabic, 


linſeed, marih-mallow roots, emulſion of the cold 
. ſeeds, 
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ſceds, or the like. But none of theſe will anſwer 


the purpoſe unleſs they are drank very plenti- 
fully; and as they cannot always be perfiſted in 
ſo long as there is occaſion without manifeſtly 
hurting the ſtomach ; when the patient therefore 
finds any inconveniency of this kind, he muſt 
content himſelf with milk and water, or water 
ſweetened with capillaire. In the mean time 
a mucilaginous injection of decoction of marſh- 
mallow roots or quince ſeeds, may be occaſionally 
thrown warm up the urethra ; which ſome have 
imagined may ſupply the place of the natural 
mucus which covers this part ; though to ſpeak 
the truth I have not known much benefit pro- 
cured by this kind of remedy; on the contrary I 
have frequently known the irritation cauſed by 
introducing the ſyringe, do more harm than the 
injection has done good. 
In ſhort after the preternatural irritation is 
removed, the ulceration healed, and the running 
conſiderably abated, reſtoring the mucus is in- 
tirely the work of nature. And hence when the 
dyſury continues to the laſt ſtage of the diſorder, 
(which is not unfrequently the caſe) nothing 
ſo ceriainly removes it as the balſam capivi ; by 
the uſe of which the running receives a check, 
and the heat of urine is often removed in a few 
days. The practitioner however muſt be well 
aſſured that no infection remains, otherwiſe by 
Ropping the running he may be in danger of 
bringing on a ſwelling in the groin I” 
| KE 
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R Tux! — (FOE 7 — ſmptom, which i is com. ow. 
monly attendant on the firſt ſtage of a gonorr. 
heea, is the STRANGURY.z Which may be cauſed 
either by a ſpaſmodic conſtriction of the ſphincter 
of the bladder, occaſioned by the exquiſitneſs of 
the pain in making water; or by an inflammation 
of the parts which are ſeated about the neck of 
the bladder. In the former caſe, the patient be. 
gins to void his urine. with tolerable eaſe ; but as 
n as it touches the galled or inflamed ure- 
thra, a ſudden conſtriction takes place, and the 
urine is voided by ſpurts and ſometimes by drops 
only ; the conſtriction coming on and going off 
ſeveral times, before the patient has done mak- 
ing water. When the ſtrangury is owing to an 
| inflammation about the neck of the bladder, 
there is a conſtant heat and uneaſineſs about this 
part, a perpetual deſire to make water, (though 
the patient can only render a few drops), and 
laftly a troubleſome teneſmus, from the nearneſs 
of the rectum to the part affected. 


 Wazn the ſtrangury ariſes from {palin any. 
diluting and blunting the ſalts of the urinę ſo as 
to render them leſs pungent, will be the readieſt 
way of relieving the patient. For this purpoſe, be- 
ſides diluting, an emulſion with poppy -ſeed, ſweet- 
ened with ſyrup of diacodium may likewiſe be ne- 
ceſſary. If this method ſhould not ſucceed, and the 
ſtricture ſhould continue fo as to threaten a ſup- 
_ preſſion of urine, the ſame means muſt be employ- 


ed, as if it is proceeded from inflammation, only 
bleeding may be performed more ſparingly. But 
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But when the complaint in queſtion is. plainly 
owing to inflammation about the neck of the 
bladder, as in this caſe there is more danger of a 
total ſuppreſſion coming on, ſo bleeding muſt be 
more liberally performed, and repeated according © 
to the urgency of the complaint, After bleeding, 
if the ſtrangury be very great, lenient and emol- 
lient glyſters are of great uſe, not only to empty 


parts. Emollient fomentations ſhould alſo be ap- 
plied externally to the perinæum afid the region 
of the pubes. In the mean time the patient may 
take three or four ſpoonfuls of the following mix- 
ture every three or four hours, by which I have 
often known the patient receive very great relief.

If the remedies ſpecified above ſhould not re- 
lieve the complaint, and eſpecially if a total ſup- 
preſſion ſhould come on, bleeding muſt be re- 
peated, and the patient directed to fit in a warm 
bath. And here it may be obſerved that the 
nearer the ſtrangury approaches to a ſuppreſſion 
of urine, the more cautious: we ſhould be of deri- 
ving too greata quantity of urine into the bladder. 
In this cafe therefore too great quantities of di- 
luting liquors may prove hurtful,

Tus Jaſt ſymptoms which are to be taken no- 
tice of in this chapter, are the pRIAPISM and 
CHORDEE, Which are in fa ſo nearly allied, that 
they ſeldom happen without one another. . 


"Taz RIA ISM is an involuntary diſtenſion or 
erection of the penis, cauſed by the venereal virus 
perpetually irritating, not only the muſcles ſub. 
ſervient to this action, but the whole corpora 
cavernoſa as well of the urethra as of the penis 
itſelf ; as appears from the univerſal heat itching 
and titillation obſerved in. theſe parts. The 
manner how this ſymptom is produced, has been 
already explained in the ſecond chapter. In con- 
ſequence of the irritation above-mentioned, the 
penis is kept in an almoſt conſtant ſtate of diſten- 
ſion, feeling all the while as if it were compreſſed 
by the hand. And as this ſymptom is more par- 
ticularly troubleſome in bed, ſo the circumſtance 
which renders it ſtill more ſo, is the chordee with 
which it is almoſt conſtantly attended. 


THE CHORDEE is a painful contraction of the 
under part of the penis, which when it is erefted 
feels as if it were pulled downward with a chord, 
This ſymptom may be diſtingaiſhed into two 
kinds. Inone, the glansisdrawndownwards in ſuch 
a manner, that if the party attempts to diſcharge 
his urine, it falls perpendicularly upon the earth ; 
nay, the urethra ſometimes points fo directly be- 
tween the thighs, that the patient can ſcarce ever 
make 
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| make water without wetting himſelf: and this 

may be occaſioned either by an inflammation 
or a ſpaſmodic conſtriftion of the frænum. In 


the other ind of chordee, the whole body of the | 


is drawn regularly downward, in form of 
an arch; and this may happen when the mem- 
brane which lines the urethra, or when the cor - 
pus cavernoſum urethrz, is conſiderably inflamed 
or ulcerated : in either of which caſes the urethra. 
cannot be ſtretched without the moſt acute pain, 
nor can it in erections be extended equally with 
the reſt of the penis; which muſt therefore ne- 
ceſſarily be drawn downward, and form a cur- 

vature in the manner juſt deſcribed. 

' Beſides the chordee, there are likewile other 
diſtorſions of the penis, which are now and then 
met with. Thus if the ſuſpenſory ligament which 
connects the penis to the os pubis, or if only one 
of its cavernoſe bodies happen to be inflamed or 
fpaſmodically contracted, the penis will either be 
bent upward or elſe more inclined to one ſide 
than the other. Theſe however are caſes which 
rarely occur; and when they do, they are to be 
relieved in the ſame manner as the priapiſm and 
chordee, both which yield to one and the ſame 
method of cure. 


From what has been ſaid in explaining the na- 
ture of the ſymptoms juſt mentioned, it cannot 
but appear that the whole method of cure, recom- 
mended in the firſt ſtage of a gonorrhea, is pecu- 
* proper in the preſent caſe. The method 

there- 
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therefore recommended on that occaſion, miſt. 
be ſtrictly adhered to, till the violence of the 
ſymptoms is abated, and the ſigns of fluxion en- 
tirely gone off: after which (and not ſooner) we 
muſt have recourſe to mercurials in ſome form or 
other, as directed in the ſecond ſtage, in order to 
ſubdue the virulency, and more effectually to _ 
rid of theſe troubleſome complaints. 


| Sow indeed have contended that mercury 
ſhould be abſolutely forborn in a gonorrhæa, till 
the ſymptoms we are ſpeaking of are intirely re- 
moved; alledging that, as they depend on inflam- 
mation, they are not only better cured by re- 
peated bleeding and a cooling regimen, but that 
they are even aggravated by mercurials of any 
kind. How far this reaſoning holds good, has 
been conſidered in the foregoing chapter. It may 
not be amiſs however, as it is a point of ſome 
conſequence, to recur to the diſtinction there 
laid down; namely, that ſo far as the inflamma- 
tion depends on a febrile defluxion on the part, 
mercurials rather aggravate than abate the 
ſymptoms: but when the ſigns of fluxion have 
been ſome time removed, and no other in- 
flammation remains but what is ſupported by 
the venereal virus, mercury is ſo far from be- 
ing improper, that the ſymptoms in queſtion 
cannot effectually be got rid of without having 
recourſe to this remedy. Thus much at leaſt 
I can with truth aſſert, that I have met with 
repeated inſtances, in which both * 
PL 
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re treated of have preſently yielded to mercu- 
al frictions, after they had ſtood their ground 
or ſome weeks againſt repeated bleeding, cooling 
3 nitre, and the like. | 
When the priapiſm and chordee are more than 
ordinary troubleſome, ſome have recommended 
> plunge the penis in cold water, or to wrap it 
p in a rag preſſed out of oxycrate. This how- 
ver would be a practice by no means ſafe, as the 
udden conſtriction occaſioned by fuch applicati- 
ons, might endanger fixing the venereal poiſon in 
he part, or throwing it perhaps upon the blood: 
Inſtead therefore of ſuch hazardous expedients, 
it will be more adviſeable to direct the part to be 
frequently bathed an warm milk and water, or in 
a fomentation made of emollient and diſcutient 
herbs; or elſe to have recourſe to a poultice of 
bread and milk or linſeeds; by which means not 
only the inflammation will be abated, but the 
fpaſms likewiſe wherewith the muſcles or other 
parts of the penis may poſſibly be affected, will 
in ſome meaſure be taken oft. 
For the ſame purpoſe in bad- caſes, 4 
given at bed time have been ſometimes found

neceſſary and uſeful, EruuILER ſays the pri- 
apiſm is a ſpaſmodic affection of the muſcles of 
the penis, and particularly recommends opiates 
in this caſe. Dr. Snaw likewiſe aſſures us

With regard to 
camphore, ſome have aſſerted that it extinguiſſie 
venereal deſires; others on the contrary, whoſ 
had taken it for this purpoſe, have complainel 
afterwards that they were more laſcivious than 
before. Such is the uncertainty with regard to 
' this drug! And as to the ſaccharum faturni, hon 
cooling and anodyne ſoever it may be, yet as i 
partakes of a ſtyptic quality, the uſe of it canno 
but be attended with ſome hazard during the 
Nate of virulency ; and afterwards the priapiſm 
is never, and the chordee very rarely to be ind 
with: fo that it would be a difficult matter u 
find a fafe opportunity of trying the efficacy d 
this medicine. In the mean time the dangerow 
effects it is known to produce in the bowels and 
in the whole nervous ſyſtem, as has been prove 
bey ond doubt by the ingenious and learned Dr. 
Bax xx in his remarks on the nature and-canſed 
the Devonſhire cholic, are ſufficient to deter an 
prudent practitioner from making trial of it.

venereal cauſe ; they may even happen without 
any infection of this kind, merely from friction 
or too much handling the = The firſt 1s 
ſometimes the caſe with perſons who take long 
Journeys on horſe-back; and the latter with young 
children, who by handling and playing with the 
prepuce, ſometimes cauſe a fluxion and inflam- 
mation to fall upon the part, ſo as not only to 
ſtraiten and render it difficult to be drawn back- 
ward or forward, but even to raiſe viſications 
upon it. However when they happen upon a 
venereal intercourſe with an infected perſon, and 
are accompanied with heat of urine, a virulent 
running, or the like, they are undoubtedly to be 

| looked 
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looked upon as venereal ſymptoms and muſt be 
treated accordingly. But even in this cafe, de- 
fluxion, eſpecially in bad habits endued with an 
irritable ſtate of the ſolids, has a conſiderable ſhare 
in producing theſe complaints. In a word, they 
may be occafioned either by a defluxion of hu- 
mours upon the prepuce, or by a continued and 
obſtinate contraction of the part; both which may 
be the effects of irritation excited by the acrimony 
of the venereal poiſon, either ſimply lodged in 
the part, or having cauſed an excoriation or ul- 
ceration * un the glans and wy prepare. | 


Warn the Pig in queſtion proceed from 
defluxion, the prepuce is always inflated and 
ſwelled to a preternatural thickneſs. The ſwel- 
ling is ſometimes red hot and painful, attended 
likewiſe with a ſymptomatic fever; in ſhort the 
tumor is of the idr LANA TOA kind. At other 
times there 1s neither heat pain nor redneſs, but 
the tumor appears pale ſhining and turgid, as it 
were with lymph, eaſily yielding to the preflure 
of the finger, and retaining tlie impreſſion for 
ſome time; and this kind is called OEDEMATOUS, 
Laſtly the Twelling is ſometimes not only void 0 
heat pain and redneſs, but at the ſame time fo 
hard as to refiſt the preſſure of the finger, and i in 
this caſe the ſwelling is denominated sciERHOUb. 
The inflammatory and cedematous felling 
ſometimes terminate in this. 


In the tw o firſt ſpecies, heli the Aiflunich bB 
IS a3 very 
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very great, the ſanguiferous and Jymphatic veſſel 
ſometimes become ſo turgid with blood or YO 
and their coats diſtended to ſuch a degree, that 
che fluids eaſily tranſade through them; and 
hence raiſing the cuticle, they form little bladders 
which are called cyxysTALLINES, If the lymph 
only has tranſuded, the veſicles will be clear and 
tranſparent ; but if any globules, of red. blood 
have eſcaped, the veſications will aſſume a darker 
hue, more or leſs inclined to red, as more or 
leſs blood is mixed with the lymph. In the phy- 
mobs, the chryſtallines commonly appear upon 
the prepuce only; but in the paraphymoſis they 
appear not only upon the prepuce but upon the 
glans likewiſe ; becauſe in this laſt caſe, the ſtran- 
gulation about the corona is ſometimes ſo great, 
as to hinder the return of the blood from the 
glans, * occaſion it to ſwell to a great degres. 


Tavs sit happens when the mum. 
phymoſis are occaſioned by defluxion: but when 
they proceed from ſtricture only, the prepuce is 
intirely free from ſwelling ; though the glang will 
always be more or leſs. ſwelled in a paraphymo- 
fis, from what cauſe ſoever it proceeds. And in 
both theſe complaints, when the prepuce is very 
much tightened (whether by defluxion or contraG 
tion only) the urine will be ſometimes obſtructed, 
or at leaſt its paſſage through the urethra conſide- 
rably interrupted. Thus in the phymoſis, i it ſame 

times happens that the urine cannot make its way 
| out 
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out at the end of the prepuce, ſo faſt as it flows 
from the urethra ; whence it neceſſarily regurgi- 


tates between the glans and the prepuce; and if 


theſe parts are inflamed or ulcerated, or if theurine 
lodges here for any time, it occaſions a great deal 
of pain and uneaſineſs. On the other hand, in 
the paraphymoſis, the conſtriction about the co- 
rona is ſometimes ſo great, as to compreſs the 

urethra, and hinder the urine from paſſing 


| through it without great pain and difficulty; and

In fact, not only the labia nymphæ and carun- 
culæ myrtiformes, but likewiſe the clitoris and 
its prepuce are liable to be inflated and ſwelled 
in the ſame manner as the prepuce in men; and 
if the tumeſied or conſtritted part ſhould preſs 
upon the urethra, a difficulty of urine will alſo 
be occaſioned; and in general, according as the 
parts are more or leſs inflamed»or ulcerated the 
patient will be ſenſible of more or leſs pain in 
making water.

a proper method of treatment in a reaſonable 
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Wire — to the — ———— theſe 
complaints, and the eaſe or difficulty with.which 
they admit of a cure, a PROGNOSTIC may be 
formed, by conſidering the degree of fluxion, the 
particular nature of the ſwelling, and the part 
where the ſtricture takes place; that is, whether 
before or behind the glans. If the fluxion and 
ſwelling of the prepuce are very great, and conti- 
nue to increaſe, notwithſtanding the uſe of proper 
remedies and a ſuitable regimen, there will be 
great danger of a mortification coming on; mare 
eſpecially if the tumor be of the inflammatory 
kind, which ofteneſt and ſooneſt terminates in 
this manner. On the contrary, if the tumor be

Tur firſt btention to be purſued in the cpr 
of the complaints above · mentioned, is to prevent 
or remove any extraordinary defluxion on the 
part. To this end the cure ſhould be begun by 
bleeding in the arm ; after which a doſe or two of 
ſalts and manna or ſome other antiphlogiſtic purge 
may be preſcribed, or ſome gently purging-elec- 
tuary, to be repeated at ſuch intervals as may be 
ſufficient to keep the body open ; which, together 
with reſt and a cooling. regimen, will in moſt 
caſes be ſufficient to pave the way for mercurials 
in a few days: Having once entered upon mer- 
curials, they muſt be continued in ſome ſuch way 
as was directed in the ſecond ſtage of the gonorr- 
heea, till the diſorder is cured, provided the pre- 
puce does not ſwell or inflame afreſh ; for in ſuch 
caſe they muſt be laid aſide and other methods 
taken. | 
If the defluxion and the conſequent tumor and 
inflammation are very great, bleeding muſt be 
liberally performed, and repeated two or three 
days ſucceſſively, or even twice a day if the 
exigency of the caſe require. If there be any 
chry- 
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of ſciſſarz, and the extravaſated ſexum let out, 
Aſter bleeding, the. patient may take between 
whiles ſome Fogling ptiſan or apozem, ſuch as 
were directed in the firſt ſtage of a gonorrhea ; 
hut, though. his body ſhould be kept open by le- 
ment glylters. manna Glauber's falt or the like, 
mercury and all irritating phyſic ſhould be for- 
borne, till the pain heat and - inflammation are 
conſiderably abated. In the mean time an exact 
regimen muſt be obſerved; the patient mult not 
only refrain wine punch and. ſpirituous liquors 
of all kinds, but eyen from animal food ; and in 
ſome cafes it will be neceſſary to keep con- 
ſtantly upon the bed, otherwiſe it will be impoſ- 
fible to prevent a gangrene from coming on. 
Nor muſt external applications be neglected. 
On the contrary, the part alfe&ed muſt be well 

fomented ſeveral times a day, with ſoft flannel, 
'wrung, out of warm milk and water, either alone 
or with the flowers or middle bark of elder 
boiled! in it, or elſe with a fomentation prepared of 
ſome emollient herbs : after which a poultice of 
bread and milk, ſoftened with ointment of elder. 
lard or ſallad oil, ſhould be applied warm, and 
renewed as often as it grows cold. If the tumor 
be rather cedematous than inflammatory kind, 
the fomentation may be prepared of ſome of 
the diſcutient herbs, viz. Har. chamomæl. ſummil. 
hyperica, alſenii. roman and the like. The poul- 
tices likewiſe inſtead of bread and milk may 
be 
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be made of oatmeal or the farina fabarum, mixed 
up to a proper conſiſtence with ſome of the fo- 
Knee — But the farina and the liquor muſt 
not be ſuffered to boil together; for ihis randers 
the mixture ſo viſcous and clogging, that inſtead 
of diſcuſſing it obſtructs the pores, and confines 
thoſe humours. which ought to be breathed 
through the ſhin. In the mean time the body 
muſt be kept open by gentle laxatives exhibited 
from time to time; and if 'a; ſtronger revulſiom 
ſhould be thought neceſſary, powder of jallap, 
or ſome other briſk purge may be ventared upon; 
but aloetics even in this caſe ſhould: be avoided: 
Another circumſtance which ought to be atten- 
ded to in the cure of a phymoſis, is that ſome 
warm milk and water, or barley water with a 
little honey of roſes, be every now and then in- 
jected between the glans and the prepuce, in or- 
der to waſh. away any ſordid matter which may 
be collected there, whether" the diſcharge from 
{ome concealed ulcer or the ſebacious humor 
rendered more acrimonious than ordinary; ei- 
ther of which r ex- _ to irritate _ — 
the diſo nden. 

If by — Sadie upp Wh | 
to ſurmount the danger that was to be àpprehen- 
ded from the extraordinary inflamination and 
tumefaction of the part, the reſt of the cure de- 
pends on the judicious uſe of mereury. And 
here it may be proper to obſerve that the prac- 
titioner muſt not always expect a total reduction 
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ane rolaeation of the firifture; "be. 
fore it may be neceſſary to ſet about correcting 
the virulency ; for bleeding and a cooling "regi- 
men; however neceſſary to prevent or abate any 
febrile defluxion, are by no means calculated in- 
tirely to remove the ſymptoms here treated of. 
On the contrary, ſo long as the venereal poiſon 
continues to act as a ſtimulus upon the part, 
nn ſwelling and Wuickure vil till 


remain. And therefore after the heat tenſion 


and inflammation are gone off, it will be 
to have recourſe to ſome or other of the methdds 
recommended in the ſecond ſtage of the gonorr- 
hea ;, of which mercurial frictions upon the legs 
or thighs, - adminiſtered in ſuch manner as not 
to expoſe the patient to the danger of a ſalivation, 
are generally ſpeaking the moſt effectual. In the 
mean time, if any conſiderable ſtricture or ſcir- 
rhoſity remains, the relaxing fomentations and ca- 
taplaſms muſt not intirely be laid aſide. | 
In ſuch cafes ſome have recommended mercu- 
rial ointment to be mixed with the poultice or 
rubbed upon the prepuce; a practice which for 
the moſt part does neither good nor harm; un- 
leſs that in ſome few inſtances I have known the 
inflammation, which had before been carried off, 
in all appearance renewed by it; and by it alone, 
as the patients had been guilty of no irregularity 
of any kind, and both before and after ſuffered 
no inconveniency from mercury taken inwardly, 
or from the ointment adminiſtered? by: way ot

paraphymoſis. And in either caſe, it will be 


proper to ſcarify the prepuce with the point of 
a lancet, and to ſuffer it to bleed for ſome time, 
bathing the part in the mean while with a ſpunge 
ſqueezed out of warm water or ſome emollient 
fomentation. If the tumor does not ſubſide by 
this means, and the danger appears imminent, as 
no time muſt be loſt, ſo nothing remains but ei- 
ther to make a ſpeedy revulſion from the part af- 
feed; or elſe to divide the prepuce, and ſet the 
ſtrangulated or impriſoned glans at liberty. 

In this dilemma, if the ſurgeon ſhould be 'in- 
clined to ſpare the knife, or the patient abſolutely 
refuſe to ſubmit to it, there is no other alterna- 
tive but ſome briſk zMETic ; by which a ſpeedy 
and powerful revulſion has been ſometimes 
made, and the part in danger reſcued from a gan-

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nant claps we are obliged to-proceedihus or ſuffer = 
the parts to mortify. And laſiiy che late Dr. Sn 


in bis practice of phyſic ſeems to have eniter- 
tained a good opinion of them, and accordingly: 
recommends them innen of —_ Ones 
here treated . 

At preſent N of this kind 
ofremedy is one of the moſt controverted points 
in the treatment of this diſeaſe. _ It may therefore 


be worth while to conſider the objections which 


have been commonly urged againſt them. And 
firſt it is objected that, though they are capable 
of making a violent and fudden revulſion from 
the virulent particles may be cauſed to retreat 
inward and infect the blood. To this it may 
be anſwered, that the fame objection has fre- 


quently been urged againſt bleeding ; and when 


bleeding comes to be repeatet every four hours, 


for two or three days together (as Dr. AsTzUc 
thinks may be neceflary. upon ſome occaſions, 
the objection. will be equally ſtrong in one caſe 
as the other. But the truth is, whatever danger 
is to be apprehended on this account, may be 
eaſily prevented by adminiflering mercurial fric- 
tions from time to time, either alone or accom- 
panied with a ſtrong decoction of ſarſa, for a 
ſufficient time after the vomit has anſwered the de- 
ſign for which it was given. By theſe means, if 
any virulent particles have found their way into 
the blood, they will be effeQually corrected, and 

the 
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the patient ſecured from any effects e 


be dreaded on this account. 
But beſides this objeltion. which relpeQs.v0s 


mits in general, it is particularly urged againſt, 
the turbith mineral (or the mercurius emeticus 
flavus, as it is now called), that it is a very rough 


and dangerous medicine, and that by its acrid 
and corroſive particles i it may occaſion over -· vo- 
miting, over - purging, inflammation of the ſtomach, 
and inteſtines, and what not? And indeed it 
muſt be owned that when it is exhibited. in too 
large a doſe, or without a due regard to the 
ſtrength and conſtitution of the patient, it may 
be productive of very dangerous conſequences. 

But the ſame thing may likewiſe be objected to 
many other excellent remedies, which are not- 
withſtanding in ordinary uſe. Opium for in- 
ſtance is poiſon when given in too large a quan- 
tity ; but when itz doſe is properly adjuſted, 


where ſhall we find a more uſeful medicine, or 


one that will equally anſwer the purpoſes for 
which it is given? The ſame thing may likewiſe 
be {aid of ſome of the more active . preparations. 
of antimony, many of which would infallibly 
kill the patient if adminiſtered in too large a doſe. 
Nay even amongſt the milder preparations of 
mercury, calomel itſelf, though frequently pre- 
{cribed to children, yet if given in too large a 
doſe, may occaſion all the ill effects which are 
aſcribed to turbith. It is not therefore to the 
medicines themſelves that ſuch effects are pro- 


perly 
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perly to be aſcribed, but to the unſkilful admini- 
ſtration of them, by perſons who are either igno- 
rant of their proper doſes, or do not ſufficiently 
— OI 2 conſtitution of _ path» 


" Upindie eee edc vomits has 
been ſo well atteſted, and the objections againſt 
them appear to me to have very little ſolid foun- 
dation, I cannot help wondering that they are 
ſo univerſally decried as they are at preſent. In 
fat, when things are come to ſuch a paſs, that 
there is no other way of relieving the patient but 
by a vomit or the knife, it is certainly more eligi- 
ble to attempt to procure a revulſion to means of 
the former, than to proceed at once to a cruel 


and perhaps an unneceſſary operation. For 
my own part, notwithſtanding the prejudice 
which has long prevailed againſt the uſe of vomits 
in this diſeaſe, I have occaſionally had recourſe 
to them, and never once experienced any bad 
conſequence from them: on the contrary, in 
the circumftances at preſent under conſidera- 
tion, I have more than once known a mercurial 
vomit exhibited over night, render the diſorder 
perfectly tractable by the next morning, when 
without ſuch immediate relief a gangrene ap- 
peared to have been inevitable. 

Vomits however cannot be repeated like other 
medicines ; and therefore, after they have been 
tried and found ineffectual, (for what remedy 


has been always found to anſwer alike ?) in order 
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to prevent further miſchief, it bee 


far empty the veſſels and reduce the ſwelling, as to 


likewiſe muſt be ſecured: by a proper bandage 
Ms + 
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neceſſary to divide the prepuce; the manner of 
doing which, both in the phy moſis and paraphy. 


moſis, is amply deſeribed by chirurgical writers 
particularly by Lx DR AN, HEIsTER and Share, 


But after all I cannot help obſerving, that in a re- 
gent phymoſis there can be ſeldom occaſion to 
have recourle to this operation for if the caſe be 
attended with great tumefaction, whether inflam- 
matory or œdematous, ſimple ſcarifications ſuf. 
fered to bleed for ſome time, will commonly ſo 


prevent a gangrene from coming on. On the 
other hand, if there be no ſwelling or inflamma- 
tion but ſtricture only, or if the ſwelling be 
ſcirrhous only, there is nothing to hinder the 


practitioner from recommending mercurial fric- 


tions upon the legs or thighs, to which the diſor- 
der will commonly yield in a ſhort tine. 
Scarifications likewife will frequently ſucceed 


in the paraphymbßs, when occaſioned by the 


extraordinary tumefaftion of the retracted pre- 
puce. But when the ſtrangulation 1s owing to 
ſtricture only, and the ſwelling of the glans is ſo 
great as to threaten an immediate mortification, 


the folds of the prepuce muſt be divided one 
after another without delay; after which the 


wound muſt be treated with ſoft digeſtives, and 
fomentations and cataplaſms applied, if the glans

W ee -ef in this 
chapter, if taken in time and proper means are 
uſed in the beginning, are commonly got the 
better of without much difficulty ; nevertheleſs it 
ſometimes happens, either from the bad habit 
neglect or irregularity of the patient, that · a mor- 
tification ſeizes the part before it is in our 
to take any ſteps to prevent it. In this 
inflammation loſes its redneſs, and becomes — a 
duſkiſh or livid colour; the tenſeneſs of the ſkin 
goes off, inſtead of which the part affords a flabby 
and emphyſematous feel; veſications filled with 
ichor of different colours are ſpread all over it ; 
the tumor ſubſides; and at laſt the” mortified | 
part becomes quite black, 

In this ſituation we muſt endeavour to put 2 
flop to the further progreſs of the 'mortification, 
and to procure a ſeparation of the eſchar as ſoon 
as poſhble. To this end, if the caſe be a para- 
phymoſis, the folds of the retracted prepuce muſt 
be immediately divided in the manner directed 
above; but in the caſe of x phymoſis, we may 
content ourſelves with ſcarifications only; which 

- ought however to be carried down to'the quick, 
as well to diſcharge the pernicious ichor, as to 
make way for external applications. This done, 
the mortified part ſhould be fomented with warm 
ſtuphs, wrung out of a ſtrong decoftion of 
_. EE worm - 
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like, or a ſtrong decoction of bark and fcordium z 
which laſt from two or three trials I have made 
with it, I am induced to think will anſwer much 
better than any other application of this fort. 
After fomenting, the ſcarifications ſhould be 
dreſſed with ſome ſoft digeſtive; and over all 
may be applied ſome theriaca londinenſis warmed 
and ſpread thick upon a piece of linen rag, or a 
poultice of ſtale beer and oatmeal. The dreſſing 
muſt be ſecured in the manner as directed above, 
and every time they are renewed the fomenta- 
tion muſt be repeated. 

In the mean time other remedies maſt: nents 
omitted. If the pulſe be full and quick, it will 
be proper to take ſome blood from the arm; if 
. the patient be coſtive, this complaint muſt be re- 
medied by lenient glyſters ; he ſhould likewiſe 
take ſome cooling ptiſan between whiles. On 
the other hand, if the pulſe be low and contrac- 
ted, and the patient likewiſe complains of cold: 
neſs or ſhiverings, cordial diaphoretic and perſpi- 
rative medicines are judged more proper. But 
of all internal remedies the cortex peruvianus is 
the molt effectual in ſtopping the progreſs of a 
mortification. It may therefore be taken to the 
quantity of a dram every two or three hours, if 
the mortification ſeems inclined to ſpread. When 
the mortification begins to ſtop, the edges round 
about appear red and inflamed, a kindly digeſtion 


loon ſucceeds, and the eſchar looſens and comes 
away in a few days. After 
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| After the ſeparationof the eſchar, the ſore muſt 
be treated as a common ulcer, only mercurial 
frictions muſt be adminiſtered at convenient in- 
tervals, or the patient put upon a courſe of anti- 
venereal diet drinks ; one or other of which will N 
be indiſputably neceſſary to render the cure com- 
plete, and ſecure the patient from any miſchief, 
which might otherways ariſe, from the venereal 
miaſmata, which in all probability are taken up 

and conveyed into the blood from time to time, 
in the courſe of every venereal diſorder whatever, 
even in the eee itſelf. 
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Cu Ar. VI. 
Of venereal Chancres and their cure. 


HANCRES, to which the ſymptoms treated 
of 1n the preceding chapter are frequently 
owing, oftener introduce a confirmed lues than 
any other venereal complaint, at leaſt than any 

ſpecies of the gonorrhcea how virulent or malig- 
nant ſoever it may appear. On this account, 
though they ſometimes conſtitute a very trifling 

appearance, they are always to be conſidered as 
a ſerious ſymptom and treated accordingly. 


= 


Cuaxcnxs are certain ſuperficial callous eat - 
ing ulcers, occaſioned, by the venereal poiſon 
lodged in ſome or other of the parts in or about 
the pudenda. They may happen either with 
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or without a gonorrhœa, and commonly male 
their appearance in the following manner. Firſt 
of all there ariſes a little red pimple, which ſoon 
becomes pointed at top, and replete with a whitiſh 
matter inclining to yellow. This pimple is hot 
and itches commonly before it burſts; after 
which it degenerates into a little ſtubborn unto- 
ward ulcer, whoſe. bottom is for the moſt part 
covered with a viſcid mucus, and whole edges 
gradually become hard and callous ; and now it 
receives the denomination of a chancre, loſs of 
ſubſtance and calloſity being eſteemed the cha- 
racteriſtic ſigns of: ulcers of this fort. Sometimes 
the firſt appearance reſembles a ſimple excoria- 
tion or abraſion of the cuticle; which however, if 
the cauſe be venereal, ſoon becomes a true chan-

Ulcers of this kind are ſometimes met with upon 
the lips in either ſex, when the infection has 
been contracted by laſcivious kiſſing; as alſo

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| ſometimes upon the glans itſelf or the inſide of 
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* ck to an infant infected with 


this diſeaſe. It is not uſual however to call 
theſe ulcers chancres, though in-zeality they are 
truly ſo. As the infection is common re. 
5 — coition, ſo the term chancre is generally 
applied to thoſe venereal ulcers which are met 
with about the private parts. In women they 
are often ſeated on the inſide of the labia and 

nymphæ, but ofteneſt upon the clitoris and its 


prepuce. In men they are commonly "ſeated 


upon the frænum or about the evrona glandis; 


the prepuce ; ſometimes upon the extremity of 
the urethra ; and ſometimes in all probability 
higher up, though this laſt caſe is far from oP 
eaſy to aſcertain. 


Theſe ulcers are ſometimes few- in number and 


diſtinct from one another, at other times they are 
more numerous, and as it were in a 


cluſter, or elſe form a kind of circle round the 
corona or about the extremity of the prepuce. 
And as the venereal poiſon externally applied 
acts as a ſtimulus, and the parts in queſtion are 


extremely ſuſceptible of irxitation, primary chan- 
cres are commonly attended with pain fluxion 


and inflammation ;.. and hence they often give 


riſe to a phymoſis, paraphymoſis and chryſtal- 
lines, which never fail to render the cure more 


difficult than it would otherwiſe be; and not 


only ſo, but even endanger the venereal-poiſon 
getting into the blood, whilſt negleQing the pro- 
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per antidote we are obliged to rely on bleeding 
 fomentations cataplaſms and the like; the firſt of 
which has rather a tendency to n than 
ene an eee.

734 „ CHANCRES are eee AC- 
companied with ulcers in the throat, nocturnal 
pains, ſcurfy eruptions about the roots of the 
hair, and other ſymptoms of a confirmed lues, 
Though they may be' ſeated in any of the 
parts above-mentioned, they commonly appear 
upon the ſcrotum, the dorſum penis, or the in- 
fide of the thigh. They are alſo leſs painful, but 
frequently much larger and harder than LU 
chancres. 


FROM the circumſtances juſt mentionad; 1 is 


20 very difficult matter to determine, whether 
the ulcers in queſtion are the offspring of recent 
inſection, or of a taint which has been ſome time 


hurking in the blood. They are likewiſe eafily 


diſtinguiſhed fron ſimple excoriations or abraſi- 


ons of the cuticle ; inaſmuch as the laſt are alto- 


gether ſuperficial and never accompanied with 
culloſity; whereas chancres are always attended 
with lols of ſubſtance, and a remarkable hardneſs 


round about, which may be plainly felt by exa-

Nevertheleſs Dr. As rx uc tells us, we may avoid 
being miſtaken, if we conſider that the diſcharge 
ſupplied by a chancre is conſiderably leſs 
than that of a ; that the pain in 
erection does not extend itſelf to the perinæum:

lar ſeat of the diſeaſe, about an inch up the ure- 
thra ; and laſtly, that the chancre if large may 
be felt with the fingers by exarmning on the 
outſide of the urethra, or elſe diſcovered by in- 
troducing a bougie np the paſſage.

Wourx, eſpecially in the laſt months of

In both caſes the labia were every 
no and then conſiderably ſwelled, and the nym- 
phæ in particular felt hard and callous 3 and yet 
upon the ſtrifteſt examination no circumſtance 
could be collected from confeſſion of the huf- 
bands or the parties themſelves, upon which to 
ground the leaſt ſuſpicion. Add to this, that the 
children when born appeared remarkably healthy, 
without a ſpot or blemiſh on their ſkin... Upon 
the whole, the only circumſtances which - ſeemed 
to diſtinguiſh them from venereal ulcers, were 
that they were conſtantly attended with an uni - 
verſal itching of the parts; that the ulcerations 
were more numerous than ever I obſerved chan- 
cres to be; and that the ſloughs with which they 
were covered were perfectly white, and very much 
reſembled the aphthous appearances which are 
met with in the mouth of infants. | And theſe

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Wir regard to the PROGNOSTIC, every ve- 
nereal chancre (as was before obſerved) is to be 
conſidered as a. ſerious complaint ; for how flight 
ſo ever the diſorder may appear at firſt, if jt be , 
neg lected or ine ffectual means truſted to for the 
cure, it ſeldom fails to uſher in nocturnal pains, 
ulcers in the throat, veneteal eruptions, foul 
bones and the like. 1 i 

Primary chanctes- are of a milder or more 
malignant nature, according to the degree of in- 
fection and the particular habit and conſtitution 
of the patient; which circumſtances however can 
not always be judged of before hand, but muſt 
often be collected from the appearance of the ſore. 
Thus if the ulcers are few in number, and diſtin 
from one another, if they ſpread but little and 
their edges are not very hard and prominent, 
if their bottom be covered only with a thin hi- 
tiſh mucus, and if they preſently get better un- 
der proper treatment; theſe circumſtances infer 
a ſmall degree of virulency and a good habit of 
body. On the contrary, when they are nume- 
rous and at the ſame time very painful, when they 
are encompaſſed with large callous edges, when 
their bottom is covered with a thick flough either 
of a deep yellow or livid colour; as theſe, are 

ſigns of greater malignity, ſo they plainly indi. 
cate a greater degree of infection or à worſe ha- 
dit of body or both. 

Symptomatic chaneres, though commonly

in the blood. Primary chancres are not however 
without danger, eſpecially when they invite ſuch 
a defluxion upon the part, as has a manifeſt ten- 
dency to produce a gangrene or mortification, 
And this is more particularly liable to happen, 
when they are accompanied with a phymoſis or 
paraphymolis, and the chancres are fo co 
as to be out of the reach of proper applications; 
in which caſe, the malignity daily increaſes, and 
the difficulty, and danger increaſe likewiſe, £ 
Laſtly, of what kind ſoever the chancres are 
(whether primary ox ſymptomatic), if they are 
very large, they ſometimes leave a conſiderable 
calloſity behind them after they are healed : , and 
when they are very numerous and ſeated doſe 
together either about the corona or upon the 
end of the prepuce ; the calloſity being continued 
from one to another, makes a kind of, chord,

Tu. firſt intention to be purſued in the cunt 
of chancres is to allay the pain and inflammation, 
and by this means prevent any additional deflux- 
ion, which might otherwiſe be invited to fall upon 
the part. To this end, beſides obſerving a cool- 
ing regimen, and bathing or rather ſoaking the 
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part in warm milk, the patient may take a doſe or 
to of ſalts and manna, and loſe a httle blood 
from the arm, if it ſhould be thought neceſſary. 
And this in moſt cafes will be ſufficient to pave 
the way for entering upon the uſe of mercury. 
But if, as ſometimes happens, a violent defluxion

Tux pain 4 W deing cufciently 
abated, the next intention is to correct the viru- 
lency by a free uſe of mercurials, eithei taken in- 
ternally or adminiſtered externally in the way of 
friction; which laſt method in bad caſes is moſt 
to be relied on. But which ever way mercurials 
are uſed, the patient muſt oblerve a proper regi - 
men, be particularly careful not to take cold, and 
to ſtop when there appear any ſigns of an ap- 
proaching ſalivation.

. Dar different ways of adminiſtering 8 | 
beintiben wade deſcribed in treating of the 
cure of a. virulent gonorrhea. That of giving 
it intermixed with purgatives is at preſent 
pretty generally laid afide : inſtead of which it 
has become the cuſtom to exhibit viii or x grains 
of calomel in a pill or bolus for three or four 
- nights ſucceſſively, or as long as the patient can 
bear it without incurring a fore mouth; upon the 
firſt appearance of which, it has been uſual to 
purge it off with manna and falts. Some prac- 
titioners likewiſe have thought it expedient to 
leſſen the doſe of calomel, ſo as to be under no 
neceſſity of purging it off from time to time. 
Calomel however having been ſometimes 
known to fail, where the mercurius calcinatus has 
afterwards ſueceeded, it is no wonder the medi- 
eine laſt mentioned ſhould obtain very great re- 
-putation, fo as even to be looked upon as the 
moſt effeQual of all the mercurial preparations. 
But its operation is ſo rough, that its doſe has ſel- 
dom exceeded one grain; and even in this doſe, 
ñũt has commonly been thought neceſſary to guard 
it with opium or camphor, in order to prevent it 
from griping or vomiting, which it is other ways 
very apt to do. The opium however is moſt 
'td be-relied on for this purpoſe: it has therefore

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and repeated every night for two or three nights 
ſucceſſively, or till the mouth begins to grow ſore;

Bur to either of r that 
of giving crude mercury diffuſed in a liquid form 
by means of the gum juſt mentioned, may per- 
haps deſerve the preference.

| gether. Should the chanere diſappear under 


ſuch treatment, which however I am very much 
inclined to doubt, the diſeaſe may very properly 
be ſaid to be hid rather than cured ; inaſmuch as 
the quantity of mercury made uſe of in thisman- 
ner, muſt be infinitely ſhort of what is neceſfaty 
to ſecure the habit from any taint it 'might'poſſ- 
bly have contracted before the diſorder in queſtion 
had ſo much as made its appearance. For as the 
poiſon commonly exiſts in the part ſome days 
before it manifeſts itſelf by any ſenſible effects; 

ſo it is highly probable that in the courſe of this 
time, ſome of the virulent particles may have 


been taken up by the lymphatics, and conveyed = 


_ the groin and afterwards into the blood. 
In fact both in the gonorrhcea and chancres, 
it is no uncommon thing for the patient to com- 


plain of ſtiffneſs pain and ſwelling in the groin, 


for ſome days before either of the diſorders in 


queſtion actually make their appearance; an evi- 


dent demonſtration that the venereal poiſon had 
found its way to the inguinal glands, before it 
was capable of exciting a running in the'one'caſe 

or 
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or a local ulcer in the other. And hence it is 
ealy to conceive that a ſore throat, foul bones, 
and other ſymptoms of a univerſal taint are 
not unlikely. to happen, when the cure has 
been truſted to ſuch flight means, as the ſuperfi- 
cial application of a little mercurial ointment 
ſpread upon lint, or rubbed upon the parts affec- 
ted for three or four times, But that mercury; 
applied in this manner ſhould ceaſe to act as a 
ſpecific, and inſtead of correcting the venereal 


| poiſon, ſerve only to drive it into the habit, is a 


concluſion which by no means follows; ſince the 
ſudden diſappearance of the chancre, under the 
treatment juſt mentioned (if ſuch a circumſtance 
often happens) may with equal probability be 
aſcribed to the mercury having ( in ſome meaſure) 
corrected, the poiſon lodged in the particular 
part, though it was not ſufficient to eradicate the 
infection mixed with the blood, and prevent thoſe 
conſequences which are e LUIS 
ineffectual a 2 of cure. 


Ir is now time to conſider how far EXTERNAL. 


| APPLICATIONS (particularly unguents and fumi- 


gations) are or are not neceſſary in the treatment 
of chancres. That they are not to be relied on 
for a cure muſt ſufficiently appear from the con- 
ſderations that have been offered above; and 
when they are ſmall, few in number, not at all 
painful, and ſcarcely furniſh any diſcharge, that 
applications of this kind are not neceſſary is alſo 

I granted. 
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granted. But when they are large, painful, gif. 
charge a great deal, and ſpread apace, the praditi, 
oner will find himſelf under a neceſſity of having 
recourſe to topical remediesof ſome kind orother, 
If they are extremely painful, beſides bathing 
them with milk and water, and applying a bread 
and milk poultice, it will be ſometimes neceſſary 
to apply a ſoft liniment, conſiſting of oil of al. 
monds, virgin's wax, and ſpermaceti melted toge- 
ther and fpread upon lint; and when they are 
numerous and diſcharge a great deal, it will be 
neceſſary that the pledgit be large enough to coi 
ver them all; otherwiſe the virulent matter diſ- 
charged from them, coming into contact with the 
ſound parts, will frequently produce freſh Oe; 
inſtances of which I have often ſeen. _ 
There are likewiſe caſes in which the chanere 
fpreads fo faſt, that the flough increaſing daily, 
and even hourly, the whole glans is in danger of 
being eaten away, before a ſufficient quantity of 
mercury can be thrown into the blood to ſtop 
the progreſs of the diſorder. In ſuch caſes a 
_ practitioner, who ſuffers himſelf to be frighted by 
what has been ſaid about mercury applied im- 
mediatel/ to the fore, muſt neceſſarily be a wit- 
_ neſs to irreparable miſchief, which nevertheleſs it 
was in his power to have prevented. We are told 
that a plentiful diſcharge from a chancre, pro- 
moted by emollient and detergent applications, 
if not of the mercurial kind, will forward the cure 
conſiderably. And as nothing can more effec- 
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tually promote the diſcharge, than procuring a 


ſeparation. of the ſlough ; ſo I have known this 
end anſwered, and the progreſs of chancres,. 
which threatened a deſtruction af the part, effec- 
tually ſtopped by one or other of the following 
unguents ; and this after they had evidently con- 
tinued to grow worſe under emollient and relax- 
ing applications. . i ;

It muſt however be obſerved that both theſe 
ointments will ſometimes irritate too mach, eſpe- 
cially if the pledgits upon which they are ſpread 
are too large. 'They ought therefore to be but 
juſt large enough to cover the fore. But as when 
they are very ſmall, they are liable to ſlip off, 
I have found it neceſſary to apply over them 
another thin but broader pledgit fpread with a 
cerate of wax and bil; which not only ſecures the 
dreſſings applied immediately to the ſores, but 
likewiſe prevents their edges from being much 
inflamed, _ 

Dr, SAUNDERS, to whom we are indebted for 
ſome conſiderable improvements on Mr. Przxx's 
method of giving mercury, recommends the fol-

He ſays that in a variety of caſes he has found 
this ointment the moſt efficacious of any ; that it 
will frequently heal up chancres, though the ve- 
nereal virus be ftill in the conſtitution ; but, ſub- 
Joins he, we are by no means to truſt to it alone 
in ſuch caſes. 

Some perhaps will obe that the circumſtance 

mentioned by Dr. SaunDzRs as a proof of the 
ſuperior efficacy of the ointment juſt mentioned, 
ought rather to deter practitioners from making 
uſe of it at all. And indeed could we imagine 
that the diſcharge from a chancre of any fize 
whatever, were ſufficient to eradicate the poiſon; 
when it- has already taken hold of the blood, 
there would be no ſmall weight in this objection. 
But even admitting this, (however improbable) to 
be the caſe, nobody I ſuppoſe would think it ad- 
viſeable to ſuffer the diſorder to continue ſpread- 
ing, till ſuch time as the patient is deprived of his 
_ glans or the penis perhaps half conſumed. - And 
if we would prevent a misfortune of this kind, we 
ſhall ſometimes, find ourſelves obliged to have 
| recourſe to ſome or other of the unguents ſpeci- 

tied above; and not only to theſe, but even to

annabarine fumigatichs, which have been ſome-..

Wirn rains to CINNABARINE FUMIGATI-. 
oxs, however faſhionable it may he to decry this 
kind of remedy, 1 am convinced from experience . 
it deſerves no leſs commendations, than were 
beſtowed upon it for above half a century. Caſes 
now and then happen in which, though it is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to check the progreſs of the ul- 
cers we are treating of, a ſalivation is utterly im- 
poſſible to be complied with; and the ſenſibility 
of the parts is ſuch; that the patienteither cannot 
or will not bear the uſe of any unguent which is 
in the leaſt degree irritating. Under ſuch circum: 
ſtances fumigations ought to be tried, and if they 
are managed properly will hardly ever diſappoint 
our expectation. The method of ace 
them is as follows. 

Take of native cinnabar 3j of a ol; 
let them be powdered and mixed together, and 
the whole be thrown upon a hot heater ; which 
muſt be juſt red enough to raiſe a ſtrong ſmoak, 
but not ſo fiery red as to cauſe the whole to con- 


ſume inſtantly in flame only. The heater may 

be placed upon a couple of bricks in the bottom 

of a cloſe ſtool; over which the patient wah 7 

ſo as to direct the fume to the part affected. 

the mean time a blanket may be wrapped Sex

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his lungs. The fumigation may be repeated in 
this manner every day for a week together, 
However formidable the chancre may appear, it 
will commonly ceaſe to ſpread in once or twice 
fuming, and by repeating the ſame à few times, 
it will ſeldoni fail to become perfectiy tractable, 
fo as to be in a condition to be healed with a lit- 
tle dry lint or Turner's cerate. And indeed 
when the ſlough is perfectly ſeparated, and the 
bottom of the ſore appears red and granulated, 
it would be no eaſy matter to keep it from heal. 
SriII however it muſt be remembered that, 
whether the chancre be-primary or ſymptomatic, 
whether it heal ſpontaneouſly as it were, or by 
the aſſiſtance of unguents or fumigations ; the 
patient cannot be pronounced ſafe, unleſs he per- 
ſiſt in the uſe of mercurial frictions, or ſome 
other anti-venereal courſe, for a fortnight or 
three weeks after the chancres are healed : and 
the worſe the caſe has been, ſo my the more 
1 25 neceſſary i is this precaution. 


BzroRE conclude this chapter it will be pro- 
per to take notice, that though pain be a frequent 
concomitant and calloſity eſteemed amongſt the 
pathognomonic ſigns of chancres ; there is never- 
theleſs a ſpecies of venereal ulcer without either 
the one or the other of theſe, and which from the 
enden m mark of rottenneſs attending it, may by 

way 
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way of diſtinction be not improperly called a ca- 
Als, though this term has ſometimes been _ 
plied to chaneres in general. | 
| The ſpecies of ulcer I am now ſpeaking of, as 
far as has fallen within my obſervation, ſeems to 
alfect the glans only. I have had no opportu- 
nity of *noticing its firſt appearance, as at the 
time I have been applied to, the ulcer was already 
formed and in a ſpreading condition. Upon - 
enquiry however it has appeared beyond all 
doubt to be owing to a venereal cauſe : for be- 
ſides following impure coition, in ſome caſes it 
has been attended with heat of urine and a dif- 
charge from the urethra, and in other with a ma- 
nifeſt tendency to a bubo. In the mean time 
the ſore itſelf was not only void of pain but free 
from the laſt degree of calloſity, being covered 
at the bottom with a ſoft rotten ſlough of a livid | 
hue, which ſpread daily wider and deeper, ſo 
that the whole glans was evidently in danger of 
being loſt. | 

In ſhort theſe ulcers have ſo much the true 
putrid or gangrenous appearance, that in the 
firſt inſtance of this kind I ever met with, 1 
ſhould not have heſitated to preſcribe the bat, 
had I not been convinced the caſe was venereal, 
and expected to have got the better of the com- 


plaint by mercury, which was accordingly admi- 


niſtered very plentifully by way of undtion. 
In the mean time the ſore was dreſſed ſometimes 
with warm balſam. terebinth. and ſometimes with 

8 . 
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the linimentum arcæi melted with ſome ol. by. 
perici; and over the whole was applied a poul- 
tice of ſtale beer and oatmeal, which was ordered 
to be renewed as often as there ſhould be occa- 
| fron. I flattered myſelf that if I could get the 
mouth ſore, the ſpreading of the ulcer would 
ceaſe, But I was diſappointed in my expecta- 
tion : for though the mouth grew very ſore about 
the fourth day, the ſpreading of the ulcers was ſo 
far from being ſtopped, that near one half of the 
glans was eaten away, In this ſituation I re- 
ſolved to try what could be done by Dr. Cock- 
Rx 's Ointment, viz. (argent. viv. et terebinth, venet, 
ad p. #.) which I had been told had been uſed 
with ſucceſs in a like caſe. Some of it was ac- 
cordingly applied ; and though I had conceived 
no great expectation from it, I was moſt agreea- 
bly ſurpriſed the next time I ſaw my patient, to 
obſerve a manifeſt alteration for the better. The 
ſore had now more the appearance of a common 
chancre ; the edges, which beſore were pale and 
flabby, looked ſomewhat prominent red and in- 
flamed, and the dreſſing for the firſt time was 
covered with pus. From this time the ſpreading 
Qopped, and nothing remarkable attended the 
reſt of the cure ; which was compleated by mer- 
curial frictions repeated at convenient intervals, 
For about a fortnight or three weeks; after which 
the patient took a decoction of guaiacum woòd 
for ſome time by way of further ſecurity. 
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Some years after, ' another perſon applied to 


me under the ſame circumſtances. I now re- 


ſolved to try the bark joined with mercurials. I 
accordingly directed the patient to rub in a dram » 
of unguent mercurial. fort. of the london diſpen- 
ſatory, to take 3j of the powder of bark three 
times a day, to foment the glans with a ſtrong 
decoction of bark and ſcordium, and to dreſs the 
fore with liniment arcæi melted and ſoftened 
with a little oil. The ulcer did not ſpread alto- 
gether ſo faſt as in the former caſe ;  neverthe- 
leſs it did not alter its appearance, nor abſolutely 
ceaſe ſpreading till about the fifth day, After 
which the ſame alterations took place, and the 


- diſorder was cured in the ſame manner, 


About three years ago, the perſon who was 
the ſubject of the firſt cafe related above, ap- 
plied to me again upon the like occaſion. He 
had the fame kind of ulcer upon the glans as he 
had before, which was likewiſe ſpreading in the 
lame manner. He had beſides ſome running 
trom the urethra, together with a pain and 
tulneſs in the groin. I ordered him to uſe mer- 
curial friftions, to take the bark and make uſe of 
the fomentation mentioned in the laſt caſe. And 
as he remembered the ointment he had received 
ſo much benefit from before, he defired he might 
make uſe of the ſame application again. About 
the third day, nearly the ſame alterations hap- 
pened as had done before ; the ulcer became in 


lome degree callous, the edges prominent and 
inflamed, 
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inflamed, and a tolerable digeſtion appeared on 
the pledgit. Notwithſtanding which, the ſore 
however ſtill continued to ſpread apace. 
therefore wrote to my friend Mr. H1ncisrox an 
ingenious apothecary then living in Hatton Gar. 
dien, for Iſs of cinnabar and gij of frankincenſe 
to be divided into four papars, direQing the pati 
ent to uſe one every night by way of fumigation; 
which he accordingly did for ſeveral nights toge. 
ther. After he had repeated the fumigation two 
or three times, the ſpreading of the ſore -appa- 
rently ceaſed; but upon diſcontinuing it for a 
day or two, it began to ſpread again; fo that he 
was obliged to repeat the fumigation ſeveral times 
during the cure; which was compleated-by means 
of mercurial frictions, the bark being not conti- 
nued above eight or ten days, and that in decoction 
only after the ſore had loſt its PR 


I ſhould have obſerved that as mercury was 
_ uſed very plentifully in all theſe caſes, ſo I ſome- 
times was obliged to purge the patient in order 
to prevent a ſalivation from coming on: but as 
often as I did ſo, the ulcer conſtantly began to 
alter for the worſe ; ſo that afterwards I took 
care to manage the unctions in ſuch a manner, 
as not to be under a neceſſity of purging at 
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"Bei BUBOES are tamars of _ con ·

BuBOES are of two kinds, viz. fuch as are the 


offspring of recent infection, and ſuch as are pro- 


perly ſpeaking the ſymptom of a confirmed lues. 
In the former, the venereal poiſon is taken up by 
the abſorbent lymphatics, which ariſe from the 
penis pubes or other external part of the puden- 
da in either ſex, and by them conveyed to the in- 


. guinalglands, In the latter, that is when the 


bubo is a ſymptom of a confirmed lues, the whale 
maſs of blood being infected, the virulent parti- 


cles muſt by the ordinary courſe of thecirculation 
be carried to the groin as well as other parts.

Tus manner in 2 the venereal poiſon aft 
in producing tumors of this kind, is not univerſally . 
agreed on. Dr. AsTRvuc thinks it is by inſpiſſa- 
ting the lymph and rendering it too thick for 
circulation, in conſequence of which an obſtruc- 
tion 1s formed in the glands above-mentioned. 
Others think it acts by producing what they call 
an erethriſm in the part, that is, a particular 
mode of action. reſulting from the ſenſibility of 
the veſſels, and excited by a ſtimulus of any kind. 
In other words they conſider the venereal 9055 
as a ſtimulus of a particular kind, and that being 
received into the inguinal glands, it cauſes a pre- 
ternatural irritation; in conſequence of which and 
the erethriſm produced by this means, an in- 


affected; which by diſtending the veſſels, pro- 

duces pain ſwelling and the other ' appearances - 

uſually met with in ſwellings of the groin., | 
But 
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But after all, the particular manner in which 
the venereal: poiſon as, is perhaps amongſt 
thoſe things which can never be thoroughly com- 
prehended by us : nor is it ſo neceſſary to be ac- 
quainted with its mode of action as with the ef- 
fects it produces, wikich mne. 
ent conſtitutions. 


AccoRDINGLY Dr. AsrRuc Aiſtinguiſhes b. bu- 
boes into three kinds, the inflammatory, the cede- 
matous and the ſcirrhous. In an inflammatory 
bubo the patient complains of remarkable heat 
pain tenſion and pulſation in the part affected, 
the tumor commonly advances apace, and conti- 
nues hard as well as painful, till ſuch time as it - 
is arrived at ſuppur:tion, On the other hand, 
when the tumor is of the dematous kind, it is 
commonly void of pain, there is little or no præ- 
ternatural heat or throbbing perceived in the 
part ; and though the ſwelling is frequently very 
large; it is with great difficulty brought to ſuppu- 
ration, Add to this, that it is commonly ſofter 
than the inflammatory bubo, and ſometimes re- 
ceives and retains the impreſſion of the fingers, 
like cedematous tumors in other parts of the 
body. Laſtly in a ſcirrhous bubo, the tumor 
brut only perfectly indolent, but acquires an 
almoſt ſtoney hardneſs; in which ſtate it is for 
the moſt part incapable of being either diſperſed 
or brought. to ſuppuration. 
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ed may poſſibly depend on the different degrees 

of malignity in the venereal poiſon, neverthe- 
tefs the conſtitution of the patient. cannot but 
have a conſiderable ſhare, in producing the di. 
ſtinguiſhing characteriſtics of the different ſpecies 
of tumor ſpecified above. 

Thus if the patient abound with a nich dent 
blood, which is commonly attended with a tenſe 
ſtate of the ſolids, the veſſels will in this cafe vi. 
brate more ſtrongly, and conſequently the heat 
pain and throbbing will be greater ; in a word 
the tumor will be of the inflammatory kind. On 
the other hand, when the blood is more thin 
and watery and the ſolids it a relaxed ſtate (as is 
the caſe in thoſe conſtitutions which are called 
phlegmatic), not only the vibrations of the veſſels 


will be more languid, and conſequently the heat 
pain and throbbing leſs; but at laſt the-cpntrac- 


tile power of the veſſels will be ſo far deſtroyed, 


as to ſuffer the lymph to tranſude through their 
coats ; in conſequence of which the tumor wil 
aſſume an cedematous appearance. | 
In both caſes however, as well when the tu- 
mor is cedematous as when it is inflammatory, 
as there is a preternatural ſtimulus lodged in the 
part, ſo there is a more plentiful derivation of al 
the humours which naturally flow thither, and 
amongſt the reſt of the mucous humor which be- 
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ſmears the cellular membrane. If therefore the 
vibrations of the veſſels and the increaſed heat 
are not ſufficient to diſperſe the tumor or bring it 
to ſuppuration, the mucous humor juſt menti- 
oned will in time become inſpiſſated and form a 
hard indolent tumor; in a word the bubo will 
become ſcirrhous. meme 


ha N be explained. 


From what has been ſaid, it will be eaſy to 
determine whether the bubo be of the inflamma- 
tory cedematous or ſcirrhous kind. But as the 
etymology of the word implies no more than a 
ſwelling of the groin, and as ſwellings ſometimes 
ariſe in this part from cauſes which are not ve- 
nereal, it wilL be neceſſary for the practitioner to 
guard aghinſt any miſtake which may poſſibly 
happen on this account. He ought therefore to 
remember that tumors ſometimes ariſe in the 
groin by way of crifis to ſome febrile diſorder, 
and at other times from a ſcrofulous taint pre- 
vailing in the blood. From the firſt of thee, 
Dr. AsrRuc tells us, a venereal bubo may be di- 
ſtinguiſhed by the extraordinary redneſs and in- 
flammation of the ſkin, neither of which are ob- 
ſervable in a venereal bubo ; and from the latter, 
becauſe upon enquiry other evident ſigns of a 


{crofulous taint may be collected. But after all, 


he acknowledges that the confeſſion of the patient 
is moſt to be relied on. And indeed when a 
tumor 
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tumor of this kind ariſes in conſequence of ſul. 


pected venery, or when it is accompanied with a 
virulent gonorrhœa, chancres, or with evident 
ſigns of a confirmed lues, there can belittle room 
to doubt what the caſe is. 


Though venereal buboes bear a very ſmall re. 


| 3 to an inguinal hernia, yet Dr. Asrxve 
aſſures he has known them ſometimes confounded 
with it; particularly with that ſpecies of hernia 
which is occaſioned by a portion of the inteſtine 
ſhpping through the paſſage for the crural veſſels, 


They may however be diſtinguiſhed, he ſays, 


by the following circumſtances. In the ſpecies 
of hernia juſt mentioned, the tumor is ſmooth 
and nearly round ; but though its ſuperficies may 
be broad, its baſe can only be equal to the ſize of 
the foramen through which the inteſtine falls; 
and therefore it will adhere to the groin as it 


were by a ſtalk. A bubo on the contrary has | 


an unequal ſurface, is generally of an oblong 


figure, and has a broad and extended baſe. _ 
Again in a hernia, the tumor yields upon pre- 


ſure, but inſtantly-recovers itſelf upon the finger 
being removed. A bubo on the contrary either 
abſolutely reſiſts preſſure, as thoſe of the inflam- 
matory and ſcirrhous kinds; or elſe, retains the 
impreſſion of the fingers, as in œdematous and 
ſuppurated buboes. Laſtly, a hernia, if the in- 
teſtine be not quickly returned, brings on cholic 
pains, adſtriction of the bowels, violent vomitings, 
and other ſymptoms, which are never attendant 

| * 
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on buboes. By theſe ſigns therefore may the 
ſpecies of hernia mentioned above be diſtinguiſh- 
ed from a bubo; and they are the more neceſſary 
to be attended to, becauſe to miſtake an inteſtinal 
rupture for a bubo, and to open it as ſuch, 
would prove fatal to the patient, inaſmuch as

The event woull be ſtill more fatal, if inſtead of 

a bubo we ſhould open an aneuriſm of the crural 
a artery; in which caſe ſuch an impetuous hæmor- 
„ rhage would enſue, as it would be out of out | 
power to ſtop, ſo that the patient muſt inevi- 
| tably fink under our hands. As an accident of 
this kind is Caid to have happened a few years ago 
| in this metropolis, it may not be amiſs to put the 
young praftitioner in mind, that what diſtin- 
guiſhes an aneuriſm from all other tumors what- 
4 ever, is a remarkable beating which anſwers to 
| the patient's pulſe, and is ſometimes viſible to the 
eye, but may always be diſcovered (more eſpe- 

cially in an aneuriſm of ſo large an artery) by 

laying the finger upon the tumor and keeping it 

there a little time. 5 


Tux tumor being diſtinguiſhed to be a bubo, 
and the cauſe venereal, it will in general 
not be hard to form a pretty juſt ypxoGNoOs- 
ric, with regard to the eaſe or difficulty of 
the cure. A bubo which is the offspring of re- 
cent infection, will undoubtedly be much eaſier 

K | cured \ 
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cured than one which ariſes from a venereal tain 
_ fubfaſting'in the blood. Every bubo however 
may be conſidered as an advance towards a con. 
firmed lues; for as ſome of the virulent puri. 
cles muſt be aQually taken up by the abſorben 
Jyniphatics before the diſorder can reach the 
_ zgroin, ſo they would without doubt ſoon find 
- their way mto the blood, were they not ſtopped 

as it were in their eourſe by the inguinal glands, 
And in fact, after the groin has once begun to 
ſwell, if the tumor either diſappears ſpontane 
oully, or is diſperſed without proper care being 
taken to ſecure-the blood, it is ſooner or later fol. 
lowed by nocturnal pains, ulcers in the throat 
foul bones, and other ſymptoms of the like kind. 
The ſame thing alſo happens, if the bubo 
does not make its appearance till a long time aſter 
the infection was received, or till the occaſion 
of it is in a manner forgotten. For as abſorp- 
tion is abvays going on in a ſtate of health, if 
the infection has been received into any part, it 
cannot well happen but ſome of the virulent 
particles muſt be taken up by the hymphats 
and ſteal into the blood from time to time; and 
the longer it is, before they produce any diſtur 
bance to be taken notice of, the greater in all pro- 
bability will be the taifit-impreſſed upon the 
blood, For this reaſon therefore a bubo which 
immecbately ſucceeds: impure coition, or is a. 
5 wich a gonorrhea or chaneggs, 1s a- 
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tended with leſs danger to the conſtitution, than 
one which ariſes without any manifeſt cauſe. 
For the reſt, the eaſe or difficulty of the cure, 
will in a great meaſure depend on the particular 
nature of the tumor. Thus if it be of the ins 
flammatory kind, it will for the moſt part be. ca- 
fly diſperſed or brought to ſuppuration ; if cedes 
matous, neither the one nor the other will be ea» - 
fily effected, the heat and vibration of the veſſels 
being not ſufficient to diſpoſe it to terminate ei- 
| ther of theſe ways. And hence cold cede- 
matous buboes much oftener end in a ſcirrhous 
induration of the glands, than buboes of the in- 
kind ; and when they do ſo, the cure 
is commonly attended with great difficulty. 
Other difficulties will ſometimes ariſe in the 
courſe of the cure, from the patient labouring 
underaſcorbutic ſcrofulous or cancerous dyſcraſy 
of the blood and juices. 


Ix the curs of a venereal bubo, we muſt firſt 
conſider whether it be owing to an infection lately 
contraſted ; or to the venereal virus having laid 
concealed as it were ſo long, as to leave little 
room to doubt that the taint univerſally prevails 
in the blood, and that the ſwelling in queſtion 
is nothing leſs than the ſymptom of a confirmed 
lues. | | | 


Tus cure of recent buboes, that is, ſuch as 
ariſe ſoon after impure coition (whether appearing 
'K 2 | ſingly - 
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Gngly or accompanied with a gonorrhea! or 


chancres) may be attempted either by diſperſion 
or ſuppuration. The former, ſays Dr. Astxve, 
requires no operation, is ſhorter, free from pain, 
and-equally ſafe : the latter. is commonly very 
tedious, - ſubjects the patient to much pain und 
inconveniency whilſt it is advancing to ſuppura- 
tion, and at laſt requires the aſſiſtance of the knife 
or lancet; befides which, after the matter is let 
out, the ulcer ſometimes. becomes fiſtulous, at 
other times phagedœnic; and if the ſuppuration 
be only pare __ em 
undiſſolved. 85 

To this A added, that there are bu- 


boes, which though they are capable of being 


diſperſed, cannot poſſibly be brought to fuppy- 
ration by any means we are acquainted- with; 


as on the other hand there are ſome which ſo 
apparently advance to this ſtate, that it would 
be a kind of raſhneſs to countera nature by at- 
tempting to diſperſe them. So that the circum- 


ſtances of the caſe muſt . determine 


which method to make choice . 


Wuzn the cure is a attempted by DISPERSION, 
the ſame regimen muſt be obſerved, as was direc+ 
ted in the firſt ſtage of the gonorrhœa. This 
being premiſed, the cure muſt be begun by bleed- 
ing in the arm, in order to leſſen the obſtruction 
and abate the inflammation of the inguinal 
, glands, The bleeding, ſays Dr. Asrauc, mult 
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be liberally performed if the tumor be inflam-: 

matory, but more ſparingly if of the cold and cede- 

metous kind. Nor, adds he, is the opinion of 

the ancients to be regarded in this caſe, who, 

out of a miſtaken prejudice which experience. 

proves to be ill founded, were afraid of bleeding 

in the cure of buboes, leſt the infeftion ſhould 

by this means be abſorbed and thrown inwards, 
ſo as to infeCt the blood. 

Alter bleeding, the patient ſhould be purged, 
in order to carry off any redundancy of bad hu- 
mours, which may happen to increaſe the ſwel- 
ling, and at the ſame time prove an hinderance 
to the uſe of mercury. If the tumor be of the 
mflammatory kind, mild and cooling purges muſt 
be made uſe. of; ſuch as the pulp of caſſia, 
decoction of tamarinds, Glauber's ſalt and the 
like : but if cedematous' or ſcirrhous, ſtronger 
and more active purges may be neceſſary, ſuch 
as jallop, diagridium, pilulæ è colocynthide and 
the like, to which may be added ten or fifteen 
grains of calomel. 

The purges having been repeated two or thre 

times, or till the ſwelling is in ſome meaſare 1 

abated or at leaſt at a ſtand, we muſt next pro- | 
ceed to the uſe of mercurials ; which ſhould be 

exhibited in ſuch a manner as not to run off by 
ſtool, but rather ſo. as to impregnate the blood, 
| and by this means more effectually correct and 
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as the mercurials muſt —— 
plentifully to anſwer this end, it will be incum-. 


bent on the patient to guard againſt any poſſibility 
of taking cold, otherwiſe a dangerous quinſey or 


a ſalivation may unexpectedly ariſe. In order 


to prevent which it will be neceſſary to wear 2 
piece of flannel under his throat and about bis 
neck; a precaution which ſhould always be ob- 
ſerved, when the patient is under a mercurial 


courſe. 
The mercurials which are commonly made 


uſe of upon theſe occaſions, have been already 


ſpecified in the cure of the gonorrhœa and chan- 
eres. In the preſent caſe, Dr. Asr Rue recom- 


mends the panacæa mercurialis duodecies ſubli. 


matus, the mercurius violaceus, æthiops mineralis, 
and crude mercury extinguiſhed with peruvian 
or candian balſam. The doſe of each of theſe 
is from gr. xv to xx or xxv, which being made 
up into a bolus with conſerve of roſes, may be 


taken every morning and evening, or or once a day, 


or once in two days, according as the medicine 
is quicker or flower in producing its effect. 

Or inſtead of any of the foregoing, the patient 
may take x or xv gr. of argentum-vivum extin- 
guiſhed with half a drachm or a drachm of the 
conſerve of roſes or hips, and repeated at the 
ſame intervals as the former. Or if he ſhould 
prefer a liquid form, Dr. SauxDeRs's precipitate 
of calomel may. be preſcribed in the following

Many praQitioners, inſtead of the mercurial 


preparations which are directed to be taken inter- 


nally, give the preference to mercurial frictions; 4 
which, where the ſmell of the ointment can be 
diſpenſed with, is certainly the moſt eligible me- 
thod, not only as the ſtomach and bowels are 
gels liable to be diſordered by the mercury, but 
becauſe the blood is more likely to be thoroughly 
impregnated with it, and conſequently the vepe- 
real virus ſtands a better chance of being effec- 
tually deſtroyed. The method of adminiſtering 
mercurial frictions has been already explained 'T 
ſhall . therefore only obſerve that, which ever 
way mercurials are made ule of, they muſt be 
continued, not only till the bubo is diſperſed, but 
even ſo long afterwards as may be ſufficient to 
ſecure the patient from any future conſequences. 
Beſides the means recommended above, the diſ- 
perſion of buboes may be alſo aſſiſted by emol- 


* lent and diſcutient applications to the part, ſuch 


a» the emplaſtrum de mucilaginibus 8 
K 4 de 
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de ranis cum mercurio; or {which Dr. Asrave 
thinks preferable to either of theſe) half a drachm 
or a drachm of mercurial ointment rubbed upon 
the tumor, every ſecond, or every third day, ac- 
cording as there is more or leſs danger of a ſpit. 
ting coming on. Theſe inunctions however 
ought to be perfbinged with a light hand, other. 


_ wiſe they will frequently inflame the part and 


diſpoſe it to ſuppurate rather than diſperſe, eſpe - 
cially if the bubo be already inclined to inflame. 


Nevertheleſs it muſt be obſerved, that there are 
caſes in which it ſeems neceſſary to excite a certain 


degree of heat in the part, before the ſwelling 


can be diſperſed ; and hence I have known ſome 


buboes actually diſappear under a plaſter of di- 
achylon cum gummi, when I havaybeen endea- 
. by it to promote a ſuppuration. 


Sven is the method of diſperſing n 
which is more particularly to be employed, when 


the tumor is of a fluggiſh nature, or has not yet 


made any conſiderable adyance towards ſuppu- 
ration. The objection which has been com- 
monly urged againſt this method, is that the in- 


fection being by this means diſlodged from the 


part, is tranſlated into the blood; fo that though 


the bubo be cured, worſe conſequences are to be 


apprehended. To which it may be anſwered that, 
whether the tumor be diſperſed or brought to 
ſuppuration, the ſame thing is liable to happen, 


in conſequence of that abſorption which is con- 
Rantly | 
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ſlantly going on in all parts of the body. For 
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though the progreſs of the infection may in the 
preſent caſe receive ſome check from the ſwelling 
of the inguinal glands; yet before the obſtrattion. 
is compleatly formed, there can be little room: 
to doubt but- that ſome of the — 
ſind their way into the blood. | 

The danger however to be vari on 
this account, is effectually prevented by the early 
recourſe which is had to mercury in the cure by 
diſperſion: for by this means the infection is 
deſtroyed, before it has had time to produce an 
miſchievous effects in the conſtitution. On the 
other hand, when the uſe of mercury is deferred 
too long, whilſt we are in vain endeavouring to 
promote a ſuppuration, there will be reaſon to 
fear leſt ſuch of the infectious particles as in all 
probability ſteal into the blood from time to ae. 
ſhould multiply in ſuch a manner, as to p 
undoubted ſymptoms of a confirmed lues; 
which the moſt compleat ſuppuration, if it — 


afterward be procured, will by no means prove 
an adequate cure. For theſe reaſons therefore, 


and others which have been mentioned by Dr. 
ASTRUC, when the tumor ſhews no diſpoſition to 


ſuppurate, it will undoubtedly be better to at- 


tempt its deſperſion, than to wait for an event 
which may perhaps be at a great diſtance, and 
in the mean time run the hazard of conſequences 
more dangerous to the conſtitution, than any 
thing that are to be apprehended from the method 


here propoſed, 
Bur 
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Zor if; on the other hand, the bubo ſhould 
from the beginning be attended with more than 
ordinary heat pain and pulſation, and more par- 
ticularly if it be already advanced ſo far that 
there is no probability of diſperſing it, the cure 
muſt be ſet about by endeavouring to promote 
a ſpeedy and compleat sur Pu ATION. 

To this end the patient muſt be allowed his 
cuſtomary way of living, and even. indulged 
in a glaſs or two of wine extraordinary; unleſi 
he ſhould happen to be more than ordinary fe- 
veriſh ; in which cafe, it will not only be proper 


do refrain from meat for a few days, but may even 


be neceſſary to take away eight or ten ounces 
of blood, in order a little to unload the veſſels 
and diſpoſe the ſuppuration to advance more 
kindly, It may likewiſe be neceſſary to give a 
gentle laxative, if the patient be coſtive or the fe · 
ver inclined to run too high. But neither bleed - 
ing nor purging mult be repeated further than is 
neceſſary to moderate the too great heat, leſt in- 
ſtead of promoting they ſhould retard apps: 
tion, 

Suppuration is likewiſe aſſiſted by conical es 
cations. In inflammatory buboes, more particu- 
larly when the heat and pain are very great, an 
emollient cataplaſm conſiſting of bread and milk 
ſoftened with ointment of elder, will not only pro- 
cure a tolerable degree of eaſe, but likewiſe confi- 

derably 
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derably li in bringing che amor torwart. But 
in cold and phlegmatic conſtitutions, or where 
the tumor advances ſlowly, the pulp of roaſted 
onions, or white lilly roots, and (inſtead of oint- 
ment of elder) a ſufficient of yellow bafilicon- 
may be added to the poultice ; which additions 
will ſeldom fail to ripen the tumor much ſooner. 
than a ſimple poultice of bread and milk. But 
where the ſuppuration is likely to be a work of 
time, it will be leſs troubleſome to wear the gum- 
plaſters, which as they ſtick to the part are more 
conveniently carried about. And of theſe there 
is none better than the empl. diachylon cum gummi, 

which may be ſpread upon leather and renewed 
whenever it grows looſe. 


Wurz the tumor is ripe, which may be known 
by its 3 in the middle, and by a 
fluctuation of matter plainly to be felt under the 
finger, it may be opened either by cauſtic or in- 
ciſion. We muſt not however be in too great 
haſte to do this, but rather wait till the indurated 
glands are in agreat meaſure diſſolved; otherways 
they will frequently remain in this ſtate for a 
long time after the ulcer is healed. 


Tux ſuppuration being compleated, the tumor 
ſhould be opened, rather than ſuffered to break 
of its own accord. For this purpoſe, if Ixci- 
$10n be made choice of, it may be performed 
by r lancet, thruſt into the moſt

manner, that the opening may be equal to the 
whole extent of the cavity. If the bubo be ſmall 
and the quantity of diſcoloured ſkin” not very 
conſiderable, a ſimple longitudinal inciſion will 
be ſufficient. But if the cavity be very large, 
and there be a great deal of looſe ſkin which 
ſeems to hang in the way, it has been | 
recommended to cut away as much of it as can 
conveniently be done; not that this will be often 
found neceſſary, The matter being diſcharged 
and a ſufficient opening made, the wound may 
be ſuffered to bleed a little, which will in ſome 
meaſure prevent the edges from being too much 
inflamed. This done, the cavity muſt be lightly 
filled but by no means crammed with dry lint, 
over which muſt be applied a large pledgit ſpread 
with baſilicon or ſome mild digeſtive, and the 
whole drefling ſecured with a proper bandage. 
| Thefirſt dreſſing ſhould be ſuffered to remain 
a day or two, or till ſuch time as digeſtion begins 
to take place; after which, the pledgit may be 
taken off, and along with it as much of the lint 
as can be removed without pain. Such as cannot 
be removed without violence, muſt be ſuffered to 
remain ; and freſh doſſils, dipped in baſilicon or 
the linimentum arczi melted down with ol. hy- 
perici, or in ſome other ſoft digeſtive made warm, 
muſt be applied to the ſore. After which, a 
large pledgit muſt be applied over the whole, 
and the dreſſing ſecured as directed above. By 
cont. 
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nuing to dreſs in this manner, and making uſe of 
ſoft digeſtives only, the cavity (if not pver- 

crammed and kept unneceſſarily diſtended) will 
gradually fill with ſound fleſh; and, provided 
the habit of body be good, the ulcer will com- 
monly heal without much trouble. In thort 
there will be ſeldom occaſion for that variety. vf 
applications, n 
names of detergents and incarnatives. 2 

Nevertheleſs if, during the e of the 
bubo, any of the venereal particles ſhould: have 


found their way into the blood, or if the patient 


ſhould labour under a ſcorbutic ſcrofulousor can- 


cerous dyſcraſy, the ulcer will aſſume an untoward 
aſpect, and the cure be frequently attended with 


great difficulty. Under ſuch circumſtances, be- 
fore the ulcer can be brought to heal, it will be 
neceſſary to correct the habit, in the firſt: caſe by 


mercurials, and in the laſt by anti- ſcorbutics and 


ſuch other remedies as have been found effeftual 
in ſcrofulous and cancerous caſes, which will be 
more particularly mentioned in another place. 
At preſent however we conſider the caſe as 
merely venereal; and in this light it will beproper 
to obſerve, that how complete ſo ever the ſuppu- 
ration may have been, it would be highly impro- 
per to truſt the cure to external applications 
alone; for, how favourably ſo ever the healing 
may go on, the patient can never be ſecure, un- 
leſs a ſufficient quantity of mercury be thrown 
into the blood from time to time, or ſome other 
anti-venereal courſe purſued. If this precaution 
be 
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be neglected, nocturnal pains, ulcers in the throat, 
and other ſymptoms of a confirmed lues, will 
ſometimes ariſe at the diſtance of leveral months 
after,the bubo has been healed. 
That the matter diſcharged ** ae 
bubo is virulent to a very high degree, - there can 
be no room to doubt; and hence ſuch Portion 
of it as hangs about the cavity of the ſore, i is not 
only liable to be abſorbed during the progreſs of 
the cure, but frequently renders the ſore itſelf foul 
and ſloughy, and abſolutely indiſpoſed to heal. 
In ſuch caſes, whilſt mercury is ſome hom ot other 
 throwninthe blood, a {mall quantity of rei prtti- 
Pilate finely levigated and mixt with the digeſtive, 
or Dr. Cocxzguxx's ointment ex argent viv. tere - 
Bini i. venet. 3 p. &, or Dr. SauvnEAss lini- 
ment deſcribed in the cure of chancres, may be 
ſpread upon lint and applied immediately to the 
ſore; which will not only help to correct the vi- 
rulency lodged in the part, but promote the ſepa- 
ration of any ſlough, and put the ulcer in a con- 
_ dition of healing. Theſe applications however 
ſhould be confined to the cavity itſelf, and not 
ſuffered to touch the edges of the ſore ; otherwiſe 
they will not fail to excite much pain and inſlam- 
mation, and conſequently render the edges callous. 
The virulency being corrected, and any flough - 
or foulneſs removed, nature herſelf will ſuffici- 
ently forward the work of incarnation, ſo that 
there-will be no occaſion for any other ſarcotic 
than a little common digeſtive or linimentum ar- 
cal. In a word, when the new fleſh which

Irs is a caution neee h/! to be obfirved'i in the 
treatment of abſceſſes of all kinds, that the fur. 
geon be not upon every occaſion ſearching with 
the probe or finger, as this condutt tears open the 
cavityand frequently produces ſinuſſes where there 


would otherwiſe have been none. Nevertheleſs it 


will be neceſſary ſometimes to preſs gently round 
the edges of the ſore in order to examine whe- 

ther there be any ſinus which ſecretly diſcharges 
itlelf into the ulcer ; arid if upon ſuch preſſure we 
oblerve any matter oozing out, we mult intro- 


duce the probe in order to diſcover the length 


and direction of the ſinus, that it may be laid 
open accordingly ; otherwile it will in time dege- 
rerate into a fiſtula. If the ſinus be ſuperficial, 
it muſt be laid open to its whole extent, either by

The l of opening by: CAUSTIC- is as fol- 
Jows:—The tumor muſt be covered with a thick 
adhæſive plaiſter, with a hole cut in the middle of 
ſuch form and ſize, as it is intended the opening 
ſhall be. Into this hole muſt be laid the cauſtic 
you deſign to make uſe of, made into ſtiff paſte 
with ſoft ſope.

A mixture therefore of this kind 
may be applied and ſecured by a few flips of 
plaiſter laid round the edges, the whole being 
covered with another plaiſter Wan and a 
ſuitable bandage.

I! be cauſtic may be ſuffered to lay on two or 

three hours: after which we ſhall find a black 

hand eſchar, which muſt be cut through with a 
| lancet 
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lancet or biſtory, and the matter let out ; or ra- 
ther the'efchar ſhould be cut almoſt wholly away, 
that the ſurgeon may have an opportunity of 
dreſſing at once to the bottom of the ulcer ; 
which he will otherwiſe be under the neceſlity of 
waiting for till the eſchar falls off, which ſeldom 
happens ſooner than ſix or eight days. After 
having cut away as much of the eſchar as can 
be done without cutting to the quick, we muft 
dreſs with ſoft digeſtives i in order to haſten the 
ſeparation of what remains and to put the ſore 
in a condition of healing.

HityzrTo we have conſidered the bubo as 
capable of being diſperſed or brought to ſuppu- 
ration.

T-frequently happens to ſuch as 1 | 
A ted a venereal infection, that one or both 
teſticles ſwells and becomes painful and inflamed; 
and this diſorder is called a 1vMoraL or vant- 
REAL HERNIA. 
Off this there are ani tedkangd two 
kinds ; one which is the offopring of infection 
lately contracted, the other ſuppoſed to ariſe from 
the venercal poiſon lurking in the blood. The lalt 
is not often met with; but the former frequently 
nn the firſt * of a gonor-

rheea ; particularly when the running is unſea- 
ſonably checked, whether from tatching cold, 
hard drinking, ſtrong draſtic purges, the too 
early uſe of balſamic and agglutinating medi- 
cines, or from any other cauſe. 


Ir has been obſerved before that if the diſs 
charge in a virulent gonorrhœa receives an un- 
ſeaſonable check, the infection commonly ſeizes 
on the groin or teſticle. In the former caſe it 
gives riſe to a bubo, in the latter to a hernia hu- 
moralis ; which laſt is more particularly liable to 
happen, when the ſeminal veſicles are primarily 
affected. For the infected ſeed which ought to 
flow freely through the urethra, being ſuddenly 
blocked up, the ſeminal veſicles muſt neceſſarily. 
become more or leſs turgid with the confined 
and corrupted humor, and in conſequence thereof 
more or leſs diſtended and inflamed. And as ſuch 
diſtenſion and inflammation muſt in all proba- 
bility affect the vaſa deferentia (which are con- 
ſtantly bringing the ſeed from the teſticle, and 
diſcharging it into the part juſt mentioned); it 
will be no wonder if ſome ſtop ſhould be put to 
the progreſs of the ſeed, ſo as to caule it to regur - 
gitate upon the teſticles, and by this means occa- 
lion fullneſs diſtenſion pain weight and in ſhort 
all the ſymptoms of the complaint in queſtion ; 
and this even though the infection ſhould not 
attually be conveyed to the teſticle itſelf. 


Le Whether 
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Whether the ſeminal veſicles are always'pri- 
marily affected in this complaint, or how! the 
venereal miaſmata are conveyed to the teſticles 
in all caſes of this kind, is perhaps no very euſy 
matter to determine; as the abſorbent lympha- 
tics which ariſe from the pudenda tend rather to 
the groin than the teſticles. Thus much howe- 

ver is certain, that the ſpermatie chord and the 
epididymis are always affected, before the body 
of the teſticle is enlarged ; which ſeems to ſhew 
that the diſorder begins, if not in the ſeminal ve- 
ficles, at leaſt in the cellular membrane which 
inveſts the ſpermatic chord; and which being 
ſwelled and inflamed, may eaſily be conceived to 
preſs upon the ſides of the vaſa deſerentia, and 
obſtruct the progreſs of the ſeed to the part by 
nature deſtined for its reſervoir. And what fur- 
ther ſtrengthens this opinion is, that when a her- 
nia humoralis happens to ſuppurate, the abſceſs 
is generally formed in the cellular membrane,

Wurx a hernia humoralis is about to 1.

Tax pracxosrtic of this diſorder may be en- 
fily gathered from what has juſt been obſerved. 
The practitioner however ſhould remember that 
a ſwelled teſticle may likewiſe happen from cauſes 
which are not venereal ; from bruiſes for inſtance, 
from a critical depoſition of febrile matter, and

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from other cauſes mentioned by author. This 


therefore ſhould make us not too haſty in pro- 
nouncing every, ſwelling of this kind n! 
without making proper enquiries in order to be 
ſatisfied in this point. But if upon enquiry it 
appears that no external injury has befallen the 
part, nor any febrile diſorder preceded the com- 


plaint, there will be reaſon to ſuſpect it venereal, 


though the patient ſhould be inclined. to conceal 
the occaſion, He therefore ſhould be induced if 
poſſible to make a candid confeſſion ; which can. 
not fail to remove any doubts that may happen 
to remain on this head, more eſpecially if it ap- 
pears that he actually labours under a gonorrhea, 
or if a diſcharge. of this kind has ba 7

Tux different. circumſtances. of the. diſorder 
will likewiſe determine what y os rre is to be 


made. If it ariſes from a virulent running pre- 
maturely checked, it will in general be eafier 
cured, than when it is owing to a latent taint, but 
is often attended with more immediate danger. 
The former Dr. Asr uc conſiders as produced 
by what the ancients called pzrLux1oN, the latter 
by what they termed cov EST Io. In the former 


the progreſs of the diſorder is more ſudden, and 


the ſymptoms more intenſe ; infomuch that it 
ſometimes brings on a ſuppuration or 'mortifica- 


tion of the part. In the latter, which he ſuppoſes 
to ariſe from the . ſtagnation of inſpiſſated 


lemen, 
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ſemen, the tumor advances more ſlowly, the heat 
pain and other ſymptoms are leſs acute, and con- 
ſequently there will be lefs immediate danger, 
than wheti the diforder makes its advances with 
more fuddenly and with greater violence. 

The danger however will be greater or leſs, 
according to the particular nature of the de- 
fluxibn which append to fall upon the part. 
Ifit be of the inflammatory kind, and the ſymp- 
toms run high, there will be great danger of 
an abſceſs or perhaps a mortification ; in eithet 
of which caſes, but particularly the mf. an 
obſtinate fiſtuka may perhaps remain behind. 
It is not often however that accidents of this kind 
are met with. For the moſt part an inflamma- 
tory hernia ſoon gives way to a proper method 
of treatment. On the contrary, if the complaint 
be of a more phlegmatic and indolent nature, 
though it be not attended with ſuch immanent 
danger, the tumor is for the moſt part diſperſed 
with more difficulty ; and if it happen to prove 
chronical, is in more danger of becoming ſcir; 
rhous. Even in the moſt favourable caſes 
(whether the tumor was firſt inflammatory or <<; 
dematous) after the fluxion has been removed and 
the bulk of the ſwelling reduced, the ſpermatic 
chord will for ſome time continue larger than or- 
dinary, and a very diſtinguiſhable hardneſs re- 
main, particularly at the angles of the epididymus.

Having therefore given proper "direfions an 
this head, the cure muſt be begun by bleeding 1 in 
the arm ; in performing which, regard muſt be 
had to the ſtrength and conſtitution of the pati- 
ent, to the nature and violence of the diſorder, 
and to the degree of fever with which it is ufu- 
ally attended.

After bleeding, if the body becoltive; it not be | 
well ſoluble by a laxative glyſter; after which 
it muſt be kept open by manna, Glauber's falt, or 
any other gentle purge; repeated occaſionally.”

This however is not ahrays the caſe: for ſome- 
times the diſorder makes its attack: with. ſuch vio- 
lence; and the inflammatory ſymptoms run ſo 
high, that though every article of the antiphlo- 
giſtic method has been ſtrictly - complied with, 
and even carried to the greateſt extreme, an ab- 
ſceſs or even a mortification has been known to 
take place. In ſuch circumſtances therefore, 
where the danger appears to be imminent,” and 
bleeding and the other remedies recommended 
above are found inſufficient to avert the danger, 
the practitioner, however unwillingly, will find

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leſs he ſhould chance to have a greater regard for 
his own reputation than the welfare of his patient. 
The former indeed will be liable to ſuffer by 
making uſe of a remedy, which it has of late years 
become the faſhion to deery in almoſt every cir- 
cumſtance of this diſeaſe, though formerly it was 
eſteemed a kind of laſt reſource in — 
plaints of this kinxcC. 

That the action of vomiting was 3 by 
the ancients as a means of making a revulſion 
from the inferior parts, appears from the following 
paſſage out of GLE, which is to be met with in 
his third book de ratione medendi. Si jamiam, lays 
he, fluxio valide irruit, revellere ad contraria ſludebi- 
mus; ita, ft in ſuperioribus partibus ulcus conſtiterit, 
ber inferiora purgal imus; fin autem in  fuperioribus, 
ſurſum vomitum movebumus. In conformity to this 
doctrine, after having drawn blood plentifully 
from the arm, and endeavoured to divert the 
{luxion by purges of ſome kind or other, it was 
almoſt univerſally the practice leſs than half a 
century ago, to preſcribe a vomit. in the complaint 
we are now conſidering, in order to make a 
powerful revulſion from the part affected, and 
reſcue the patient from the danger which was 
otherwife to be apprehended, I have already 
given the ſentiments of Dr. Tux x ER, Dr. Ros Ix- 
so and Dr. Sy aw, to whoſe teſtimony might be 
added that of many other writers in phyſic. 

Mr. GatTaxER indeed barely ſays he has no 
objection to.this method of evacuation, but can- 
not 
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very apt to work roughly and uncertainly. Be. 
fides, adds he, if the mercurial particles enter the 
courſe of the circulation, they may bring on a 
fpitting, or at leaſt heat and inflame the blood, 
which is contrary to any rational intention of 
cure. Upon the whole however it may be fairly 
inferred that he looks upon the action of vomi- 
ting as capable of producing good effects: ſo 
that the utility of this kind of remedy Ron ina 
manner granted by him. 

That any other vomit, ipecacuana for ba 
will anſwer as well as turbith, may perhaps be 
true. It will undoubtedly anſwer in many caſes; 
and as mercury has a tendency to heat and in- 
flame the blood, one would wiſh to avoid it as 
much as poſſible, in a diſorder which is of itſelf 
ſo highly inflammatory. But whether a few 
grains of turbith, which are preſently thrown up 
again, are not ſufficient to increaſe the inflamma- 
tion; or whether the action of vomiting more 
than counter-ballances this effect; ſo it is, that I 
never obſerved any inconveniency reſult from 
its ule on this account. So that the uncertainty 
and roughnels of its operation, and its aptnels to 
excite a ſpitting, are the only objections which 
appear to me to have any real foundation. The

the ſucceſs of a vomitin theſe caſes, depends upon 
the briſkneſs of its operation; by which alone it 
is capable of making a ſpeedy and powerful re- 
rulſion. And indeed, if it works as it ought, it 
is ſo far from being an equivocal remedy (as 
ſome are pleafed to call it), that the benefit it 
procures abundantly compenſates for the fatigue 
of the operation. A ſtrong vomit, as Dr. Fox- 
DYCE 2 his elements of the practice of 
phyſic, will ſometimes carry off the inflammatory 
ſymptoms immediately. If it does not, it ſel- 
dom fails to procure ſuch, a diverſion of the hu- 
mors, that the violence of the ſymptoms ſenſibly 
remits, and the diforder becomes manageable 
alterwards by other means.

This practice is ſtrongly recommended by Dr. 


Srokck in ſcirrhous and cancerbus caſes; and 
Mr. Foxpves aſſures us that by this method he 
has cured diſeaſed teſticles of two or three'yeats 
ſtanding, even when ulcerated, and When the 
ſcirrhus had begun to be affected with pricking 
and lancing pains, And therefore if a fiſtulous 
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ulcer ſhould. remain, in conſequence of a ſuppu · 
ration or mortification of the teſticle, having firſt, 

tried the effect of mercurial frictions, together 
with a plentiful uſe of anti · venereal diet drinks, 
it will be proper to try the hemlock; by the uſe 
of which I ſaw. a very troubleſome caſe of this 
kind happily cured under the care of an ingeni- 
ous ſurgeon ſince deceaſed. Various dilations 
had from time to time been made by the knife ;

the acute pain which the urine cauſes in paſſing 
through the urethra, occaſions an involuntary 
and convulſive conſtriction of the ſphincter of the 
bladder; which cannot but diſturb the courſe of 
the urine, and ſometimes totally ſuppreſs it. 

And as tumor pain heat and redneſs are the 
conſtant attendants on every inflammation, fo 
theſe ſymptoms will be obſeryed in the perinæ- 
um, when the ſeminal veſicles or proſtate gland 
are affected with any conſiderable degree of in- 
flammation, Nor are theſe ſymptoms confined 
to the perinæum alone, but ſometimes continued 
through the whole penis : for the veins of the 
penis being compreſled by the tumor of the parts 
above-named, the return of the blood from the 
corpora cavernoſa and the integuments that ſur- 
round them, will in a great meaſure be inter- 
mpted, whence the penis will likewiſe partake of 
the inflammation.

The patient is alſo 
troubled with a frequent ſtrangury, not indeed 
from the urethra being ſtraitened (as in the for- 
mer caſe) by the tumor - of the inflamed parts, 


but from the acuteneſs of the pain cauſing an in- 


voluntary and convulſive contraction of the 
ſphincter of the bladder, and in conſequence 
thereof interrupting the free diſcharge of the urine. 
IT bere is no tumor or redneſs either in the pe- 
rinæum or penis, becauſe as the ſeminal veſicles 
and proſtate gland are not affected, ſo the inflam- 
mation which affects the urethra does not reach 
to the external teguments.

A DRU . dyſury is a more i 
complaint than a virulent gonorrhœa; becauſe 
the infection not being carried off by means of a 
running, ſtrikes the deeper root, and acts with 
the greater violence upon the parts affected. The 
former ſpecies of dry dyſury, which depends 
upon a phlegmon of the ſeminal veſicles and pro- 
ſtate gland, eaſily degenerates into an abſceſs in 
perinzo, unleſs the inflammation be quickly diſ- 
perſed, or a running luckily comes down. But 
the latter ſpecies, which is produced by an eryſi- 
pelas of the urethra, (unleſs it be ſoon relieved) 


is more in danger of f gangrene. 


In the cure of this complaint, the mmol al 
gence muſt be uſed to diſperſe or abate the in- 
flammation, whether it be of the phlegmonous 
or eryſipelatous kind. We muſt likewiſe endea- 
vour to ſoften the acrumony of the urine, and 
mitigate the heat and pain of the parts affected. 

In order to diſperſe the inflammation, there 
is nothing ſo effect ual as plentifyl and frequent

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ths: This therefore muſt be repeated 
in the beginning, according to the Neb of the 
patient and the violence of the diſeaſe.

Ax inflammation however of the ſeminal veſi- 
des and proſtate gland is found by experience to 
terminate this way much ſeldomer, than an inflam- 
mation of the Cowper s glands. And this per- 
haps may be owing to the different texture of 
the parts, particularly with reſpect to the excre- 
tory ducts by which they open into the urethra. 
In the former, theſe emiſſaries are larger ſhorter 
and more in number, ' and therefore afford a 
freer diſcharge to their infected humours ; 
whereas. the latter (viz. the Cowper's glands) 
opening into the urethra by a long narrow duct, 
their contents are not ſo readily diſcharged, and 
therefore their texture is more likely to be in- 
Jared and deſtroyed, by the diſeaſed humor be- 
ing in a manner confined within them. | 

N Tur 
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THAT an abſceſs is about to be formed in the 
perinæum, may be known by the exacerbation 
of the ſymptoms proper to an inflamma- 

tion of the parts above named, ſuch as pain 

heat tenſion and pulſation in the perinæum and 

about the region of the pubes ; together with an 

Increaſe of the ſtrangury, ſo as even to 

rate ſometimes into a total ſuppreſſion of urine, 

Add to this, that when the inflammation actually, 
terminates in an abſceſs, the patient is commonly 

ſeized with rigors; a ſymptom which ſeldom fail 

to accompany the formation of m in any 

part of the body. 

The abſceſs being once formed, the inflamm- 
tory ſymptoms remit ; there is commonly ſome- 
what like a pointing in the perinæum; and (upon 
examination with the finger) an obſcure fludtua- 
tion may generally be perceived. If the fludu- 
ation be plainly felt juſt under the ſkin, the Cow- 
per's glands are in all probability the ſeat of the 
diſorder ; but if it be felt more obſcurely, and the 
matter ſeems to be deeper ſituated, we may ſuſ- 
pect that it proceeds from the ſeminal veſicles or 
proſtate gland. * 

Ir the matter be not let out in time, it becomes 
daily more and more acrimonious, gradually 
preys upon the adipoſe and cellular ſubſtance 
ſurrounding the parts affected, and forms fi- 
nuſſes of greater or leſs extent, which generally 
communicate with ſome or other of the neigh- 


bouring 
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bouring parts. Theſe finuſſes either open in- 
wardly into the urethra, as is commonly the caſe 
in abſceſſes of the ſeminal velicles and proſtate 
gland; or elſe externally, in ſome part of the pe- 
rinæum, as is moſt likely to happen when the ab- 
ſcels is ſeated in the Cowper's glands. Sometimes 
likewiſe they open both ways, that is, into the 
urethra and perinæum at the ſame time. Nay 
Dr. AsTRUC aſſures us, that he has ſeen ſome 
which have likewiſe made their way through the 
rectum and diſcharged themſelves by the anus, 
ſo that matter flatus urine and looſe ſtools have 
been promiſcuouſſy voided both by the anus 2 
perinæum. 

In proceſs of time the ness matter, not 
having a ſufficient vent, produces callous indura- 


tions in the cellular and adipoſe ſubſtance ſur- 


rounding the parts affected. And in this ſtate 
the diſorder is called a is r LA, which is accord- 
ingly diſtinguiſhed into external and internal. 


ExTERNAL FisTUL of the perinæum are ob- 
vious to the ſight; and their communication with 
the neighbouring parts, is either manifeſt from 
the nature of the diſcharge, as when it conſiſts of 
a mixture of urine flatus or liquid fæces; or elle is 
diſcovered by examining carefully with the probe, 
IxTERNAL Fi$TULE are known by the frequent 
diſcharge of purulent matter from the urethra; by - 
an obſcure pain in the perinæum; by the frequent 
inflammation of the urethra, attended with a 

.Ne ſtrangury 
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Rrangury which ceaſes upon the diſcharge of mat- 
ter; and laſtly, by a virulent gonorrhea having 
preceded theſe complaints, together with a know. 
ledge of the method in which it was treated. 


Wu ar has been ſaid of this diſorder in men, 
may likewiſe be applied to women, a proper al. 
lowance being made for the different ſtructure of 
their parts. Thus in women an abſceſs may be 
formed in the perinæum, if the Cowper's glands 
inflame and ſuppurate; in which caſe, the ſinuſes 
may open into the vagina, the anus, or both, and 

if neglected may in like manner become fiſtu-· 
lous. 


Every abſceſs in the perinæum affords a 
doubtful yRocnosTiC, by reaſon of the glandular 
texture of the parts affected, which on this account 
are not eaſily brought to heal. The larger and 
deeper the abſceſs is, ſo much the worſe the caſe is 


to be eſteemed. And hence a ſuppuration of the 


ſeminal veſicles and proſtate gland, is more dan- 


gerous than a ſuppuration of the Cowpers 
- glands; which being ſeated near the ſkin is ſooner 
. diſcovered and eafier opened, than when the 
matter is deeper ſituated and at a greater diſtance 
from the perinæum. 


The ſooner the cure is ſet about, ſo much the 


more eaſily will it be effected. On the contrary, 


when the caſe has been neglected for a long 
time, and the finuſes are become fiſtulous, the 
| cure 
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cure will be attended with much difficulty. An 
external fiſtula which opens into the perinæum, 
is not to be cured without much trouble; an 
internal one which opens into the urethra, is ſtill 
more perplexing. For as dilation by the knife 
is for the moſt part neceſſary in fiſtulous caſes, ſo 
when the ſinuſſes are very numerous, and the 
patient is already exhauſted by the diſcharge, this 
method cannot always be ſafely attempted. Nor 
indeed can a cure be always effected this way, 
particularly when beſides opening into the ure- 
thra, the ſinuſſes communicate with the bladder 


of urine ; in which caſe cutting for the moſt part 


becomes impracticable. 


Tux method of cuxx mult be varied according 
to the different ſtages and exigencies of the diſor- 
der. In the beginning no means muſt be left un- 
triedto prevent ſuppuration. To this end bleeding 
muſt be plentifully performed, and repeated ac- 
cording to the violence and obſtinacy of the 
ſymptoms. Exerciſe and every thing that has 
the leaſt tendency to increaſe the inflammation, 
mult be carefully avoided. Coſtiveneſs muſt be 
particularly guarded againſt ; as an accumulation 
of fæces in the rectum, cannot well fail to aggra- 
vate any inflammation in the neighbourhood of 
this part. In ſhort, emollient and diſcutient fo- 
mentations and cataplaſms, the ſemicupium, 
warm bath, and every other method muſt be em- 
ployed, to prevent the inflammation from termi- 
nating in an abſceſs. |

* 
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AmoncsT the ſymptoms which require a par- 
ticular attention in the courſe of the diſorder we 
are now treating of, are the dy ſury ſtrangury and 
ſuppreſſion of urine. The two firſt require lit- 
tle more than the general method of treatment 
hinted at above, as they commonly yield to 
bleeding, the uſe of gum arabic, cooling emul. 
ſions and the like. But the latter is often a 
ſymptom no leſs perplexing than it is alarming, 
Frorn the vicinity of the neck of the bladder to 
the inflamed parts, and from its being involved 
in the ſame commom membrane, it is eaſy to 
conceive that it muſt in ſome degree partake of 
the inflammation ; and hence a difficulty and even 
total ſuppreſſion of urine are frequently brought 
on. The ſame effects may likewiſe be pn 
by ſpaſm only. 

But whether owing to ſpaſm or inflammation, 
the moſt rational and ſafe way of relieving this 
complaint, is by bleeding, relaxing applications, 
and the uſe of the warm bath or ſemicupium. 
Mr. Porr very juſtly objects to the forcible in- 
troduction of the catheter in theſe caſes. And 
indeed the difficulty of introducing this inſtru- 
ment, when the neck of the bladder is either in- 

flamed or ſpaſmodically contracted, is ſuch, that 
though we ſhould ſucceed in drawing off the 
urine, the inflammation of the parts cannot well 
fail of being increaſed by the violence commonly 


(and even unavoidably) made uſe of upon this 
occaſion ; 
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occaſion: not to mention that the moſt ſkilful 
ſurgeon cannot always ſucceed in the attempt. 
One would imagine the ſame objections ſhould 
hold good againſt the introduction of a bougie. 
But the fact is otherways. For though a bougie 
cannot be introduced without exciting ſome de- 
gree of pain and irritation, yet for the moſt part 
it finds its way into the bladder without much 
difficulty. If therefore other means ſhould have 
proved ineffectual, and there ſhould be an ab- 
ſolute neceſſity for drawing off the urine ; in- 
llead of the catheter, it may be more eafily and 


certainly done by means of a bougie ; which 


being introduced and left in the bladder a few 
minutes, and afterwards withdrawn, the urine 
follows with great eaſe. 
TrxRE is likewiſe another ſymptom which 
ſometimes occaſions a good deal of uneafinefs to 
the patient, in inflammations which are ſeated in 
the neighbourhood of the rectum, namely, a 
TENESMUS, occaſioned by the - inflammation or 
irritation of the muſcles concerned in expelling 
the faces. Akin to this is the bearing down as 
it is called in women. Both:of them are relieved 
by the ſame means. Mr. Porr recommends a 
doſe of rhubarb, joined-with a warm anodyne 
lach as the confect. mithridat. or the like. If 
this does not remove the complaint, an injection 
of thin ſtarch, ſays he, and opium or tinctura 
thebaica is almoſt infallible. In fact nothing 
' N4 but 
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but opium or ſome of its preparations can be de- 
pended on in theſe caſes. What I have com- 
monly recommended myſelf has been laxty or 
ſeventy drops of the tincture above-men 
in five or ſix ounces of linſeed oil, thrown warm 
up the rectum, 


| — we ſuppoſe every means to have 
been made uſe of, to prevent the inflamed parts 
from coming to ſuppuration. But if, after all, 
our endeavours for this purpoſe ſhould fail of 
ſucceſs, and an abſceſs ſhould nevertheleſs be 
formed ; in o1der to prevent the matter from 
breaking into the urethra, or creating extetifive 
ſinuſes in the fat or cellular membrane ſurround- 
ing the rectum or bladder, it will be neceſſary to 
procure a convenient opening as ſoon as poſſible. 

To this end, having fixed upon the part, 
where the ſkin is thinneſt and the fluctuation 
moſt palpable, the point of an ordinary impoſt- 
hume lancet ſhould be puſhed in deep enough to 


reach the matter; and when it is in, the inciſion 


ſhould be continued upward and downward, in 
ſuch manner as to divide all the ſkin covering the 
abſceſs. By theſe means, ſays Mr. Porr, the 
contents of the abſceſs will be diſcharged at once; 
the future lodgment of matter prevented, conve- 
nient room made for the application of proper 
dreſlings, and there will be no occafion for mak - 
mg the inciſions in different directions, or re- 
8 any part of the ſkin, 
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In performing this operation, if any conſidera- 
ble hemorrhage ſhould ariſe, the divided blood 
veſſel muſt if poſſible be taken up with a crooked 
needle; or if the veſſel ſhould be ſo far out of 
reach that this cannot convenieritly be done, lirik 
dipt in ſome ſtyptic preparation muſt be applied, 
and kept cloſe to the bleeding veſſel by the fitiger, 
ill the hæmorrhage ceaſes; After which, the 
wound muſt be filled with dry lint, and the reft 
of the dreſſings fecured by comprefles and a pro- 
per bandage. But if there be no extraordinary 
hemorrhage which may render it neceſſary to 
a otherwiſe, the cavity ſhould not be diſtended 
by lint or other dreſſings, more than is barely 
ſufficient to keep the edges of the wound aſunder. 

At the ſecond dreſſing, only ſo much of the 
lint muſt be taken away, as can be removed with- 
out violence. For the reft, we muſt wait with 
patience for the ſpontaneous ſeparation of it, by 
the ſubſequent digeſtion of the wound ; which 
however will be greatly forwarded by ſoaking 
the remaining lint with warm oil, either alone or 
with a ſmall quantity of common digeſtive melted 
with it. | 

The digeſtion having thoroughly taken place, 
it was formerly too much the cuſtom to make 
uſe of red precipitate or ſome other æſchorotic, 
in order to prevent the growth of fungous fleſh, 
and to conſume ſuch calloſities as are frequently 


met with in ſores of this kind. But practi- 


tioners, as well as patients, are much indebted to 
Mr. 
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Mr. Porr for having demonſtrated the impropri. 
ety and bad tendency of this practice. . Inſtead 
of which, he recommends that the dreſſingsſhould 
from firſt to laſt be light ſoft and eaſy as poſſible, 
conſiſting of ſuch materials as are likely to pro- 
mote a kindly and gradual ſuppuration ; in conſe. 
quence of which the calloſities (if there be any) 
will be gradually melted away, and the wound 
much better diſpoſed to heal, than when it is 
conſtantly irritated by painful dreſſings. _ 
The virulency however which originally __ 

riſe to the abſceſſes we are now treating of, mult 

not in the mean time be forgotten. Mercunals 
therefore muſt be giyen internally, or frictions ad- 
miniſtered at ſuitable intervals; and that in a man- 
ner ſufficient to ſecure the patient from any future 
bad conſequences. Beſides which the precipitate 
ointment applied to the ſore itſelf, proyidedit does 
give much pain, may ſometimes be neceſſary to 
correct the local virulency, and conſequently aſſiſt 
in forwarding the cure. There is undoubtedly 
a great difference betwixt uſing it conſtantly as an 
eſcharotic, and only occaſionally for the purpoſe 
juſt mentioned. However if the ſore goes on well, 
there will be no occaſion to have recourſe to * 
ſuch application. 


= finus which happens in conſequence of 
an abſceſs is not to be deemed a fiſtula. Never- 
theleſs if from the obſtinacy or. careleſsneſs of 


the patient, the matter ſhould have been confined

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ſo long without having a ſufficient vent, that the 
ſinuſes are actually degenerated into a fiſtulous 
ſtate, it will be neceſſary to examine carefully 
with a probe, in order to diſcover their direction, 
that they may be either laid open, or their cure 
attempted in ſuch other manner, as the circum- | 
ſtances of the caſe ſhall direct. + wake 


Ir the hn open in the pete d bs 
no communication either with the urethra, the 
reftum or the bladder, it may be eaſily dilated 
with the crooked biſtory recommended by Mr. 
Porr: after which, by the help of proper di- 
geſtives, aſſiſted by mercurial frictions, the callo- 
ſites will gradually diffolve and melt away. 
If the internal parts of the fiſtula are hard, ſays 
Mr. Porr, and do not yield good matter (which 
is ſometimes the caſe), ſuch parts ſhould be 
lightly ſcarified with the point of a lancet, but 
not drefſed with zſcharotics. And if (either from 
the multiplicity of the external orifices, or from 
the looſe flabby hardened or inverted ſtate of the 
lips or edges of the wound) there appears no 
probability of their being reduced to ſuch a ſtate, 
as to heal ſmooth and even, ſuch portion of them 
ſhould be cut off as-may juſt ſerve to anſwer that 
purpoſe. The dreſſings however, he adds, ſhould 
be ſoft eaſy and light, and the whole intent of 
them to produce ſuch a ſuppuration, as may 
ſoften the parts and bring them into a ſtate fit for 
healing. 


Ir 
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Ir the fiſtula inſtead of opening into the peri. 
nzum only, ſhould likewiſe diſcharge itſelf by 
the urethra, and it ſhould be judged expedient to 
lay it open, after the operation it mult be treated 
in the manner juſt deſcribed. But as the urethra 
muſt neceſſarily be wounded in this cafe, Dr, As. 
'TRVC tells us, the patient muſt wear a flexible 
catheter in order to divert the urine from paſling 
through the wound, I have never ſeen this ex- 
pedient put in practice, and there ate objectiom 
to it which will be mentioned in another place. 
In the mean time I muft obſerve that 1 have 
known fiſtulæ of this kind cured without any cut- 
ting at all, merely by wearing a bougie, and put- 
ting the patient upon an antivenereal courſe. 
But of this more will be ſaid in anther plate. 


As it is caſe which does not often happen, fo 
it is no eaſy matter to diſcover a fiſtula which 
opens only into the urethra. The diſcharge, as 
Dr. AsTRuc obſerves, may be eaſily miſtaken for 
a virulent gonorrhcea, particularly when the 
running in the latter is ſupplied by the ſeminal 
veſicles or proſtate gland. Nevertheleſs he thinks 
they may be diſtinguiſhed by the following cir- 
cumſtances ; 1. becauſe (in the caſe of an abfcels) 
| a ſoft tumor may be perceived in the perinzum, 

together with a fluctuation of the collected fluid; 
2. becauſe this tumor increaſes upon making wa- 
ter; g. becauſe the tumor recedes upon preſſure, 
and matter mixed with blood iſſues out of the 
urethra. 
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arethra. Theſe ſigns adds he ſufficiently indicate 
the preſence of an abſceſs, and that it communi- 
cates with the part quit mentioned. _ 

In order therefore to procure an external 
opening, that the matter may have a proper vent, 
ke tells us we muſt introduce a grooved ſtaff, ſuch 
ais made uſe of in the operation for the ſtone;

urethra where the Cowper's glands are ſituated. 
Aſter which, he tells us, the calloſities muſt be cut 
out, and if any remain they muſt be conſumed 
by cathæretics. The direction concerning the 
procuring an external opening 1s undoubtedly 
rational, but whether this may not be done with- 
out introducing a grooved ſtaff, when he tells us a 
ſoft tumor and fluctuation are diſcoverable in the 
perinæum, I ſhall leave to others to determine. 
In regard to the reſt of his directions, (viz. con- 
cerning the uſe of æſcharotics), a perſon who 
confiders Mr. Porr's reaſoning, will hardly be 
induced to comply with it. 


Ir the fiſtula communicates with the rectum, 
the gut muſt be divided in the ſame manner, as in 
the common operation for - the fiſtula in ano. 
Put the worſt caſe of all, is that in which the 
ſiſtula communicates with the bladder; a caſe 
which is not unlikely to happen, when the ſeminal 
veſicles or proſtate gland are primarily affected, 
and which is commonly attended with various 
openings in the perinæum; through which the 


urine 


and cutting upon it, make a longitudinal inciſion 
through the perinæum, into that part of the

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urine conſtantly draining never fails to aggravate 
the diſorder, and ſometimes to excite pain nearly 
reſembling that which is occaſioned by a ſtone. in 
the bladder. Sometimes likewiſe the urine, toge. 
ther with the acrid ſanies ſupplied by fiſtulæ of 


this kind, inſinuates itſelf into the cellular men. 
brane, andeven makes it's way into the ſcrotum, 
And hence the teſticles and ſpermatic chord be- 
come likewiſe diſeaſed. _ 

Upon the whole therefore, as Mr. Porr veryju. 
diciouſly obſerves, in caſes of this kind, the exter. 
nal openings with the ſinuſſes leading from them, 
may juſtly be looked upon as the leaſt part of the 
diſeaſe. The ſtrictures in the urethra, the indu- 
ration of the neck of the bladder, the hardened 
fungous inlarged or ulcerated ſtate of the proſtate 
gland, &c. are the principal objects of our con- 
ſideration. But what more immediately concerns 
the treatment of theſe, will be mentioned when 
we come to treat of the habitual ſtrangury. 

For the preſent it will be ſufficient to obſerve 
that ſo far as the fiſtulæ in perinæo depend upon 
a venereal cauſe, it will be in vain to think of 
curing them by any method, without obliging 
the patient to ſubmit to a thorough antivenereal 
courſe. And if the patient labours under any 
ſymptoms of a general taint, this method ought 
to be complied with before the cure be at- 
tempted by the knife, even in ceaſe in which cut- 
ting may be thought adviſeable : for there are 
ſome in which no advantage can be procured 


by any operation of this kind, 


To 
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To conclude. If by reaſon of the multiplicity 
of the ſinuſſes and their extenſive communication 
with the neighbouring parts, together with the 
emaciated condition of the patient, there appears 
no probability of effecting a radical cure, we 
muſt content ourſelves with endeavouring to 
palliate the diſorder, To this end, may be recom- 
mended change of air and a milk diet, together 
with decoction of ſarſaparilla, and gentle mercu- 
nal frictions, adminiſtered now and then and 
with great caution. If the fiſtula communicates 
with the urethra, and particularly if there be any 
ſtrictures in this part, bougies may likewiſe be 
employed ; which in ſome caſes that appeared 
deſperate, I have known attended with great

Of venereal excreſcences and fiſſures about the anus. 


HE laſt of the venereal complaints which 

may be eſteemed local, are excreſcences of 
various kinds ſeated either in the genital parts or 
in the neighbourhood of the anus. To which 
may likewiſe be added ulcerated chaps or fiſſures 
alfecting chiefly the part laſt mentioned. 


Trar theſe complaints are ſometimes the off- 
ſpring of recent infection, and conſequently at 
| firſt 
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firſt merely local, there can be no room to doubt, 
This however is ofteneſt the caſe with thoſe 
excreſcences which ſprout up in the pudenda; 
thoſe venereal complaints which ariſe in the 
neighbourhood of the anus, excreflences as well 


as fiſſures, being commonly ſupported by a ge- 
neral taint. 


EXCRESCENCES are diſtinguiſhed by a variety 
of names, deſigned to expreſs their different ap- 
pearances. Thus if they are round and long, 
they are called von R from their ſprouting up 
like young leeks ; if they are round hut at the 
ſame time ſhort and flat, they are called vzazu- 
c, from their reſemblance to ordinary warts; 
if flat and broad, they are called conDyLOMATA 
from their ſuppoſed reſemblance to the knuckles 
of joints of the fingers. And theſe are conſidered 
by Dr. AsTzuc as peculiar to the genital parts; 
ariſing in men upon the inſide of the prepuce, 
near the frenum, and about the corona glandis; 
and in women upon the inſide of the labia, as 
alſo upon the nymphæ, the clitoris and its pre- 
puce. 

The excreſcences which are uſually met with 
about the anus, he obſerves, are thicker than 
the foregoing, have a granulated top or head, 
and adhere to the ſubjacent ſkin by a {lender 
ſtalk. Some of theſe are called THyM1, from 
their reſembling the flowers of young thyme; 
others are called FRAGA or MORA, from their 

ſuppoſed 
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ſuppoſed reſemblance to ſtrawberries or mulber- 
ries ; and ſome again are called ric or Marisct; 


from their fig- like appearance. In like manner 
if (inſtead of being granulated) they are divided 
into ſimbriæ, they are called carysTz, from their 
ſmilitude to the comb or gills of a cock. Theſe 
ft may happen either in the anus or the genital 


parts.

ue called RHAGADIA.. And here it may be ob- 
ſerved, that the nipples of women who receive, 
the infection by giving ſuck, are ſometimes beſet 
with excreſcences, and at other times with ulce-

Excaxscences ſeem to be nothing. elſe but an 
elongation of the cutaneous papillæ. And this, 
Dr. AsTRUc ſays, can only happen two ways: 


either from the nutritious juice being too plenti- | 
fully conveyed to the parts affected, or from its 
being too tenaciouſly retained in them. The 


latter, as he obſerves, is the moſt probable way of 


accounting for theſe appearances. For if we 
ſappoſe the baſis of the papillæ, which lies hid 


in the corpus mucoſum, to be rendered hard 


and callous by the action of the venereal poiſon ;

The ulcerated chaps or fiſſures, which are

The corpus mucoſum may be affected, either 
by the more ſubtile particles of the venerealpoi- 
ſon, imbibed through the ſkin in the act of im- 
pure coition; or in conſequence of a univerſal 
taint, in which caſe the infection will be con- 
veyed to the parts affected by the ordinary courſe 
of circulation. In the former caſe, the excrel- 
cences may be conſidered as local complaints; 
in the latter, as the ſymptoms of a confirmed 
lues. It muſt however be remembered that they 
ſometimes happen from other cauſes, and there- 
fore muſt not be univerſally looked upon as w- 


nereal complaints. 


The ſame thing is likewiſe true with regard to 
fiſſures, which may either proceed from lacera- 
tion, octafioned by the violent excretion ofindu- 
rated faces; or from eroſion cauſed by the acri- 
mony of the humours diſcharged from the inteſ- 
tines, as well as from the corroſiveneſs of the ve- 


nercal poiſon lodged in the part. 


| VEXEREAL EXCRESCENCEs ſometimes dry away 
and fall off of their own. accord, but their roots 
remaining they ſoon ſprout up afreſh, Sometimes 
they are ſoft and flaccid, at other times dry 
rigid and perfectly callous. Sometimes they are 
- wh | indolent 
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are hot and painful, and furniſh an ichorous diſ- 
with in excreſcences about the anus; which are 
ſometimes ſoft pulpous ſmooth and of the ſame 
colour with the ſlin, at other times hard rough 
and ſcirrhous. The ſofter kind, if irritated too 
much (whether by friction handling or the uſe of 
ſharp applications), will ſometimes inflame and 
ſuppurate, and' lay the foundation for a fiſtula 
in ano; and the harder, bo in danger of turning 
cancerous. 

Rhagadia or fiffures are ſometimes of a mild, 
at other times of a more malignant nature. The 
former are commonly ſuperficial, have ſoft even 
lips, and diſcharge a thick white well-digeſted 
matter; the latter are deep, phagedænic, ſur- 
rounded with hard callous edges which turn out- 
ward, and in the room of laudable pus diſcharge 
only a thin ichor. 


Tas preſence ſituation and difference of the 
ſeveral kinds of excreſcences about the genital 
parts, are eaſily diſcoverable by the ſight and 
touch. And that they owe their origin to a ve- 
nereal cauſe, may be partly gueſſed from their 
number: for it is very unuſual for the pudenda 
to be beſet with a great number of excreſcences 
from any other cauſe. But whether they are 
really ſo or not, can only be determined with 


certainty, either 8 preſence of _ = 
2 | 
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doubted venereal ſymptoms, or the confeſſion of 


the patient who will be able to inform us he- 
ther they are ſuch as he has been accuſtomed to, 
or whether they have apps ſince * uſe of 
ſuſpected venery. ' 

Excreſcences about the anus, Dr: inns 
thinks, may ſometimes be in danger of being con- 
founded with the piles. From which however 
the mora fraga and mariſce may be eafily di- 


ſtinguiſhed, inaſmuch as the ſeveral kinds of 


excreſcences juſt mentioned grow up, as he ob- 
| ſerves, with a kind of head, of a roundiſh form 
and granulated appearance : whereas the piles 
on the contrary have a more conical appearance, 
are {moother on their ſurface, and hang from the 
part to which they grow by a thicker baſis, Theſe 
therefore are eaſily enough diſtinguiſhed. - 
But the criſtæ which ariſe in the neighbour- 
hood of the anus, having a much thicker baſis 
than any of the excreſcences above-mentioned, 
are on this account more liable to be miſtaken for 
the piles. They are however ſufficiently different 
to be diſtinguiſhed from one another. For the 
criſtæ, if they are truely ſuch, are thin, merely 
cutaneous, and contain nothing in their middle; 
whereas the piles, how thin ſoever they may be, 
and how much ſoever they may partake of the 
criſtiform appearance, are not only much thicker, 
but always include ſomething ſoft and pulpous in 
the middle; namely, the ſmall wreaths of aneu- 
riſmatic arteries and varicous veins, of which 
they are formed, 
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| vnn excreſcences afford a very differ- 


ent PROGNOSTIC, according to the part in which 
they are ſituated, the cauſe from which they ariſe, 
their number, and other circumſtances men- 
tioned above. Excreſcences which ariſe in the 
genital parts of either ſex, if owing to recent infec- 
tion, are commonly cured with tolerable eaſe; 
but if they are ſupported by a latent taint, they 
cannot be effectually cured till the habit is cor- 
reted. And this is ofteneſt the caſe with thoſe 


which appear about the anus, which part (except 


in pathics) being not immediately ſubjected to 


impure contact, can hardly be ſuppoſed to re- 


ceive the infection, unleſs by the ordinary courſe 
of circulation; and hence they are a much 
ſtronger! preſumption of a confirmed lues, than 
ſuch as are met with in the genital parts. 
Excreſcences which are few in number, ſoft, 
ſlender, or adhere to the part by a ſlender ſtalk 
(as the porri thymi fraga mora fici and mariſæ) 
may commonly be extirpated with great eaſe. 
But if they are numerous and ſeated in the mar- 
gin of the anus, or (whereſoever they are ſeated) 
it they have a broad callous baſis (as the verru- 
cæ and condylomata), their extirpation will be 
attended with a great deal of trouble to the ſur- 
geon and pain to the patient. Beſides which, in 
the laſt caſe, that is, when their baſes are broad, 
after their tops are waſted by catherztics, large 
callousill-conditioned ulcers willnotunfrequently

Laftly, the more. pein complaints.pf din far 
are attended with, the more danger is to be appre- 
hended from them; ſince if they happen to in- 
flame and ſuppurate, particularly inthe neigh- 
bourhood of the anus, the conſequence may be a 
troubleſome fiſtula in this part; and if ſuch as are 
of the ſcirrhous kind, chance to tum out eance- 
rous, the caſe will be i in a manner deplorable, 


| Patyakarony to the cur of the complaint 
treated of in this chapter, if they. are attended 
with any conſiderable degree of pain and inflam- 
mation, bleeding, a cooling purge or two, "and 
the uſe of anodyne fomentations and cataplaſms, 
ſhould be premifed. Nor muſt we think of 
proceeding: to extirpation, till the virulency which 
gives riſe to them, be thoroughly corretted ; 
without which, the excreſcences, though they 
ſhould be extirpated twenty times, will infallibly 


ſprout up afreſh;' and the rhagadia or fiffures 
will be hardly induced to heal by any means | 


whatever. If the complaints are owing to a re- 
cent caufe, a moderate uſe of mercury will ſuf. 
fice; but if there be reaſon to ſuſpeCt a venereal 
taint lurking in the blood, not only mercury muſt 
be adminiſtered more plentifulhy, but the decoc- 
tion of ſarſaparilla ſhould be drank for ſome time, 
after the uſe of mercury is diſcontinued. 


Wulst we are urn this plan ch 
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cences, if free from pain, may be touched three 
or four times a day with a ſolution of white vi- 
triol, the aqua vitriolita cærulea of the London, 


or the aqua phagedænica of the Edinburg diſpen- 
ſatory. The fiſſures likewiſe, after the pain and 


inflammation are removed (if they are ſuper- 
fcial), may be frequently waſhed with aqua cal- 
cis, either alone, or with a ſmall quantity of white 
vitriol or foehatttch laturai Mb ved in it) but 
if they are deep, they ſhould be dreſſed with 
ſome ſoft digeſtive ſpread upon lint. It fre- 
| quently happens that ſoon after entering upon | 
the mercurial courſe, by the aſſiſtance of the re- 
medies juſt mentioned, and ſometimes without 
any ſuch aſſiſtance, the excreſtelice diſappear, 
and the fiſſures heal as it were of their own ac- 
cord, merely in r 1 che virulency | 
being deſtroyed. | | 

This however is not always the . particu- 
larly with regard to excreſcences ; ſome of which, - 
notwithſtanding the virulency has been correQ- 
ed, are not effectually to be got rid of without 
extirpation ; to which therefore it will be neceſ- 
fary to proceed, when the uſe of mercury has 
been perſiſted in long enough to anſwer the end 
for-which it was intended.

Tur ancients uſed to extirpate all kinds of 
excreſcences by means of a ligature, made either 
of thread or horſe-hair ; which they tied tight 
about the root, and ſuffered to remain on, till the 

| 04 | excreſ- 
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| excreſcences withered and fell off of their own 
accord. But as there are many caſes: in Which 
this method cannot be put in practice, and as it 
is beſides attended with a great deal of pain, it 
is at preſent ſeldom made uſe of; though it is 
certainly a very good one, when the circum- 
Aances of the caſe will admit of its being put in 
practice; that is, when the, baſis of the excre- 
ſcence can be comprehended within the ligature, 
as is eaſy to be done in ſome. of the ſmaller kind 
which ariſe upon the prepuce in men. gr; | 
In this method of extirpation, core 5 

taken, that the ligature be not ſo ſmall as to be in 
danger of cutting its way through. For, when- 
ever the blood follows, I have always obſerved 
the excreſcences to ſprout up a new ; which other- 
ways ſeldom happens, when they have been 
, extirpated by ligature. The thread ought like- 
wiſe to be well waxed, or drawn through a 
piece of mercurial plaiſter, not ſo much to pre- 
ſerve it from rotting, as to render it ſticking 
and prevent it from growing ſlack. For the 
ſame reaſon in making the firſt knot, the ends 
of the thread ſhould be turned twice. over before 
they are drawn tight, otherways the firſt knot 
will grow flack before we can tie the ſecond. 
But above all, particular care muſt be taken to 
tie as near as poſlible to the root, and even to 
comprehend it within the ligature. If this cau- 
tion be neglected, the patient will ſuffer a great 
deal of pain to no purpoſe, as the excreſcence 
will infallibly ſhoot up — The 
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The principal objection to this method of ex- 
tirpation, is the pain it occaſions; which it muſt 
be oonfeſſed is by no means trifling. And there 
fore, if the excreſcences are numerous, and it 
ſhould be thought proper to attempt their extir- 
pation by ligature, we ſhould tie only one or two 


at a time; for the pain would be abſolutely in- 
tollerable, if many were to be tied at once. To 


abate the pain, which is inſeparable from this 
operation, the part may be bathed with warm 
milk after the ligature is applied, which ſeldom 
mmm © 


Bur thong the method juſt deſcribed, may 
be practiſed to advantage upon the prepuce in 
men, where the ſkin being looſe the root of the 
excreſcence- may be' eafily comprehended within 
the ligature; yet in ſuch as ariſe about the anus, 
or in parts where the ſkin is tighter, it will be 
next to impoſſible to ſuſpend them in ſuch a 
manner, as to be able to extirpate the roots this 
way, Nor can it be practiſed at all upon ver- 
mcæ growing upon the glans, upon condylo- 
mata, or any other excreſcences which have a 
thick callous baſe. Nothing therefore remains 
in ſuch caſes but to extirpate them by the ſciſ- 
lars or knife ; or, if neither of theſe methods can 
be complied with, to waſte them gradually by 
atherztic medicines, or by means of cinnaba- 
rine fumigations. 
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conſumed by catherætics afterwards; otherwiie

the excreſcences adhere to the part by a lender 
Ralk, they may be ſupported by the fingers aul 
ſnipped off at once by the ſciſſars, cloſe to the 
rin, and with very little pain; but if the ſtalk be 
thick and callous, the knife will be more come 
nient and leſs painful. But to ſpeak the truth, 
though the pain in cutting them off be mo- 
mentary and trifling, yet the methods neceſſiry | 
to be taken afterwards in order to deſtroy the 
roots, are little leſs painful than the ligature itſelf. 
For where the {kin is not looſe enough to admit 
the root to be drawn out as it were, 1o that we 
may be ſure of cutting beneath it, it muſt be 


the extirpation will be: incompleat, ans the cut 
une will have ſignified nothing. ef n 
And indeed, how ſlender ſoever de lk my 
appear, the root is al ways buried within theſkin, 
ſo that however cloſe we cut, it will ſeldom be 
found ſufficient to extirpate theſe complaints. To 
which it may be added, that if the ſtalk be ſmall, 
as in the thymi mora and fraga, the wound will 
be too inconſiderable to furniſh any diſcharge, by 
which the root can poſſibly be digeſted away ; and 
| Hence, before the cicatriſation has taken-place, i 
is often neceſſary to touch the baſis from time to 
time with a ſolution of vitriol, or (which I have 
found more effectual) a drop of diluted ſpirit of 
vi 
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ritriol, taken ap on the end of a probe and ap · 
plied to the ſore; upon which being ſuffered to 
remain about -a minute, ſome dry lint ſhould be 
afterwards applied. The pain it occaſions is very 
ſharp for the time it laſts, even as ſharp as that 
occaſioned by a ligature; but it is ſoon over, and 
may at any time be eaſed by bathing the part 
with warm milk. This application cauſes a little 
white ſlough, which ſeparates of its own accord 
in about twenty-four hours, leaving behind it a 
ſmall cavity; more or leſs deep, mmm 
thickneſs of the ſlough. | 

In thelarger kind of excreſcenceshowever, per- 
ticularly where the baſis is more extenſive (as in 
the criſtæ ſo called), this application would oc- 
caſion more pain than could be well born. If 
therefore in caſes of this xind, the baſis be found 
ether uniformly hard and © callous or be- 
ſet with granulated and diſtinct calloſities, it is 
commonly recommended to ſcarify the ſame with 
the point of a lancet, in order to promote a 
more plentiful ſuppuration, that by this means 
the roots my be gradually melted and digeſted 
away, If mere digeſtion be not found ſufficient 
for this purpoſe (as frequently it will not), it bas 
further been recommended to dreſs the ſore 
with the ointment of red precipitate, or even 
to ſprinkle upon it a little of the powder by itſelf, 
laying over it a pledgit of common digeſtive. 


Uro the while however it muſt be obſerved 
that

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that the methods above deſcribed are calculated 
only for ſuch excreſcences as adhere to the kin 
to the top, as in the verrucq and condylomata 
neither of them can be praftiſed with an hopes 
of fucceſs. The ligature cannot poſſibly be ap- 
_ pliedin this cafe; they are too thick to be ſnipped 
off with the ſciſſars; and though their tops ſhbuld 
be removed by a ſharp knife, nevertheleſs" the 
roots remaining ſtill behind, the extirpationwould 
be only partial, and a more numerous 
would ſoon ſucceed. In ſuch caſes therefore; if | 
the excreſcences are perfectly indolent, Dr. As- 
uc tell us, it will be adviſeable to have recourſe 
to catherætics; by which not only their tops, but 
their roots likewiſe may be gradually conſumed. 
Amongſt the remedies adapted to anſwer this 
end, he reckons a powder conſiſting of two parts 
of powdered ſavine and one of ochre; the 
powder of roman vitriol; a powder conſiſting of 
equal parts of red præcipitate, burnt alum and 
powder of ſavine; the red præcipitate alone or 
with an equal part of white præcipitate; any of 
which, he ſays, may be ſprinkled upon the ex- 
creſcences (having firſt wetted them to make the 
powder ſtick), or the præcipitate, he obſerves, may 
be mixed with baſilicon and applied daily till the 
excreſcences fall off. If more powerful remedies 
are thought neceſſary, he recommends to touch 
the parts lightly with aqua phagedznica, lunar 
cauſtic, oil of vitriol, butter of antimony or ” 
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and there is no longer any danger of the excreſ-

Wirru * to what concerns the cure of 
RHAGADIA or fiſſures, (bleeding and a cooling 
purge or two being premiſed, and fuch other me- 
thods as may be judged neceſſary to abate the 
pain and inflammation); the uſe of mercury muſt 
be entered upon with greater or leſs freedom, 
according as the particular circumſtances of the 
caſe ſeem to require. Nor muſt it be diſcontinued 
till the ſores are abſolutely diſpoſed to heal; care 
however muſt be taken to preventa ſalivationfrom 
coming on; acaution always to be obſerved in 
cafes where it is not neceſſary to yaw the patient 

under ſo ſevere a courſe. 


The healing of venereal ſores of this kind de- 
pends 
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pends ſo much upon eorrefting the virulency, 
that applications of no lind will, generally fpeak- 
ing, avail any thing till this end be ſufficiently an- 
fwered ; after which, for the moſt part they be- 
come tractable under any dreſſing. If they are 
ſup>rficial, they may be waſhed with aqua calcis, 
either alone, or with a ſmall quantity of vitrio- 
lum album or ſaccharum ſaturni diffolved in it, 
or elſe with a ſolution of troch. alb. rhafis. Being 
yell waſhed with ſome or other of theſe, they 
may be dreſſed with an ointment made of the 
cerat, de lapid. calamin. foftened to due confil- 
tence with a little oil. 

If though the fiſſures are deep, their lips are ſoft 
and free from inflammation, Dr. As rRuc ſays they 
may be waſhed with a mild aqua phagedznica, 
and their edges touched lightly with the lunar 
cauſtic.; and that afterwards they may be dreſſed 
with the mel ægyptiacum, till ſuch time as the bot- 
tom appears of a roſey hue, when they may be 
healed with any of the deſiccative ointments. 
However, if the aquz,phagedznica or the mel æ- 
gyptiacum ſhould give much pain, it will be better 
to waſh the ſore with warm milk, and to dreſs with 
lome ſoft digeſtive ointment, It ſhould likewiſe be 
obſerved that, after the ſores are ſufficiently digeſt- 
ed, it will be often neceſſary to interpoſe a piece of 
dry lint between their edges, in order to prevent 
them from rubbing againſt each other; otherwiſe, 

as Mr. Sn AR obſerves, there are ſome complaints 
ot this kind WR cannot eaſily be cured.

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The worſt kind of fiffures are thoſe in which 
the edges are callous and turned back, accomps- 
nied at the ſame time with obſcure darting pains. 
To eaſe the pain, in whatever ſtage of the diſor- 


der it happens, an anodyne poultice will be the 


beſt application, which will likewiſe: contribute 
not a little towards ſoftening the edges. The 
pain being removed, if the edges ſtill continue 
callous, Dr. AsrR uc adviſes to ſcarify them with 
the point of a lancet, or even to cut them off 


cloſe ; and after the blood is ſtopped; he recom-. | 


mends to dreſs them with mel ægyptiacum, or 
baſilicon and red precipitate, and even to burn 
them withthe lunar cauſtic, ſo as to produce a 
ſlough which may reach down to the ſound part. 
But this method would be approved of by. few 
engliſh practitioners; amongſt whom milder ap- 
plications, and an eaſier method of dreſſing are in 
general, and very deſervedly, getting into vogue. 
And I believe it may be laid down for a rule, 


that dreſſings which give much pain, are in no 


caſe proper to be continuedy but * immedi. — 
ately to be laid aſide. | 


Is therefore ſores of this kind ſhould prove 


more than ordinary obſtinate and untoward, in- 
ſtead of irritating them by painful dreſſings, 1 


ſhould rather chooſe to have recourſe to fumiga- 


tions ; which however, I have never uſed 1 in this 


particular caſe, having met with no inſtance in 


which a complaint of this kind refuſed to yield to 
mercurial frictions accompanied with the 1 
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and eaſy dreſſings. Nor have I met with any com- 


plaints of this kind, which have abſolutely gan- 


grened. If fuch an event ſhould however hap- 
pen, deep ſcarifications mult be made, and other 
ſuitable methods taken. 

In like manner, if any of the larger excreſ- 
cences about the anus ſhould happen to ſuppurate 
underneath, and produce a fiſtula, the proper 
operation muſt be performed ; for which the 
reader cannot do better than conſult Mr. Porr

Irutgzro we have treated of thoſe diſor- 

ders which are eſteemed local, that is, in 
which the venereal poiſon 1s ſuppoſed to be con- 
fined to the particular part by which it was re- 
ceived, We come now to treat of the lues in 
its confirmed ſtate ; that is, when the poiſon is ac- 
tually received into the blood, and circulating 
with it through every part of the body, mixes 
ich the ſeveral ſecretions, and renders the whole 
habit tainted. 


Tuis ſtage of the diſorder has been ſometimes 
called the ſecond infection, becauſe it is commonly 
the conſequence of ſome complaint which was at 
firſt merely local, and has been either neglected 
or ill treated. Sometimes however it is a pri- 

P42 mary 
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mary diſeaſe ; and this, not only when it istranf. 
mitted from the parents and originally blended 
with the conſtitution, but even when the infec. 
tion is received by coition or any other kind of 
impure contact: in which laſt caſe however, ſome 
portion of the venereal poiſon uſually adheres to 
the part by which it was received, where it ſeldom 
fails to excite appearances prior to thoſe which 
| ariſe from the infectious ** tranſmitted in 
the blood. 

Theſe appearances indeed are ſometimes ſo 
very flight and trifling, as not to occaſion any 
alarm, and much leſs to create a ſuſpicion of, the 
miſchief which has been frequently known 0 fol 
low. Thus there have been ſometimes only a ſight 
heat and pain in making water ; at other. ti 
only a ſlight excoriation of the parts immedia 
expoſed to the impure contact, which have either 
got well of their own accord, or been eafily healed 
by ſome diſiccative ointment. And yet how tri- 
fling ſoever ſuch complaints may have appeared 
at firſt, they have been known to be followed by 
evident ſymptoms of a confirmed lues. | 

For the moſt part however a confirmed lues 
3s preceded by ſymptoms of greater note, ſuch as 
a virulent gonorrhœa bubo chancres, porri, ver- 
rucæ, condylomata and the like.

A vIRULENT gonorrhea indeed taken in time 
and treated properly, never degenerates into 4 


confirmed lues, ſo long as the running continues 
| to 
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to flow freely. Nevertheleſs it muſt be obſerved 
that, how copious ſoever the diſcharge may be, 


if the diſorder be totally neglefted, nothing can 
hinder fome portion of the infectious particles 


from being taken up by the abſorbent lymphatics | 


and conveyed into the blood. Accordingly a 
bubo and hernia humoralis, have been known to 
ariſe in the-midſt of a very plentiful difcharge of 
this kind, and to be afterwards followed by other 
pocky ſymptoms. And indeed when a virulent 
running receives an untimely check, the infection 
commonly falls on the groin or teſticles. 
But when it attacks the teſticle, the pain which 
it occaſions, generally puts the patient upon ap- 
plying to proper remedies in time; whence ei- 
ther the running is brought down again, or the 
virulency, corretted, before it has had time to im- 
preſs any conſiderable taint upon the blood. 
When it ſeizes upon the inguinal glands, the caſe 
i often otherways. For ſome tumors of this part 
are perfectly indolent, and for this reaſon neg- 
leted by the patient; whilſt others diſappearing 
ſpontaneouſly, the patient thinks himſelf well, and 
totally neglects every method proper to ſecure the 
blood, till at laſt he is awaked from his falſe ſecu- 


ny, and obliged to encounter with a more potent 


diſeaſe. In ſhort a venereal bubo, whether diſ- 


perſed by art or diſappearing ſpontaneouſly, never 


fails to introduce the poiſon into the blood; whence 
if proper means are not uſed in time to correct 


the virulency, a red * muſt 1 
follow.

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A confirmed lues is however much oſtener the 
conſequence of chancres and the various kinds 
of excreſcences mentioned above, particularly of 
ſuch as appear about the anus. For though theſe 
complaints are ſometimes merely local, they are 
found by experience to be much oftener accom- 
panied with ſympioms of a general taint, than any 
other local complaint. In like manner inflam- 
mation excoriation ulcers and excreſcences about 
the nipples, are commonly the preludes to this 
diſorder, in women who contract the infection by 
giving ſuck.

up by the ſanguiferous velſels,, without: palling 
firſt. through the lymphatic ſyſtem, is a queſtion 
not abſolutely determined, But that it may be 
taken up by the abſorbent lymphatics, and by 
them conveyed to the ſubelavian vein and 
mixed with the blood, no phyſiglogiſt ſeems 
to doubt. In its progreſs however from the part 
by which it was ſirſt received, it common occa- 
ſions ſome diſturbance in the neareſt lymphatic 
glands, through which it is obligedii to paſs before 
it can arrive at the blood. And hence, when 
the infection is contracted by impure coition, 
and the patient labouxs under a virulent gonor- 
rhœa chancres or the like, the inguinal glands 


are commonly more or leſs affected. When ut 
| | is 
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is contracted by giving tuck, and the breaſt and 
nipples are beſet with venereal fiſſures arid ulcers, 
or when any venertal fore ariſes upon tlie finger 
or hand, as has ſometimes happened to ſurgeons 
in the exerciſe of their 'profeſſion, the "axillary 
glands have been known to ſwell and become 
painful, In its paſſage through theſe glatids, the 
diſorder in all probability receives ſome check, 
more particularly when ſt gives riſe to any Fm 
derable tumor; but, the tumor diſperſing, th 

poiſon ſoon! finds its way into the blood, Yo 
partly perhaps by inſpiſlating the fluids, and pry 
by rendering them acrid and corroſive, ie giyes 


to a variety of ſymptoms, which differ according 
to the nature of the parts affected. pa

As every part of the body is ſupplied with bu- 
mours derived from the blood; ſo whenever the 
blood is infected, theſe humours become the ve- 
hicle of the venereal poiſon, and ſerve to corivey 


it to the different parts of the body. But though 
all the humours are liable to be infected in their 


turn, Dr. AsT&uc- thinks that the poiſon in 
queſtion has a greater affinity to ſome than it has 
to others, and particularly to the ſeminal humors, 
which he ſuppoſes receive the infection ſooner 
than any other, Be this as it will, 


Is the ONITAL PARTS are four humours 


which may ſerve as a vehicle to the venereal 
poiſon ; 1. the ſemen properly ſo called ; 2. the 
liquor of the proſtate Cowper's and lacunar 
glands of the urethra in men, and of the proſtate

It has never been oblervell indeed that the =] 
| nal humours « can be infected to fo great a degree 
from the blood alone, as to be able to bring on a 
virulent gonorrhæa, without the addition of ſome 
freſh infection contrafted by 1mpure coition. 
But if a perſon whoſe blood is previouſly tainted 
with the venereal poiſon, , ſhould happen to con · 
tract a recent infection, the adventitious virus be- 
ing conſtantly el by one of the ſame na- 
ture derived from the blood, all the ſymptoms 
will become more violent; the inflammation of 
the urethra, and conſequently the heat of urine 
will be very difficultly got rid of; the running 
will be protracted a long time, and apt to return 
upon every ſlight occaſion, after it ſeems to have 
been carried off ; and, in the mean time; the parts 
particularly affected in a gonorrhœa, will be 
more apt to ſuppurate or elſe terminate in indu- 
rated ſcirrhi, than when the blood is e 
ful ſtate. | 

In like manner, if from a recent 8 ITY 
buboes or excreſcences of any kind ſhould happen 
to ariſe upon an old pox, theſe ſeveral party” 
being conſtantly ſupplied with freſh fuel from

fe; gedænic or fiſtulous ulcers; or elſe; if they are 
mi- incapable of being reſolved in time, will frequently 
ree become ſcirrhous : In ſhort theſe as well as other 
a local diſorders, will not only be more difficult to 


cure, but likewiſe more apt to return, AP 
have ſeemed to diſappear. 


Bor without contraiing any freſh infection, 
if the blood be already tainted, all the humours 
derived from it muſt neceſſarily be tainted like- 
wiſe, and conſequently the - ſeminal humors 
amongſt the reſt, Of theſe, the ſemen and the 
liquor of the proſtate gland are known to be 
tetained in their reſpective reſervoirs, till ſuch 
time as they are diſcharged in coition. It is not 
improbable therefore that, in conſequence of their 
being retained ſo long after they are ſecreted, the 
infetious particles may be multiplied in theſe hu- 
mours, ſo as to be more adundant in them than 

in the circulating maſs of blood. And hence the 
lymph which returns from theſe parts, will be 
more than . ordinarily contaminated, and on this 
account particularly diſpoſed to form obſtructions 
in the inguinal glands ſo as to give riſe to a yocky, 
WAN oath ul, Loophiich a ink on; if 
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ſated as to paſs with difficulty through the wind: 
ings of the epididymis, in its aſcent towards the 
{ſeminal veſicles, where it is depoſited till the time 
of coition: or if it ſhould be otherways ſo af. 
feed, as to produce a flight but-preternataral 
irritation, in the parts through which it paſſes; 
the ſpermatic chord will become gradually dif. 
_ tended, and form a tumor called $2ERMATOCELE, 

If the return of the blood through the veins 
ſhould likewiſt be impeded, their coats will be: | 
come varicous, and the tumor will be what is 
called a varicols, And laſtly if the whole 
body of the teſticle ſhould become enlarged and 
hard from the ſame cauſe, a vENERE AL HERNIA 
will be produced; which may in time degene- 
rate either into a confirmed ſcirrhus, or into a 
fleſhy tumor diſtinguiſhed by the name of a 
 SARCOCELE. Theſe diſorders may likewife give 
riſe to, and have been ſometimes accompanied 
with, a HYDROCELE ; the ſcirrhons indurations in 
the epididymis and ſpermatic chord hindering 
the return of the lymph, and cauſing 1 it to collect 

in the tunica vaginalis. 
If the ſebaceous humor mee by the odori- 
ferous glands and the cutaneous follicles which 
| occur about the genital parts, ſhould be rendered 
ſo acrimonious by the venereal poiſon mixed with 
it, as to inflame corrode and produce little round 
callous ulcers in the parts affected, sv roi 
CHANCRES Will be produced. In like manner, if 


the 
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the mucous humor which is ſecreted by the la- 
cunæ ſeated about the verge of the anus, ſhould 
become ſo ſharp and acrimonious, as to erode and 
ulcerate the wrunkles of this part, u AC ADIA or 
£15$URES will be produced. And laſtly if the mu- 
cous humour which lies between the cuticle and 
ſhould become hard and callous, it will oblige the 
cutaneous papillæ to ſhoot out into poRRIL, Tür- 
M1, and other excreſcences of various kinds, as was 
obſerved in treating of diſorders of this kind. 


Ix the sxix are two humours which become 

the vehicle of the venereal poiſon; namely, the 
ſebaceous humour; which exſudes from the cu- 
taneous villi or lacunæ as they are called; and the 
mucous humor, which conſtitutes the rete mu- 
coſum mentioned above. 

If the ſebacous humor which is depoſited in 
the lacunæ of the ſkin, and naturally ſerves to 
render the cuticle ſoft and ſmooth, be inſpiſſated 
or rendered acrimonious by the virulent particles 
brought with it from the blood; by its thicknels 
it will ſtagnate in the lacunæ, which will there- 
fore be enlarged, ſo as to produce ſmall diſtinct 
round CUTANEOUS TUBERCLES; and by its acri- 
mony the tops of the tubercles will at length be 
eroded, and produce VENEREAL PUSTULES, OF 
hard round cuTaNnzous ULCERS, affording a pu- 
rulent or ichorous diſcharge'; which for the moſt 
part dries and forms yELLow $CABS, an appears 
ance 
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ance frequently met with in all parts of the body, 
but particularly upon the Wogan _ the 
roots of the hair. l 

If the mucous humor confined ii at d of 
the rete mucoſum be ſo far infected, as to have 
contracted a more than ordinary degree” of acri- 
mony, it will prick and vellicate the cutaneous 
| fibres, and thereby produce uE HHH 
and 'TETTERY ERUPTIONS. But if the ſmall 


fibres by which the caticle is tied down to the 


ſkin, happen to be eroded, the looſened "cuticle 
will be blown up into little bladders filled with a 
ſharp ſerum, in other words a venereal cn 
or 1TCH will be produced. At length, the diſor- 
der increaſing, the ulcerations will ſpread and be- 
come larger ; and the cuticle being eroded, will 
either dry up and fall off like bran, producing 
what are called FURFURAcouUs ERUPPIONS, or 
elſe if the ſkin be more deeply affected, a Pye 
CORRODING HERPES will be produced. ' 
As the cuticle is no where thicker and harder 
than in the palms of the hands and ſoles of che 
feet, the mucous humor will tratfude thro the 
pores with greater difficulty than it does in parts 
where the cuticle is thinner. Being therefore 
longer retained and collected in greater plenty, 
it will produce a greater degree of heat and itch- 
ing in theſe parts. And hence the cuticle being 
eroded and dried, will divide into callous itching 
clefts or F158URts, ſometimes dry, at other times 
diſcharging a thin ichor : and ſometimes, the 
con- 
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connection betwixt the cuticle and the ſubjacent 
kin being quite deſtroyed, So amen wa Gpe- 
rate and caſt off in the form of exuvie, _ 

If the mucous humor be infected to a leſs 45 
gree, ſo. as only to erode the ſurface of the ſkin 
without hurting the cuticle, the cutaneous veſſels 
will only ſuffer ſome ſmall drops, of blood or ſe- 
rum to eſcape; which however, mixing with the 
mucous humor under the cuticle, will be ſufficient 
to deſtroy its clearneſs. And hence will proceed 
plain flat diſtinct ſpots or xrxLoRESCENCES on the 
kin, which will be either livid purple red or yel- 
low, according to the greater or leſs quantity of 
extravaſated blood, and according as a bilious or 
other ſtate of Wood ing; to this or that 


colour. 


a — Wy us that every ſingle HAIR, 
ariſes from a round bulbous root which is buried 
in the ſkin, and that they receive their nouriſh- 
ment by ſlender mutilaginous fibres which ſpring 
from the root. If therefore the lymph with 
which they are nouriſhed, ſhould become ſo ſharp 
and acrimonious as to deſtroy theſe fibres, or 
perhaps the roots themſelves ; or if the roots 
ſhould be deſtroyed by ſcabs and ulcers on the 
ſkin, the hair being deprived of its nouriſhment, 
muſt neceſſarily ceaſe to grow and at laſt fall off. 
And hence FALLING ox of the HAIR and BAL D- 
NESS are reckoned amongſt the ſymptoms of a 
conhrmed lues.

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Fides auh likewiſe we hays what: Fa 
x ALLs are formed by the production or elonga. 
tion of the tendinous or nervous papillie of the 
ſlein, ſtrictly united and bound together; chat they 
are every where ſurrounded by the corpus muco- 
ſum or reticulare malpighti, as it is called; and 
laſtly that they receive their nouriſhment and 
growth from a viſcid lymph, conveyed” to them 
through their ſoft and pulpous root. If there- 
fore the lymph which is ſupplied to the nails, 
ſhould become too viſcid and acrimonious, from 
the venereal poiſon mixed with it ; it will inflame 
corrode ulcerate and deſtroy the ſoft and pulpous 
roots, through which they receive their nouriſh- 
ment; and hence wHITLOws, INFLAMMATIONS, 
and U1.CERS will ariſe at the roots of nails, and 
the nails themſelves will at length fall off. 


I the MouTH are two humours with which 
the venereal poiſon very readily unites ; 1. the 
viſcid mucus which is ſecreted in the cells of the 
tonſils, and in the ſmall glands of the uvula and 
whole arch of the fauces; 2. the ſebaceous hu- 
mor which exfudes from the glandules or lacunæ 
of the gums and palate. To theſe may likewiſe 
be added the mucus which diſtills from the mem- 
brana pituitaria, and moiſtens the nn of the 


nole. 
T hemucus of the rAucxs, if it partake of the 


venereal inlcction, and happen to ſtagnate in the 
glands 


1 
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or cells in which ie is uſually contained, 
will produce tumor pain heat and inflammation 
in the throat. By degrees it will became more 
ſharp and acrimonious, and, by corroding the 
parts, produce ill. digeſted ſtubborn phagedænit 
vLCERS in the tonſils uvula and fauces, by which 
the bones of the palate are ſometimes rendered 
carious. The ſame thing may likewiſe be ſaid of 
the ſebaceous humor ſecreted by the glands of the 
palate, which being tainted and ſtagnating in the 
part affected, produces little round hard tubercles, 
which are ſometimes void of inflammation, but at 
other times ſuppurate and degenerate into round 
ſtubborn malignant ui cERS. In like manner if 
the ſebaceous humor of the gums be infected, it 
will produce APHTHE or little round ſtubborn ul- 
cerson the gums, and ſometimes abſceſſes between 
the gums and the roots of the teeth, in conſequence 
of which the teeth will ſametimes looſen and fall 
out, 
If the mucus of the nosz be affected, it will 
gradually ſtagnate in the pituitary membrane ; 
whence it will acquire ſo great a degree of acri- 
mony, as to occaſion 0Z Ax or painful ſtinking 
and malignant ulcers on the inſide of the noſe ; 
which are ſoon ſucceeded by a caries of the oſſa 
ſpongioſa, triangularia, and the vomer itſelf : 
whence the noſe at length falling in, the 275-4 
becomes flat-faced like an ape. 

When the bones of the palate and noſe are de- 


ſtroyed, whether by ulcers in the uvula palate 
| or 
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or noſe itſelf, the tone of the voice muſt neceſly 
rily be altered; and hence a 8xnurrLING „oAkst- 


N Ess, and loſs of ſpeech will enſue. The voice 


will likewiſe be altered in conſequence of any in. 
flation, roughneſs, hardneſs, eroſion or 
of the trachæa, glottis or epiglottis. And laſtly, 2 
the air in expiration, is obliged to paſs through 
the ulcerated fauces, it will neceſſarily contract a 
filthy ſtench ; and hence people who are affected 
with ulcers in the mouth and noſe, are commonly 
troubled with a STINKING BREATH.

If the muſcular mucilage, preſerving 1 its adh 
be rendered more than ordinary acrimonious, it 
will ſtimulate the ſenſible fibres, ſo as to produce 
ſharp pungent wandering RHEUMATIC PAJNS- 
But if it be not only rendered acrimonious, but 
inſpiſſated at the ſame time, it will be apt to ſtag- 
nate and produce little grandinous tumors inthe 
membrane of the muſcles, attended with a tenſive 
pulſative fixed pain. But if it happens to be in- 
ſpiſſated, without partaking of a ſufficient degree 
of acrimony to produce pain, by gradually ſtag» 
nating in the membrane of the muſcles or in the 
cellular membrane which ſurrounds the muſcles, 
it will at length occaſion little. round {mogth, ing 
dolent 
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dolent tumors called 6UMMATA. The ſame kind 
of ſtagnation happening in the ligaments of the 


joints, will produce Nopes,—in the coats of the 


nerves and ſheaths of the' tendons, GANGLIA as 
they are called, —and rorus, in dhe ligaments af 
the joints. 

In like manner, if the yon of the joints re- 
aining its fluidity, ſhould. become too acrimo- 
nious, ſharp pungent ARTHRITIC PAINS will be 
produced in the ligaments of the joints, attended 
with heat, but without tumor .or inflammation. 
But if, beſides its acrimony, it be ſo far infpiſlated, 
25 to obſtruct and inflame the glands which are 
ſituated in the joints, the pains in gueſtion will be 
attended with greater heat, redneſs, tenſion and 
pulſation, and in ſhort with more manifeſt ſigns 
of inflammation. And laſtly, if the mucilage of 
the muſcles.and.that of the joints are both affected 
at the ſame time, there will be a mixture of rheu- | 
matic and arthritic mw. 


Tux Bon ks are covered externally with a 
pretty ſtrong tenſe membrane called ERIOSTIUNM; 
which is beſmeared with a mucilaginous humor, 
to the end that the muſcles which lie upon it may 
move with the greater eaſe. There is likewiſe 
an internal perioſtium or membrane, which is 
variouſly diſpoſed between the lamellæ or plates 
of the bones, and, in the middle of the larger 
bones, forms little web-like veſicles, which con- 
tan the medullary juice. Both theſe humours 
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are ſometimes affected by the venereal poiſon, 
and give riſe to various diſeaſes of the bones, 
If the mucilaginous humour which! e 
the external perioſtium, preſerving its fluidity, 
become ſo acrid as to prick and vellicate this very 
tenſe and ſenfible- membrane, it will occaſion 
acute flying pains, particularly 1 in the ulna, tibia 
and bones of the cranium. If this hutnor, being 
likewiſe rendered more viſcid than ordinary, 
happens to ſtagnate and inflame the membrane, 
there will be a violent fixed pain attended with 
heat, tenſion, pulſation and a ſenſible thickening of 
the part. If the membrane happens to ſuppurate, 
an exfoliation or a ſuperficial caries of the bone 
will enſue. If without ſuppurating it becomes 
exceedingly thickened, it produces what ſome call 
a NODE, others a ſpurious Exosrosis; which 
is for the moſt part very painful, often ſuppu- 
rates, and at laſt produces an exfoliation, or elle 
a caries of the ſubjacent bone. | 


A Exosrosis properly ſpeaking is a circum- 
ſcribed tumor of the bone itſelf, of which there 


are two kinds. In one, the riſing part of the bone 

forms a kind of arch, under which are a number 
of cells, filled with a firm fleſhy or cartilaginous 
ſubſtance ; in the other, the tumor is boney and 
ſolid throughout, being alſo whiter and more like 
ivory than the reſt of the bone. The former 
Dr. As rRvc ſays, ariſes from the inſpiſſation 
and ſtagnation of the medullary juice; in con- 


ſequence of which the "vey 1 are 
raiſed 


Ul 
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niſed in the form of a tumor. The latter, 
the ſame author tells us, is occaſioned by the 
too plentiful nouriſhment of ſome particular 
part of the bone, either from the boney la- 
mellz being half eroded by the acrimony of the 
medullary juice, or from an acrid lymph drip- 
ping from the perioſtium upon the ſurface of the 
bone ; from either of which cauſes, the boney 
fibres being in ſome meaſure ſoftened, yield to 
the daily acceſſion of freſh nutriticus juice, and 

w out in the ſame manner as fleſhy excreſcen- 
ces in the ſoft parts. 

Exoſtoſes properly fo called commonly ariſe in 
tard and ſolid bones, particularly upon the cra- 
mum, ulna or tibia. The ſpongy bones are alſo 
ſometimes enlarged, not in one particular part, 
but through their whole ſubſtance : and this kind 
of tumor is called nyPzROsTOSIS. It is however 
much oftener a ſcrophulous than venereal affection. 

A cARIEs of the bones frequently happens in 
aconfirmed lues. Of this there are two kinds; the 
one proceeding from the ſuppuration or ſloughing 
df the external perioſtium; the other, from the 
corruption of the medullary juice, and the conſe- 
quent ſuppuration of the membrane diſpoſed be- 
twixt the lamellæ of the bones. When the exter- 
nal perioſtium ſuppurates or caſts off in a ſlough, 
de bone being deprived of its covering, and con- 
lequently of the nouriſhment it derives from 
thence, mortifies as it were, grows black, and at 
lngth an exfoliation enſues. This however is 


not properly ſpeaking 9 1 which * 
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* of  rottenneſs in ſome meaſure reſem- 
bling a piece of worm- eaten wood. And thi 
may happen, if the matter of ſome 
ted node be ſuffered to lay ſo long upon the 
bone, as to corrode and deſtroy its texture. 


For the moſt part however a canes proceed: f 


from the corruption of the medullary juice con- 
tained between the lamellæ of the bones, which 
gradually corrodes and works itſelf through the 
ſubſtance of the bone, producing the rotten 

worm eaten appearance mentioned above. _ The 

worſt kind of caries proceeds from an abge- in 
the inſide of the bone. 

Tus MEDULLARY ſubſtance which is contained 
in the inſide of the larger bones, conſiſts of the 
medullary juice, depoſited in membranous veli- 
des or cells, together with arteries veins and 
nerves: and hence, like other ſoft parts, it is 
liable to inflame and ſuppurate, and fo produce 
an ABSCESS in the inſide of the bone. When 
this is the caſe, the matter, together with the cor- 
rupted medullary juice, becoming daily more 
and more acrid, the boney fibres are at length 
| corroded, and a caries of the worſt kind 1s 
produced; which ſometimes ſurrounds the 
periphery of the bone, at other times is et- 
tended through its whole ſubſtance. In the 
mean time, the boney fibres, being ſoftened by 
the confined matter, gradually yield, and form 
that kind of tumor, which the Antients called a 
SPINA vENTOSA. For the moſt part however, ihe 


matter falls down to the lower part of the = 
whic 
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«hich being of a ſpongy texture is ſoon corroded, 
whence A caries in the joint, and at length an 
avc1LYLOSTS is produced: or if the matter be of 
i milder nature, ſo as not to produce a caries, the 
ſpongy extremity c of the bone becomes gradually 
enlarged, and {wells out into an HYPEROSTOSIS, 


| Is every diſorder of this kind, the texture and 
firmneſs of the boney lamellz will be weakened 
and deſtroyed, in proportion to the depth and 
extent of the caries. When a caries therefore oc- 
cupies the periphery of the bone in an annular 
form, the bone ſometimes becomes ſo brittle as to 
ſnap and break in two with the ſmalleſt force. 
And hence $PONTANEOUS FRACTURES have been 
timetimes reckoned amongſt venereal ſymptoms, 5 
though this accident oftener happens in a con- 
firmed and inveterate ſcurvy. 

Taz laſt diſorder affecting the bones is the 
0sTEOSARCOSIS,, in which the bones becoming 
gradually ſoft, degenerate into a cartilaginous and 
ſometimes a fleſhy ſubſtance. The bones may 
be affeted in this manner from other cauſes, 
but Dr. AsTruc ſays it moſt commonly happens 
from the action of the venereal poiſon ; which he 
thinks may in fome- circumſtances be capable of 
difolving the earthy part of the bones, whilſt 
the membranous cartilaginous and vaſcular parts 
remain untouched ; juſt as iron and braſs. are 
diſſolved in aqua fortis, with which the ſofteſt 
wax is not at all affected. He likewiſe adds, that 
the bones being ſoftened in this manner, are ſub- 
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ject to all the diſeaſes of the fleſhy part; ſuch 
as mon nt . N a the 
; kke, 1 


Tux eyes and ears W alſo liable 2 
affected, from the venereal poiſon mixing with 
their reſpective humours. The humors 
ing to the Evrs are; 1. a viſcid ſebaceous 1 
mor, iſſuing from the edges of the eye. lids, and 
from the caruncula lachrymalis; 2. à thin lym- 
phatic humor, which iſſues from the whole ſurface 
of the cornea and tunica conjunctiva; g. the 
humor ſecreted by the lachrymal gland; 4. and 
laſtly the lymph which circulates gy ws Vi 
treous and chryſtalline humors. | 

If the ſebaceous humor of the eye. lids be in- 
fpiſſated, it will produce little hard round oval 
tubercles, diſtinguiſhed by the names of cxat- 
AZIA, GRANDINES, or HORDEOLA, But if it be 
rendered highly acrimonious, it will occaſion lit- 
tle ulcers or ULczRoUs PUSTULES upon the edges 
of the eye-lids, whence proceed 'LxYpPLTUDE and 
the like. If the ſebaceous humor which proceeds 
from the caruncula lachrymalis be infected, by its 
thickneſs it will obſtruct and enlarge, and by its 
acrimony corrode the caruncle; and hence will 
proceed an EN AN TH!s, UNGUTS; or PTERIGIUN.

The lachrymal humor partaking likewiſe of the 
infection, cannot but aggravate theſe complaints; 
though Dr. As rRue thinks, this humor is ſeldom 
affected to a degree ſufficient to produce any of 
the ſymptoms above-mentioned, However, if, 
when the caruncula lachrymalis is ulcerated, any 

of the purulent particles iſſuing from thence be 
waſhed off and mixed by the tears, and carried 
with them into the naſal duct, the humor in queſ- 
tion will then become ſo ſharp and acrimonious, 
as to inflame and erode the lachrymal fac, and by 
this means bring on an &G1LOPs or FISTULA 
LACHRYMALIS,

caſe, the deafneſs will like wiſe be incurable. 


AparTICULAR explanation of all the ſymptoms 
which are met with in a confirmed lues, would 


take up too much time, and look like compiling 
an univerſal pathology. It ſhall therefore ſuf- 
fice to point out ſome few others, which have not 
yet been touched upon; amongſt which venereal | 
pains affecting the head, are by no means to be 


paſſed over. 
A CEPHAL AA or head-ach is no uncommon 


lymptom in this diſeaſe. It may proceed from 
an inſpiſſated or acrimonious blood or lymph 
preternaturally ciffending or irritating the peri- 

cranium 
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cranium or membranes of the brain. In the 
former caſe, that is when the perieranium is 
affected, the head-ach will be external; but 
when the meninges are affected, the pain will 
be perceived on the inſide the head. If the 
obſtruction occupy only one half of the head, 
it will produce an HEMICRANIA as 1 call- 
ed. If the pain be confined to one 
ſpot as it were, ſo as to reſemble che piercing of 
a nail, it is called c Avus: and this" may ariſe 
either from a node in the pericranium, or from 
an exoſtoſis in the outer table of the fknll; alſo 
from puſtules and tubercles in the meninges of the 
brain; or from an acrimonious lymph, producing 
irritation and ſpaſm in ſome particular part of 
the pericranium or membranes of the brain. 1 


Sourriuzs (but more efpecially when theſe 
parts have been weakened by ſome previous dif- 
order) the venereal poiſon fixes upon the TR a- 
ch and LUNGS, producing a cough, afthma, and 
even a pulmonary confumption. © When the tra- 
chæal humor is infected ſo as to become in ſome 

degree acrimonious, by its preternatural irritation 

it produces a cough; and when the lymph is fo far 
inſpiſſated as to occafion tubercles in the lungs, 
an ASTHMA will gradually come on. And laſtly, 
if the tubercles happen to inflame and ſuppu- 
rate, the diſorder will terminate in a PULMO- 
NARY CONSUMPTION, 


The liver, ſpleen, pancreas and the meſenteric

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glands are likewiſe ſaid to be ſometimes affected 
by this diſorder.

Disonbzksof the habit, fuch as an Arbrnx, 
2 MARASMUS or HECTIC FEVER, may allo be 
brought on, or at leaſt aggravated by the venereal 
taint, Thus if the nutritious juice become too 
acrimonious, in conſequence of a taint of this kind 
prevailing in the blood; the parts, inſtead of 
being nouriſhed, will become more and more 
emaciated, or in other words aleanneſs, ATROPHY 
and MARAS&MUS will enſue, A HECTIC FEVER 
may be gradually brought on, either from the 
violence and continuance of venereal pains, from 
a long continued drain proceeding from venereal 
fiſtulæ, and laſtly from purulent matter abſorbed 
into the blood, from abſceſſesformed in the me- 
enteric glands or any other internal part. 


Ix the laſt place, dilorders which are al 
to women, are ſometimes thought to derive their 
origin from a venereal cachexy. To this ſource 
have ſometimes been aſcribed ulcers and ſcirrhous 
indurations of the womb, frequent abortions, 
and the excluſion of half rotten putrid fætuſſes.

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' ULccxxs of the vomb may proceed from an ero- 
fon of its internal ſurface, in conſequente of 
the increaſed acrimony either of the menſtru. 
al blood, or of the diſcharge which - conſtitutes 
the fluor albus. ScixRHñOUS TUMORS may 
may ariſe from the congeſtion and induration 
of a viſcid lymph in the ſubſtance of the womb. - 
FatzQUENT ABORTIONS may be owing to 
the acrimony of the juices, by which the em- 
brio is waſted almoſt as ſoon as it is formed. 
The sxcLusion of HALF-ROTTEN FATUSES may | 
likewiſe be owing to the ſame cauſe, inaſmuch as 
the diſeaſed ſtate of the maternal blood may be 
eaſily ſuppoſed to affect the tender body of the 
fœtus in this manner. 


Tuus 77 may ſuffice for a detail and ex- 
planation of the ſeveral diſorders, which ariſe in 
conſequence of the venereal poiſon being mixed 
and circulating with the blood. It muſt how- 
ever be obſerved, that other cauſes frequently de- 
termine the poiſon in queſtion to fix upon this or 
that particular part. Thus an ordinary defluxion 
upon the fauces proceeding from catching cold, 
will ſometimes determine the diſorder to fix 
upon this part, and. produce a venereal fore 
throat. An habitual weakneſs of the eyes will 
_ diſpoſe to venereal opthalmies and other diſ- 
orders of this kind ; habitual rheumatiſms, to 
venereal pains affecting the limbs; a ſprain or 
luxation, to pains of the arthritic kind; and. 
a previous contuſion of the bone, to an exo- 
ſtoſis. 
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ſtoſis. In a word, there are many ſymptorns 
mentioned above, which hardly ever ariſe with- 
out a previous indiſpoſition of the organs con- 
cerned ; ſuch as a cough, aſthma, TAS An: 
jaundice, dropſy and the like. 1 
It ſhould likewiſe be obſerved that a confirmed 
lues is ſometimes joined with 3 a cachexy of 
another kind, and particularly with; a ſcorbutic, 
leprous or ſcrophulous habit. The firſt diſpoles 
to diſorders in the gums and cutaneous eruptions ; 
the ſecond likewiſe diſpoſes to diſorders of the 
ſkin; and the laſt to ſwellings of the conglobate 
or lymphatic glands, as alſo to gummata and 
ganglia ſo called.

Moxcst the variety of ſymptoms enume- 

rated in the preceding chapter, many of 
them are ſo common to other diſorders, that (con- 
fidered by themſelves) they are no more indica- 
tions of a confirmed lues, than they are of ſuch 
other diſorders, to which they no leſs reſpective- 
ly belong. 

Add to this, that the venereal poiſon is 
of ſuch a nature, that being once received into 
the blood it adapts itſelf to the habit of the patient 
in ſuch a manner, as to imitate the diſorders 


which the patient has been formerly accuſtomed 
| to

to labour under. Thus, if he has been ac. compl: 


cuſtomed to opthalmies, rheumatic -or 
pains, habitual head-achs, or the like, the ve. 
nereal poiſon, having gained admiſſion into the 
blood, ſeldom fails to produce ſymptoms. of 2 
Gimilar nature, which for this reaſon. are not pre- 
„ 


And hence it beeotnes necelliry ue K 
betwixt thoſe ſymptoms, which are ſo far proper 
to the venereal diſeaſe, as almoſt wholly to belong 
to it, and thoſe which are common to it with 
other diſorders, and therefore not alone ſufficient 
to point out the nature of the caſe. The firſt of 
theſe are called univocal or pathognomonic ſigns, 
the latter equivocal or doubtful. To theſe Dr. 
Aſtruc adds another order of ſigns, which, being 
taken from the recollection of ſome preceding to- 
pical diſorder, together with the method in which 
it was treated, be therefore calls rr 
tive.

VOCAL Or PATHOGNOMONIC ſigns, COMMUNI- 
CATING INFECTION to a ſound perſon, (whether 
by coition, giving ſuck, or any otherway) juſt- 
ly deſerves the firſt place; ſince nothing can be 
more undoubted than the common adage, nemo 
dat quod non habet. This however ſuppoſes no 
doubt concerning the honeſty of the party who

FaeQUENT ABORTIONS, or the een of 
ſcabby ulcerated half-rotten children, without 
any manifeſt cauſe to diſturb. the foetus before its 
due time, or deſtroy it in the womb; may, ſays 
Dr. AsTRUC, be reckoned an undoubted fign, 
that one at leaſt of the parents is infected with 
this diſeaſe ;. either the father from whom the 
fetus derives its firſt ſtamina, or the mother 
from whom it derives its nouriſhment-during its 
rehdence in the womb, It 1s likewiſe a ſign 
zgainſt both of them, ſince by their intimacy 
they generally, though not always, communicate 
the n to each Wer. | 


Local. W though owing at firſt to 
recent infection, yet if for a long time they elude 
the ordinary methods of cure, may be looked 
upon as ſigns of a confirmed lues. Amongſt. 
which, may particularly be reckoned virulent 
chancres, excreſcences of various kinds, eſpecially 
ſuch as appear about the anus; obſtinate buboes 
and venereal herniæ, which can neither be diſper- 
ed nor brought to ſuppuration, or which, after 
having ſuppurated, degenerate into ſtubborn pha- 
gedænic ulcers or obſtinate fiſtulæ. It is a more 
certain ſign of a latent taint, if theſe ſymptoms, 
having been once - cured, break out again ſoon 
iter; and ſtill more ſo, if they break out ſpon-

ERUPTIONS on a the ſkin 
are always conſidered as ſigns of a confirmed luci. 
But that they may be the better eſtabliſhed as ſuch 
they muſt be carefully diſtinguiſhed from thoſe 
| kinds of cutaneous eruptions. which have no con- 
nexion with this diſeaſe. 

 The/ſmaller kind of venereal ſpots are 3 
guiſhed from ordinary freckles, becauſe the for- 
mer are recent appearances, and only met-with 
upon the breaſt and between the ſhoulder-blades; 
whereas the latter, are habitual or at leaſt of long 
ſtanding, and chiefly affect as the face ned 
and hands. The broader kind of venereal 
fpots or blotches are diſtinguiſhed from- ordi- 
| nary tan or ſun-burn, becauſe the latter, as well 
as freckles appear only in parts which are ex- 
poſed to the rays of the ſun, and diſappear in 
time of their own accord; whereas venereal dif . 
diſcolorations of this kind are met with in parts 
which are covered and defended from the ſun, 
and are very difficultly got rid ef. They are 
bkewiſe diſtinguiſhed from thoſe tan-like appear- 
ances which are met with upon the face and neck 
of breeding women, 1. becauſe venereal blotches 
of this kind are rarely met with in the parts juſt 
mentioned, 2. becauſe they do not diſappear up- 
on delivery, as is always the caſe with thoſe ap- 
pearances which happen as a ſymptom of preg 
3 | nancy. 
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tancy, Laſtly, venereal diſcolorations of the 
kin are diſtinguiſhed from the yellow purple or 
ivid ſpots of ſcorbutic perſons, becauſe the for- 


mer are accompanied with other ſymptoms of 
the venereal lues, whereas the latter are attend- 
ed with bleeding or roter' gains and o . 
of a confirmed ſcurvy. 


VENEREAL TUBERCLES Are eafily Gigi 
from ordinary CARBUNCLzs of the face, becauſe 


the latter occupy the face only, and have a puru- 
lent apex; whereas venereal eruptions of this 


lind occupy, not only the face, but other, parts of 


the body alſo, as the arms ſhoulders breaſt thighs 
and legs; and although they ſometimes ſuppurate, 
do not preſerve a purulent apex, but are ſoon 
covered either with a branny ſcurf, or elſe with 
a hard dry cruſty ſcab, of a yellow hue and 
honey-comb appearance. Add to this that, 
though they are met with in different parts of 
the body, they more particularly affect the hairy 
parts, which by this means are frequently ren- 
dered bald. And hence Dr. Tux ER declares, 
we may almoſt at firſt ſight pronounce theſe yel- 
low cruſty ſcabs, amongſt the hair of the head, a 
pthognomonic ſign of a confirmed lues; and 
vhen they quite ſurround the hairy ſcalp, ma- 
king what is called the coxona vENERIS, they 
have been always conſidered as an undoubted 

[ymptom of this diſeaſe. 
The dry runruxgcous ſuperficial venereal 
eruptions, bear a very near reſemblance to the 
R branny 
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branny ſcurf or ſcales, which are met with in the 
LEPROSY of the greeks: from which however 
they may be diſtinguiſhed by the following cir. 
cumſtances. Venereal eruptions of this kind are 

not attended with itching, and when the ſcurf or 
ſcale is rubbed or picked off, theſkin underneath 
appears of a reddiſh brown or rather of a copper 


colour, an appearance almoſt peculiar to erup- 
tions of the . venereal kind. Leprous eruptions 


on the contrary are attended with itching, and | 
when the ſcurf or ſcales fall off, the ſkin appears 
white underneath. Add to this, that in the le- 
proſy, large dry thick ſcales are often met with 
about the joints of the knees and elbows; which 
ars thought to be no leſs pathognomonic of a 
leprous, than the corona veneris is of a yenerel 
cacachymy. | 


Tur next ſign of a . taint \pievailingio 
the blood, is taken from ulcers of the xrauces, 
tonſils, uvula and palate, either with or without a 
caries of the ſubjacent bones, as alſo from ulcers of 
the ſame kind affecting the noſe. But, as ſcor- 
butic ulcers which affect the mouth reſemble ve- 
nereal ones, both in reſpect to their malignity and 

difficulty of cure, Dr. Asrxuc lays down the 
following ſigns by which they are to be diſtin- 
guiſhed from each other. 

1. Venereal ulcers affect the tonſils, fauces and 
uvula firſt, and afterwards (but very rarely) the 


gums; on the contrary ſcorbulic ulcers firſt and 
ehiefly affect the gums, and afterwards the fauces 


tonſils 
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tonſils and uvula, but this very ſeldom and in a 
very gradual way. 2. Venereal ulcers are cal- 
pus in their baſe and in their circumference, 
ſcorbutic ones are not ſo. g. Venereal ulcers 
xe round, circumſcribed, and for the moſt part 
confined to particular -places ; ſcorbutic ones, on 
the contrary, are of a more irregular form, ſpread 
wider, and frequently affect the whole mouth. 
4. Venereal ulcers eat 'deeper and are generally 


covered at bottom with a white ſſough, whereas 


corbutic ones are more diſpoſed to grow out 


into fungi and hyperſarcoſes. 5. Venereal ul 


cers are red in their circumference, but ſcorbutic 
ones livid. 6. Laſtly, venereal ulcers are for 
the moſt part accompanied with other ſymp- 
toms of a confirmed lues; ſcorbutic ones, with 
\mptoms of the ſcurvy, and particularly with 
rotten gums and black or livid blotches upon the 
kin ; which, whilſt they are looked upon as 
undoubted ſigns of a confirmed ſcurvy, have no 
connexion with the venereal diſeaſe. 


NoctURNAL PAINS conſtitute another pathog- 
nomonic ſign of a confirmed lues; not thoſe ſu- 
perficial wandering pains, which affect the mem- 
branesof the muſcles ligaments and joints, and in 
this reſpect reſemble the gout and rheumatiſm; 
but thoſe deep fixed pains which are ſeated in the 
perioſtium, and reſemble the breaking or boring 
of the bones. They are ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed 
rom thoſe of the gouty or rheumatic kind by their 

<a | being 
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being more deeply ſeated, and, inſtead of affecting 
the muſcles and joints, being chiefly eonſined to that 
part of the perioſtium which covers the middle of 
the more ſolid bones, particularly the ulna, tibia 
and bones of the cranium, in which they fre- 
quently give riſe to nodes, . caries and exoſloſes. 
Moreover they have this in common with all ve- 
nereal pains, that they generally begin as ſoon 
as the patient is warm in bed, and rage chiefly in 
the fore part of the night, ſo that the patient can 


get no reſt till the morning approaches; at which | 
time the pains remit, or at leaſt become more 


tolerable. | | 


GuMMATA in the muſcles, vopzs in the pe- 
rioſtium, 6ANGLI1A in the nerves and tendons, 
and Toys in the ligaments, are likewiſe to be 
ranked amongſt the pathognomonic ſigns of this 
diſeaſe. Tophs indeed are often-produced in the 
Joints by repeated fits of the gout, and nodes and 
ganglia are ſometimes owing to contuſion, and to 


a violent diſtenſion of the tendons and ligaments, - 


But as it will be eaſy to be ſatisfied whether the 
former are the effect of the gout, or whether the 
latter have ariſen in conſequence of an external 
violence ; ſo, whenever they ariſe ſpontaneoully, 
but more particularly if they are accompanied 
with nocturnal pains or other ſymptoms of a con- 
. firmed lues, we need not heſitate to pronounce 
them venereal, | 


os 
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Our countryman Dr. Tuxxzs accuſes Dr. 
Aerxve of confounding the venereal 'gummata - 
with the common incyſted wenny tumors, ſuch 
+; the ſtratoma, atheroma and meliceris ; which 
he obſerves, are of a quite different nature, and 
oftener met with in other than in venereal pa- 
tents In fact, theſe gummy tumors have a 
much nearer reſemblance to thoſe ſtrumous ad- 
rentitious glands, which are met with upon the 
muſculi maſtoidei in the necks of children; naß 
the appearance is ſo much the ſame, that Mr. 
WiszMAN calls theſe latter likewiſe by the name of 
gummata. And hence when tumors of this kind 
happen in the necks of children, they are hardly 
ever conſidered in any other light than as ſigns of 
aſcrophulous habit. But when they ariſe in the 
ams, legs' and thighs of grown perſons, who have 
never been fubje@ to any ſtrumous diſorder, 
they afford no ſmall ſuſpicion of a venereal taint ; 
and this will be confirmed paſt all doubt, if they 
ae accompanied with nocturnal pains and other 
ſymptoms of a venereal taint, |

With regard to the firſt, it will be ſufficient to

Beſides the venereal, there are four other kinds 
of ny EROSTOSITSs or enlargement of the bones, 
the ricketty, the ſcrophulous, the ſcorbutic; and 
the gouty. The RIcxET TY hyperoſtoſis is pro- 
per to children, and does not affect grown perſons; 
nor does it attack one joint ouly, but ſeveral at the 
fame time. A ſcrophulous enlargement of the 
bones ſeldom happens, unleſs to ſuch as in their 
infancy were afflicted with ſcrophulous diſorders, 
and in whom ſome ſymptoms of the ſame kind 
ſtill remain. A ſcorbutic hyperoſtoſis is like- 
wiſe rarely met with, unleſs in the under jaw, 
when the bones has been eroded by fome ſcorbutic 
ulcer in the gums, accompanied with other 
ſymptoms of a confirmed ſcurvy. And laltly, 
a gouty hyperoſtoſis ſeldom occupies the larger 
Joints, till thoſe of the fingers and toes have been 
_ firſt deſtroyed ; not to mention the chalky con- 
cretions, which are in a manner peculiar to the 
gout, and which, whenever they are met with, 
ſufficiently diſtinguiſh enlargements of this kind 
from ſuch as are venereal; beſides which, the latter 
are almoſt always accompanied with other ſymp: 
toms, which help to put the matter out of all 
doubt. | 

A CAR1Es may be the conſequence of any of 
the ſpecies of hyperoſtolis mentioned above, that 
18, 
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is, when the membrane which is ſpread amongſt 
the cells in the ſpongy part of the bones affected, 
happens to be ulcerated or eroded; and whe- 
ther the caſe in queſtion is to be referred to 
a ſcrophulous, ſcorbutic or venereal cauſe, muſt 
be determined by the confiderations Juſt men- 
toned. A Caries may likewiſe happen in con- 
ſequence of a malignant ulcer or abſceſs (not ve- 
nereal) ſeated either immediately upon, or in the 
neighbourhood of ſome bone. Theſe circum- 
llances muſt therefore be inquired into, in order 
to determine whether the caſe be venereal or not. 
If the caries happen in confequence of an exoſto- 
fs or hyperoſtoſis which was plainly venereal, or 
of an abſceſs of the perioſtium ariſing ſpon- 
taneouſly or without any manifeſt cauſe, the 
cale will admit of no doubt. It muſt however be 
obſerved, that a venereal caries is ofteneſt met 
with under ſome nodous protuberance, either 
upon the cranium or in the middle and ſolid part 
of the ulna or tibia, and that it ſeldom affetts the 
ſmaller bones or the epiphiſes of the larger bones, 
unleſs when the venereal poiſon happens to be 
jined with a ſtrumous taint. 

Ax ABSCESs of the medullary ſubſtance, pro- 
ducing what is called a srINA vexnTosa, may 
happen in conſequence of a fracture, the ſplin- 
ters of which have wounded and lacerated 
the membranous ſubſtance in which the mar- 
row is contained; or it may happen from an 
external caries, which has penetrated into the 
avity of the bone, and which was produced ori- 
R 4 ginally 
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| ginally by ſome ulcer not venereal. | 
theſe inſtances however, an internal abſceſs of te 
bone ſeldom happens, but from ſome latent taint, 
either of the ſcro phulous or venereal kind, lurk- 
ing in the blood. If by no method of 
we can trace its origin to a ſcrophulous cauſe, ve 
| ſhall have reaſon to apprehend it venereal, and 
more eſpecially if it has been preceded by, or is 
accompanied with other ſymptoms of this kind, 
The caſe however can rarely be diſcovered before 
the whole bone is become carious, and the com- 
plaint manifeſted by external appearances. Ne- 
vertheleſs from the following circumſtances, we 
may be able to give a pretty near guels that ſome 
miſchief of this ſort is forming; firſt from an ex» 
cruciating pain in the middle of the bone, with- 
out either ſwelling heat redneſs or pain to be per- 
ceived externally ; and laſtly, from a flight ſhi- 
vering, which comes on every evening, and 1 is ſuc- 
| ceeded by a febrile incaleſcence. 


SPONTANEOUS FRACTURES are conſidered by 


Dr. Asrxuc as an undoubted ſign of a con- 
firmed lues. Signum luis veneræ 
fed ſatis rarum, et quod nunguam, niſi in valde ine: 
teratd et deploratd ſyplilide, accidat. Spontaneous 
fractures may however happen from other cauſes. 
They have been known to happen in ſcrophulous 
and {corbutic habits, where there was not the 
leaſt ground to ſuſpett a venereal taint, and may 


perhaps ſometimes W from cauſes with which 
we 
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we are unacquainted. A. praQtitioner thefefore 
ſhould be very cautious how he pronounces a 
perſon poxed, merely from an accident of. this 
kind, The ſame thing may likewiſe be faid with 
regard to the hyperoſtoſis or enlargement of the 
ſpongy bones and of the epiphiſes of the larger 
bones, as alſo with regard to the ſpina ventoſa ; 
all which, conſidered by themſelves, that is, ex- 

duſively of other ſymptoms, afford much ſtronger - 
| ground to ſuſpect a ſcrophulous than a venereal 
taint : ſo that in fact they ought rather to be 
ranked amongſt thoſe ſigns which are termed 
equivocal, to which we now proceed.

Egv1vocCaAL $16Ns are diſtinguiſhed into two 
claſſes; 1. thoſe which approach nearly to the 
nature of pathognomonic ſigns; and 2. thoſe 
which are ſo extremely dubious, as (abſtracted 
from other ſymptoms) to be altogether inſuffici- 
ent to raiſe even a ſuſpicion that the caſe is ve- 
nereal. 


Or thoſe which approach neareſt to the nature 
of pathognomonics, are certain diſeaſes of the 
EYES; as redneſs, itching, lippitude, ulcers or ex- 
creſcences on the eye-lids ; obſtinate opthalmies 
either with or without phlyctænæ orlittleulcerson 
the cornea; as alſo nubeculz, albugines, the fiſtula 
lachrymalis and the like; all which, tho ſometimes 

venereal, are ſo much oftener met with in ſtru- 
| mous 
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mous habits, and particularly after the meaſles 
and ſmall pox, that without the preſence of other 
undoubted ſymptoms, or a previous acquaintance 
with ſuch circumſtances as naturally lead to x 
venereal cauſe, a practitioner would hardly be 
juſtified in even hinting at a ſuſpicion” of this 
kind, As to the cataract and gutta ſerena, very 
— ——  — — _—_——_— 
diſorders being venereal. 

What has been ſaid of difeaſes' of the eye 
may likewiſe be applied to thoſe of the An; 
ſuch as the tirinitus, deafneſs and that's hmm 
_ inflammation, abſceſs, ulcers or caries; whether in 
the internal or external meatus ; all which may, 
and frequently do ariſe from other cauſes. Thus 
a deafneſs, often follows upon taking cold; it 
may likewiſe proceed from wax, collected and 
hardened in the paſſage, and from many other 
cauſes. Inflammations and abſceſſes are ſome- 
times formed upon the decline of fome feyeriſh 
diſorder, both in the internal and external cavi- 
ty. Ulcers hikewiſe, and, in conſequence there 
of, a caries may arife from other cauſes. But 
complaints of this kind, if venereal, are com- 
monly accompanied with other ſymptoms of the 
ſame leaven ; and generally ſpeaking a venereal 
deafneſs is accompanied with an ulcer in the fau- 
ces, either upon or near the opening of the eu- 
ſtachian tube, as has been obſerved in another 


| place. 
The 
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The head-ach, hemicrania, as alſo the cr a- 
yus or fixed pain in the nzaD, though ſome- 
times venereal, much oftener depend on ſome 
other cauſe.” And though their raging chiefly in, 
the fore part of the night and remitting as the 
morning approaches, may in ſome meaſure diſ- 
tinguiſh them from ordinary pains in the head ; 
yet this will not be ſufficient to conclude them ve- 
nereal, without the concurrence: of other ſigns 
ſtil more to be depended on. The ſame thing 
may likewiſe be ſaid of thoſe erratic pains which 
alfect the musCLEs and jorinTs, and in this re- 
ſpect reſemble the rheumatiſm and gout ; from 
which it will be no eaſy matter to diſtinguiſh the 
pain in queſtion, more particularly if they do 
not remit conſiderably in the day-time, or in a 
manner go off, which is not always the caſe. 
For as to their being aggravated in the night ſea- 
ſon, this is likewiſe common to rheumatic pains; 
and hence it becomes neceſſary to enquire after 
other ſigns, before the nature of theſe pains can 
be aſcertained. 

Laſtly, jv ON on the sxix, lenticular 
ſerpiginous, and impetiginous ERUPTIONS, as allo 
the itch and corroding herpes, do ſo frequently 


| happen without any ſuſpicion of a venereal taint, 


that they cannot be looked upon as ſigns of 2 
confirmed lues, any otherwiſe than as they are 
accompanied with other and more unqueſtionable 
lymptoms of this diſeaſe. : 
AMONGST 
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AmoncsT the equivocal ſigns of a ſtill inferior 
rank, may be reckoned vertigo, palſy, cataract, 
gutta-ſerena, aſthma, jaundice, hectic and inter- ll 
mittent fevers, conſumption, and the like. But hee! 
theſe are of very little weight in determining the the 
preſence of a confirmed lues. For the moſt part b 
they are eſſential diſeaſes, and abſolutely inde- 
' pendent of a venereal cauſe. They may however 
happen to be complicated with a taint of this | 
ind. A pocky hectic is ſometimes met with in 
practice, and has been frequently mentioned by 
writers in phyſic. And the late Mr. WII of 
Hatton- Garden, who had formerly for many years 
been ſurgeon to the Kingſland Lock-hoſpital, 
aſſured me that he had ſeen moſt of the diſorders 
mentioned above, complicated with other venereal 
ſymptoms, with which they conſtantly kept 


pace, and gradually got better under a mercurial 
or other anti- venereal courſe. 


Tur laſt order of ſigns are thoſe which are 
called comMEMORATIVE, and are taken from the 
recollection of ſuch local diſorders, as are fre- 
quently known to introduce the venereal your 
in the blood. 

A virulent gonorrhæa, as has been already ob- 
ſerved in another place, if taken in time and 
prudently managed, hardly ever degenerates into 
a confirmed lues; but if the cure has been abſo- 
lutely neglected for a long time, or if it has been 
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{4 too haſtily performed, that is, if the running has 
No been got rid of, before the virulency was cor- 
rac rected, a pox has ſometimes enſued.” Buboes 
ite! likewiſe diſperſed, without proper care having 
been taken to ſecure the blood, ſeldom fail to lay 
the foundation a misfortune of the ſame kind. 
But above all, previous chancres; or venereal 
excreſcences, eſpecially thoſe which are met with 
about the anus, are ofteneſt accompanied with, 
or known to introduce other ſymptoms of a 
confirmed lues. In determining therefore the 
nature of ſuch complaints as are at all dubious, 
the recollection of previous local diſorders and the 
circumſtances attending them, cannot fail to 
throw ſome light upon our enquiries : for when- 
ever any complaint of this kind can be plainly 
traced from a venereal cauſe, a pox may be in- 
ferred from much ſlighter appearances. - 


Urox the whole however it muſt be obſerved 
that, not only the equivocal and commemorative 
figns, but many of thoſe which are called pathog- 
nomonic, if taken ſingly, rather create a ſuſ- 
picion of, than abſolutely demonſtrate the pre- 
ſence of a confirmed lues. In order therefore to 
form a proper judgment in this affair, it will be 
neceſſary to compare the ſeveral ſigns reſpectively 

with each other. For, as thoſe which are termed 
equivocal, cannot be known to belong to this 
diſeaſe, but as they happen to coincide with ſome 


or other of the pathognomonic ſigns ; ſo many, 
and 
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and indeed the greateſt part of thoſe, which are 
eſteemed pathognomonic, become more certain 
and indubitable, by recollecting ſome 

topical diſorder, which having been contracted 
by impure venery plainly points to a venereal 
cauſe. The obſtinacy of theſe complaints and 
the method of cure to which they give way, like- 
wiſe throw great light on the nature of the caſe, 
and are therefore neceſſary to be taken into con. 
ſideration. 


To illuſtrate what has been juſt obſerved, | 


an inſtance or two will ſuffice. Thus if, af- 
ter having contracted a virulent gonorrhea, 
which has been neglected or untimely ſuppreſled; 


or if after a bubo, which has ſpontaneouſly-dilap- 


peared or been haſtily and uncautiouſly diſperſed; 
or if, after previous chancres or excreſcences 
about the pudenda, the patient ſhould; be ſeized 
with nocturnal pains, or eruptions on the ſkin, 
and particularly if they appear upon the forehead 


and about the roots of the hair, there will be 
a great reaſon to ſuſpe& theſe complaints ve- 


nereal, and more eſpecially if they prove oblli- 
nate and refuſe to yield to ordinary remedies. 
The caſe however will be ſtill plainer, if accom- 
panied wit} ulcers in the throat, or with nodous 


ſwellings of the perioſtium, whether upon the 
ulna, tibia or cranium. In the ſame manner we 
may judge of a venereal head -· ach, venereal diſ- 
orders of the eyes and ears, and ſuch other com- 
plaints as cannot certainly be known to be ve- 


nereal, but from their ſucceeding to ſome local 
diſorder

VERY CONFIRMED LUzs, how flight ſoever 

the appearances may be which give the 
frſt notice of it, is undoubtedly a very ſerious - 
diſorder ; fince, if made light of or neglected 
in the beginning, it hardly ever fails ſooner or 
kter to introduce a train of ſymptoms, which 
not only render the patient miſerable to him - 
ſelf, but under ſome circumſtances a nuiſance 
to ſociety.

How far the diſorder in queſtion has remitted 
of its original fierceneſs, ſince it firſt made its 
appearance in Europe, 1s a queſtion which may 
jet admit of ſome diſpute. True it is that the 
loſs of the eyes, teeth, and nails, the falling off 
of the hair, and other ſymptoms mentioned by 
the earlier writers on this diſeaſe, are rarely met 
vith now-a-days. But whether this be owing to 


the diſorder having abated of its malignity, or 
. to 
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to patients applying earlier for relief,” or laſt} 
to phyſicians being acquainted with a better me. 
thod of cure, it may perhaps be no eaſy matter 
to determine. Thus much is certain, that ve. 
nereal pains, defedations of the ſkin of various 
kinds, ulcers in the palate, uvula, fauces, and 
noſe, foul bones, and in ſhort moſt of the ſymp- 
toms, which are truly pathognomonic of a con- 
firmed lues, happen now as well as they did inthe 
earlier periods of this diſeaſe. Inſtances likewiſe 


ſometimes occur of perſons who are waſted by a 


pocky hectic; and I remember a perſon within 
theſe few years, whoſe hair almoſt univerſally 
fell off, and who loſt every nail from his finger 
and toes, in conſequence of an inveterate diſor- 
der of this kind. The caſe was as follows.” 
A young man, having contracted a venereal 


infection, which ſhewed itſelf in chancres upon 


the glans and prepuce, accompanied with a large 
ſwelling in one of the groins, put himſelf under 
the care of a journeyman apothecary; by whom 
the bubo was diſperſed and the chancres healed 
in a ſhort time. Some time after he thought 
himſelf well, he was ſeized with flying pains in 
his ſhoulders and legs, which were particularly 
_ troubleſome when he was warm in bed. He had 
| likewiſe eruptions in different parts of his body, 
but more particularly about the pubes, upon the 
ſcrotum, and upon the inſide the thighs. The 
pains however were pronounced rheumatic, and 
the eruptions conſidered as ſcorbutic. * 
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for him for upwards of three years. At length 
he began to be tormented: with acute fixed pains; 
attended with manifeſt protuberances upon the 
cranium and both the tibiæ. The eruptions 
likewiſe, which as he deſcribed them were at firſt | 
of the furfuraceous kind, began to grow more 

ſcaly, and in ſome places were covered with 

thick cruſty yellow ſcabs, particularly. in the 
neighbourhood of the pubes and about the 
temples. As the ſcales fell off, the hair con- 
ſantly followed; ſo that, by the time he applied 
to me he was in a manner bald, having little or 
no hair left either upon the pubes, temples, or 
indeed upon a conſiderable part of the head: 

for the ſcabs were pretty frequent almoſt all over 
the hairy ſcalp. About the ſame time the nails 
both of his fingers and toes began to grow dry and 
rough, and were conſiderably thicker than ordina- 
ry; ulcers likewiſe began to be formed about their 
roots, ſo that they were manifeſtly in danger of 
falling off, His hands by this means made ſuch 
an appearance, that he found it neceſſary to quit 
lis place. In this condition he was recommended 
to me, and underwent a ſalivation; in the courle 
of which his nails, which. had been previouſly 
boſened by the ulcers formed at their roots; 
dropped off one after another, leaving the we 
of his fingers and toes quite bare. 


| From this and other inſlances, which I doubt 
"0 not 


not have occurred to practitioners, it " ajipears, 
that if the firſt ſymptoms are over locked, and 
the diforder be ſuffered to become iriveterate, it 
is capable of producing little Teſs havock in the 
conſtitution now, than it was obſerved to do when 
the diſcaſe firſt made its appearance in this part 
of the world, and phyſicians were at a loſs in what 
mariner to treat it; to which circumſtance per- 
haps it was in a great meaſure owing, that it was 
fo much more formidable then, than it is now, 


Wurrnzx or no the progreſs of this diſorder 

was more rapid formerly than it is at preſent, 
is a queſtion. I do not remember to have ſeen 
handled ; nor is it perhaps of any great impor- 
tance to be determined. It will be ſufficient to 
obſerve, that at preſent, like other chronic dil- 
orders, its advances are for the moſt part gradual; 
and that the longer or ſhorter date of the infec- 
tion has a conſiderable ſhare in determining the 
PROGNOSTIC which ought to be made, both with 
reſpect to the injury the conſtitution may have ſu- 
ſtained, and the future eaſe or difficulty of thecure. 
Nothing indeed can be more obvious, than that 
when the diſorder is recent, and has not yet pro- 
duced any remarkable havock in the conſtitution, 
the health in general will be leſs likely to be here- 
after impaired, and the diſorder admit of an 
eaſier cure, than when the infection has been 2 
long time rooted in the blood, and the complaints 


are OY become i inveterate ; in which caſe the 
' fluids 
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fuids and ſolids muſt have ſuſtained greater, and 
in all probability more laſting injuries, and the 
cure for this reaſon muſt. neceflarily be attended 
with greater difficulty, 


Tux ag, ſex, and temperament of the patient, 
as alſo certain conſtitutional difeaſes, contribute 
not a little to render the prognoſtic favourable or 
otherwiſe. 

Thus, other circumſtances being equal, infants 
and old people are liable to ſuffer more from this 
; diſorder, than ſuch as are in the vigour of life;- 
in whom part of the virus ſtands a chance of 
being expelled by exerciſe, and the reſt to be ſo 
far ſubdued by a briſk circulation aud the natural 
length of the conſtitution, as to be able to pro- 
duce leſs, miſchievous effects, than in ſuch as 
have not ſtrength to encounter with the diſeaſe. 
Women however, though endued with weaker 
folds are found, ſays Dr. AsTRuc, to bear up 
under this diſorder better, and to ſuffer leſs in- 
conventency from it, than men, provided their 
menſes flow re y ; by which, he thinks, no 
conſiderable part of the infectious particles is 
monthly carried off; obſerving that, Whenever 
this diſcharge is by any means ſtopped, or ceaſes 
by the ordinary courſe of nature, all the ſymp- 
toms of this diſeaſe inſtantly become worle. 

The temperament of the patient, particularly 
vith regard to his ſtate of blood, cannot but have 


lome influence likewiſe on this diſeaſe. And 
va hence 
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hence if the venereal poifon happens to. be 
mixed with a blood, which is either viſcid or 
more than ordinary ſharp and acrimonious, it 
will in all probability produce worſe ſymptomg, 
than if the blood, independently -of the taint 
it may have contracted from this diſeaſe, were 
in a mild balſamic and healthful ſtate. | Ac- 
cordingly it is obſerved, that in ſcorbutic, ſcro- 
phulous and leprous habits, the diſeaſe in que- 
ſtion commonly makes the moſt formidable ap- 


pearance. In like manner, if there be a prera- 


lency in the conſtitution to any particular diſ- 
eaſe, ſuch as the rheumatiſm, gout, aſthma, con- 
ſumption, or the like, a confirmed lues contracted 
under ſuch circumſtances, will be more to be 
dreaded, than if it had . to a perſon 
otherwiſe in ſound health. | 


Bur after all, the prognoſtic chiefly depends 
upon the number and violence of the ſymptoms, 
together with the nature and importance of the 
parts affected. Thus if the patient only labour 
under ſome flight local complaints in the private 
parts, attended with ſhifting wandering pains, 
and ſome ſuperficial eruptions on the ſxin, els 
danger and difficulty 1 is to be apprehended, than 
when the diforder is accompanied with ulcers in 
the palate, fauces, or noſe, or with fixed pains to- 
gether with nodous protuberances either upon 
the ulna tibia or cranium, or than when the 
bones are become carious, or ſome important or- 
gan has ſuſtained a laſting injury. 


Whatever 
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Whatever the diſorder may have been for- 
merly, at preſent it is rarely found to prove 
mortal, Nevertheleſs there have been caſes. in 
which this event muſt have been unavoidable, 
as when part of the brain has become ſcirrhous, 
or when its.texture has been corrupted and de- 
ſiroyed by purulent matter, dripping from ſome 
abſceſs or a caries formed on the inſide of the 
kull. Gummata likewiſe formed in the dura 
or pia mater, as alſo an exoſtoſis, by which the 
inner table of the ſkull is enlarged, fo as to preſs 
upon the brain, cannot well fail ſooner or later 
to produce this event. In theſe and the like 
caſes, the patient, after labouring for ſome time 
under a violent head- ach, palley, deafneſs, and 
loſs of fight, will at laſt in all probability die le- 
thargic or apoplectic. Theſe are without doubt 
deſperate caſes, and happy is it for mankind that 
they are ſeldom met with now-a-days. | . 

There are others, which though not ſo cer- 
tainly fatal, are nevertheleſs attended with ſome - 
danger. Such are thoſe in which from ſome 
conſtitutional weakneſs of the part, the diſorder 
happens to have fixed upon the lungs, and been 
negletted ſo lung, as to have formed hard ſcir- 
- thous tubercles, attended with difficulty of breath- 
ing and aſthmatic complaints. And the danger 
wil be ſtill greater, if the internal coat of the bron- 
chia is ulcerated, or any of the branches of the pul- 
monary vein or artery corroded, or if the diſorder 
has been ſuffered to go, on till the tuberclesare ac-

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tually ſuppurated, and the lunge as it were flled 
with vomicæ. In ſuch caſes the patient will be 


in danger of ſinking at er a N n 
conſumption. | 
In = manner, if the diſorder ſhould have 
| fixed upon any of the viſcera contained in the 
g abdomen (ſuch as the liver, ſpleen, pancreas, 
meſenteric glands, or upon the ovaria in women) 
the patient will be in a dangerous ſituation, more 
eſpecially if they ſhould happen to inflame and 
ſuppurate, or if they ſhould degenerate into ir- 
reſolvable ſcirrhi. In the firſt caſe, he will be 
gradually waſted by a flow hectic fever; and in 
the latter, he will ſooner or later fall into a 
dropſy of the abdomen, or, if a woman and 
the ovarium be affected, a dropſy of this part. 
Not to mention that when the meſenteric glands 
are obſtructed, the courſe of the chyle into the 
blood will be interrupted ; whence it will be diſ- 
poſed to run off in a chylous diarrhæa, and the 
body be E e of its 27 
nouriſhment. 

Ir may however be obſerved tha according 
to ALEXANDER TRAJanus PeTRON1US, the ſe- 
verity of the prognoftic, in many of the caſes 
above-mentioned, will allow of ſome mitigation, 
For he tells us that ſuch as labour under a hectic 
fever, phthiſis pulmonalis or the like, as allo 
ſuch as have loſt their ſight or hearing, or are 
become epileptic from this diſeaſe (provided an 


anti-yenereal courſe has f not already been tried 
in 
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in vain), are in a much leſs deſperate ſituation, 
than ſuch as labour under theſe complaints from 
ſome other cauſes. . To the ſame purpoſe Dr, 
Tux ER obſerves, that of all the ſeveral forts of 
conſumptions; he ſhould more willingly en- 
counter the venereal than any, of the reſt ; eſ- 
pecially when the diſorder. has been overlooked, 
and the body before unacquainted with the an- 
tidote, meaning mercury. He adds, that where 
one perſon is carried. off by a pocky hectic (and 
yet, ſubjoins he, although it does not downright 
' ſay, it ſeizeth its ten thouſands), we have twenty, 
| might ſay forty, melted down, or dried away 
by thoſe of another nature. @ HS

which concerns the eaſe or difficulty with which 


the cure may be effected, it may be affirmed in 
general, that (ſome few caſes only excepted) 
every ſpecies of this diſeaſe may be cured by mer- 
cury ; which is ſo effectual an antidote againſt the 
venereal poiſon, that out of an hundred patients 
labouring under a taint of this kind, you will 
hardly find one who does not viſibly mend upon 
the uſe of it; and, what is more, you will hardly 
ind one who does not receive a perfect cure, 
provided his body has been duly prepared, the 
unction adminiſtered in a proper manner and 
doſe, and the courſe perſiſted in for a ſufficient 
length of time; which Dr. As rxvc fixes at thirty 
or forty days, or at moſt a couple of months ;

And this may 
happen, either becauſe the diſorder has been ſo 
long neglected, that the texture of the parts is 
deſtroyed; or becauſe the diſorder is complicated 
with a ſcrophulous ſcorbutic or other dyſcraſy of 
the juices, by which the cure is rendered more 
than ordinary difficult ; or laſtly becauſe ſome 
portion of the venereal poiſon ſtill remains un- 
ſubdued; which laſt however is not often the caſe,

AmoNncsT the diſorders which do not always 
ſubmit to unftion, may be reckoned a virulent 
gonorrhea : for it has been frequently obſerved, 
and is well known to practitioners, that though 
the virulency be effectually ſubdued by this means, 
the running nevertheleſs will remain behind, ſo 
as not to be got rid of without having recourſe 
to other means.

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Scirrhous ſwellings of the teſticles, eſpecially 
when they are become inveterate, and have ac- 
quired as it were a ſtoney hardneſs, as alſo ob- 
ſlinate ſwellings and indurations of the chord, 

frequently reſiſt the utmoſt force of mercury, ſo 
z5to withſtand repeated falvation ; to n that 

kind of ſwelling which is by 

the name of WO is * more —_ to 
gre nd Aran which happen in con- 

ſequence of repeated gonorrhœas, and moſtly - 
ariſe from ſtrictures or calloſities in ſome part of 
the urethra (commonly not far from the neck of 
the bladder,) are not to be cured without the uſe 

of bougies. For though complaints of this kind 

are in ſome meaſure relieved by mercurial fric- 

tions, nevertheleſs the cauſes in queſtion are 
hardly ever intirely removed by this means ; ſo 

that the obſtructions remaining, the ſtrangury 

hardly ever fails to return, and in a ſhort 
time to become * as violent as it was 
before. 

Venereal pains, e reſembling the gout 
or rheumatiſm, not unfrequently return with 
equal violence after a regular courſe of unction, 
particularly if the diſorder was of long ſtanding 
before the cure was ſet about ; or when the pa- 
tient is naturally ſubje& to gouty or rheumatic 
complaints, which frequently become worſe after 
the conſtitution has been weakened by a courſe 

of this kind, Violent head- achs and hemicraniæ, 
of 
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of the yenercal kind, as alſo partial pains of the 
head, diſtinguiſhed by the names of ovum or da. 
vus, frequently retain theirpriſtine fierceneſs, after 
the utmoſt force of mercury has been tried. 

Some ſpecies likewiſe of venereal eruptions, 
as the impetigo, itch, and more particularly the 
dry malignant corroding herpes, frequently prove 
more than ordinarily obſtinate, and elude the 
force of mercury, when every other Hmagton 
of the diforder gives way. 

But the moſt obſtinate caſes are thoſe in which 
the bones are deeply affected, eſpecially when 
they are enlarged by an exoſtoſis of hyperoſtoſis. 
For though that ſpecies of exoſtoſis, which' is of 
the cavernous kind, and ariſes from an obſtruction 
formed betwixt the boney lamellae, as alſo a 
beginning hyperoſtoſis, may commonly be diſ- 
perſed by the help of mercurial frictions; yet 
experience teaches us that the ſame ſucceſs is not 
to be expected, either in that ſpecies of exoltolis 
which is ſolid throughout, or in an inveterate 
hyperoſtoſis, which is ſometimes ſo hardened by 
length of time, as to be utterly incapable of yield- 
ing to this or any other remedy. 

Laſtly, itis obſerved that when a venereal lues 
is actually accompanied with a ſtrumous or ſcor- 
butic taint, the diſorder in queſtian becomes lo 

much the more untractable. It is found by expe- 
rience, ſays Dr. As rxuc, that a pox ſo com- 
plicated is rather irritated than cured by mercury, 


if exhibited alone; and that if they are ever *

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be intirely cured, it maſt be by the joint aſſiſtance 
of anti- ſtrumous and anti- ſcorbutic remedies,

Tx0UGH mercury be ſo far neceſſary in every 
ſage of a confirmed lues, that a laſting cure can 
hardly be infured without a very plentiful uſe of 

it; yet there are caſes m which a courſe of this 
ind nay br ackeri2'with 80 W hag We hi 
patient, unleſs it be entered upon and conducted

be thus particulariſed. 

1. Venereal complaints happening in infancy 
or extreme old age, in both which a precipitate 
uſe of mercury might be attended with great 
danger. In both the one and the other of theſe 
caſes, the patient will be in danger of ſinking 
under the cure, ſhould the mercury ſuddenly 
take to the mouth, and a falivation be haſtily 
brought on; which in infants could by no means 
be kept within ſafe bounds, and in perſons al- 
ready exhauſted by age could not be ſupported 
lor any time, without W of —— ras 
into their graves. 


The ſame thing may likewiſe be ſaid of ſuch as 


labour under a pocky hectic, or are otherways 
exhauſted by the long oontinuance and violence 
of the diſeaſe. 

2, Pregnant women Kkewile, who have the 
misfortune to labour under a confirmed lues, 


upon 
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upon a too haſty eee e wil 
be expoled to no ſmall danger of an abortion or 
. miſcarriage, from the tumult, rarefaction, and in- 
creaſed impetus of the blood; in conſequence of 
which the placenta will in all probability be 
looſened, and the birth be prematurely. excluded, 
or labour be brought on before its time. And 
this accident will be more particularly liable to 
happen, if the mercury ſhould chance to take to 
the inteſtines, ſo as to bring on a, violent diar- 
rhæa, attended with conſtant gripings, and an 
almoſt inceſſant I 
ſtool. 

3. Another. * of this — /i 
which mercurial frictions, unleſs cautiouſly ma- 
naged, are likely to be attended with hazard to 

the patient, is when there is a natural propenſity 
to 2 diarrhæa or dyſentery ; in which caſe the 
whole force of the mercury —— ruſhes 
upon the. inteſtines, where co-operating with the 
natural indiſpoſition of the patient, it will either 
produce a dangerous looſeneſs; or elle by ir- 
ritating and inflaming the inteſtines, and in a 
manner abrading their villous coat, give riſe to 
a dyſentery, which if not cured. in time may 


perhaps end in a mortiſication of the bowels. At 
all events, the patient will be in danger of being 
reduced to a very weak condition, and of being 
under a neceflity of poſtponing the cure, till ſuch 
time as his ſtrength is ſufficiently recruited. 

4. The cure is likewiſe hazardous, and re-

quires to be conducted with great caution, when 
the diſorder in queſtion happens to ſeize upon 
hyſterical and hypochondriacal perſons; in both 
which caſes the nervous ſyſtem is liable to be 
greatly injured, by mercury too haſtily or too 
plentifully introduced into the conſtitution ; as 
by this means the folids are in danger of being 
over-ſtrained, whence an univerſal laxity will en- 
ſue, and the diſorders juſt mentioned ſeldom fail 
to be rendered worſe ever after: not to mention 
that in the courſe of the ſalivation, if this ſhould 
be brought on either by accident or deſign, ſuch 
patients frequently fall into deliquia, or elſe 
are ſeized with convulſions ; by either of which, 
they are ſometimes expoſed to immediate dan- 
ger, | Ip 
5. In perſons who are naturally ſubject to fre- 
quent and violent attacks of the epilepſy, a mer- 
curial courſe haftily entered upon and incau- 
tiouſly conducted, may be attended with dan- 
gerous conſequences. For if a ſalivation ſhould 
be precipitately brought on, and riſe to any con- 
liderable height, there will be no ſmall danger, 
leaſt from the tumefaction of the ſalivary glands, 
the jugular veins ſhould be ſo compreſſed, that 
the return of the blood from the brain will be in 
ſome meafure intercepted, and the fits upon this 
account cauſed to return with greater violence. 
And further, as the blood in violent paroxylms of 
this kind is commonly determined upwards with 
mcreaſed impetuoſity, not only the inflammation of 

| the 
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the mouth will be increaſed by this mieans, but 
(what is ſtill worſe) there likewiſe will be a fur. 
charge of blood in the brain, 2 Circumſtance 
6. For a reaſon in ſome. 2 fimilar to 
that which has been juſt mentioned, the cure 
ought to be undertaken with great caution, in ſuch 
as are affited with large ſtrumous or ſcro- 
phulous ſwellings, either behind the ears, in the 
neck or underneath the jaws. For if theſe fel. 


lings ſhould be further enlarged by the haſty uſe | 


of mercury, the paſſage of the blood through the 
Jugular veins, and the venal branches which diſ- 
charge themſelves thereinto, cannot well fail of 
receiving a conſiderable check; whence an op- 
preſſion of the brain, and all the ſymptoms 
conſequent thereon, may chance to be brought 
on. 

7. In women likewiſe who labour under an 
ulcer, ſcirrhus or cancer in the womb, whether 


from a venereal or any other cauſe, mercury 


may produce very miſchievous and even dan- 
gerous effects. For, ſays Dr. Asrxuc, it has 
happened more than once during à mercurial 
courſe, that from the violent orgaſm, that is, 
from the increaſed impetus and velocity of the 
blood, ſome of the uterine veſſels have been 
known to burſt, or the blood has otherwile for- 
ced itſelf a paſſage, whence a dangerous and even 
fatal hzmorrhage has enſued. 

8. Laſtly, the cure will be no leſs . 
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than perplexing, when the diſorder in queſtion 
happens to ſeize upon a perſon labouring under 
a high degree of the ſcurvy, and more particu- 
arly if accompanied with rotten gums and ſcor- 
dutic ulcers in the mouth. To which when the 
inflammation and ulceration occaſioned by the 
uſe of mercury come to be added, not only the 
half. rotten gums will be in danger of being quite 
eaten away, and conſequently the teeth of drop- 
ping out of the head, but the fauces likewiſe and 
part of the palate will be in danger of being cor- 


 roded by phagedznic ulcers : beſides which, ul- 


cers of this kind, when aggravated to ſo great a 
degree, as they muſt in all probability be by an 
mudicious uſe of mercury, have been ſometimes 
known to terminate in a gangrene. 


| | 

From what has been ſaid, it appears that a 
rariety of circumſtances mult be taken in con- 
ſideration, before a practitioner can be enabled 
to form a proper judgment of the nature or 
event of this diſeaſe, It appears likewiſe that in 
certain caſes a more than ordinary ſhare of cau- 
tion is neceſſary in conducting the cure; without 
which the patient, inſtead of getting rid of his 


complaints, may chance to be hurried into his 


grave. How the practitioner ought to conduct 
himſelf upon ſuch occaſions more properly be- 
longs to another place. For the preſent however 
it may be obſerved, that if the diſorder be taken 
in time, there is hard}; any ſpecies of it but may. | 

be 
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I 3 with great certainty; and that the mol 
unfavourable caſes are not to be inſtantly abyn. 


doned and given up as abſolutely paſſ all remedy; 
ſince by duly preparing the patient before-hand, 
and adminiſtering the unction with proper cau- 
tion, or by ſuch other means as have from time 
to time been ſuggeſted by experience, caſes which 
have at firſt appeared deſperate, have at laſt 
been known to be happily cured.

22 different methods of cure previous WHOS 
liſhnment of the uſe of Mercury. 


Ero E we proceed to the more eſtabliſhed 
methods of treating a confirmed lues, it 
may not be amils to take a view of the different 
methods which have prevailed, from the firſt 


breaking out of this diſorder in Europe, to the 


eſtabliſhment of the cure by mercury. 


Wur the venereal diſeaſe firſt made its ap- 
pearance in this part of the world (which Dr. 
AsTRuc fixes about the year 1495), the phy- 
ſicians who flouriſhed at that time, aſtoniſhed at 
its newneſs and the uncommon obſtinacy of the 
ſymptoms with which it was attended, were for 
a long while at a ſtand ; and; not knowing what

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method to purſue, left the treatment of it to 
quacks and mountebanks. At length however 
the diſeaſe becoming more general, they grew 
:ſhamed of negleQing their duty, and from this 
conſideration rather than any confidence of ſuc- 
cels began to attempt a cure. I 


Tux cure which was - firſt agreed upon a- 
mongſt them, was called the x aTIONAL or ME- 


\ THODIC ; becauſe it was judged moſt conſonant 


to right reaſon, and moſt conformable the me- 
thod obſerved in the cure of ſimilar diſeaſes. 
The particulars are as follow. 1. They or- 
{ered a ſpare diet, conſiſting of meats ef eaſy di- 
geſtion, and ſuch things as had a tendency to cor- 
ect and cleanſe the blood. 2. They opened a 
rein in the beginning, and cupped or bled with 
keches in the progreſs of the cure. g. They 
ceanſed the prime vie by laxative medicines, 
ſuch as caſſia, manna, tamarinds, &c. 4. They 
preſcribed potions and apozems, conſiſting of ſuc- 
cory, borage, bugloſs, &c. in order to correct 
the blood. 5. They uſed emollient and diſcu- 


tient baths ; after which they anointed the puſ- 


ules with detergent and drying liniments, pre- 
pred ex maſtich. thure, myrrhà, ſulphur. viv. 
&, 6. When they thought the humours ſuf- 
cently digeſted and diluted, they had recourfe 
bo ſtronger cathartics, ſuch as ſenna, aloes, pil. 
wuz, &c. 7. In violent pains, they bathed 
ite parts affected with cumoleo olivarum antiquo,

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laurino, chamæmelino, &c. 8. In obſtinate 
caſes, they promoted a plentiful ſweat, either by 
ſtupes, the ſteam of warm water, or the heat of 
an oven, &c. g. Some, as a reſtorative, ad. 
viſed a plentiful uſe of ' vipers, either drowned 
and infuſed in wine, or in broths, or their fleſh 
roaſted or boiled. 10. Laſtly, they applied a 
cautery to the hinder part of the neck, or to the 
arm or leg, in order to excite a drain by 
which the reliques of the diſorder might be carried 


Bor though this method might perhaps miti- 
gate ſome of the complaints, it could never ef- 


fectually ſubdue the diſeaſe ; and hence it is no 
—_— that, as Nes tells us, the phy- 


ſicians ſhould fall into diſgrace. He likewiſe adds, 
that if ſome of the bolder ſurgeons had not diſco- 
vered the uſe of mercury, or the Spaniards learnt 
the method of treating this diſeaſe in the Weſt-In- 
dies, it muſt have remained incurable to this day. 


Fal Lor ius tells us that the uſe of MRC UR in 
this diſeaſe was firſt diſcovered by chance; but 
the more probable opinion is, that analogy 
drawn from the practice of the ancients in ſimilar 
diſeaſes, had the greateſt ſhare in this event. 
The Arabians, who firſt introduced mercury 
into phyſic, uſed mercurial ointments mixed 
with other ingredients, to deſtroy lice, as allo in 
the itch, herpes, impetigo, and other I 
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of the ſkin. The ſame practice likewiſe pre- 


railed in Europe, before the beginning of the 


ſourteenth century. Nothing therefore could be 
more natural than to tranfer the uſe of mercury 
to the cure of the venereal diſeaſe ; which, ap- 
pearing at firſt for the moſt part in puſtules and 


malignant ulcers, could not but be thought to. 


have ſome ſort of analogy to theſe diſorders, in 


the cure of which mercury had been hitherto | 
bound uſeful. 


At firſt, however, phyſicians were ſo extremely 
cutious in adminiſtering unguents of this kind, 


that in ſome of their compoſitions the mercury 


hardly amounted to a fortieth part of the other 
ingredients; and hence their patients were ge- 
erally ſpeaking diſappointed of a cure. The 
empirics on the other hand, finding this remedy 
in {mall doſes for the moſt part ineffectual, ran 
into the other extreme. In ſhort, they admi- 
niſtered it ſo plentifully and with ſuch little cau- 


ton, that their patients commonly fell into a 


ſudden and violent ſalivation, and many of them 
died under their hands; whilſt ſuch as got 
through the ſalivation, came abroad pale, ema- 
dated, toothleſs, ſtammering, and not able to 
pen their jaws. 


In ſhort, what betwixt the timidity of the Ta 


ſicians on the one hand, and the raſhneſs of the 
empirics on the other, things were come to that 
pals, that the ſick were in doubt whether to liſten 
to the former, and wear out their days 1 in a lin- 

12 gering 
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gering and nauſeous diſtemper, or by truſling to 


the latter, expoſe themſelves to certain torture, 


and even run the hazard of dying in the cure ; 
ſuch being the only alternative which was left to 
their choice, till about the year 15 17, when the 

wood was firſt imported into Europe 
and applied to the cure of this diſeaſe ; of which 
event Mons. Georrroy gives the following 
account. | 


Ir happened, ſays he, that a certain Spaniard 
living in Hiſpaniola, was grievouſly afflicted with 
the venereal diſeaſe, which he had contracted 
from an american woman. A native of America, 
who practiſed phyſic in that province, gave him 
a decoction of the wood of cuaracan (as they 
called it) to drink, by the uſe of which he effec- 
tually got rid of his diſorder. Hereupon may 
Spaniards, who laboured under the ſame diſeaſe, 
naturally had recourſe to the ſame remedy, and 
with the ſame ſucceſs. At length, ſeveral of 
them returning to Spain, blazed abroad its re- 
- putation, ſo that in a ſhort time it became known 
all over Europe, and continued every where in 
great eſteem, till the uſe of mercury was again 

introduced. 

ULricus HuTTow a german ape in 
the year 1518 publiſhed a profeſſed treatiſe on 
the method of cure by guaiacum; in which he 
openly declares, that he himſelf had been al- 
iced. with this diſeaſe for upwards of nine 


yea 's 
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years, labouring under the moſt acute pains, n 
nal exoſtoſes, ulcerous caries of the bones, and in 
the end a very dangerous maraſmus. He ſays, 
he had tried the method of cure by mercury 
eleven times without ſucceſs ; and that, after hav- 
ing ſuffered tortures hardly to be expreſſed, and 
even after his life was actually deſpaired of, he 
was happily reſtored to perfect health by the ſole 
uſe of the decoction of guaiacum, adminiſtered 
in the manner which he deſcribes. . In the year 


1536, NicaoLAs Poll, phyſician to the emperor - 
CaarLes the Fifth, publiſhed another treatiſe 


y on the ſame ſubject; in which. he tells us, that 
5 almoſt at one and the ſame time three thoufand 

men, whoſe lives were deſpaired of, were re⸗ 
bd to perfect health by the method of cure 
y juſt mentioned, and that after their recovery they 
, appeared as if they had been new born. 1 
d 1 ö 
f Tux manner of preparing the decoction, and 


conducting the cure was as follows. 

They took of the wood cut into chips or re- 
duced to powder one pound or twelve ounces, 
rhich they put into an earthern veſſel, and in- 
fuſed in eight ten or twelve pints of water for 
twenty-four hours. . After which, they boiled it 
in a cloſe veſſel over a flow fire, till a fourth or 
a third part, or even till one half was conſumed, 
according as a ſtronger or weaker decoction was 
judged neceſſary. The decoction being ſuffered 
t0 cool, was dere nd kept for ule in a bottle 
T 3 well 
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well ſtopped. Upon the wood which was left in 


the pot, they poured the ſame quantity of water 
as before, which being boiled till one fourth part 
was conſumed, was filtered as above. The firſt 
decoction was conſidered as the medicine, and 
the latter uſed as common drink. FT | 


| vi to the cure, the patient was purged 
vith ſome gentle cathartic, kept ſtritly to a ſpare 
diet for a few days, and ſhut up in a warm cham- 
ber, ſo cloſe that no air or wind was ſuffered to 
breath upon him. After as much time had been 
ſpent in the preparation as was judged neceſſary, 
the patient, being confined to his bed, took eight 
or ten ounces of the firſt decoction made warm, 
and covering himſelf up cloſe lay and ſweat for 
the ſpace of two or three hours. At the end of 
about four hours, the ſweat was rubbed off, and 
two or three ounces of biſcuit were given him to 
eat, with a few raiſins, almonds, piſtachio-nuts, 
and a large draught of the ſecond decoction by 
way of drink. Then reſting for four hours longer, 
he took another draught of the firſt decoction, 
to the amount of about eight or ten ounces, 
ſweating and going through the whole procels 
as before, 

And this method was obſerved for the ſpace 
of fourteen days, during which time if the pa- 
tient was coſtive, an emollient glyſter was ad- 
miniſtered once in two or three days; alſo if he 
was of a thin weak tender conſtitution, and not 


likely 
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likely to bear up under ſo ſpare a diet, he was al- 
Led a larger quantity of biſcuit and raiſins, or 
z little chicken-broth, and after a few days a 
quarter Or half a chicken, roaſted or boiled in 
pure water without ſalt. At the end of fourteen 
days he was purged with ſome gentle cathartic, 
ſuch as caſſia, manna, tamarinds, &c, after 
which the ſame method was repeated till the thir- 
eth or fortieth day, only a larger quantity of 
food was allowed ; and at the end of twenty-five 
or thirty days, he was permitted to get up 
and walk about the room, when the ſweat was 
* | 
At the cloſe of the cure, after being purged 
again, he had leave to walk in another room, but 
was not permitted to go at once into the open 
air; for great care was taken to avoid any ſudden 
change, and to proceed gradually for the ſpace 
of another month; during which time he was 
enjoined a regular diet, forbid the uſe of wine, 
and recommended to uſe the ſecond decoction 
lor his common drink. | 


Ir is not to be wondered that a remedy of this 
kind, which is naturally pungent and aromatic, 
exhibited in a manner which ſubjects it to little 
or no alteration from food in the ſtomach, re- 
ved into the lacteals exhauſted by abſtinence, 
and freely circulating through all the receſſes of 
the body for ſuch a length of time, ſhould be able 


to produce very powerful effects. In ſhort, 
\ y 4 ' either 
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aches ha attenuating the blood and; juices, or WH into 
otherways correcting and deſtroying the virulent 144 
particles, and carrying them off by ſweat and tatic 
urine, it was found gradually to open whatever 
obſtructions had been formed in the viſcera or 
veſſels, to diffolve indurations of all kinds pro- 
ceeding from a venereal cauſe, and in a word to 
extirpate the diſeaſe, and reſtore the patient to 
his former health in the ſpace of forty days; 
provided he had ſtrength of conſtitution enough 
to bear up under the method preſcribed for the 
time required. ir 
This however was not always the caſe, For 
as the method in queſtion was at firſt uſed in- 
diſcriminately, without a due regard to the dif- | 
' ference of conſtitutions, it was ſoon found by 
experience that there were perſons who were un- 
able to ſupport the rigour of it. In particular it 
was obſerved, that ſuch as were of an infirm | 
habit of body, of a hot dry bilious conſtitution, 
naturally lean, or ſubje& to habitual diſorders in 
the lungs, liver, kidnies or ſtomach, and laſtly 
ſuch as were naturally inclined to a decay (being 
partly extenuated by the too great abſtinence in- 
ſiſted on in this method, and partly by the ſharp- 
neſs of the decoction and the profuſe ſweats in- 
duſtriouſly promoted for ſuch a length of time), I 
not unfrequently fell into a maraſmus, hetiic 
fever, and at length an incurable conſumption. 
And thus guaiacum, which was at firſt received 
with ſuch great . began at length to fall 
into 
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ntodiſgrace, notwithſtanding the illuſtrious Box R- 
1aave long after endeavoured to revive its repu- 
ation, and has by that means rendered the name 
of HuTTON immortal. 


IT happened 3 about the period laſt 
mentioned (viz. about the year 1536); that the 
ch A ROOT was brought by ſome Chineſe mer- 
chants to Goa, a trading town in the Eaft-Indies, 
nd from thence into Europe; which onge more 
raiſed the expectation of the phyſicians and their 
WF paints. VEsALrvs ſays, that whilſt he attended 
be fick at Vienna, under the profeſſors and prin- 
Wl cipal phyſicians: there, this root was brought 
thther, not without raiſing great expectations 
from the extraordinary encomiums beſtowed 
upon it. The method of giving it was as 
follows, 

They took of freſh china root one or two 
ounces, and, having cut it in ſmall pieces, ſet it 
toinfuſe in fix or eight pints of water by the fire 
kde, After which, they boiled it in an earthern 
veſſel well covered, till one third part was con- 
ſumed ; and then ſtrained it off, and kept it in 
a bottle well ſtopped for uſe. Of this decoction 
the patient (being firſt bled and purged, if 
thought neceſſary) took eight or ten ounces early 
erery morning in bed, and covering himſelf up 
warm lay and ſweat for two or three hours. 
The ſweat was then wiped off, and he was per- 
mitted to riſe and walk about his chamber with 

his 
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his clothes on; at the expiration of ten or twelve 
days, if the weather was mild, he was ſuffered 
to walk abroad, provided he took care to keep 
himſelf warm; and with reſpect to diet, he was 
allowed to eat chicken, pullets or capons, roaſted 
or boiled without ſalt. In ſhort, the regimen 
was by no means ſo ſtrict, as that enjoined in 
the courſe of guaiacum ; only he was required 
to abſtain from wine, and to uſe the  decoQtion 
for common drink. During the cure, if the pa- 
tient was inclined to be coſtive, ' a few leaves of 
ſena were added to the decoction, or a laxative 
glyſter was injected every other day. And this 
courle was continued for four or five and twenty 
days, by which time the cure was * to be 
compleated. | 

What contributed not a little to raiſe the 4 
racter of this root, was the authority of the em- 
peror CHARLES V. who having received great 
benefit from it in a gouty diſorder accompanied 
with a cachexy, by his own authority rather 
than the advice of his phyſicians, cauſed further 
trial of it to be made at Bruxels. But though it 
might prove ſerviceable in the gout , ſciatica, 
cedematous ſwellings, king's evil, &c. it did not 
gain any great reputation as an anti- venereal, be- 
ing in this reſpect found to be far inferior to the 


guaiacum, as VEsAL1Us aſſures us, in a letter 
publiſhed in the year 1542. In reality, it is far 
from being clear, that it is poſſeſſed of any vir 
tue of this! kind at all. 


To 
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To make amends however for the diſappoint- 
ment which muſt have been felt upon this occa- 
fon, there was another root which about the 
me time was brought from the Spaniſh Weſt⸗ 
lndies, and highly celebrated as a ſpecific in this 
diſeaſe, namely, the SARSA-PARILLA: which, 
though eſteemed inferior to the guaiacum, is 
loved to be much ſuperior to the ch a-RocT. 
Nay, it even excells the guaiacum itſelf in ſome 
cales, particularly in obſtinate venereal ulcers, 
fſures about the anus, tophs, nodes and gan- 
zlia, which remain after a courſe of mercurial 
frictions, and more eſpecially in venereal pains 
reſembling either a fixed or wandering rheu- 
matiſm ; in which laſt caſe the root in queſtion 
may almoſt be deemed a ſpecific. 

The manner of preparing and uſing the de- 
coction of Sarſa-parilla, Dr. AsTavc tells us, 
was much the ſame as the manner of preparing 
and uſing that of the cn1na-RooT. At preſent, 
however, a much larger proportion of the root 
s employed, of which three and ſometimes four 
ounces are boiled in three quarts of water, till 
the ſtrained liquor amounts to about one quart ; 
wach quantity, divided into four doſes, is taken 
every day either warm or cold, and has been 
often found to ſucceed, without ſweating, con- 
finement or any very ſtrict regimen, at all ſeaſons 
of the year; and that in caſes, where mercurial 

| frictions 
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frictions and a long continued courle of guaiacum, 
had been known to fail. 9928 
In the medical obſervations, publiſhed by a 
ſociety of phyſicians in London, there are ſe- 
veral caſes, communicated by Mr. WIrLIAUu 
Forxpycs, which abundantly confirm the effi. 
cacy of this root in venereal complaints. Before 
the publication of the truly uſeful work juſt men- 
tioned, I had myſelf experienced its great utility 
in a patient who laboured under a phagedænic 
- ulcer in the grout, which, after · having reſiſted 
the utmoſt force of mercury, and ſtrong decoc- 
tions of guaiacum, which were interpoſed be- 
tween whiles, for upwards of twelve months, 


was at laſt happily cured in little more than five 


weeks by a decoction of ſarſa- parilla, aſſiſted by 
a vegetable and milk diet. I related the caſe to 
Dr. HuwTER, and it is probably that alluded to 
in the introduction to Mr, Foxpyce's paper, 
Be this as it may, my experience at that time had 
not extended beyond this ſingle inſtance 1 in favour 
of the ſarſa- parilla. 

Mr. Foxpyct, however, has rendered it at 
leaſt highly probable, that there are few caſes, 
which have withſtood the uſe of mercury, but 


may be got the better of by this remedy. - 


Amongſt the caſes im which he found it abſolutely 
cure, or manifeſtly reheve the complaints, are 
notturnal pains, venereal head-achs, cutaneous 
eruptions whether moiſt or dry, ulcers in the 


throat, noſe or palate, a Caries of the ſpongy 3 
an 


and laſtly emaciated and conſumptive habits 
ariſing from a venereal cauſe. In all theſe caſes, 
however, he thinks it moſt to be relied on, 
where a mercurial courſe has preceded its uſe ; 
and experience ſufficiently confirms the truth of 
this obſervation. Nevertheleſs Dr. HARR is ſays, 
that infants, who have received infection from 
a nurſe, are cured by ſarſa- parilla, without mer- 
curials, by mixing the powder of this root with 
their food. 


TazrE are likewiſe ſome other roots and 
woods, which have from time to time been re- 


commended as ſpecifics in this diſeaſe, particu-. 


larly the wood and bark of sassarras and the 
roots of SAPONARIA, BARDANA and MEZEREON. 
The ſaſſafras, ſays Dr. AsTRuUc, in ſubduing 
the venereal poiſon, is poſſeſſed of nearly the 
ſame virtue with that of the china- root, and is 
therefore far inferior to guaiacum and ſarſa- pa- 
rilla. The ſaponaria ſeems to be little known 
as an anti- venereal, at leaſt its virtues of this 
kind are by no means ſufficiently eſtabliſhed. 
The ſame thing may likewiſe be ſaid of the bar- 
dana; though the german phyſicians, we are 
told, preſcribe a decoction of its root, in the pro- 
portion of two ounces to three pints of water; 
which they direct to be boiled away to a quart, 
and a pint or more of the ſtrained liquor to be 
taken_warm every day, in venereal as well as 

other cales, where the intention is to correct 
| and 
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and ſweeten the blood. The virtues of MEZ ER ZO 
are however much better eſtabliſned in this 
diſeaſe, ſince the late Dr. Russ EI gave it a 
fair trial in St. Tyomas's-Hose1TAL, the reſult 
of which he has communicated to the public 
in the third volumn of the London 1 
obſervations. 
Of the cortical part of this root, an 
one ounce to be boiled in a gallon and a half of 
water, till one third part was waſted, adding to- 
wards the end one ounce of ſliced liquorice. The 
liquor being ſtrained, half a pint of it was given 
four times a day, which he obſerves was not 
nauſeous to the taſte or diſagreeable to the ſto- 
mach ; but that upon doubling the quantity of 
mezereon, the decoction proved ſo pungent that 
no ſtomach could bear it. He recommends it 
principally in thoſe nodes which proceed from a 
thickening of the petioſtium, and obſerves; that 
in a thickening of this membrane from other 
cauſes it has likewiſe good effects. In ſhort, 
from the account Dr. Russ EL has given us, the 
mezereon-root ſeems to be even more effica- 
cious than the ſarſa- parilla, in the particular 
inſtance juſt mentioned, though it does not 


appear to be ſo extenſively beneficial in this 


diſeaſe. 


Bronx the virtues of ſarſa-parilla were fo 
well eſtabliſhed as they are at preſent, it was 


pretty much the cuſtom to preſcribe $8UpoR1FIC 
PTISANS, 


m 
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»715ANS, as they were called, conſiſting of the 
woods of guaiacum and ſaſſafras, and the roots 
f china and farſa-parilla, boiled together, and 
generally with ſome powder of crude antimony. 
But the uſe of theſe ptiſans is at preſent confined 
to ſuch ſpecies of the diſorder as are complicated 
with a ſtrumous or leprous taint ; and even then, 
they are never relied on without a previous admi- 
niſtration of mercury, which after repeated ex- 
perience is found to be the moſt effectual re- 
medy for extirpating the venereal poiſon ; tho 
theſe kinds of eT18an, and more eſpecially the 
arſa-parilla decoction, are frequently neceſſary 
to be had recourſe to afterwards.

Of the ęſtabliſiment of Mercury, and the ſeveral 
ways of adminiſtering it. 

ErcuryY we have ſeen was very early 

uſed in the cure of this diſeaſe, and that 

it fell into diſrepute, in conſequence of the raſh- 

neſs of the empirics on the one hand, and the ti- 

midity of the phyſicians on the other; with the 

former the remedy often proved worſe than the 

diſeaſe, and with the latter for the moſt too 
weak to encounter with it, 

A remedy, however, of ſuch known efficacy, 
could not but be thought of again, when the 
other methods which had been fo ſtrongly re- 
commended, were found to fail ; and all that 

ſceme 
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ſeemed wanting to eſtabliſh, its reputation, wa; 
the purſuing a proper medium betwixt too great 
timidity on the one hand, and raſhneſs on the 
other.” And this conduct the revivers of the 
uſe of mercury wiſely purſued, who, whilſt 
they indulged in a freer uſe of it than the phy. 
ficians had formerly done, took care not to run 
into the contrary extreme, and thereby. avoided 
thoſe rocks upon which the empirics had uſually 
ſhipwrecked their patients. This conduct met 
with the ſucceſs it deſerved, and thus mercury 
was once again brought into eſteem, ſo that from 
that time forward all the phyſicians i m Europe 
have made uſe of, and conſide in it as the moſt 
effectual _— for extirpating the venereal 
poiſon. | 


Mexcury being again brought into uſe, was 
uſually adminiſtered two ways ; viz. either ex- 
ternally or internally: in both which conſidera- 
ble improvements have been made from time to 
time. 


Tux EXTERNAL uſe of mercury is of greater 
antiquity than the firſt appearance of the ve- 
nereal diſeaſe, being (as has been obſerved al- 
ready) uſed in this manner by the ancients 
againſt the itch, herpes, impetigo, &c, from 

which by analogy it was transferred to the cure 
of the diſeaſe in queſtion. It was uſed exter- 
nally three ways; 1. in the form of ointment 
or liniment; 2. in the form of plaiſter or ce- 
g rate

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rate; and g. by way of fumigation. By each 
of theſe they endeavoured to raiſe ſuch a degree 
of ſpitting or ſalivation, as they had it in their 
power to 155 with due bounds. 


Tur baſis of their OINTMENT Of LINIMENT 
was quick-filver, - which was extinguiſhed with 
hog's-lard, goole-greaſe, &c. in ſuch a manner 
as to conſtitute a ſixth or eighth part of the oint- 
ment ; a proportion greatly exceeding that ven- 
tured upon by their predeceſſors, in ſome of 
whoſe compoſitions, as has been before obſerved, 
the mercury ſcarcely amounted to a fortieth part. 
But, for fear it ſhould prove prejudicial to the 
nerves on account of its coldneſs, ſo as to induce 
a numbneſs, palſey or the like, they added a mul- 
titude of hot ingredients, ſuch as ol. ckamomal;, - 
anethi, ſeſami, radix zedoariæ, iridis florentinæ, and 
a thouſand others of the ſame kind, which were 
beat up with the ointment, and intended to pre- 
rent the miſchiefs they apprehended from mers 
cury not guarded in this manner. . With the 
ointment thus prepared, they rubbed the limbs, 
joints and whole body, except the head, - breaſt 
and belly, which parts they religiouſly forbore. 
The unction, however, was repeated at convenient 
intervals, till manifeſt ſigns of a ſpitting came on. 


Tus materials of which their RATE or PLAIS- 
TER was made, were the ſame with thoſe of 
which their ointment or liniment was compoſed,

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only there was a ſmaller proportion of lard ; in- 
ſtead of which a ſufficient quantity of wax was 
added, in order to give the compoſition à due 
conſiſtence. With this plaiſter or cerate ſpread 
upon leather they covered the joints, limbs 
and whole body, except the head,” breaſt and 
belly as mentioned above; nor was it taken 


off, ul evident ins of a ſpitting eppearel. 


 LasrTLy, their FUMIGATIONS conſiſted + 
cury extinguiſhed with ſaliva, or turpentine, or 
elſe of cinnabar, with both which was mixed ſome 
ingredient of a fat or oily nature, ſuch as myrrh, 
opoponax, nutmeg or the like. Theſe reduced 
to powder-were, together with the extinguiſhed 
mercury or cinnabar mixed up with furpentine or 
mucilage of gum tragacanth, into the form of an 
electary. This done, the patient was placed 
under a canopy, either ſtanding or fitting, and 
with his head either in or out, according as he 
was judged more or leſs capable of ſupporting 

the operation. In this fituation, there was 
placed at his feet a chafing-diſh of live coals, 
upon which were every now and then caſt ſome 

portions of the paſte or electary prepared as 
above; to the ſmoak ariſing from which, he con- 
tinued wholly expoſed, till ſuch time as a copious 
ſweat was raiſed; after which, he was taken 
from under the canopy, conducted to a warm 
bed, and well covered with blankets, in order

The uſe of Þ1AsTERS and CERATES, in 
the manner above directed, was found by ex- 
perience, not only to produce heat, redneſs 
and numerous puſtules, attended with intolerable 
itching in the ſkin, but likewiſe to be a flow and 
no very effectual way of raiſing a ſalivation; the 
mercury being too cloſely intangled with the 
wax and other ingredients, to find a very ready 
admittance into the blood. And hence this me- 
thod of cure has long ceaſed to be made uſe of, 
and plaiſters and cerates to be no otherwiſe had 
recourſe to than as topical applications to ſome 
particular part, with a view to aſſiſt in diſperſing 
lome ſcirrhous tumor, node, ganglion or the like.

always found ſufficient to eradicate the diſeaſe; -

ulcers, but likewiſe recommended to be taken 
inwardly, to the quantity of three or four grains 
mixed up with theriaca, as an admirable remedy 
againſt the plague. He alſo preſcribed it in the 
cholic to the quantity of two grains, mixed up 
with a large doſe of the philonium perſicum. 
What was its ſucceſs in theſe caſes, we are in- 
rely ignorant.

Prrxus ANDREAs MATTHEOLUS, in a book | 7 
publiſhed by him about the year 1536, was the 
firſt, if not the only one, amongſt the ancients, 
who recommended it internally in this diſeaſe, 
He firſt ordered it to be well waſhed in diſtilled 
plantain or forrel-water, obſerving that it might 
' occaſion a great deal of miſchief, unleſs duely 
prepared. With this and ſuch other precaution 
as he thought neceſſary, ſuch as drying it well 
by a ſtrong heat, he gave five grains of the paw+ - 
der made up in the form of a pill, and affirmed. 
that from the uſe of this remedy venereal pains 
would be quickly removed, It does not appear, 
however, that he had 'any followers amongſt 
the ancients, but on the contrary many op- 
polers, as GABRIEL FALTorius, ALEX, TA 
Ax us PETRON1US, and others. 


To the red precipitate ſucceeded mzzxcunt 
in its native form, or cRuDE as it is called, 
in which manner it was formerly given in the fa- 
mousP1LUL&BARBAROSSE,1o called from having 
been uſed by CyairEDiN BARBAROSSA, a king 
of Algiers.

Tbeſe pills were ſaid to have been attended with 
| wonderful ſucceſs in the cure of venereal nodes 
* and ulcers; but a perſon who had' taken them 
happening to fall down dead of a ſudden, this 
misfortune was ſuperſtitiouſly attributed to them; 
and hence they fell into ſuch diſgrace, that if any 
one who had taken them, was ſeized with a dil. 
order of any kind ten years after, the blame 
was ſure to be laid at their door. So difficult 
was it for the phyſicians to diveſt themſelves of 
the prejudices they had imbibed from the an- 
cients, with regard to the _ of ee 
mercury internally! 


Ar preſent however the nature of this mine- 
ral, as well as what relates to its internal uſe, 
whether chemically prepared, or in its more 
native form, are much better underſtood than 
they were at that time of day ; pharmacy, en- 

riched by chemiſtry, having ſupplied us with ma- 
ny preparations, which were utterly unknown to 
the ancients, and which, whilſt they are polleſſed 
of undoubted efficacy, may nevertheleſs be given 

- with ſufficient ſafety, provided ſuch cautions are 
obſerved, as experience has ſuggeſted from time 
to time, otherwiſe many of them are known to 
prove very dangerous remedies, And 
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hd this is 3 
preparations, moſt of which are endued with a 
yery dangerous activity, ſuppoſed to be owing to 
the acid ſpiculæ, with which they are beſet; in 
order to diveſt them of which, and by that means 
reduce them to a degree of mildnels fitted for in- 
ternal uſe, various methods have been employed, 


lach as repeated ablutions, ſublimations, and the 


like, yl 4 
_ Accordingly the corroſive ſublimate, which is 
juſtly reckoned one of the moſt active of the mi- 
neral poiſons, by repeated ſublimations with ſo 
much freſh mercury. as1s capable of being united 
with it, is known to be rendered ſufficiently mild 
and ſafe in its operation. In this form it is known 
by the name of cAlOMEL, and may be given 
from ſix to twenty grains, 'and repeated occa- 
ſionally without danger; a doſe in which none 
of the other chemical preparations of mercury 
can be ventured upon, except the AN ACAÆA 
MERCURIALIS ; Which indeed is nothing but ca- 
lomel ſuppoſed to be ſtill further dulcified by 
digeſtion with ſpirit of wine, and therefore ca- 
pable of being given in a ſomewhat larger doſe. - 
As to the red, the green and the white precipi- 
tates, in the original forms in which they are pre- 
ſented to us by chemiſtry, they are too rough and 
uncertain in their operation, to be ventured upon 
with ſafety. From the former however, diveſted 
of part of its ſaline ſpiculz by certain chemical pro- 
| / celles, 
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ceſſes, are prepared medicines, which have been 
particularly recommended for internaluſe; ſuch as 
the MERCURIUS CORALLINUS, PU LVISPRINCIP15, 
PANACAA MERCURIALIS RUBRA, and the like. 
In ſmall doſes, two grains for inſtance, they are 
ſaid to be excellent alterants and diaphoretics : 
but in larger doſes they prove emetic and cathar. 
tic, and upon the whole are very rarely pre- 
ſeribed in practice. 

The MERCURIUS RCI ITA Tus La vu or 
the TURBITH MINERAL, as it was formerly cal- 
led, after all the edulcorations which can be be- 

— ſtowed upon it, is ſtill ſo active a medicine, as to 
generally preſcribed as avomit only. Nevertheleſs 
in cutaneous diforders, accompanied with a vene- 
real taint, it has been given in doſes of a grain or 
two with good ſucceſs ; but in order to blunt its 
activity and determine its operation to the ſkin, 
a few grains of camphore have been directed to 
be joined with it; beſides which, it is commonly 
neceſſary to guard it with half a grain of opium, 
otherwiſe it will frequently operate with violence 
upon the firſt paſſages, even in the ſmalleſt doſes; 
which effect is ſuppoſed to be owing to the vitri- 
olic acid combined with it, though this may 
perhaps be doubted, when it is conſidered, that 
fire alone, without the intervention of any acid, 
is capable of converting mercury into a no leſs 
active ſtate. 1 9 

The MERCUR1US CALCINATUS, or PREC1PI- 
| TATUS PER SE as it was formerly called, is a 
| medicine

medicine almoſt (if not altogether) as rough in 
it operation as the red precipitate, oreven as the 
orrofive ſublimate itſelf, tho no acid of any kind 
enters its compoſition. And hence it ſeems plain, 
that the violent effects, produced by the prepara- 
tions of mercury in the prime viz, do not altoge- 
therdepend on their being beſet withſaline ſpiculæ. 
Rough however as the mercurius calcinatus is in 
its operation, it has been highly extolled in ve- 
nereal caſes, being given in the form of a pill 
from half a grain to twa grains ; though this laſt 
doſe is not to be ventured upon without great 
cution, and, like the foregoing preparations, 
it is generally neceſſary to blunt its activity by 
adding half a grain or a grain of opium to each 
pill. Thus guarded, it is ſaid to have conſtituted 
the baſis of MisauBin's P1LLs, which fill conti- 
nue to be vended as a noſtrum for the cure of 
the venereal difeaſe. | 

But, whatever encomiums have been beſtowed 
on this medicine, the length of time neceſſary for 
preparing it in the common way, renders it too 
expenſive for general uſe. If therefore it be in 
reality ſo efficacious a temedy as many are inclined 
to think, Dr. SaunDeRs's precipitate of calomel, 
mentioned in the foregoing part of this work, can- 
not but be conſidered as a valuable acquiſition to 
the materia medica adapted to the cure of this 
diſeaſe; as it appears to poſſeſs all the pro- 
perties of the mercurius calcinatus, colour only

have been found in particular caſes, Dr. Asrzve 
we know: was a profeſſed enemy to all the 
rougher preparations of mercury; and certain 
it is, that great caution is required in the 
uſe of them, ſince if they are overcloſed, or 
if the ſtrength and conſtitution of the patient 
be not ſufficiently conſulted, an exceſſive; purg- 
ing or vomiting attended with - a fatal fyn- 
copy, or elſe an inflammation or eroſion of the 
ſtomach andinteſtines, ending perhaps in a gan- 
grene, may be occaſioned by medicines of this 
claſs. And hence they cannot but be conſidered 
as dangerous implements in unſkilful hands. 

Noris this the only reaſon for which Dr. Asrxuc 
diſapproves their uſe; for, admitting that a ſuf 
ficient ſhare of prudence in the practitioner, 
may guard againſt the accidents above, mentioned, 
with reſpect to the cure itſelf, he looks upon 
them as fallacious remedies, on account of the 
extreme ſmallneſs of the doſe, in which they are 
capable of being adminiſtered with any tolerable 
degree of ſafety. He therefore hardly. admits of 
any other chemical preparation, except. the mer- 
curius dulcis or calomel, as it is called; which, 


being ſufficiently mild in its operation, may be 
admi- 
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jniniſtered in much Jarger - doſes, and is 


uſe longer perſiſted in without — 
nme mm, 


Av yet, notwithſtanding the Gonna en- 
enained by Dr. As rxuc on this head, even the 
corrofive ſublimate, notwithſtanding its dangerous 
activity, and the ſmallneſs of the doſe in conſe- 
quence thereof, has within theſe few years obtain- 
d great reputation in the cure of this diſeaſe. 
Dr. BoERHAAVE indeed had long ago declared, 
hat if a grain of ſublimate were diſſolved in an 
cunce of water, and a drachm of this ſolution, 
bltened with lymph of violets, taken twice 
z day, it would perform wonders in many diſ- 
orders which were eſteemed incurable :; but it 
does not appear that he preſcribed it in venereal 
caſes. Be this however as it will, Ba Ro Van 
SWIETEN, the illuſtrious commentator on Bokx- 
zaave, and phyſician to the court at VIENNA, 
rſt brought it into AS uſe in complaints of 
this kind. 

His method of ring it was as follows. One 
grain of corroſive ſublimate was diſſolved in two 
ounces of malt ſpirits or french brandy, and of 
ths ſolution one or two common ſpoonfuls, that 
u, the quantity of half an ounce or an ounce was 
directed to be taken twice a day, and continued 
long as any ſymptoms of the diſorder remained. 
Nor was any other regimen inſiſted on, beſides a 
low diet, and plentiful dilution, particularly 
vith barley-water and a little milk, or with ſome 
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other emollient liquor. Adminiſtered in thi 
manner it as ſaid to operate chiefly by ſweat or 
urine, whilſt the diſorder inſenſibly gave way, and 
at length a cure was effected, without the fatigue 
and danger which ordinarily attend a ſallvation. 
The ſucceſs which attended this method 
abroad, where it was practiſed: under the fanc- 
tion of Van SwiETEN, induced Dr. Psx1ycts to 
recommend it to the engliſh regimental ſurgeons 
in the year 1765. The troops, we are' told, 
were at that time incamped in Dorſetſhire; in 
which ſituation, though there were many ve- 
nereal caſes, there was very little accommodation 
for ſalivating. A method therefore ſo well recom- 
mended, and which promiſed at the ſame time to 
render ſalivation unneceſſary, could not but be 
embraced with ſome eagerneſs. . Accordingly 
Mr. Goxpon and other ſurgeons then in camp, 
began the practice in the ſeveral field-hoſpitals, 
and afterwards communicated abundance of caſes 
to the medical ſociety in London, who were at 
that time about publiſhing a very uſeful work, 
which has fince made its appearance under the 
title of medical obſervations and enquiries. 
From the caſes there related, it appears that 
the ſublimate given according to V an SwieTEN'S 
method; acts much in the manner above men- 
tioned, unleſs that for the firſt two or three days 
it ſometimes occaſions a purging, which effect 
however commonly ceaſes by the fourth day. 
From the ſame caſes it likewiſe appears, that, 
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pereal virus, and has attually cured in a variety 
ofcaſes, in which ſalivation was formerly deemed 
ndiſpenſibly neceſſary, as will be ſhewn more 
x large in the eee. 8 | 


Tuus much may ſuffice at . for * 
relates to the chemical preparations of mercury, 
a; calculated for internal uſe. As to the other 
claſs of mercurials, namely, thoſe in which cauve 
MERCURY is che. principal ingredient, their chief 
recommendation is, that they are for the moſt 
part more gentle in their operation than moſt of 


means equally effectual in curing. 

Mercury, it is known, exhibited in its fluid late, 
pales through the body without producing 
any ſenſible effects. Nevertheleſs, when triturated 
with ſubſtances of various kinds, till its globular 
form be quite deſtroyed, it has been found capa- 
ble of entering the circulation, and in many caſes 
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Upon this foundation, therefore, many prepara- 
tions of mercury have been deviſed, which are diſ- 
tinguiſhed by different names, according tothe ſub- 
ſtances with which it has been combined. Thus of 
mercury combined with ſulphur by trituration, 
is formed a preparation known by the name of 
ATHlOPS MINERAL. The MERCURIUS ALKA- 
LIZATUS, as it is called, is nothing but mercury 
combined with teſtaceous powders m the ſame 
manner. 


rvithſtanding the ſmalineſs of its doſe, it is

The moſt effeftual way of en or as it 
called extinguiſhing mercury for this purpoſe, 
ſeems to be with turpentine, honey, or ſome other 
mucilaginous ſubſtance.

pilulz Barbaroſſæ formerly mentioned, and the 
MERCURIAL PILLS of the London and Edinburgh 
difpenſatories, it has been known to cure in ſome 
very bad caſes. Of Mr. P:.zxx's method of ex- 
tinguiſhing it withgumarabic, notice has beentaken 
in the foregoing part of this work, and further no- 
tice will be taken of it hereafter. For the preſent 
it will be ſufficient to obſerve, that 


Tax uſe of mercury, concerning which fo many 
revolutions have happened in the treatment of this 
diſeaſe, is at preſent ſo well eſtabliſhed, that few 
cures are thought to be compleat without it.

Hoven the uſe of mercury is ſufficiently 
eſtabliſhed in the cure of this diſeaſe, never - 
theleſs the method of adminiſtering it for this pur- 
pole, 1s by no means univerſally agreed on. 
Formerly it was imagined, that in no caſe of a 
confirmed lues a radical cure could be depended 
on, unleſs a plentiful ſalivation were raiſed by mer- 
cury. At preſent it is a received maxim, that a

ſuffcient quantity of mercury be thrown into the 
blood ; from which, rather than from any particu- 
lar evacuation promoted by it, many experienced 
practitioners eſtimate the goodneſs of the cure,

ing, is a truth which cannot be denied; fince 
there have been many inſtances, - where this diſ- 
charge could not be procured, though a mer. 
curial courſe had been regularly conducted for 
that purpoſe, and yet the patient has received a 
compleat cure. It is no leſs certain, that the 
completeneſs of the cure does not always depend 
on the quantity of mercury introduced into the 
blood. For if this were the caſe, as Dr. LEWIS 
| obſerves, it would follow that the cures by ſub- 
limate muſt be leſs complete; than thoſe obtained 
by any other mercurial preparation. Experience, 
however, adds he, has now ſufficiently ſhewn, 
that the cures obtained by ſublimate are in ge. 
neral perfect. 

In fact, ſo many well atteſted cures have been 
performed by this and other methods, in almoſt 
all the ſymptoms of a confirmed lues, that a ſali- 
vation ought perhaps to be conſidered as a laſt 
reſource. | 


AmoncsT the methods intended to ſupply the 
place of a ſalivation, that of Baxon Van Swiz- 
TEN, Which conſiſts wholly in the uſe of the ſub- 
limate, given in the manner already deſcribed in 
the third chapter, has obtained no ſmall degree 
of reputation. It has cured in a variety of caſes, 
without any other aſſiſtance, and in ſtill more, 
when joined with a decoction of farſa-parilla or 
mezereon ; without one or other of which, there 
have indeed been ſome caſes, which have 4 
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fuſed to yield to it, as will be more particularly 
mentioned by and by. 

That it has however frequently cured without 
affiſtance from any other medicine, is a truth which 
will hardly admit of being called in queſtion. Mr. 
Gon Do, in the firſt volume of the medical ob- 
fervations and enquiries, gives no leſs than twenty 
caſes of this kind; the particulars of which may be 
reduced to the following heads ; viz. a virulent 
gonorrheœa, attended with chancres—a bad phy- 
moſis, and venereal ſcabs all round the ſcrotum 
—a foul ulcer in the glans, and venereal ſcabs 

on the legs and thighs — a chancre on one part of 
the prepuce, and a hardneſs on the other, ac- 

companied with a phymoſis— a ſmall bubo, at- 
tended with chancres—two hard baboes, of 
three or four months ſtanding —a ſwelled teſ- 
tice, attended with an excoriation all round the 
ſcrotum — foul ulcers on the glans and prepuce, 

vith a phymoſis and warts — and, amongſt the 
reſt, a venereal ulcer in the throat. 

Theſe and ſome other caſes of the ſame kind, 
to the number above mentioned, Mr. Goxpon 

informs us, were cured by the ſolution of ſubli- 
mate alone, given in the manner which has been 
mentioned in the foregoing chapter. A few men, 

he obſerves, were gently purged by the ſolution 

nthe beginning, which effect however commonly 

caſed after the third or fourth day. A few, adds 

he, were a little qualmiſh with their morning 

doſe, but this likewiſe wore off in a ſhort time.. 
The diuretic and ſudorific qualities, he likewiſe 
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tells us, were in proportion to the doſe, which 
was either one or two ſpoonfuls, according to the 
ſtrength of the patient, and the malignity of the 
diſeaſe. He further | obſerves, that the ſeaſon 
of the year contributed to determine its ope- 
ration to the ſkin or otherwiſe, and that in*the 
months of Auguſt and September, his patients 
did not ſweat ſo profuſely, as they did in the 
warmer months ; but, adds he, by continuing the 
medicine, the venereal ſymptoms always diſap- 
peared in the coldeſt weather, with the difference 
only of four or five days longer. 

He further allo tells us, that no preparation 
was judged neceſſary, if the patient was not 
feveriſh, andhad no inflammatory ſymptom ; but 
that in theſe circumſtances, or in that of a phy- 
moſis, it was found neceſſary to begin with bleed- 
ing, but not to purge at all. With reſpect to 
diet, ſays he, it was as follows. For breakfaſt, 
water-gruel ; for dinner, broth, with a little 
boiled meat, not above five or fix ounces. No 
malt liquor was allowed, but barley water was 
recommended to be drank at pleaſure, and the 
patient was deſired to drink from one to two 
quarts a day. Milk and water was alſo recom- 
mended. In the mean time the patients were 
not confined from going abroad, but were 1n- 
joined to avoid drinking and other irregularities. 
As to the chirurgical part of the cure, it was 
very ſimple. The chief point requiſite was to 


keep the ſores clean, and to waſh then with the 
following 
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following mixture, after which they were wor

When there was any conſiderable inflammation, 
beſides bleeding, a bread and milk poultice was 
occaſionally applied. Warts and fungous ex- 
creſcences were conſumed by the lunar cautic. 


Mr. Go bo indeed confeſſes that, except one 
or two of the caſes communicated by him, all of 
them recent, that is, of not above two months 
landing, Some of them however are plainly 
ſuch as a falivation would formerly have been 
deemed neceſſary for, particularly thoſe which 
vere diſtinguiſhed by HERA ſcabs and ulcers in 
the throat. 


Mr. Dav1es gives ſome inſtances of cures per- 


formed by this method, in caſes of a more inve- 
terate nature. the two moſt remarkable of which 
are as follows. The firſt is of a man, who 
had been twice ſalivated for the cure of a ma- 
lignant chancre, once in Auguſt 1755, and again 
in April the year following. After the laſt faliva- 
tion, he had likewiſe drank plentifully of the de- 
coction of guaiacum, for three weeks. But not- 
wichſtanding all this, he was at length ſeized with 

X 98 violent 
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violent pains in his ſhins and head, and bad, a 
Mr. Davixs expfeſſes it, the largeſt venereal 
warts and excreſcences he ever ſaw, about the 
anus, ſcrotum and glans. The excreſcences he tells 
us, were deſtroyed by the cautic or knife, the pati- 
ent was put under a courſe of the ſublimate for 
twenty-two days, and for any thing that appeared 
to the contrary received a complete cure. 

The other caſe is thus related I. B. had a 
a bubo about eleven months ago, which he dif. 
cuſſed, by the mercurial plaiſter and ointment ; 
and at three different times ſince, he has had ex- 
coriations of the prepuce and chancres, which 
he healed with a ſolution of green vitriol. When 
he began to take the ſublimate, he had a ve+ 
nereal ſore throat, aud violent pains, in his head 
and ſhins. He took it juſt as many days as 
nne and in all ern is quite 
cured. 


ErrzcruAl however as the ſublimate has been 
found in a variety of caſes, exhibited agreeably to 
Van SwIETEN's method, it has nevertheleſs been 
found in general to anſwer better, when joined 
with the uſe of the fſarſa-parilla, or mezereon, 
or both together. Accordingly it was ſometimes 
given with a decoction of the former of theſe roots 
by Mr. Boyp and Mr. Baxx ER, as appears by their 
reſpective letters to the medical ſociety. And thus 
aſſiſted, appears to have not only cured noctumal 


pains, copper pots, and venereal eruptions of 
; different 
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ifferent kinds ſpread all over the body, but has 
litewiſe to have proved effectual in ſome caſes of 
foul bones. But after all, in nodes and thicken» 
ings of the perioſtium (which, if not cured in time, 
commonly introduce foul bones) the MzzzrEON 
z007 is moſt to be depended, if not as a remedy 
one adequate to the cure of this ſymptom, at 
aſt as a powerful aſſiſtant to the Teblienate or 
any other mercurial. | 

The following preſcriptions may ſerve to il 
ſtrate the method of cure conducted upon this 
plan, ſo far as it conſiſts in the joint ule of the 
arſa-parilla and ſublimate.

In this ſimple form, he peine it for above 
two years before his death, and had the pleaſure 
to find it equally efficacious with the others ; 
tho”, upon the ſtricteſt enquiry, he tells us, he did 
not perceive that it ſenſibly increaſed any of the 
ſecretions, more than the ſame quantity of any 
ſmall liquor would have done. He ſays, he did 
not find it of ſervice in any other venereal ſymp- 
toms, except nodes and. thickenings of the pe- 
noltium, and therefore commonly: added mer- 
curial medicines, when there were any ſuch, 
and thinks the corroſive ſublimate aſſiſted it in 
diſperſing nodes. In regard to venereal pains, 
except ſuch as are occaſioned by the node itſelf, 
| he acknowledges he did not find its effects ſo cer- 
tain, as he at firſt thought he had reaſon, to be- 
heve it. He adds however, that a few doſes of 


the lublimate, ſolution joined with it, ſeldom 
failed 
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failed to remove them, provided the patient con- 
fined. himſelf to plain food, and avoided exceſſes 
of every kind, which indeed was all the regirnen 
that was thought neceſſary. 

It ſhould likewiſe be ola 3

As from th extreme propenſity to ſweat, ob- 
ſerved by Mr. Goxpow and others, upon taking 
the ſublimate, there can be no doubt but that 
the operation of this medicine is in a great mea- 


ſure to be directed towards the ſkin : from 


hence perhaps it is, that a decoction of ſarſa- 


parilla, Joined with it, proves fo good an afliſtant 
in many caſes. But, whether it be owing ſole- 


ly to this, or to, any anti-venereal virtues the 
ſarſa-parilla may be poſſeſſed of, certain it is, 
that, by the joint aſſiſtance of theſe two remedies,

kinds, as alſo ulcers in the throat, have been fre- 
quently cured in a ſhort time; thoughthey ſhewed 
little diſpoſition to give way to the ſublimate 
alone. . I have alſo known beginning nodes ef- 
fectually diſperſed by the ſame method, chough 


the mezereon-root appears to be the beſt affitant | 


in this caſe. 


SIMILAR tothe method above deſcribed, is that 


recommended by Dr, Hoon SMITH in his for- 
_ mule, 
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nulæ, in which the MERCURIUS CALCINATUS is 
iſited and determined to the ſkin in the ſame 
manner.

The svLrnuR ANTIMONIJ PRECIPITATUM, 


in the firſt of the preſcriptions, combined with 
calomel, is well known to be a powerful alte- 
rant in cutaneous diſorders, more efpecially 
when they are ſuppoſed to partake of the le- 
leprous kind; and, as venereal eruptions are 
lometimes complicated with a taint of this kind, 
the medicine in queſtion cannot but be deemed 
2 good addition in ſuch cafes, eſpecially when 
alliſted by ſome or other of the ſudorific de- 
coctions. Accordingly I have more than once 
preſcribed it in this manner with good ſucceſs. 
Ir 
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medicine or method hitherto invented, has been 
found to anſwer alike in all caſes, even though 
the circumſtances of the diſorder appeared to be 
the ſame; And hence it becomes neceſſary, noton- 
ly to be acquainted with ſuch other medicines or 
methods as have been recommended from time to 
time upon good authority, but likewiſe to judge of 
them with candour and impartiality; not pro- 
nouncing them infallible, becauſe they have an- 


ſwered in ſome caſes; nor rejecting them, , becauſe 


they are not uſhered in by ſome great name, or 
becauſe they have been found to fail in a few 
inſtances, in which perhaps they w were not ſuf. 
fe red to have a fair tral. 


" Anoncsr the other 3 recommended as 
ſubſtitutes to a ſalivation, are that of Mr. PlExk, 
and a method ſaid to have been ſome time ſince 
practiſed at Paris, Of Mr. PrENER's method, 
ſo far as it conſiſts in extinguiſhing the quick-filver 
with the mucilage of gum arabic, and ſo far as 
it has been recommended in the cure of a go- 
norrhœa and other local complaints, notice has 
already been taken in the foregoing _— of this 
work. 


How it comes th that mercury combi- 
bined with this mucilage is leſs apt to ſalivate, 


than when adminiſtered any other way, is per- 


haps no very eaſy matter to determine; From a 
great number of practical obſervations, this how- 


ever 
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ever appears to be the caſe: ſo that, though 
we cannot comprehend the reaſon of it, the ef- 
fect appears to be in general ſufficiently aſcer- 
tained by the caſes to be met with in Mr. 
PrENk's book, and alſo by the teſtimony of 
Dr. SaunDERs, who, though he admits it will 
ſometimes gently ſalivate, ſpeaks of this as an ef. 
fect which does not often happen. 

In the mean time it will be proper to tate in 
what particular inſtances of a confirmed lues, 
the method in queſtion has been found to be ef- 
fectual. It will be ſufficient to mention a few of 
them in a brief way. Of theſe the moſt remark- 
able are as follow — venereal blotches on the 
| forehead and face, and an ugly ſcab ſpread all 
over the whole body, complaints which had been 
of ſeveral months ſtanding — a venereal fore 
throat, attended with eruptions of the ſame kind 
as thoſe. juſt mentioned, and a node on each fide 
the frontal bone — a noGturnal head-ach, ac- 
companied with ulcers in the throat and venere- 
al protuberant blotches on the forehead and face, 
condylomata about the anus, an incipient toph 
of the left elbow, and a caries of the bones of the 
noſe — violent pains reſembling the gout and 
rheumatiſm, and a large toph on the right tibia. 

Theſe are a few, amongſt the many caſes, to 
which Mr. PLENk appeals, as a proof of the ef- 
hcacy of the method recommended by him; in 
the uſe of which no particular directions are 
given with reſpe& to regimen, though a low diet

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plentifully of a decoction of gum arabic cannot 
but contribute to keep the mouth eaſy, at leaſt if 
all that is ſaid of it may be depended on. 

It ſhould likewiſe be obſerved, that beſides hi 
ſolution, he inſiſts likewiſe upon the neceſſity of 
uſing mercury externally, obſerving that when to- 
pically applied, it acts ſooner and more certainly 
upon the poiſon which exiſts in any particular 
part. He alſo makes another obſervation, which 
cannot but be conſidered as a mark of candour as 
well as judgment. During and after the uſe of 
mercury, ſays he, other remedies are indicated, 
and ought to be preſcribed for venereal patients, 
according to the variety of their ſymptoms. And 
hence, he ſometimes ordered the ſarſa- parilla, and 
at others the extract of hemlock, along with his 
ſolution. His method, after what has been ſaid, 
may be ſufficiently underſtood from the following 
preſcriptions, to each of which he — a 55

In making his mercurial ointment and cerate, 
he likewiſe directs the quick-filver to be extin- 
guiſned with mucilage. But to the former he 
adds camphore and black ſoap, in the caſe of in- 
durated tumors, and ſome | digeſtive] balſam, 
when intended as an application to ulcers. 


Uron this method of Mr. Prtxk's, a very 
conſiderable improvement has been made by Dr. 
SAUNDERS, in reſpect to the manner of preparing 
the medicines, Being, as he tells us, from a 


variety

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variety of inſtances, convinced of the 
of Mr. PLENK's preparations, and that they had 
even advantages over moſt others, he inſtituted 
ſome experiments, in order to aſcertain what 
their virtue was principally owing to, whether a 
ſimple diviſion of the parts of. the quick-filver, or 
to any other alteration produced by triture. 
He found that by triturating 31. of mercury 
wich Iſs of gum arabic, till the whole acquired 
the colour of mercurial ointment, and afterwards 
diluting it with water, a large quantity of mercurial 
globules finely divided, immediately precipitated 
to the bottom; which being ſeparated and allowed 
to ſtand till dry, run into one intire globule, weigh- 
ing 3j and gr. xLv. The ſolution however ſtill 
retained a ſtrong mercurial impregnation, diſco- 
verable as well by the taſte, as by its tinging 
gold white; but, after it had been ſuffered to 
ſtand for ſome time, it depoſited a greyiſh pow- 
der, weighing gr. xij. 
In this powder, when examined by the micro- 

ſcope, he could not diſcover the leaft globular 
appearance; and the liquor, in which it had 
been before ſuſpended, when filteredy loſt its 
mercurial taſte, and was no longer capable of 
tinging gold. From hence he ſuſpected, that 
the dark colour, produced by triturating mer- 
cury with other ſubſtances, was owing to the 
quantity of the above powder producing by 
rubbing, and to its minute diffuſion. And 
this, upon further experiments, he found to 


be the caſe, as alſo that, in proportion to the 
quantity 


tioned, as mercury, ſo 
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quantity of triture employe , the preparation 


became more active. 
Conſidering the greyiſh powder above men- 

intirely deprived of its 

phlogiſton by triture, as to be reduced to a Nate 

of calx, he reſolved to try whether he could not 

produce a preparation, which on chemical exa- 

mination would be found the ſame, and which 

would produce the ſame effects in the practice of 


phyſic; and, conſidering further that mercury has 


the phlogiſton (upon which its globular form de- 


pends) detached by acids, he did not doubt but 


by taking ſome ſaline preparation of this mineral, 
he ſhould be able to ſeparate the acid, and pre- 
ſerve the mercury 1n its calcined ſtate. For this 
purpoſe he made choice of calomel, from which 
he ſeparated the acid by means of a volatile al: 
kali, and produced the PRACIPTATE of wer 
formerly mentioned. 

The advantages of this præcipitate are, a it 
is eaſily prepared, and the doſe can be aſcertained 
with greater exactneſs, than can be done by tri- 
turating quick-ſfilver with mucilage; in which, 
accordingly as more or leſs labour is beſtowed, 
more or leſs of the mercury will be deprived of 
ts fluidity, and conſequently the medicine will 
prove very unequal in point of efficacy. With 
regard to the doſe, he adjuſts it in this man- 
ner. As two drachms of quick- ſilver yielded 
by triture gr. xij. of the greyiſh powder, in which, 
as he obſerves, the virtue of Mr. PlENR's me- 

: : Y dicine 
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dicine conſiſts, he direfts gr. xij . of the 
tate above mentioned to be diffuſed in the ſame 
quantity of vehicle as is made uſe of in the ſimple 
mercurial ſolution (ſpecified above p · 31800 and 
to be taken in the ſame manner. 

This powder, he likewiſe obſerves, affords : a 
very ealy and ready way of preparing the mer- 
curial ointment : for by taking half a drachm of 
it, and diffuſing it in am ounce of AUXUNge, A 
ſtrong mercurial ointment, ſays he, is prepared, 
which ſalivates readily, and proves equally 
' ative with the ſame quantity of mercurial oint- 

ment, made by uſing Zls of quick: ſilver, meaning, 
I ſuppole, | to the ſame mend of lard, 
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Wien 98000 to the efficacy of the e 
deſcribed, there can, I apprehend, be little room 
to doubt, as alſo that it will frequently cure with- 
out ſalivating. But that it is abſolately infallible, 
in either of theſe reſpects, ought not to be ex- 
pected. So far as 1 have obſerved, there is no 
preparation of mercury, nor any method of ad- 
miniſtering it whatever, but will ſometimes af- 
fe& the mouth, and, if not dloſely watched, 
bring on a ſalivation. And this has been known 
to happen in the method above mentioned, as 
appears by the confeſhon of Dr. SAUNDERS; 
who ſays that ſalivation, though ſometimes pro- 
duced by it, is leſs violent, and more eaſily con- 
quered, than when it happens from other mer- 
curial preparations. Whether or no it = 
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fails of curing the diſeaſe, and in what caſes, fu- 
ture experience will in all probability determine, 

In the mean time, Dr. Lx wis informs us, that he 
has known it uſed without much benefit, in cafes | 
which were afterwards cured in a ſhort time by 
the ſolution of ſublimate. 


Tus other method I propoſed to take notice 
of, is one which we are told (in a book intitled, 
The cUR1osITIEs of PARIS, in nine letters, 
printed for Owen in the year 1756) was at that 
time praiſed at Paris. One M. Raviin is ſaid 
to have been the inventor of it, who having ob- 
ſerved that in uſing the common mercurial lini- 
ment, by the greateſt precautions he could not 
hinder the dreadful effects of that preparation in 
weak conſtitations, reſolved, after the manner of 
HorrMAN and HALLER, to mix a proportion of 
amphore with the ointment. Upon this plan 
be is ſaid to have contrived the following oint- 
ment.

He obſerves that thoſe very conſtitutions, 
which could not bear two drachms of the com- 
mon ointment, without being greatly diſordered

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ment, with the addition of camphore: of which, 
we aretold, he uſed to adminiſter half an ounce 
or five drachms at a friftion, allowing an inter- 
| val of three, and ſometiines of two days only, 
between the frictions. He adds that there never 
happened the leaſt inconveniency from this me- 
thod, and that (provided the weather was to- 
lerable) the patient did not keep his chamber one 
day. For a more particular account of this me- 
thod we are referred to a letter, intitled Lale 
fur le maladies venneriennes, dans laquelle on public le 
maniere de preparer le mercurie, dont le plus fort 
doſe wexcite point de ſalivation, par Moxsizun 
Lov 18,Profe or * en n W a Pani, 


How far this method has bean 1 to Cree 
in practice, we are yet to learn, as it does-not 
ſeem to have been adopted much 1n this country. 
I can only ſay, that aſſiſted by warm bathing 
before-hand, I have been credibly informed it 
has cured in one or two inſtances of a confirmed 
lues. The perſon however, from whom I had 
this information, confeſſed that the camphore 
did not always prove effectual in preventing a 
_ falivation: which ſhould be a caution to the 
young practitioner, not to truſt too much to. 
any expedient that may be propoſed for depriv- 
ing mercury of this property; ſince no means, hi- 
therto employed, have at all times, ,and in all 
conſtitutions, been found to anſwer this end. 


Sven 
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Sucn. are the principal methods, which have 
been recommended as ſubſtitutes for a ſalivation; 
of which that by ſublimate ſeems to have been 
moſt univerſally adopted in England. Whether 
or no the two laſt may not delerve at leaſt to ſtand 
in competition with it, I ſhall leave to others to 
determine. Thus much only I would obſerve, 
that in both the methods laſt mentioned, the 
blood ſtands a chance of being more completely 
laturated with mercury; a circumſtance which 
in ſome caſes at leaſt ſeems of great importance 
towards eſtabliſhing a radical cure.

Out.v either of the methods, deſcribed in 

the preceding chapter, be abſolutely relied 
on, in all caſes of a confirmed lues, there would 
be no occaſion to ſay any thing concerning the 
manner of conducting a ſalivation; a method of 
cure which the practitioner, as well as the pa- 
tient, would without doubt be glad to find there 
was never occaſion to have recourſe to.

Tuar VAN SwitTEN's method has effectually 
cured, in many inveterate as well as recent caſes, 


5a fact at preſent ſo well eſtabliſhed that it will

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| hardly admit of being called i in queſtion. The 
fame thing may, 1 doubt not, be laid of Me 
Prexk's method, which, though it has not ob- 
tained fo great a degree of reputation, as the cure 
by ſublimate has for ſome time been in poſſeſſion 
| of nevertheleſs appears to have cured in a variety 
ol caſes, in which ſalivation would formerly have 
been deemed indiſpenſibly neceſſary. 
E Efficacious however as both theſe methods 
have been found to be, they have nevertheleſs 
been known to fail in ſome inſtances; which is 
ſafficient to ſhew that it is ſometimes neceſſary 
to have recourſe to a more effectual method of 
cure. And ſuch in general is allowed to be, that 
which conſiſts in a free uſe. of mercurial oint- 
ment, adminiſtered in the manner to be preſent- 
ty deſcribed, in which, though the practitioner 
ſhould even wiſh to prevent ſalivation, this effect 
is nevertheleſs in a manner unvoidable,

How far the diſcharge by the ſalivary glands 
is or is not conducive to the cure, is no very eaſy 
matter to determine. Thus much is certain, that 
it cannot be looked upon as effentially neceſſary, 
- fince (as has been obſerved before) caſes now and 
then happen, in which, though a mercurial 
courſe has been conducted for that purpoſe, 
no diſcharge of this kind could be procured, and 
yet the patient has obtained a complete cure. In 
fome indeed plentiful ſweats, a diarrhœa, or elle 
an increaſed diſcharge by urine, have ſeemed to 
ſupply 
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ſupply the place of a ſpitting ; in others however 
a cure has been brought about, under the fame 
courſe, without a ſenſible increaſe of any evacua· 
ton whatever, as Mr. Foxpyce rightly obſerves, 
and as muſt likewiſe have occurred to the er, 
ration of other practitioners. 
Theſe however are but exceptions to whos fe is 
generally obſerved. to happen from a plentiful 
uſe of mercury, | eſpecially when adminiſtered 
in a regular courſe of unction. For the ' moſt 
part, a ſalivation is the neceſſary conſequence 
of a cure conducted upon this plan, inſomuch 
that, (as has been juſt obſerved) though we 
ſhould wiſh to prevent it, it is not always 
in our power to do ſo, unleſs the ointment 
be adminiſtered ſo very ſparingly, and at ſuch 
long intervals, as may perhaps diſappoint the 
patient of a cure: for as to mixing camphore 
with the ointment, even this expedient has been 
ſometimes known to fail; not to mention that 
the anti · venereal virtue of the mercury may 
perhaps be in ſome meaſure deſtroyed by ſuch 
admixture, as it ſeems to be when combined with 
ſulphur in the common æthiops mineral of the 
ſhops, in which form it is known to be poſſeſſed 
of but little efficacy in ſubduing this diſeaſe 
Whether therefore an increaſed diſcharge by 
the ſalivary glands contribute any thing to the 
cure or not, yet, as it is in a manner inſeparable 
from a plentiful uſe of mercury, what concerns 
the management of a ſalivation ought undoubt- 
edly to be well underſtood by the rs 
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ANV „her pittivilar circumſtances of the diſ. 
order it may be neceſſa ry to have retcourſe to ſo 
plentiful a uſe of mercury, as that à ſalivation 
ſhall become in a manner undvoidable, is a point 
far from being ſettled in the treatment of this diſ 


. aſe. Formerly we know it was almoſt univerſally 


infiſted on, in every caſe in which the taint was 
ſuppoſed to have taken hold of the blood. And 
though in recent caſes, when the humours only 
are affected, flighter frictions and a gentler me- 
thod will often ſucceed ; nevertheleſs when the 
diſorder is become inveterate, and the ſolid 
parts are affected with gummata, nodes, ca- 
ries, exoſtoſes and the like, Dr. Asrxuc ex- 
preſly declares, that a radical cure is not to 
be expected but from a full and plentiful ad- 
miniſtration of the ointment.. And yet in each 
of theſe inſtances, the diſorder has been known 
to yield to the ſublimate, particularly when al- 
fiſted by the ſarſa-parilla and mezereon. In Mr. 
Prexx's book we likewiſe meet with cures” per- 
formed by his ſolution in all the circumſtances of 
the diſorder mentioned above, aſſiſted indeed 
ſometimes by the ſarſa- parilla, and commonly 
by mercurial ointment, which laſt however he 


principally had recourſe to as a topical applica - 


tion only. So that after all there is perhaps hard- 
ly any caſe, but what will ſometimes yield to one 
or other of the methods abovementioned. 


a Bor a from what has been juſt ob- 


ſerved, a practitioner may be ſufficiently juſtified

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in not inſiſting at once upon a regular courſe.of 
unction, how unpromiſing ſoever the caſe may 
appear; nevertheleſs, if the complaints ſhould 
abſolutely refuſe to yield to any other mothod, 
or if, after having diſappeared, they ſhould 
return again, or new {ymptoms ariſe, diſa- 
greeable as it is, no other alternative remains. 
Under ſuch circumſtances it will be in vain 
to expect a cure, unleſs the blood be ſo tho- 
roughly ſaturated with mercury, as will gene- 
rally ſpeaking bring on and ſupport a ſaliva- 
ton for a month or five weeks together. And 
hence the method of cure now to be deſcribed, 
may ſtill be diſtinguiſhed by the name of s4aL1- 
vaTION, though the diſcharge itſelf is not conſi- 
dered of ſo much importance to the. cure, as it 


was formerly thought to be, 
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Mvucn has been ſaid concerning the inconve- 
niences, and even the danger attending a cure 
of this ſort ; nor have the repreſentations, which 
have been . made on this head, ſuffered much 
exaggeration, This ought not however to de- 
ter us from having recourſe to it, when there ap- 
pears to be no proſpect of getting rid of the 
diſorder by any other means; in which caſe, and 
in which caſe perhaps only, it ought to be rigid- 
ly infiſted on. In the mean time every precaution 
ought to be taken to render the cure as eaſy and 
lale as poſſible ; and for this purpoſe, previous 
to entering upon a courſe of this kind, the con-

Wirn * to the CON DITION of the PA- 
TIENT, it need hardly be mentioned, that it 
would be equally raſh and dangerous to admi- 
niſter the unction to ſuch as labour under any 
acute diſeaſe, as a malignant fever, pleuriſy, pe- 
ripneumony, ſpitting of blood or the like. 

It ought likewiſe to be forborne, if the patient 
labour under any dangerous chronical diſeaſe, 
as a dropſy of the thorax or abdomen, a con- 
firmed ſcirrhus of the liver, fpleen, pancreas, 
uterus, a ſlow hectic fever, the laſt ſtage of a 
conſumption, &c. Nevertheleſs, in reſpett to 
the caſes laſt mentioned, this prohibition muſt 
not be too rigidly adhered to, if it ſhall appear 
that the diſorder in queſtion depends on the ye- 
nereal lues as its firſt cauſe. 

As to chronical diſorders which are of a lels 
dangerous nature, ſuch as the aſthma, palpitation 
of the heart, nephritic complaints, loſs of appe- 
tite, habitual head-ach, and the like, theſe Dr.As- 
TRUC thinks ought not to deter us from proſecu- 
ling a mercurial courſe. _ 

The patient's ſtrength muſt likewiſe be con- 
ſalted before a courſe of this kind be entered 
upon. If therefore he has been previoully ex- 
hauſted by ſickneſs, labour, abſtinence, or any 
other cauſe, the cure mult be poſtponed, till by 
time, reſt and a proper nouriſhing diet his 


ſtrength be ſufficiently en otherwiſe he will 
be 
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be in danger of ſinking under the fatigue, pain 
and other accidents, to which he will rr 
ably be expoſed under a cure of this ſort. 

In a woman likewiſe near the time of her de- 
livery, the cure by unction muſt be deferred till 
after ſhe is brought to bed, for fear of cauſing a 
miſcarriage, as has been formerly mentioned : 
but if her reckoning be not near out, and there 
is danger of the diſorder becoming warſe by de- 
lay, the cure mult not be deferred; only it will 
be proper in this caſe, to adminiſter the ointment 
in ſmaller doſes, and at longer intervals than uſu- 
al, that ſhe may be as little diſordered by it as 
poſſible. With theſe precautions (after due pre- 
paration) the ointment may be ſafely adminiſter- 
ed to pregnant women, and thus the mother and 
child will, in all probability, be cured at the ſame 


time; if not, the diſorder will at leaſt be kept 


from growing worle, and (with reſpect to the mo- 
ther) a more effectual method may be purſued, af- 
ter ſhe is brought to bed, and ſufficiently recover- 
ed from her lying-in. At which time, provided 
ſhe ſuckles her child, that likewiſe will get rid of 
the diſeaſe, by virtue of the mercurial atoms it 
will be conſtantly receiving with the milk. 

That the ſame caution muſt likewiſe be ob- 
ſerved—in hyſterical and hypochodriacal per- 
lons—in ſuch as are ſubje& to an habitual diar- 
rhœa or dyſentery—in ſuch as are ſubject to fre- 
quent and violent attacks of the epilepſy —as alſo 
in ſuch as are afflicted with large ſtrumous or 
ſerophulous ſwellings in the 1 
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the throat, may be collected from what has been 
laid in another place, when ſpeaking of the dan- 
ger which may attend a too precipitate or haſty 
uſe of mercury under ſuch circumſtances * 


A ſimilar conduct mult likewiſe be obſerved 
in the treatment of old perſons, who have the 


misfortune to labour under a confirmed lues; 


they muſt be cured by unction, if other means 


are found inſufficient, but in a manner ſuited 


to old and decrepit perſons, who can hardly be 
ſuppoſed able to go thorough the fatigue of a 
full ſalivation, | mY 

In infants likewiſe, who have not the advantage 
of being brought up at the breaſt, and are there- 
fore incapable of being cured in the manner 


- hinted above, the greateſt caution and tenderneſs 


mult be oblerved. If therefore the ſarſa-parilla, 
given in the manner recommended by Dr. Han- 
R1s, or the mercurial ſyrup, contrived by Mr, 
PLENK, ſhould not be found ſufficiently effectual, 
and it ſhould be judged neceſſary to have re- 
courſe to unction, it muſt be adminiſtered in 


ſuch a manner, as not to endanger throwing them 


into a ſalivation, which the tender ſtate of infancy 
would by no means be able to ſupport. . 
It has been obſerved, as Dr. Asr Rx uc informs 
us, that if the un tion be adminiſtered to women 
during the menſtrual flux, or when the period 1s 
near at hand, the ſalivation becomes more un- 
manageable, and a uterine haemorrhage is ſome- 
tunes brought on. In order therefore to avoid 
8 any 
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any inconveniencies which may be apprehended 
on this ſcore, he adviſes that the neceſſary pre- 
paration ſhould” be gone through before the ex- 
pected period, and that the unction ſhould be 
begun two or three days after the menſes have 
ceaſed to flow. By this means, he obſerves, 
they will not be liable to return till towards the 
end of the cure, when the force of the mercury 
will be in a great meaſure abated, and conſe- 
quently there will be leſs danger of a flooding, or 
any other untoward accident, which might other- 
wiſe ariſe from the too great — and rare - 
faction of the blood. 


TaztRE are two $Easons of the y EAR, in 
which, if the circumſtances of the diforder will 
admit of delay, a practitioner would not wiſh 
to ſubject his patient to a ſalvation, namely, to 
the height of ſummer or the depth of winter. 
Not in ſummer— 1. leſt the blood, being in a 
rarefied ſtate by reafon of the heat of the weather, 
ſhould be too much melted down by the mercury 
acting upon it at the ſame time,—2. leſt, the 
pores being greatly relaxed at this ſeaſon, perfpi- 
ration ſhould become too profuſe, and the pa- 
tient be too much weakened in conſequence 
thereof---laſtly, leſt any feveriſh orgaſm or dan- 
gerous perturbation of any kind, ſhould be raiſed. 
in the blood. The depth of winter is likewiſe, a 
ſealon equally to be avoided i. leſt the blood be- 
ing condenſed by the cold, ſhould totally elude the 

force 
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force of the mercury, 2. leſt, perſpiration being 


checked by the-intenſe cold, whilſt the blood is 


at the ſame time loaded with mercury, a dan- 


gerous defluxion ſhould ſeize upon the head 
or lungs, or the glands about the throat 
ſhould ſwell in fuch a manner, as to "anger 
ſuffocation. 

The propereſt ſeaſons therefore for paring 
upon a courſe of this ſort, are ſpring and autumn; 
when the moderate warmth of the air neither re- 
tards nor precipitates the action of the mercury, 
but gently favours the diſcharges both by ſaliva- 
tion and perſpiration, Of theſe however the 
ſpring is rather to be preferred, becauſe the 
weather growing daily milder and milder, the 
patient can ſooner venture into the air, and by 
that means recover his ſtrength, than he can in the 
contrary ſeaſon, when, the weather growing 
daily colder and colder, he cannot ſo lafely ven 
ture abroad. 

Blut after all, if the circumſtances of the diſ- 
onder will not admit of delay, we muſt not de - 
fer the cure on account of the ſeaſon, but, 
whether it be ſummer or winter, after due pre- 
paration, the frictions muſt be adminiſtered with- 
out delay; care being taken to keep the room 
warmer or cooler, according as the ſeaſon of the 
year requires.

Tux firſt preparatory ſteps are bleeding and 
deanſing the prime vie.

the ſubſequent rarefaction of the blood, and the 
latter to carry off any redundancy of bile, or 
other bad humors, which may refide in the in- 
teſtines, and a troubleſome purging, gripes, 
dyſentery, or the like, which not unfrequent- 
ly ariſes in the courſe of the unction, ſo as to 
prove an hindrance to the cure, For this pur- 
pole however gentle, and not draftic or heating 
purges, ſhould be employed. 

After the patient has been bled and purged, 
he muſt - be ſent to the warm bath, not only to 
cleanſe the ſkin, and by that means procure the 
mercury a readier admittance into the blood, but 
likewiſe to ſoften and relax the veſſels, that they 
may yield the eaſier to the increaſed momentum 
and rarefaction of the blood, which are after- 
wards to take place. If the patient be ſtrong, he 
ſhould bathe twice a day, viz. in the morning 


faſting, and in the evening, after the digeſtion 
of 


| 1 SY 
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of his dinner is compleated. The number of 
times muſt be determined by the dryneſs or hu- 
midity of the conſtitution; though it is ſeldom 
- cuſtomary to bathe leſs than eight or ten times, 
or to exceed ſixteen. In general the patient ſhould 
remain in the bath an hour, or an hour and an 
half each time. But if he be weak, he ſhould 
bathe only once a day, and not ſtay altogether 
ſo long. Pregnant women likewiſe ſhould nei- 
ther bathe ſo often, nor continue in the water ſo 
long, for fear of occaſioning an abortion. 
Whilſt the patient is purſuing this method, be 
ſhould drink every morning, either in hed or in 
the bath, a draught of the © chalybeated' whey, 
which may be further medicated cum fol. cha. 
mœdry. naſturt. aquatic. &c. or in lieu thereof, 
he may take a baſon of veal or chicken; broth, 
with ſuccory, maiden-hair, water-crefſes or ſome 
other cooling attenuating herbs boiled in it. By 
which means, the humour being thinned and di- 
luted, and their acrimony corrected, the blood 
will be leſs apt to contract any feveriſh efferve- 
ſcence, and the ſaliva likewiſe being rendered 
thin and mild, its ſubſequent ee will be 
rendered more eaſy. | 
After the patient has left off bathing, bleeding 
ſhould be repeated in plethoric habits, and after - 
vwards a gentle purge ſhould be given, in order to 
cleanſe the firſt paſſages, and, during the whole 
| preparatory courſe, a moiſt, temperate, cool- 


ing diet muſt be obſerved, and wine, allo 
over- 
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avoided... — J 


Sven is hs — Dr. Asraue a 
for preparing perſons, who only labour under 
a confirmed. Ines, and are ſound in other reſ- 
pets. But if, beſides the lues, the patient be 
afflicted with any other chronic diſeaſe, ariſing 
from a different cauſe ; we muſt not even pro- 
ceed to the uſual preparatory method, any further 
than it may happen to coincide with the cure 
proper for ſuch diſeaſe; but wait till the diforder, 
which is conſidered as an obſtacle to our entering 
upon the uſe of mercury, be either cured or ſuf- 
ficiently palliated by its proper remedies ; after 
which, the preparatory method muſt likewiſe 
be varied, Any wo circumſtances of the 
caſe. 

If the patient labour under an habitual diar- 
thera, ſome months will be neceſſary to put him 
in a condition of undergoing a mercurial courle ; 
and after he has, by proper remedies and a ſuitable 
diet, got the betterof this complaint, fo far as to'be 
Judged fit to enter upon the pteparatory method, 
he muſt uſe the bath very ſparingly, for fear of 
inducing too great a laxity, which might give 
occaſion to a return of the diforder. 

If the patient be cachectic, and at the fame. 
time affected with œdematous ſwellings of the 
legs and obſtructed viſcera, theſe indiſpoſitions 

| | Z muſt 
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muſt be firſt got the better of, by a ſuitable me- 

thod. For this purpoſe, Dr. Asrxue recoms 
mends a deobſtruent electary, conſiſting of Ree], 
aloes, millepedes, ſalt of tartar and the like, to 
be taken every morning faſting, for twelve or 
fifteen days together, with a view to carry off 
the ſtagnant ſerum by promoting a free if. 
charge by urine. And leſt this end ſhould not 
be ſufficiently anſwered by diuretics only, he di- 
rects that fifteen grains or a ſcruple of jallap, or 
ten or twelve grains of diagridium, ſhould be 
added to a convenient dofe of the electuary every 
fourth or fifth morning, that by purging now 
and then interpoſed the cure may be further af- 
ſiſted. And laſtly, in the preparation, he ob · 
ſerves, that bleeding muſt be omitted, or at leaft 
fparingly performed, and that bathing likewiſe 
muſt be leſs frequently repeated, for fear of re- 
laxing the veſſels too much. - 

In jaundicy and hypochondriacal e 22 (in the 
firſt of which the bile, and in the latter the blood, 
he tells us, is drier and thicker than ordinary), it 
will be neceſſary, ſays he, to exhibit for ſome days 
broths and apozems, in which are boiled the 

leaves of ſuccory, burnet, ſaxifrage, water- creſſes 
and the like; as alſo to preſcribe chalybeated 
tartar, arcamum duplicatum, and the ufe of 

gentle chalybeate waters, if the ſeafon of the year 
permit. In theſe cafes he alſo recommends a 
longer uſe of the warm bath. 

In hectic and conſumptive habits, he tells 4 


a cob an wn on. 
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the patient muſt be confined to # milk diet for a 
month or two, before he enters upon the ordina- 
ry preparatory method ; that then none but the 
gentleſt purges muſt be uſed; and that, inſtead of | 
the warm bath, . 
courſe to. 

In perſons fubject to telt attacks of tlie 
epilepſy, we muſt uſe our utmoſt endeavour to 
prevent a return of any paroxyfm. of this kind, 
during the future mercurial courſe. To which 
end, the patient muſt be bled pretty freely, and 
blood ſhould particularly be drawn from the 
foot, in order to make a revulſion from the 
brain; he ſhould likewiſe be purged briſkly be- 
tween whiles, and have recourſe to valerian, cin- 
nabar of antimony and other antifpaſmodics, at 
convenient intervals. And in reſpect to bathing, 
for fear of the weight of the fuper-incumbent 
water ſhould determine the blood too much to 
the head, ſemi-baths may likewiſe be uſed as in 
the former caſe. 

In ſtrumous and kcrophulots' patients, the 
habit muſt be previouſly corrected, and the tu- 
mefaction of the glands reduced, particularly 
if they happen to be feated in the neigh 
of the throat, for a reaſon ſuggeſted in another 
place, For this purpoſe, bleeding having been 
premiſed, the patient ſhould perſiſt for ſome time 
in a courſe of anti- ſtrumous remedies, ſuch as 
burnt ſpunge, æthiops vegetabilis, and the like; 


his "I alſo ſhould be kept ſoluble by means of - 
Z 2 ſea- 
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ſea - water, drank every day in a quantity ſuf. 
ficient to anſwer this purpoſe. Nor muſt the 


peruvian bark be omitted, a decoction of which 


has within theſe few years been found of great 
ſervice in ſcrophulous complaints; ; as has like- 


wiſe the cicuta, whoſe virtues, as a diſcutient, 


attenuating, and reſolving medicine, in an en- 
larged and indurated ſtate of theglands, appearin- 


deed to be unqueſtionable. As. diſorders however 


O this kind are commonly accompanied with a 


lax ſtate of the ſolids, in preparing the patient 
for a future courſe of mercury, the warm bath 


muſt be ſparingly uſed, * it ought not to 
be wholly omitted, 


Laſtly, if the patient labour under any degree 


of ſcurvy, and eſpecially if accompanied with 


rotten gums, ulcers in the mouth, and livid 
blotches on the ſhins (which ſhew the diſorder to 


prevail in a high degree), a month or two will 


be neceſſary to correct the putrid diſpoſition of 
the juices, before the uſe of mercury can be 
entered on with ſafety. During this period (be- 
ſides the conſtant uſe of broths and apozems, in 


which the anti-ſcorbutic vegetables, ſuch as wa- 


ter· creſſes, ground-ivy, the roots of water-dock, 


pine-tops and the like are boiled), the patient 


mult likewiſe take aſſes, goats or cows milk, drinł 
the chalybeate waters, as alſo a decoction of 
china-root or ſarſa· parilla, either alone or with 
milk, and laſtly have recourſe to the bark, both 


as a tonic and anti-putreſcent medicine. The 
ſcorbutic 
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ſcorbutic diſpoſition being ſufficiently correfted, 
the reſt of the preparation may be 1n the ordinary 


Way. 


Tux ſeveral diſorders above mentioned being 
either cured, or ſuch of them as will not admit 
of a thorough cure, being ſufficiently palliated, 
we may then proceed to adminiſter the unction; 
always remembering however, to proceed in 
ſuch caſes with the utmoſt caution, andparti- 
cularly to adminiſter the ointment in ſmaller 
quantities, and at longer intervals than uſual ; 
that, the mercury being by this means gradually 
introduced into the blood, thoſe diſturbances may 
be prevented, which might happen from a too 
haſty procedure, and prove no ſmall impedi- 


ment to the future progreſs of the cure. 


FoxMERLY, when the diſcharge by the ſali- 


vary glands was looked upon as more eſſential to 


the cure, than it is at preſent thought to be, it 
was conſidered in ſome meaſure as a matter 
indifference, whether it was procured by mer- 
curial preparations given internally, or by mer- 
cury adminiſtered externally in the form of 
unction. At preſent however, more regard is 
commonly had to the quantity of mercury em- 
ployed, than even to the ſalivation itſelf, which 
may or may not happen to be procured by it; 
and therefore when it is judged neceſſary to direct 
271 a tho» 
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cord muta or te former ted 

1s. ſeldom adviſed: 
1. Becauſe, when any of the cb TG 
rations of mercury come to be given in ſuch 
| doſes, and repeated ſo often, as may be neceſſary 
to bring on and ſupport the diſcharge we are 
now ſpeaking of, for the length of time which was 


commonly judged neceſſary to effect a Taſting 
cure, they ſeldom fail to weaken and otherwiſe dil- 
order the ſtomach and inteſtines; whence are like- 
ly to proceed nauſes, vomiting, purging, violent 
gripes; dyſenteric ſtools, and other accidents, no 
leſs troubleſome than obſtructive of the cure. 
2. Becauſe it has been obſerved, that, with re- 
gard to the diſeaſe itſelf, a ſalivation raiſed this 
way has not unfrequently proved ineffectual; 
inſomuch that, after the patient has recovered 
his ſtrength, the ſymptoms of the diſorder have 
ſometimes remained, and a regular courſe of 
unction has afterwards been found necelfary i in 
order to compleat the cure. : 

And hence, in inveterate caſes, when the 
diſorder proves obſtinate, and a more than or- 
dinary quantity of mercury is judged neceſſary, the 
cure by unction is generally preferred; and that 
for two reaſons, 1. becauſe the mercury, be- 
ing taken up by the abſorbent veſſels of the 
ſkin, enters the blood without touching the ſto- 
mach, and is therefore leſs liable to occaſion 
the accidents above mentioned ; and 2. becauſe 


the blood is thought to be more completely ſa- 
turated 
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urated chis way, and in conſequence thereof a 
radical cure is more likely to be obtained. He 


Warn regardtothe mannerof preparing t the oint· 
ment, with the ſtrength of which the practitioner 
ought always to be previouſly acquainted, there is 
one ſimple method which is at preſent generally 
followed; the practice of adding hot oil and aro- 
matics, with a view to correct the coldneſs of 
the mercury, being found (as has been obſerved 
before) equally uſeleſs and inconvenient. The 
ointment therefore is commonly N in 
this manner.

The deſign, for which turpentine is made uſe 
off, is expreſſed in the preſcription. The fame 
end however is much more expeditiouſly anſwer- 
ed by a ſmall quantity of gooſe-greaſe, which ex- 
tinguiſhes the me. eu ry almoſt in an inftant ; 
a fa&t which apothecaries ſeem not be aware of. 
And as the turpentine is known to diſagree with 
ſome ſkins, though in ever ſo ſmall à quantity, 
it is therefore ſometimes ordered to be wholly 


emily, and the ointment to be prepared by

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rubbing the quick-filver with the lard only, 4 
great deal of er may be ſaved by rubbing 
the former with a ſmall quantity of the addition 
juſt mentioned, before the lad bo added to 
it. 

Still however a Es" deal of rubbing ought to 
be beſtowed, as the ſtrength of the ointment will 
in a great meaſure depend on the quantity of tri- 
ture employed. And therefore Dr. SaunDess's 
method of preparing the ointment, namely, by 
diffuſing half a drachm of the precipitate of calo- 
mel with an ounce of auxunge is a ſtill eaſier and 
more expeditious method. The only queſtion is 
whether it may be equally depended ; and this is 
anſwered by the Doctor himſelf, who aſſures us, 
that it ſalivates readily, and proves equally active 
with the common mercurial ointment, as was 
before obſerved. Two drachms of the precipi- 
tate to two ounces of lard will therefore, accord- 


ing to his proportions, make an ointment of the 


ſame 2288 2 with that directed above. 


Tat laſt ename to be taken notice of, 
before we proceed to ſhew in what manner the 
ointment ſhould be. adminiſtered, regards the 
quantity which it may be neceſſary. to employ, 
in order to effect a radical cure. This point 
however depends ſo much upon the age, ſex, 
and conſtitution of the party, together with the 
malignity and inveteracy of the diſeaſe, that it can- 


not poſſibly be determined Nb hand. It _ 
muſt 
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therefore, as Dr. AsrRuc very juſtly obſerves, be 
judged of a poſteriori, that is, from the abate- 
ment and diſappearance of the frenptoms. Some- 
times a few drachms of the ointment have proved 
ſufficient, and at other times, two or three ounces, 
or eveii more, have been found 2 to con- 
quer the diſeaſe. |

of the muneter of adniinifiering courſe of Unflion, 
and the method conducting a Salivation. 


HERE are two methods of adminiſtering the 
mercurial ointment ; one in which the 
ointment 1s adminiſtered in ſmaller doſes, and at 
longer intervals, ſo as, if poſſible, to avoid throw- 
ing the patient into a falivation ; the other, in 
which is adminiſtered in ſuch doſes and at fuch 
intervals, that, unleſs in ſome particular con- 
ſtitutions, a ſalivation is in a manner unavoidable. 
In the choice of theſe methods, the practitioner 

mult be determined, partly by the invetergey 
and obſtinacy of the diſeaſe, and partly by the 
condition of the patient, with reſpect to his fit- 
neſs to undergo the fatigue, and I might ſay. 
the danger, attending a cure of this kind, if not 
conducted with more caution and judgment, 


than has been ſometimes known to be the caſe. 
Ir 


I 
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are naturally weak and infirm, or inclined to a 


hectic, conſumption, ſpitting of blood, epileptic 
diſorders or the like, a free and plentiful uſe of 
the ointment can hardly be ventured on with any 


degree of ſafety. Nor is it judged neceflary in re- 


cent caſes, as there are. few of theſe but what will 
yield to a gentler method of treatment. Under 
ſuch circumſtances therefore, the ointment ought 


to be ſparingly adminiſtered, that is, in ſuch a 


manner, as either to excite no ſalivation at all, 
or at moſt ſuch a one, as we may have it in our 
power to keep from riſing to any conſiderable 
height. | 
It ſhould alſo be remembered that even this 
gentle courſe ought not to be entered upon, with- 
out ſome preparation. In ſhort, bleeding, if the 
patient be plethoric—gentle purges, to dleanſe 
the prime vie—the warm bath, if the cicum- 
ſtauces of the patient render it proper and at the 
ſame time — plentiful dilution with barley-water 
or the like— together with ſuch remedies, as 
may be proper to correct and mend the habit, 
in caſe of a ſcorbutic or ſcrophulous taint, ought 
always to precede a regular courſe of undtion. 
A ſuitable regimen muſt alſo be obſerved, during 
the preparation as well as through the whole 
cure, without which diſagreeable accidents will 
ſometimes ariſe, and the patient will have but 
little chance of a complete cure. K 

| IN 
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Ix this gentle method of inunction, the doſe 
of the ointment ſhould not exceed one, 'or at 
molt two drachms; which quantity may perhaps 
be conveniently enough , expended upon the 
thighs, upon which the patient ſhould wear a 
pair of flannel drawers in the winter, or cotton 
in the ſummer, nor ſhould they be left off, till 
the cure is compleated. With regard to the 
intervals to be obſerved betwixt each friction, 
they may be either three, four, five or even fix 
days, according as the mercury ſhews more 
or leſs diſpoſition to affect the mouth, and 
more or leſs caution becomes neceſſary up- 


on this account. Nor mult we truſt to tlie 


length of the intervals alone, but, before we 
proceed to a repetition of the ointment, we muſt 
from time to time carefully examine the gums, 
tongue, cheeks, &c. that if we perceive any 
ſigns of an approaching ſalivation, we may be 
able in time to prevent it from riſing to too great 
a height. 

On the other hand, we muſt not be ſo over 
cautious, as to diſappoint the patient of a cure. 
A ſlight ſpitting is for the moſt part unavoidable 
even in this gentle method; and, provided it 
does not amount to above a pint or two in a day, 
and is accompanied with little or no ſwelling of 
the head, fever, or the like, it will be ſuf⸗ 
ficient to keep it within theſe bounds. F or this 


purpoſe a doſe of ſalts and manna may be given, 
and 


\ 
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and repeated occaſionally, if it, be judged ne. 
ceſſary to reſtrain the force of the mercury; but 
if the ſpitting flags, and the diſorder appears to be 
at a ſtand, the frictions maſt be repeated at ſafe 
and convenient intervals. 2 
And here it may be obſerved that, by taking 
away a little blood from the arm, if the pulſe be 
full, and by interpoſing a doſe of Gravzzx's ſalts 
or manna now and then, particularly when the 
mouth and infide of the cheeks become much in- 
flamed, not only the mercury is prevented from 
* raiſing too great a tumult in the blood, but the 
 falivalikewiſe flows with greater eaſe and freedom, 
than it can poſſibly do, when the ſalivary duQts 
are compreſſed by the inflammation of the ſur- 
rounding parts, and in a manner hindered from 
diſcharging themſelves into the mouth. In ſhort, 
by a prudent uſe of the lancet, together with 
gentle purging occaſionally interpoſed, not only 
the mouth will be kept eaſy, and the ſpitting go 
on much better, but the frictions likewiſe, upon 
- which the cure depends, may be repeated, with 
more ſafety than could otherwiſe be done. 
It is impoſſible to determine before-hand, 
what number of frictions will be ſufficient to 
compleat the cure. But, as Dr. AsrRue ob- 
ſerves, in this gent!e method, the ſymptoms ſel- 
dom diſappear under thirty, forty, or even fifty 
days ; during which time, though the patient 
need not be abſolutely confined to his chamber, 


he mult nevertheleſs be careful not to expoſe 
himſelf

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himſelf to the danger of catching cold,” which will 
ever be more or leſs dangerous, when the blood 
is loaded with mercury. For if at ſuch times 
perſpiration be obſtructed, a fever will be ſome- 
times kindled, and at other times the perſpirable 
matter, loaded with mercury, will be thrown up- 
on the ſalivary glands, the parts about the throat, . 
&. whence there ſometimes ariſes a ſudden in- 
flammation and tumefaction of the head, tongue, 
throat, &c. in conſequence of which the Po 
is expoſed to no fmall danger. 

Proper caution ought likewiſe to be eren 
with reſpeC to diet. Thus, from the time the pati- 
ent enters upon this courſe, and during the whole 
cure, he ſhould avoid wine and ſpirituous liquors 
of all kinds. His drink ſhould be chiefly barley- 
water or milk and water. For breakfaſt and 
ſupper, he ſhould content himſelf with water- 
gruel ; and, for dinner, with a little broth, bread 
pudding or the like, Jn ſhort, whatever he takes 
| by way of food, ought to be perfectly light and 
ealy of digeſtion, For in every method of ad- 
miniſtering the unction, the digeſtive faculty is 
in ſome meaſure impaired. If therefore the pa- 
tient ſhould indulge himſelf in food, which is 
not eaſily digeſted, it will in all probability 
degenerate into a vicious chyle ; which, whilſt it 
remains in the prime viz, by ſtimulating the 
inteſtines, will be apt to occaſion a purging, 
gripes, N ſtools, &c. and, if it be re- 

ceived 


| | 
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ceived into the blood, can hardly ad cen a 


very troubleſome degree of fever. 

As to the other accidents, which are 
ly met with in the courſe of a full falivation, 
ſuch as ſpitting of blood, phagedznic ulcers in the 
mouth, &c. theſe do not often occur in the gentle 
manner of adminiſtering the ointment, above de- 


ſcribed. What is moſt to be apprehended is an 


imperfect cure, which Dr. AsTz've conſiders as 
a misfortune pecuhar to this method. And cer- 
. tain it is, that there are caſes ſometimes to be met 
; with, which abſolutely reſiſt every gentler me- 
thod of cure, and will yield to nothing leſs than 
a full and plentiful uſe of the ointment ; with 
which a ſalivation is for the moſt part-ſo unavcid- 

ably connected, that it is no lefs incumbent on 
the pradtitioner to be acquainted with the man- 
ner of conducting this diſcharge, than if it were 
elſſentially neceſſary. to the cure. 

Nor can I be induced to think, that hw a ſa- 
livation does happen, in conſequence of mercury 
* introduced into the blood, it does not ina 
8 


rat meaſure contribute towards the cure. For, 
though mercury has undoubtedly cured in many 

inſtances of a confirmed lues, not only without 
ſalivation, but even without an increaſe of any 
{ſenſible evacuation whatever, as Mr. FoxDycE 
well obſerves; nevertheleſs when we purpolely 


divert the natural tending of the mercury this 
way, or ſuppreſs the ſpitting when it is once be- - 


gun, the patient for the moſt part miſſes of a 
cure; 
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cure, at leaſt much oftner than when this dif. 
charge is ſuffered to go on in a regular manner. 

Diſagreeable therefore as this courſe may be, 
provided the condition of the patient does not ren 
der it too dangerous to be entered upon, it muſt 
neceſſarily be ſubmitted to, when there appears 
no proſpect of getting rid of the diforder by any 
other means; © otherwiſe the patient muſt be con- 
tent to wear out his life under a miſerable difeaſe, 
which in all probability will grow worſe and 
worſe every day, and at. mimi 
from time A : 


Is condi@iiig + fall ecuie of ING at which 
2 SALVATION, whether deſigtied or not, is in fact 
hardly to be avoided), great caution mult however 
be uſed. In ſhort, the doſe of the ointment, and 
the intervals at which the frictions are to be re- 
repeated, muſt be regulated in ſuch a manner, 
as that on the one hand the patrent may not be 
diſappointed of a cure by adminiſtering it too 
ſparingly, and on the other hand that no dange- 
gerous ſymptoms may be occaſioned by a too 
ral and precipitate uſe of it. * 

In order that we may proceed with more 
lafety and regularity, Dr. Asrrvue tells us, three 
different ſtages are to be obſerved in cures of this 
kind, In the firſt, fays he, the ointment is to 
be adminiſtered, with a view to bring on a diſ- 
charge by the ſalivary glands ; in the ſecond, 


the diſcharge being once raiſed, muſt be regu-

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lated and kept within due bounds, un che Hp 
toms of the diſorder give way; and in the laſt 
proper means muſt be employed to carry off the 
remains of the ſpitting and recruit the patients 
ſtrength, after the mercury has performed its 
office, aud. the diſorder ae nh have 
of. 


Taz method of performing the frictions is as 
follows. The patient, ſtanding or ſetting before 
the fire, ſhould, with a dry hand, rub the part 
well, which is to receive the ointment, that, the 
pores being by this means rendered more open, 
the mercury may find a readier admittance into 
the blood. Suppoſing the ointment to conſiſt of 
equal parts of quick-filver and lard, the quan- 
tity uſed at each friction, ſhould be ſeldom lels 
than two drachms, and rarely exceed half an 
. ounce; which, when rubbed in upon the legs or 
thighs, a pair of yarn ſtockings and flannel 
drawers ſhould be put on, and worn conſtantly 
through the whole cure. 

The frictions are beſt performed in the morn- 
ing before breakfaſt, or at night, after the buſi- 
neſs of digeſtion i is over; but whether they are 
performed in the morning or evening, the pa- 
tient ſhould go into a warm bed, and continue 
there for an hour or two, that the ointment may 
by this means be ſooner abſorbed through the 
ſkin. And here it may be proper to obſerve 
once for all, that, after the patient has done 

rubbing 


if! 
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rubbing he - ſhould waſh his hands clean with 
ſoap and water; otherwiſe, if he ſhould touch = 
his mouth with his fingers, he will ſoon occaſion 
very troubleſome ſloughs upon the inſide of his 
lips and gums, in conſequence of which his teeth 
will be early in danger of falling out. p 
In the I Rs THREE DAYS, or (which Dr. As- 
IRUC thinks more ſafe) in the IRH VE avs, it 
is uſual to anoint three times, that is once every 
or every other day. The firſt friction, he tells 
us, ſhould be extended from the feet to the 
ankles - the ſecond, from the ankles to the calf of 
the leg — and the third, from the calf of the leg 
to the buttocks. Not that we are to imagine 
he was not ſufficiently aware, that it is in fact a 
matter of no importance upon what part the 
ointment is rubbed, provided the mercury find 
its way into the blood. But the truth is, after 
the ſkin is in a great meaſure clogged by previous 
frictions, it will often prove little better than 
waſting the ointment to continue to rub it r 
upon the ſame pa 
After the N or e friction, the patient's 'Y 
breath, and the inſide of his mouth ſhould be 
carefully examined every day, in order to diſ- 
cover whether there be any ſigns of the ſalivation 
coming on. The ſigns which preſage an ap- 
proaching ſalivation, are a brackiſh taſte in the 
mouth, ſtinking breath, and whiteneſs of the 
gums, accompanied with a ſenſation as if the 


inſide of the mouth were ſcalded, as alſo. with 
A a 1 faintneſs, 
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faintneſs, heart-burn, heavineſs of the head; 
quicknels c of the pulſe, &. When theſe begin to 
appear, we muſt not be in haſte to repeat the vint- 
ment, but wait to ſee what turn the mercury wilt 
take; and if a full regular fpitting break forth, 
we muſt ſuffer it to take its. courſe, without a 
repeating the ointment, unleſs the ſpitting 
happen to flag too much; in which caſe — 5 
friction muſt be adminiſtered, which may 
extended from the buttocks up the ins * 
back, as far as the neck. And now the patient 
muſt put on a flannel ſhirt or ſhift, which muſt 
likewtle be worn during tlie reft & the cure; 
- beſides which he ould likewiſe” wear a piece 
of flannel round his neck and under his chin, 
in order to defend theſe parts from cold, 
I, beſides the ſigns mentioned above, the paro- 
tid and maxillary glands ſhould become ſwelled 
and painful, and the infide of the checks, 


where 
the falivary ducts diſcharge therkfelves into the 


mouth, ſhould appear pulfed and inflamed ; in- 
ſtead of proceeding to a repetition of the-oint-. 
ment, which would only increaſe the inflamma- 
tion, and haſten the formation of ſloughs, we 
ought to take away eight or ten otinces of blood: 
from the arm, and procure a few looſe ſtools, 
by manna, GIAUBER“s ſalts or the like. Beſides 
which, if the patient be mnch feveriſh, he ſhould. 
likewiſe take a ſcruple of nitre two or three times 
a day, in a draught of barley-water e or decoction 


of gum — | 
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By obſervingtheſe directions, the patient'smouth 
will notonly be kept tolerably eaſy, but the ſalivary 
ducts being not ſo much compreſſed by the in- 
flammation of the ſurrounding parts, the ſali- 
va will be diſcharged with greater eaſe, and the 
ointment (if judged neceſſary). may be repeat- 
ed with greater ſafety than could otherwiſe 
be done. On the contrary , if the inflamma- 
tion of the mouth be ſuffered to go on till 
ſloughs are actually formed, a Cativation can 
hardly take place, till the loughs are actual- 
ly looſened and come away; and if, under 
theſe circumſtances, we continue to repeat the 
frictions, there will be a conſtant ſucceſſion 
of freſh floughs, and when they come away 
(which may not perhaps happen, till towards 
the end of the cure), the ſalivation will often 
become unmanageable, at a time we ſhould 
otherwiſe wiſh it to be upon the decline. 
| Formerly praQtitioners were under ſome un- 
ealineſs, if after the third or fourth friction, no 
ſigns of a ſpitting began to appear. In this caſe 
they uſed to have recourſe to a turbith vomit, 
in order to pump the humours upwards, 
and haſten the diſcharge they were. ſo anxious 
about. And indeed were a falivation indiſ- 
penſibly neceſſary to the cure, this evacuation 
might often be promoted by the aſſiſtance of 
vomits, where the mercury otherwiſe ſhews 
litle diſpoſition to affect the mouth. It 
is however an unneceſſary, and a dangerous 


practice. It is unneceſſary, becauſe we know, 
Aa 2 that 
1 \ 
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| that the unAion adminiſtered plentifully will cure 
as effectually without ſalivating as it will with it. 
Andi it is dangerous, becauſe, as it cannot be 

judged neceſſary, till ſuch time as the blood may be 
ſuppoſed to be pretty well loaded with mercury; 
fo, if the mercury ſhould by this means be haſtily 
thrown upon the ſaliyary glands, ſuch a ſudden 
Glivation may chance to enſue, that the. patient 
may be i in danger of being ſtrangled by ii. 43 

Ic is therefore undoubtedly more. eligible to 
ſulfet nature to take her own courſe. And 
hence, if ſhe diſcovers a particular reluctance 
to this kind of evacuation, the cure ſhould be 
ſulfered to go on without it. But if, on the 
one hand, a ſalivation ſhould. ſpontaneouſly 
break forth, it ought to be ſuffered to take its 
courſe, having recourſe to the lancet,  glyſters, 

&c. ſo far only as may be neceſſarily to keep 
the mouth from being floughed, under which 
circumſtance a free and eaſy diſcharge K the ſa- 
liva can hardly be expected. ä 

With regard to regimen, from the firſt frifion 
the patient ſhould be kept in a chamber moderate- 
ly warm, and forbid the uſe of wine, as allo meat 
and ſolid food of all kinds, otherwiſe a diarrhea 
or dyſentery will be apt to come on. He ſhould 
therefore live upon broth, panada, or ſome 
other light food. His drink ſhould be barley- 
water, milk and water, or a ptiſan made of bar- 
ley and liquoriſe; and of theſe, made Juke warm, 
he ſhould be directed to drink plentifully, as 


well to abate any feveriſh 8555 as to dilute and 
atte- 


q 
p

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ntenuste the humonrs, and by this means fa- 
cilitate the diſcharge by the ſalivary glands, if. 
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Wann a full and; regular lalivation 5 is once 
miſed the sxcOND STAGE of the cure commences. 


That is called a regular ſpitting, in which aviſcid, 


roapy ſaliva flows from the mouth (either con · 
quantity of three, four, five. or fix pints in the 
ſpace of twenty-four hours. Not that we are 
to expect - ſo large a diſcharge, either at the 
beginning or cloſe of the ſalivation; but at 


the height, it ought regularly to be from 


three to ſix pints in the ſpace of twenty-four 
hours; ſince, aceording to Dr. AsTR vec, if it 
fall ſhort of three pints, it will not be ſufficient to 
conquer the diſeaſe, unleſs it be protracted beyond 
the uſual time; and if, on the other hand, it ex- 


ceed ſix pints, the patient will not be able to 


ſupport the diſcharge for n of 1 1 1 

ent to enſure a cure. NM 
If the ſalivation hep ba en it 

ſhould neither be haſtened nor reſtrained, but 


continued at the ſame height for fifteen, twenty, 


or twenty-five days; according to the quantity 
of the diſcharge, upon which Dr. AsrRuc, as 
well as many others, lays great ftreſs; though 
the obſtinacy of the diſorder or the contrary, to- 
gether with the quantity of mercury introduced 
into the blood, ſhould ſeem to furniſh us with a 
much better rule for protratting or ſhortening 


* As 3 the 
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the courſe, than any concluſion. chat can ba 
drawn from the quantity of the diſcharge alone, 


which is hardly ever the ſame in two perſons 
under the ſame method of cure. 


If whilſt the ſpitting falls ſhort of three pints, 


the diſorder evidently appears to be at a ſtand, 
mouth. For if the mouth be greatly "inflamed, 
and more eſpecially if ſloughs are formed about 


the opening of the excretory duds of the ſalvvary 
glands; it will be in vain to think of increaſing 


the ſpitting, whilſt theſe ducts are ſo. compreſſed 
or blocked up by the floughs, that it is impol- 
- fible for the ſaliva to find a vent. In this caſe 


therefore ſome blood ſhould be taken away, 


the body opened and cooled by manna or fal 


glauberi, and ſome nitre given between whiles as 
mentioned before. This done, and the inflam- 
mation of the mouth ſufficiently abated, the fric- 
tions may be repeated in ſuch manner as tho 
exigency of the diforder {hall ſeem to require. 

Ik, on the other hand, the ſalivation exceeds 
the due bounds, it muſt be checked and reduced 
to a proper ſtandard. . To this end theflannels 


and ſheets, which are daubed with the ointment,. 


mult be immediately changed, that no more 
mercury may. be tranſmitted from them into the 


blood; the ulcers in the mouth muſt alſo be 


touched with a little honey, acidulated with ſpi- 
rit of vitriol; we muſt likewiſe endeavour to call 


off the 1 che mouth, by purges and 


diuretics, 
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diuretics, repeated at ſuch intervals as may be 
ſufficient to anſwer this purpole ; ; and laſtly a 
decoction of gum arabic may be drank to ad- 
vantage, at leaſt I what 1 18 {aid of it may be de. 
pended on. 

The falivation being a within proper 
bounds, mult be ſuffered to go on, till ſuch time as 
the ſymptoms of the diſorder are removed, ſpur- 
ring or reſtraining it from time to time, as we 
ſee occafion.” If we ſhould find it neceſſary to 
repeat the frictions, the fifth and ſixth portions 
of the ointment may be expended on the arms 
from the tops of the ſapulz down to the wriſts, 
if the reſt of the ſkin be judged | to be too much 
clogged to admit the mercury to pals eaſihy 
through the ſkin, In the mean time, if there be 
any gumma, node, exoſtoſis, or other local 
diſorder, the part upon which ſuch diſorder js 
ſeated, may be anointed wich a drachm or two 
of the mercurial ointment, every day if the f it 
ting be moderate, or every other day if the ſpit- 
ting be plentiful. 

Theregimenduring this ſage muſt, with reſpect 
to diet, be much the ſame as before deſcribed. 
In the mean time particular care muſt be taken 
to keep the teeth as much as poſſible from being 
furred. For this purpoſe the filth, which un- 
avoidably collects about the roots of the tecth, 
muſt be carefully cleaned away with a ſoft braſh, 
otherwiſe the gums will be eaten away, a and the 
teeth in danger of falling out, The mouth muſt 
likewiſe be frequently waſhed with warm ptifan 

A a4 or 
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or barley· water, which mult be pit out again 
before the patient drinks, otherwiſe the viſcid a. 


crimonious lymph, which ſticks about the mouth, 
being carried along with the liquor into the ſto- 


mach may occaſion ſickneſs, gripes, purging, &c. 


Il the patient's ſtrength will bear it, he may 
every now and then riſe and fit by the fire, with 
his head inclined forward, and a ſpitting pot, 
either in his hand, or placed ſo as to receive the 
. faliva as it flows from him. But if, through 
want of ſtrength, he is obliged to lie down, be 
ſhould lie with his face ſomewhat prone ; nor 
"ſhould he venture to ſleep in any other poſture, 


for fear of ſwallowing the ſaliva which is con- 


ſtantly flowing into the mouth; he ſhould like- 


wiſe change ſides from time to time, leſt the acnd 


humours ſhould fall too much upon one fide of 
his mouth, tongue or cheeks ; and laſtly, in caſe 
of coſtiveneſs, he ſhould have a taxative glyſter 
3 adminiſtered. 


Tux ſalivation having been kept up for fifteen, 


twenty, or twenty-five days, and the ſymptoms 


of the diſorder having at length given way, the 
cure is then arrived at its LAS STAGE. And now 
the remains of che ſpitting are to be taken off, 
the diſorders of the mouth repaired, and the 
| patient's ſtrength recruited by N nouriſh- 
ment. 
In order to take off the remains of the ſaliva- 


tion, the flannel ſhirt, drawers and ſtockings, 
which 
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(which by this time will be ſo daubed with oint- 
ment, as to be conſtantly tranſmitting ſome por- 
tion of mercury into the blood) muſt be entirely 
laid aſide: after which the ſkin muſt every 
where be well cleanſed from the remains of the 
ointment, firſt with oil, and afterwards with 
warm water and ſoap. The foul ſheets mult 
likewiſe be changed for clean ones. Freſh air 


ſhould alſo be gradually let into the room, than 


which nothing contributes more to take off the 
elfects of the mercury, to ſweeten the breath, 
heal the ſoreneſs of the mouth, and recruits the 
ſtrength. And laſtly, if the patient has been re- 
markably coſtive during the latter end of the 
courle, a laxative glyſter ſhould firſt be admini- 
. tered, and the next morning a purging draught 
ex decoct. ſenz, manna, fal-glauberi, &c. which 
muſt be repeated occaſionally, if the ſaliva ſtill 
continues to flow from the mouth. 

With regard to the ulcers, which are fre 
quently formed in the mouth during the ſaliva- 
tion, they are for the moſt part the effect of 
bad management; fince in general they may be 
prevented, by bleeding and gently opening and 
cooling remedies, if had recourſe to. as ſoon 
as the inflammation of the mouth ſeems to 
threaten miſchief of this ſort. Nor need we be 
apprehenſive that the effects of the mercury will 
by theſe means be deſtroyed. For there is a 
great of difference between the mercury, ſpon- 
tancouſly running off by ſtool, and procuring a 

: moderate 
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moderate evacuation this way, merely with a view 
to preventthe mouth from being over. crouded with 
humours, When the mercury runs off ſpontane. 
ouſly by ſtool, the diſcharge by the ſaliyary glands 
is indeed ſtopped, and the falivation either does 
not take place at all, or if actually begun, preſently 
ceaſes, and the cure e at a ſtand: but 
if a few looſe ſtools are artificially procu red, and 
theſe are not carried further than is f is fallen 
to abate the inflammation of the mouth, the ſpit- 
ting, ſo far from being taken off, will rather 
be promoted by this means. 
If however, notwithſtanding all that has been 
done to prevent it,ſloughs ſhould actually be form- 
ed in the checks, tongue, or other parts of the 
mouth, when theſe floughs come to looſen and fall 
off, troubleſome and ſpreading ulcers will ſome- 
times remain behind. , Such ylcers, if they 
ſhew a diſpoſition to ſpread, ſhould be touched 
now and then with honey, acidulated with ſpirit of 
vitriol, as mentioned before; the mouth ſhould 
alſo be frequently waſhed with ſage-tea or barley- 
water, ſweetened with honey of roles, to which 
a little red wine may be added; or laſtly, the 
mouth may be wafhed with red wine alone, than 
which, as Dr. AsTruC obſerves, there is no- 
thing hetter to haſten the cure, and forward the 
cicatriſation of the ulcers. It muſt however be 
obſerved, that when the ſpreading is once checked, 
the uſe of aſtringent collyriums mult be entirely 


laid aſide; for beſides the danger which i is to be 
TLE appre · 
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qprehended_ from ſuddenly checking the faliva- 
bon, the uſe of acid ſpirits, red wine and the hke, 
continued too long, may render the cicatrices too 
hard and callous. And therefore when the ulcers 
ceaſe ſpreading, it will not only be ſufficient, 
but likewiſe the ſafeſt way, to waſh the mauth 
every now and then with a decoction of marſh- 
nallow roots, infuſion of linkeds, warm — 
or the like, 

Another caution which ought 135.5 to. be 
obſerved in thisas well as the foregoing ſtage, __ 
that whenever ulcers are formed in the mouth, 
the patient be. adviſed to move his tongue from 
time to time, otherwiſe being raw and ulcerated, 
i will ſometimes adhere to the inſide of the cheeks 
or gums, He ſhould alſo be told to frequently 
open his mouth pretty wide, leſt from the cica- 
trix of any deep ulcer (which may happen to be ; 
ſeated in the juncture of the jaws near the ten- 
dons of the temporal, maſſeter and internal pte- 
rygoide muſcles) an incurable ſtrifture ſhould 
take place, and the natural motion of the = 

be impeded ever after. 

With regard to what concerns the diet, his 
uch other particulars of regimen, as are to be ob- 
lerved in this ſtage: After purging has been pre- 
miſed, the patient may gradually proceed to more 
ſolid and nouriſhing food, ſuch as light puddings; 
rice-milk, jellies, poached eggs, or even chickens 
and pullets, either roaſted or boiled, provided 
his mouth will give him leave. But as patients 
juſt 
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juſt recovering from a ſalivation are fometinies 
very ravenous, they muſt be cautioned to eat with 
moderation, otherwiſe they will be liable to incur 
ſome new diſorder, They mult likewiſe be care. 
ful how they venture upon wine or ſpirituous 
liquors of any kind: for when the falivation has 
to all appearance been gone quite off, I have 
known an indulgence of this kind cauſe the ſpit- 
ting to return, and even renew the inflammation 
of the mouth, to a very troubleſome degree. 
When the patient's ſtrength 3 is in ſome mea- 
ſite recruited, the country air will be of ſervice 
and greatly contribute to re-eſtabliſh his health. 
Beſides which, if he be naturally of a ſharp, dry, 
hot conſtitution, aſſes, goats or cows milk, ſhould 
| likewiſe be drank twice a day, for a month or fix 


weeks. 
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; upon, and carefully conducted through 
its ſeveral ſtages, if not a pleaſant (as Dr. As- 
TRUC calls it) may at leaſt be reckoned a ſafe cure; 
nevertheleſs if it be entered upon without due 
preparation, if the patient (inſtead of conforming 
to the regimen preſcribed) cannot be reſtrained 


from 
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from indulging in improper diet, if he impru- 
dently expoſe himſelf to the danger of catching 
cold, or if he be guilty of exceſſes of any kind, 
and laſtly, if the unction be too precipitately 
adminiſtered, various accidents are wont to ariſe, 
which not only interrupt and retard the cure, 
but ſometimes even en the life n. | 
patient. 


Or theſe accidents fd are proper to the firſt 
lage, others to the ſecond, and others again to 
the laſt ſtage : all which however, or at leaſt 
moſt of them, inaſmuch as they ſeldom ariſe 
but from ſome or other of the cauſes enumerated 
above, are for the moſt part to be aſcribed to 
mprudent management, either in the patient 
himſelf, or. the perſon who condutts the cure. 
They ought not therefore to be conſidered as 
the neceſſary conſequences of a ſalivation; nor 
4 ſhould they be urged as ſufficient objections 

to the method-of cure juſt deſcribed, when the 
circumſtances of the diſorder render it neceſ- 
X lary ; any more than the ill effects produced 
by the raſh. and unſkilful adminiſtration of any 
other remedy, ought to be conſidered as objec- 
d tions againſt a prudent and ſkilful uſe of them. 


But to proceed. 


In the IRST $TAGE of a ſalivation, it ſome- 
times happens that, after the firſt, but much of- 
tener after the ſecond or third friction, inſtead of 

$4 | any 
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MAP of a ſpitting coming on, che patien 
is is Wade ſeized with a DIA NMH, and the 
mercury, inſtead of tending to the mouth, i; 
haſtily carried off by looſe ſtools. This accident 
may be partly owing to à weak ſtate of the 
bowels, whence the mercury naturally make 
the ſtrongeſt puſh this way; but is much'oftener 
owing to the uſual preparatory method having 
been neglected, or to the patient's indulging 
himſelf in over-eating, eſpecially of ſolid or other 
improper food. Whenever the mercury takes 
this turn, the cure mult neceſſarily be at a ſtand, 
Add to this, that the purging if neglected, ſoon 
degenerates into a dyſentery, attended with fever. 
iſhneſs, griping pains and heat in the bowels, 
mucous or bloody Rools, aud an —_— conſtant 
teneſmus. 

In this caſe, we Ro not dy ada from 
further frictions, but if the looſeneſs or other 
ſymptoms are extremely violent; the flannels 
mult be immediately changed, which being 
daubed with omtment, and conſequently ca- 
pable of tranſmitting freſh mercury into the 
blood, cannot but add freſh fuel to the com- 
plaints already ſubſiſting i in the bowels. For the 
reſt, the cure muſt be varied W che 
nature of the ſymptoms. 


Anv firſt, if there be little or no fever, andno 
remarkable heat in the bowels, and more eſpe- 
cially if the patient was not duely prepared be- 
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re-hand, or if he has indulged in improper food 
ferwards, it will be neceſſary to give a ſcruple 
of half a drachm of rhubarb, either with or with- 


be firſt paſſages. The crude or indigeſted con- 
tents, which might perhaps be lodged there, 

being by this means carried off, we muſt en- 
deavour to reſtrain the purging by means of the 
lecoctum album, which ſhould be taken plenti- 
fully by way of common drink. If this does 
wt prove ſufficient, ten, fifteen or twenty 
drops of tinctura thebaiea ſhould be taken at 
night going to bed, and a convenient doſe of 
the electuarium E ſcordio twice or thrice in the 
day-tirne :—of, if the pain of the bowels be ex- 
remely violent, attended with a ſenſe of coldnefs 
rather than heat, the patient may take ten, fifteen 
or twenty grains of the philonium londinenſe. 


But if the diſorder has aftually degenerated 
ato a dyſentery, attended with a manifeſt fever, 
and great heat as well as pain in the bowels, 
twelve ounces of blood muſt be immediately 
dawn from the arm. Nor ſhould we procee@ 
tv opiates of any kind, till the bowels have 
been firſt well waſhed by plentiful draughts of 
chicken or veal broth, as alſo by glyſters of the 
kme thrown up every hour. In the mean time the 
patient ſhould drink plentiful of barley· water, ſo- 
lution of gum arabic, &c. beſides which, he may 
likewiſe take half an ourice or an ounce of oil of 


lweet aknonds three or four times a day. N 
When 
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| When the bowels are ſufficiently cleanſed, 
and the fever is ſo far abated, that there is no 
longer any danger of inflammation to be appr. 
ended, it will then (and not before) þ proper 
to have recourſe to opiates; but thoſe of the 
ſpicy kind, ſuch as the philonium, or the con- 
fectio paulina, mult not be ventured on, for 
fear of renewing the heat and tendency to in. 
flammation. We muſt therefore be contented 
with the tinctura thebaica ; ; which indeed will 
ſeldom fail to anſwer our purpoſe, and effec- 

tually to remove any remains of irritation. _ 
If the complaint however becomes obſtinate, 
Dr. Asrxuc recommends a ſcruple of ipeca- 
cuana by way of vomit ; but this is not often 
found neceſſary. And laſtly, after the purging 
and other ſymptoms are ſufficiently abated, he 
likewiſe recommends a gentle purge, in order 
further to cleanſe the inteſtines : after which, 
if the patient has ſtrength enough left to go 
5 the cure, the frictions, he tells us, may 
be repeated, otherwiſe the ſalivation muſt for 


the preſent be deferred. 


SouE TIMES, after the third or fourth undtion, 
the patient is ſeized with a continual or intermit- 
tent FEVER ; in which (without any remarkable 
ſwelling of the head or face) the inſide of the 
mouth becomes extremely hot, the patient 
breathes with difficulty, a ſlight raſh is thrown 


out, and other ſymptoms | of a fever come 
on, 
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This fever, if more than ordinary violent, may 
ariſe from having neglected the preparatory me- 
thod from adminiſtering the ointment too preci- 
pitately, without attending to the ſtate of the 
pulſe, and the condition of the mouth, as ought 
always to be done from time to time — or laſtly 
from ſome irregularity committed by the patient, 
either by eating ſtrong or ſeaſoned food, drinking 
wine, &c. If it be ſlight, it may be conſidered 
as no more than the effect of the mercury, pre- 
ternaturally agitating and rarefying of the blood ; 
which diſturbance, ſeems indeed to be in ſome 
meaſure neceſſary to the cure. Accordingly 
Dr. Tu AN ER declared, that he was always 
beſt ſatisfied with, and judged thoſe cures 


| moſt likely to hold, in which (beſides a fore 


mouth) a ſlight fever appeared in the beginning, 
accompanied with a raſh over the body, &c. 
The ſame, we are told, was likewiſe the opinion 
of Mr. PALMER, who formerly had the care of 
one of the Lock-hoſpitals. 

If therefore the fever be ſlight, it may be ſuf. 
fered to take its courſe, the patient in the mean 
time confining himſelf to a low diet, and drink- 
ing plentifully of ptiſan or barley-water. But if 
the pulſe be more than ordinary full, and the 
mouth appear much inflamed, ſome blood ſhould 
be taken away, and either a glyſter or elſe a 
doſe of ſalts and manna preſcribed, in order to - 
procure a few ſtools. By theſe means, and for- 


* to repeat the ointment, the feveriſh ſymp- 
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toms if flight commonly diſappear in a few days: 


on the other hand if the fever be totally neglected, 


ſloughs will very ſoonbeformedinthemouth, which 
will not fail to prove moreor leſstroubleſonie, dur- 


ing the progreſs of the cure. But if inſtead of yield. 
ing to a low diet, and the means recommended 


above, the fever ſnould grow daily worſe, ve 


muſt ſhift the flannels without delay, repeat the 
bleeding according to the violence of the ſymp- 
toms, and order a purge ex infus, ſenæ, ſal. tartari, 


manng, &c. which muſt likewiſe be repeated oc- 
caſionally. And laſtly if the fever ſhould turn 


out intermittent, we muſt have recourſe to the 


bark. 
After the fo is quite carried off, if the pa- 


tient be much reduced, and appear too weak 


to go through the fatigue of a ſalivation, the 
frictions muſt be deferred for ſome time; but if 


his ſtrength be ſufficient, the flannels may be 


put on again, the friftions cautiouſly repeated, 
and the cure conducted as has been deſcribed 


in the laſt chapter. 


Tur moſt dangerous aoddets, which i is liable 
to happen in the firſt ſtage, is the ſudden swEL- 
LING of the HEAD, the tonſils, the maxillary, 
and the parotid glands; nay, even the tongue- 
has ſometimes been ſwelled to ſuch: a degree, as 
to project itſelf out of the mouth. In the mean 
time, a remarkable drowſineſs (attended with a 


ſever) comes on, deglutition and eyen reſpiration 
| are 
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are rendered extremely difficult, the patient is 
unable to utter any articulate found, and in 
ſhort is in danger either of being ſtrangled or 


elſe of dying lethargic or apoplectic. 
This frightful train of ſymptoms has ſome- 


times been known to happen after the third or 


fourth friction, when they have been adminiſtered 


too cloſe upon one another. It may however 


happen after the firſt friction, if the patient im- 
prudently expoſe himſelf to the danger of catch- 
ing cold, which feldom fails to throw the mer- 
cury upon the glands about the throat. But 
in this caſe the danger 4s much leſs, and the 
miſchief much eaſier remedied, than when the 
blood is ſo highly loaded with mercusy, ' as it 
muſt necefſarily be ae che third or fourth 
friction. 

In this alarming and ee ſituation, we 
muſt endeavour as ſoon as poſſible to allay the 
ſudden tumult raifed in the blood, and divert 
this extraordinary flux of bumours from the 


mouth and head. To this end, blood muſt be 


immediately and -pientifully drawn from the 
arm, which operation muſt be repeated, ac- 


cording to the exigency of the caſe, and the 


ſtrength of the patient. In the mean time the 
foul flannels and ſheets muſt be inſtantly removed 
and exchanged for clean ones, and the oint- 
ment carefully waſhed from off the ſkm. Be- 
ſides which, an emollient glyſter ſhould be 
adminiſtered, and afterwards a purging W 
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ex infus. ſenæ, ſal, tartari, &. which muſt likewiſe 
be repeated at proper intervals, till the tendency 


of the mercury and the dangerous afflux of hu · 


mours to the head and abet ho Fallen: di. 
verted and called off. 5 


In caſes of immediate danger, Dr. Aernve re- 


ee 4 an ounce and an half of vinum 
emeticum. But, under the circumſtances juſt 
mentioned, the action of vomiting, by pumping 
the humours violently upwards, in my humble 
opinion, would be more likely to kill than cure the 
patient. For have not vomits been often preſcribed, 
in order tohaſten a ſalivation, when it has appeared 
to come on too ſlowly ? What then muſt be the 
conſequęnce of a remedy of this kind, when the 

humours tend too much to the head and throat 
already? But to return. 

When the tongue is ſo violently ſoelled as to 
hang out of the mouth, great care muſt be taken 
that it be not wounded by the fore-teeth, or that 
it not be bitten quite off; which it will be in 
danger of, unleſs ſome / expedient be made uſe 
of to keep the teeth aſunder. And hence, we 
are told, it has been ſometimes neceſſary to 
force little wooden wedges betwixt the teeth, 
and to keep them conſtantly there, till the ſwel- 
ling was ſufficiently ſubſided, and the tongue was 
capable of being retained within the mouth. _ 

- Whilſt every means that can be thought of, 
is employed, in order to call off this dangerous 
afflux of humours to the head, the inſide of the 
mouth muſt be ne attended to, otherwiſe 

troubleſome 
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troubleſome phagedænic ulcers will in all proba - 
bility be formed upon the tongue, or upon the iri- 
ſide of the cheeks. To guard againſt which, 
the mouth muſt be frequently ſyringed with warm 
milk, decoction of marſh-mallows, infuſions of lin- 
ſeed, or the like: but acid, aſtringent, and repel- 


| lent gargles ſhould be ſtrictly avoided; ſince by 


ſtopping the diſcharge of the putrid ſaliva, they 
may hinder the ſubſiding of the tumefied glands, 
or perhaps cauſe them to ſwell a freſh. 895 
Though the ſwelling of the head, face, tongue, 
Ec. ſhould be ſufficiently ſubſided, nevertheleſs 
if the lalivation be in danger of running too high, 
we muſt ſtill endeavour to divert the humours 
downward, by the daily uſe of glyſters, by purges 
repeated at.convenient intervals, and by the uſe of 
nitze, &c, But if, on the other hand, the force of 
the mercury ſhould be ſo far weakened, that little 
or no ſpitting remains, the flannels which were 
taken off may be reſtored, and the frictions re- 
peated, with ſuch caution however as to avoid in- 
curring afreſh the misfortunes we have got rid af. 


Amoncst the accidents proper to this ſtage; 
Dr. As rx vc reckons that of our not being able to 
raiſe any ſpitting at all. But, as we can never be 
fure that this will be the caſe, till the mercurial 
courſe be abſolutely finiſhed, and the cure 
compleated ; we ſhall paſs over the conſideration 
of this circumſtance for the preſent, and proceed 
to the accidents proper to the ſecond age, and 
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Tus accidents proper to the 0 01 STAGES 
are occaſioned either by the unction having been 


too precipitately adminiſtered in the foregoing 
| ſtage ; or by the ſalivation having been attempted 


in perſons, who, being naturally weak or other- 
ways unfit to undergo ſuch a courſe, ought to have. 


been treated by gentle frichons only. 


- When. the mercury is too precipitately hurried 


into the blood, many miſchiefs are wont to ariſe 
from the extraordinary rarefaction and in- 


 ereaſed ipetus of the Hood, joined with the 


weakneſs of ſome particular part. Others ſome- 
times ariſe from a ſcorbutic or ſome other acri- 
mony prevailing in the blood, which was not 
ſufficiently corrected before the mercurial are 
was entered upon. ; 


e de body knows that when the rarefabiion 


and impetus of the blood are increaſed to a con: 
ſiderable degree, the veſſels muſt be proportion · 
ally ſtrained; and that where they happen to be 


weaker than ordinary, they will frequently give 


way. And hence it is no wonder that hamor- 
rhages of one kind or other ſhould be liable ta 
happen, when the blood is ſo loaded with mercury, 
as is commonly the caſe, after the unction has 
been adminiſtered four or five times.

men, that by the weight of the mercury, and the 
increaſed impetus of the blood, the uterine veſſels 
are forced open, and the Mznses come down, 
ſooner and in a greater quantity than uſual; | 
inſomuch that the patient is in danger of teing 
greatly weakened by the diſcharge. 

If the diſcharge be moderate, and (as is often 
the caſe) the ſalivation flag of its own accord, 
it may be ſufficient to refrain for a time from 
further anointing, and commit the reſt to na- 
ture; taking care however to ſuſtain the patient 
by broths and other proper nouriſhment. But 
if the diſcharge be ſo profuſe as to become dan- 
gerous in any degree, the flannels muſt be taken 
off, blood muſt be drawn from the arm by way 
of revulſion, and a purge or two adminiſtered in 
order to carry the mercury downwards, 

In the mean time a decoction ex rad. fymphits 
majoris may be ordered for her common drink ; 
and, by way of nouriſhment, chicken or veal 
broth, either with the root juſt mentioned, or with 
rice, &c. boiled in it, may be taken at proper 
intervals. Dr. AsTRuc and others recommend 
a decòction of unripe oranges, as alſo the ſan- 
guis draconis, roach alum, &c. to the quantity 
of half a drachm every. four hours. But, after 

all, the tincture of red roſes, or a decoction of 
bark, are perhaps the moſt elfectual reſtringents 
in co * this kind. | 
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| Fe OR the ſame reaſon that the 1 ſometimes 
unexpectedly break down, in women with child 
an ABORTION. or MISCARRIAGE. is alſo liable to 
happen, during the adminiſtration of a full courſe 
of unction; which cannot but be more dangerous 
during a mercurial courſe than at another time; 

As ſoon therefore as it appears that an abortion 
or miſcarriage is at hand, the force of the ſali- 
vation mult be reſtrained, by bleeding, laxative 
glyſters, &c. and if after all, either of theſe ac, 
cidents ſhould happen to take place, the patient 
mult be treated as women under ſuch circums 
Rances uſually are. Thus if the lochia ſhould be 
obſtructed, and a fever and tenſion of the belly 
enſue in conſequence thereof, bleeding muſt be di- 
rected, as alſo warm fomentations applied to the 
belly; the patient ſhould likewiſe fit over warm 
water, and an emollient and relaxing ' glyſter 
ſhould now and then be thrown up. If on the 
other hand, a flooding ſhould enſue, it muſt be 
treated in the fame manner as an over diſcharge 
of the menſes. But if the lochial diſcharge be 
regular and moderate, it muſt be left to nature, 
till it ceaſe of its own accord, After which, in 


this as well as in the foregoing caſe, if the pa- 


tient have ſtrength ſufficient to , go through the 
cure, the flannels may be reſtored, and the 
frictions repeated, otherwiſe the cure muſt be 
* 
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PERSONS, fubjet to an habitual ane or 
who naturally labour under weak lungs, are ex- 
poſed to the danger of an hemorrhage of a ſtill 
more alarming nature. Thus, in the midſt 
of the ſalivation, they are ſometimes ſeized with 
an HEMOPTOE Or $8PITTING of BLOOD; under 
which they are liable to fink. in a ſhort time, un- 
leſs the molt immediate relief be procured, 

A ſlight hzmorrhage indeed generally enſues 
upon the ſeparationof ſuch ſloughs, as may happen 
to have been early formed in the mouth; and a 
more plentiful one ſometimes iſſues from a hol- 
low or decayed tooth. "Theſe caſes however 
may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed by the nature of the 
diſcharge, and the part from whence it pro- 
ceeds. When the blood proceeds from the 
ſeparation of a ſlough, it is ſeldom more than 
ſufficient to ſtreak or ſlightly tinge the ſaliva ; 
and when it proceeds from a tooth, by inſpecting 
the mouth the part from whence the hemor- 
rhage proceeds, may be eaſily diſcovered., But 
when the diſcharge proceeds from the lungs 
(as in the hemorrhage we are now ſpeaking 
of) the blood is always thrown up by a cough ; 
ſometimes black, grumous, and mixed with 
phelgm, but at other times quite fluid, florid 
and unmixt, 

In this dangerous ſituation, no time mult be 
loſt, The ſalivation muſt be lowered as ſoon as 
pollble, And in order to lefſen the too great 

impetus 


relaxed by emollient glyſters, not only as a 
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impetus of the blood, and relieve the veſſels of 
the lungs, from the diſtenſion they muſt. necel. 


| farily labour under from the increaſed rarefac. 


tion of the blood, a vein, ſays Dr. Asrxve, 
ſhould be opened twice or three times a day. 
Nullum enim, ſays he, remedium eft, quo ſanguinis 
ad pettus ruentis impetus, et in pulmonaria vaſa ari- 
etantis momentum, celerits et efficactits retundi poſſint. 

The inteſtines likewiſe muſt be unloaded and 


means of carrying off the mercury, but that, by 
inviting a greater quantity of blood into the de- 
feending branches of the aorta, leſs may be 
ſent into the lungs, and ſo a revulſion made 
from the part affected. A decoction of Tama- 
rinds, drank now and then, will not only-affiſt in 
keeping the body open, but likewiſe help to cool 


and abate the too . efferveſcence of the 


blood. 

To theſe remedies muſt likewiſe be added 
fuch agglutinants and aſtringents, as are adapted 
to heal any breach in the pulmonary vellels, or 
to conſtringe and brace up their over-diſtended 
and relaxed orifices, and by this means leſſen the 
hemorrhage. To this end are recommend- 


ed gum arabic or tragacanth, juice of neilles, 
| yaryow, platntain, &c. terra japonica, ſanguis 


dracoms, alumen rupei, &c. tinflur. roſarum 1ubr. 
decoct. cort. peruvman, &c. In giving theſe re- 
gard muſt however be had to the patient's ſto- 
mach; nor muſt any of them be adminiſtered:

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in ſuch doſes, or repeated fo often, as to occa- 
fon a nauſea ; which; if it ſhould produce an ef- 
fort to vomit, can hardly fail to open the rup- 
tured or dilated veſſels afreſh, and conſequently 
renew the haemorrhage, 

For common drink, the W may uſe a light 
decoction of the radix /ymphiti majoris, as allo a 
drink made of boiling water poured upon ſliced 
quinces ; which laſt, whilſt it is agreeable to the 
palate, gently cools and aſtringes at the ſame time, 
His diet ſhould conſiſt chiefly of chicken or veal 
broth, with rad. ſymphiti, rice, &c. boiled in it; 

which ſhould be taken often, but in ſmall quan- 
tities, that the veſſels may be gradually, but nei- 
ther too much nor too ſuddenly filled. 

If, after the ſpitting of blood is ſtopped, the 
patient appear to be too weak to go on with the 
cure, it muſt be deferred: but if the cure be 
drawing towards a concluſion, and the patient 
have ſtrength enough left, it may be proſecuted in 
the manner deſcribed in the laſt chapter ; not for- 
getting however to proceed with the utmoſt cau- 
tion, for fear of renewing the hemorrhage, which 
might perhaps prove fatal to the patient. 


AxoTHER alarming accident, which ſometimes 


happen in the midſt of a falivation, is when the 


patient is ſeized with £yit.eeric rirs, and falls 
o the ground convulſed, with ſnorting, foaming 


at the mouth, and fe other ſymptoms of this

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If the caſe be flight, nothing need be done 
bat to take care that the patient do himſelf no 
miſchief, and particularly that he do not bite or 
wound his tongue in the fit; to prevent which 
Dr. Asrxuc adviſes wooden wedges to be forced 
between his teeth, as before mentioned. But 
if there be any danger, leſt from the violence or 
continuance of the paroxyſm, it ſhould dege- 
nerate into an apoplexy, blood muſt be taken 
from the arm, in order to empty the veſſels of 
the brain, which are more than ordinary turgid 


mends a couple of ounces of vinum emeticum, 


by which, ſays he, vomiting will be provoked, 


and the fit taken off. It is however a dangerous 
remedy, if we are not ſure the veſſels are * 
ficiently emptied. t. 

When the miles: ; is gone off, whether 
ſpontaneouſly or by the uſe of bleeding and other 
remedies, the ſalivation may be ſuffered to go 
on. The unction however muſt be repeated 
with caution, and anti-epileptic medicines (ac- 
cording to Dr. As rxuc) exhibited twice a day. A 
laxative glyſter ſhould alſo be adminiſtered occa- 
fionally, as well to guard againſt coſtiveneſs, as 
to prevent too great a tumult being renewed in 
the blood, upon the repetition of the ointment. 
And perhaps the prevention of future paroxyſms 
will be more effectually anſwered this way, than 


by the whole tribe of medicines dignified with.

RHEUMATIC, or ISCHIATIC PAINS, is no uncom- 
mon thing in perſons who are habitually ſubjech 
to complaints of this kind. For theſe however 
there is one certain method of cure, which ſel- 
dom fails to relieve the patient under ſuch circum- 
ſtances, at leaſt ſo far as not often to lay us under 
the neceſſity of poſtponing the cure. 

If the ſalivation riſe too high, it muſt be mo- 
derated by gentle glyſters, &c. but in ſuch a 
manner as not intirely to put a ſtop to it, unleſs 


the pains ſhould be ſo violent as to cauſe a con- 


fiderable degree of fever; in which caſe if the 
pains are of the rheumatic kind (beſides bleeding, 
if the pulſe demand it, and the daily uſe of 
emollient glyſters) the flannels ſhould be taken 
olf, and gentle laxatives, ſuch as manna, cream 
of tartar or the like given at proper intervals. 

In the mean time, the blood ſhould be con- 
ſlantly diluted with ſage-tea, baum-tea, barley- 
water, and the like; in which may be now and 
then be diſſolved ten grains or a ſcruple of nitre. 
Of ſome or other of theſe a quantity ſhould be 
taken warm in bed morning and night, ſufficient

ought therefore to be cured as ſoon as poſſible ; 


ſince, if neglected, though they rarely endanger - 


the patient's, life, they may nevertheleſs deſtroy 
the uvula, eat away the gums, produce a caries 


in the bones of the jaws, or palate, &c. 


In order to put a ſtop to the ſpreading of ul- 
cers of this ſort, the force of the mercury muſt 
be reſtrained, by the means which have been often 
mentioned in this chapter. Theulcersmuſt likewiſe 
be touched from time to time with honey, 
quickened with ſpirit of vitriol, or even with the 
acid ſpirit itſelf, if the violence of the diſorder 
ſhould ſeem to require it. The mouth ſhould 
alſo be waſhed now and then with a decoction

At length Mr. DaR AM ſtrenuotiſly 1 
this opinion, and undertook to prove that he

been the ſeat of the gonorrhæa. The arguments 
hebrought toprove this were ſuch asfoonbrought 
over many proſebytes to his opinion.

different parties, ſome adhering ohſtinately to. the 
old notion of wen, e and others E NO" 
means —_— upon ſuch ae hd dach 
party was intent upon one cauſe only, they 
ſeemed totally to neglect and diſregard the other. 

In the mean time it could nat but occur to 
every attentive practitioner that the diſcharge 
queſtion was ſometimes plainly ſeminal, at other 
times purulent — and ſometimes again that it par- 
took of both appearances. And this, together 
with other circumſtances frequently attendant on 
diſcharges of this kind, could not but point ſome- 
times to one cauſe, and ſometimes to another: 
and, as at can hardly be imagined that a gleet 
proceeding from ulcers, can be cured in the ſame 
manner as one proceeding from relaxation; {o 
an attention to the reſpective cauſes juſt men- 
tioned, could not hut be nnen 
attended to in practice.

THAT a venereal GLEET may, and often dees, 
proceed from RELAXATION, there can be no 
room to doubt, when it is conſidered that the 
diſcharge in a virulent gonorrhea proceeds in a 
great meaſure from the ſeminal veſicles, proſtate 
and Cowper's glands. Now it is eaſy to-imagine

Venereal ideas likewiſe wantonly in- 
dulged, by exciting ſome degree of contraction 
in the parts deſtined by nature for ejecting the 
ſemen, muſt neceflarily force the ſeminal hu- 
mours through the relaxed veſſels, and conſe- 
quently help to continue and increaſe the diſ- 
charge. In like manner, ſeaſoned food, a highly 
bilious or ſcorbutic ſtate of blood, or any other 
cauſe, from whence the ſeminal humours may 
contract a more than ordinary degree of acrimo-

agentleman, who, having got rid of a complaint of 
this kind by means of an injection, in which the

ingredient; which 2 has n ſometimes 
known to ſucceed, where ſtronger aſtringents 
have failed. They have likewiſe this further 
advantage over aftringents, that they are leſs liable 
to contract the urethra; though if the calomel be 
not levigated extremely fine, they will ſometimes 
irritate and inflame. The mercurial preparations 
however are in ſome degree aſtringent, and there: 

fore, as well as aſtringents ſo called, muſt be uſed 
with caution; otherwiſe even theſe may bring on 
Arairgury or nn a een of urine. 


Tus laſt IEP remedy, CULT) to We 
ulcers in the urethra, are the ſuppurating candles 
or bougies, for the introduction of which incaſesof 
this kind we are chiefly indebted to Mr. DaRAN. 


And indeed the inluffigiency of internal . re: 
medies, 
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medies, and even of injections of every kind hi- 
therto invented, in cextain caſes, is but too well 
known. ,- How many practitioners, after having 
that could be thought of, have at laſt beer ob- 
liged to abandon the caſe and commit the cure 
to nature ?- But though it muſt be confeſſed: that, 
at the diſtance of two or tliree years, nature has 
ſometimes: effected a cure, the diſcharge inſenſi- 
bly diminiſhing, and at length totally diſappear- 
ing; there are however caſes, in which it would 
be in vain to wait for this event, and which have 
neverthelels bea * cured by o uſe w 
bougies.

tn be it 0 e the 
edges of the ulcers) may be/grown hard and cal- 
lous, or the ulcers may be become fiſtulous, or 
fungous fleſh may have ariſen above the ſurface; 
any of which circumſtances cannot but prove 
obſtructive of the cure.

And 


hence one kind of bougie is commonly found to 
anſwer, exery intention in the cure of ulcers of 


2 properties, ſays Mr. Ves requiſite in 


a bougie are, 1. a ſufficient degree of firmneſs- 


that it may be introduced without bending ; 2. a 


ſuppleneſs and tenacity, that it may conform to 


the body without breaking; g. a {ſmoothneſs of 


ſurface, that it may not only be introduced with 
more eaſe, but that it may lie eaſy in the paſſage 


till it begins to diſſolve; and 4. a lenient fuppu- 


rative quality, that it may bring on a diſcharge 


without pain, or at leaſt with as {mall a degree 
of pain as poſſible. 

The common wax din though endued 
with ſufficient firmneſs and ſmoothneſs, are ex- 
tremely apt to crack in the urethra, | fo as not to 
be withdrawn ſometimes without cauſing unne- 
ceſſary pain. Beſides which, as Mr. SuARr ob- 
ſerves, they produce ſo little diſcharge, that upon 
this account. they prove an ineffetiual remedy. 
On the other hand, he obſerves, that plaiſters im- 
pregnated with a large proportion of turpentine 
or reſin ſtimulate too much, He therefore gives

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-he obſerves, may be rendered efficacious by a 
variety of mixtures. He judiciouſly objects to 
the pradtice of ſprinkling eſcharotic poders on 
che bougie for the ſake of procuring a plentiful 
ſuppuration, obſerving that they are rather caley- 
lated to form an eſchar than promote ſuppura- 
tion, and that in ſome urethras their uſe muſt 
not only cauſe great pain, but may even be at- 
tended with danger. 

He acknowledges indeed * mixed up ond 
blended with the plaiſter, he has often uſed 
the red precipitate, white preciputate, calomel, and 
 ethaops minerul; adding that, though the præci- 
pitates (at leaſt the red precipitate) are'properly 
eſcharotics, yet, when mingled with the plaiſter, 
they loſe their corrohve quality, and may be em- 
ployed with the utmoſt innocence, eſpecially if 
they have been finely levigated. But after all, 
he gives the preference to a large quantity of 
crude quickſilver: for quickſilver, ſays he, min- 
gled with auxungia or plaiſter, is not only an 
excellent topical application for ulcers, but has 
alſo a peculiar diſcutient quality, which it may 
poſſibly exert upon the n and callous 
edges of the ulcers. 

The proportion of quickſilver he allots, is 
half an ounce to every ounce of plaiſter. The 
diachylon he ſays muſt be made with oil, and a 
little pix burgundica added to it, that it may be 
ſufficiently tenacious, He likewiſe adds to every

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no buntes of the plaiſter two drachms of crude 
antimony, from an opinion that it greatly adds 

to the ſmoothneſs and good conſiſtence of the 
bougie, beſides, adds he, that it may poſſibly 
have other virtues.

The quickſlver, ho ? Es whether it be 
divided it ballam of ſulphur or honey, muſt 
not be put into the plaiſter, till the moment be- 
fore the bougies are made; nor muſt the plaiſter 
be boiling hot at that time, left the quickfilver 
ſhould ſeparate from the body it is divided in, 
and fan down. to the doom in form of glo- 
bules.

Whether or no the bougie derive any great 
virtue from the quickſilver inviſcated with the

In the mean 
time they are eaſier prepared than Mr. SHARPS, 
In his compoſition - it requires a good deal of la- 
bour to extinguiſh the quickfilyer ;” and when 
this is done, if the plaiſter be eyer ſo little too 
hot, the glahules of quickſilver will infallibly 
ſeparate and fall to the bottom, or elſe prels out 
from the bougie whillt it is rolling into the pro- 
per form: whereas the compoſition juſt men- 
tioned, when once melted, is of an equal con- 
ſiſtence, rolls up well, fits as ealily in the ure- 
chra, and produces as cortain, aol as S600 0 
geſtion as Mr. SHARE'S, | 
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The manner of preparing the bougies is thus 
deſcribed by Mr. Sharp. When; the ingredients 
are thoroughly melted, {lips of fine rag muſt be 


ready to dip in the compoſition; which though 


not boiling, muſt however be ſo hot as to ſoak 
through and colour the rag. Theſe flips muſt 


be of different lengths, from ſix to nine or ten 


inches; roll them up looſſy, and, taking hold 
of one extremity with the left hand, let the rag 
ſo rolled up fall on the ſurface of the plaiſter, and 
draw it out gently. As it is drawn out, it will 
take up a quantity of plaiſter on its ſurface, equal 


to the thickneſs of a ſilver groat. To facilitate 


the unrolling of the rag, it will be proper to aſſiſt 
its motion with a ſpatula. And as the plaiſter 


taken p by che cloth will have little bubbles 
upon the ſurface, an iron ſpatula a little warmed 


ſhould be paſſed over the plaiſter before it is cut 
into bougies, in order to render it more ſmooth 
and compact. 
If the cloch be exactly three inches broad, it 
will make fix bougies of a moderate ſize. It is 
a more exact and ſpeedy method to cut them off 
with a knife and ruler, than with a pair of ſciſ- 
lars. But, as it is generally adviſeable that the end 
which is firſt introduced ſhould be ſomewhat 
ſmaller than the reſt, a little ſlope ſhould be cut 
off from one end of the rag; which will make 
that end of the bougie proportionally ſmall, which 
is in to be introduced firſt. When the

| Bzronx a bougie of any kind be introduced, 


continues Mr. Snare, it is neceſſary that it 
thould be ſmeared all over with ſweet oil, as well 


to facilitate its introduction, as to prevent it from 


Rimulating too ſuddenly, ſo as to render its con- 


tinuance in the urethra. intollerable, In order 
to introduce it, the patient may either ſtand, or 
lay himſelf in the poſture we put a man to cut 
for the ſtone. In either caſe, the ſurgeon graſps 


the penis near the glands, and extends it gently, 
. that the urethra may not be wrinkled, and the 


bougie meet- with no impediment upon this ac- 
count. After it is introduced, it will be expe- 


dient to faſten a piece of cotton thread to the end 
of it, left it ſhould inſinuate itſelf into the urethra 
beyond our reach ; which cannot hut render 
the extraction of it difficult, if Wee 
without inciſion. 

Sometimes the urethra i ſo tender, chat the 
firſt application is very painful. On this ac- 
count, the bougie ſhould be left in but one, two or 
three hours in a day at firſt ; but when the patient 
is able and willing to beay it, it may be left in 
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ſix or ſeven hours out of the four and twenty in 
the beginning of the cure. Sometimes, on the 
contrary, it is very bearable at firſt, and becomes 
more painful after ſome time ; and in moſt caſes it 
occaſions a heat of urine, and very frequently 2 
chordee as troubleſome as that which is met with 
in the virulent ſtate of a gonorrhea. Sometimes 
likewiſe it brings on a ſwelled teſticle. When it 
irritates too much, it may be diſcontinued for 
one, two, or three days, according to the na- 
ture of the ſymptoms. In the mean time, to 
obviate any liableneſs to inflammatory diſorders 
of the urethra or genital parts, it is of great im- 
portance that the patient ſhould live temperately, 
and even obſerve a cooling regimen through the 
whole treatment. Wich regard to the degree of 
pain which will admit of the bougie's continuance 
in the urethra, this point muſt in a great meaſure 
be determined by the patient's feeling. Rut if he 
can ſubmit to wear it nine or ten hours in a day, 
he will in all probability be much ſooner relieved, 
than if he wore it only two or three hours; and 
if it does not ſtimulate too much by it's conſtant 
application, it is certainly a prudent ſtep to wear 
it night and day without intermiſſion. 


However, as few men will conform to ſo exact 
a diſctpline (nor indeed does the nature of the ma- 
lady always require it), it will be adviſeable to 
wear it in the day rather than the night; becauſe · 
in bed the patient will be liable to erections, and

; medy for ſome time longer. * | 


* Anoncsr the cauſes which may hinder ulcers 
in the urethra from healing, have been mentioned 
ſinuoſity and fungous excreſcences.. The firſt of 
theſe (unleſs actually accompanied with ſinuſes 
which open into the perinæum) can only be 
gueſſed at, viz. from the ſigns of ſome conſiderable 
abſceſs having been previouſly. formed in the 
neighbourhood of the ſeminal veſicles, proſtate 
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or Cowper's glands. When ſuch ſigns have oc- 
curred in the progreſs of a gonorrhoea, and a 
conſiderable diſcharge (whether ſanious or pu- 
rulent) obſtinately continues to flow from the 
urethra, after all ſigns of virulency have been 
a long time gone off; ſuch diſcharge may not ime 
probably be ſuppoſed tobe ſupplied by ſome ſinus 
or ſinuſes remaining in conſequence of the forego- 
ing abſceſs. Still however this is but vonjecture. 

Carnoſities or excreſcences are indeed much 


eaſier to be aſcertained. For as they muſt ne- 


ceſlarily occaſion ſome kind of obſtruction in 
the urethra, and more or leſs interrupt the free 
diſcharge of the urine; ſo the obſtruction may 
commonly be diſcovered by examining with a 
bougie. But as the obſtruction 1s ablolately out 
of light, it will ſtill remain doubtful, whether 
what we feel be really a carnoſity, or only a 
ſtricture of the urethra; ſince either cauſe will 
occaſion the ſame complaints, and both upon 
examination exhibit the ſame feel. But the na- 
ture of theſe complaints will be more fully og

At other times however within a few months af- 
ter the gonorrhœa has been cured, the urine, 
inſtead of coming away with the accuſtomed eaſe, 
begins to be rendered with fome difficulty. In- 
ſtead: of being voided in a full even ſtream, it 
begins to aſſume a forked appearance, ſo as to 
ſcatter different ways. By degrees the ſtream of 
urine becomes leſs and leſs, till at laſt it is ſcarcely 
bigger than a piece of pack thread; in which caſe 
it is not preſſed out without much ſtraining, and 
that for the moſt part accompanied with great 
pain, Add to this, that ſome portion of urine 
is commonly detained in the bulbous part of 
the urethra ; which, by keeping up a conſtant 
irritation in the perinzum and about the neck of 
the bladder, cauſes a kind of teneſmus of this 
part, ſo that the patient is almoſt conſtantly ſoli- 
cited to make water. |

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3 „ln the Adee is making its 
approaches, it for the moſt part cauſes ſo little 
inconveniency, that upon this account it is often 
overlooked too long: nevertheleſs, at any. time 
of the diſorder, and eſpecially in its more ad- 


vanced ſtage, if it be aggravated by wine, ve- 


nery, riding, improper diet, or any other cauſe, 
* perinæum grows hot, tenſe and painful, 
and a total ſuppreſſion of urine is ſometimes 
brought on. As the paroxyſm remits, the 
urine is again diſcharged, at firſt flowly and 
in ſmall drops, then faſter and in larger drops, 
and at length in a ſmall but continued thread- 
like ſtream.

THE diforder in queſtion, and indeed all the 
other diforders of the urethra, ſays Mr. Syarr, 
are uſually imputed to an unſkilful treatment of 
the gonorrhea, and particularly to the uſe of 
aſtringent injections. But this cenſure, adds he, 
ought to be paſſed with great tenderneſs, ſeeing

only produce preſent miſchief, but even lay the 
foundation for future diſorders in the urethra, 
is a truth which cannot be denied. . When | too 
ſtrong; they not only occaſion great -pain, but 
may even contract the urethra, in ſuch a manner 
as to impede the diſcharge of the urine ; and ob- 
ſtinately perſiſted in, may even render the im- 
pediment habitual. - But how they ſhould occa- 
ſion excreſcences, carnoſities, or caruncles as 
they are called, is not ſo eaſy to coneive ; ſince 
we-know from experience, that aſtringent appli- 
cations are rather calculated to repreſs than pro- 
mote the growth. of fungous fleſh. And yet, 
whilſt ſtrictures of the urethra were not fo much 
as dreamt of, as a cauſe of the ſtrangury we are 
now treating of, the blame was conſtantly laid 
upon injections of this kind; which may be con- 
ſidered as one inſtance of chat proneneſs to find 
fault, which has at all times been but too preva- 

lent amongſt the profeſſors of the healing art. 
For his own reputation, no pra citioner would 
have recourſe to aſtringent injections, when other 
means are likely to ſucceed. But, as there are 
gleety diſcharges in which they mult be em- 
ployed, or the caſe abandoned (unleſs we have 
recourſe to Þougies earlier than moſt patients will 
be

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be perſuaded to ſubmit to this kind of remedy); 
ſo Mr. Su Ax gives it as his opinion that, an habi- - 
tualgleet which is ſuffered to run on, is more likely 
to terminate in ſome painful diſorder of the ure- 
thra, than when it has been ſtopped by an aſtrin- 
gent injection within the firſt three months of 
its appearance. And this will appear not im- 

probable in ſome inſtances, when we conſider the 
immediate cauſes which obſtruct the paſſage of 
the urethra, and give riſe to the ſtrangury we are 
now treating of; though to many of them an un- 
timely.uſeof injections mayundoubtedly contribute. 


Tur immediate cauſes of this diſorder are,

On the other hand, in long · neglected ulcers of 
this part, and particularly in lax habits, it is not 
to be wondered, if excreſcences, hyperſarcoſes, 
or caruncles (as they are called), fhould ſome- 
times ariſe. And in fact, to this cauſe the ſtran- 


gury we are now treating of, was generally aſ- 


cribed for near two hundred years ; though, 
upon diſſecting the bodies of ſuch as have died 
with this diforder upon them, excreſcences or 
caruncles have been ſo ſeldom met with, that 
their exiſtence in the urethra has for ſome time. 
been looked upon as merely chimerical. I have 
however ſeen an excreſcence which appeared to 
be ſeated about a quarter of an inch up the ure- 
thra ; it was ſoft, and at the fame time fo large 
that part eri was conſtantly forced ont at the 

orifice 
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orifice, whenever the patient voided his urine. 
So that, whether appearances of this kind have 
been found upon diſſection or not, the caſe is at 
leaſt poflible, and may therefore be admitted 
amongſt the other cauſes of this diforder ;| though 
it can hardly be canceived to be the effect of ap · 
plications of a drying or aſtringent nature; which 
as juſt obſerved, are nnr | 
promote the growth of luxuriant fleſh. 

But though caruncles may ſometimes happen, 
the cauſe at preſent moſt frequently acknow- 
ledged, is a contraction or ſtricture (as it is called) 
of the urethra ; which, ſays Mr. Stare, 
may ſometimes affect a ſmall portion of the paſ- 
ſage only, at other times a conſiderable length of 
it, and frequently three or four different parts of 
it at the fame time. The diſpoſition there fome- 
times is in membranous parts to contract, he ob- 
ſerves, is very notorious in parts which have been 
wounded or ulcerated, and ſometimes continues to 
exert itſelf for many weeks and even months after 
the ſore is healed. In proof of which, he appeals 
to burns and wounds of the tendonous and liga- 


mentous parts, particularly of the fingers and 


toes, in which this effe& is more particularly to 


be obſerved. From this kind of analogy he con- 
cludes, that the ſtrictures which are ſo frequently 
met with in perſons who have been repeatedly clap- 
ped, are the conſequences of previous ſcars formed 
by ulcers in the urethra. Nor is it improbable 
that a prepoſterous and injudicious uſe of drying 

and 
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and aſtringent injections, may have ſometimes | 
contributed to this event. However as mere ci- 
catrices (wherever formed) have a natural ten- 
dency to corrugate and pucker the ſkin,' ſo a 
contraction may eafily be conceived to happen in 
the urethra, though no injection ſhould have DW 
made uſe of. | 

A ſcirrhous or ſpongy enla rgement of the Th 
rumontanum, with or without ulceration, ac: 
cording to Mr. Su Ax, is a very common cauſe 
of obſtruction; and this he ſuſpects to be the 
caſe; where in coition the emiſſion of the ſemen 
is attended with pain. An enlargement of this 
kind projecting conſiderably into the urethra, 
cannot but in ſome meaſure. impede the dif- 
charge of the urine ; and when the part is 
more than ordinarily ſwelled by any adventitious 
inflammation, whether occaſioned by drinking, 
riding, or any other cauſe, a total ſuppreſſion of 
urine may happen in conſequence thereof. The 
ſame thing may likewiſe happen from a ſcirrhous 
or ſpongy enlargement in ſome part of the corpus 
ſpongioſum urethræ. 

A ſcirrhus of the ſeminal veſicles or proſtate 
gland, is likewiſe reckoned as another cauſe of ha- 
bitual ſtranguries. The former, ſays Mr. Sar, 
is a very uncommon caſe; but the latter, conti- 
nues he, often occurs, even when no venereal 
diſorder has preceded. It is however. more fre- 
quently the conſequence of a virulent gonorrhea, 
that has been either neglected or ill-treated. And 


indeed, if the virulency has not been duely cor- 
rected, 
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.xeQed, or if an untimely check has been put to 
the free diſcharge of the corrupted ſeminal hu- 


mours, it is not to be wondered that the texture 


of the parts in queſtion muſt be more or leſs in- 


jured: nor is it impoſſible but that, under ſuch 


circumſtances, the uſe of drying and aſtringent 
injections, may even contribute to induce a ſcir- 


rhous diſpoſition; more particularly i in ſcrophulous 
and cancerous habits, in which of all others ſuch 


an event is moſt likely to happen. Be this as it 
may, a ſchirrous ſtate of the parts juſt mentioned 
cannot but prove a very formidable cauſe of the 
ſtrangury we are treating of, and, according to Mr. 


Snare, may even occaſion ſymptoms which are 


liable to be miſtaken for a ſtone in the bladder. 
It has been formerly obſerved, that the ſeminal 
velicles and proſtate and Cowper's glands have 


been ſometimes known to ſuppurate ; and hence, 


their internal ſubſtance being deſtroyed, their 
cavity may not improbably be ſometimes filled 
with fungous fleſh ; which growing daily larger 
and larger, may at laſt fo preſs upon the urethra, 
as to give riſe to an habitual ſtrangury. And this 
is a caſe, which, according to Mr. DAR AN, will 


hardly admit of being effectually cured ; though 


Mr. Su axr is of opinion there may be ſome hopes 
from the bougies, ſince indurations and fiſtulæ in 
perinzo, he obſerves, are evidently relieved by 
ſuch means. And indeed ſhould the caſe in queſ- 


tion have its origin from a virulent running un- 


_ timely ſuppreſſed (whether by injections or other- 


ways) 


ways), ſuch a method of cure + may notinquoha- 


bly be attended with ſucceſs. 


Petr cou win thus explained, it is e 
conceive in what manner the ſeveral ſymptoms of 


this diſorder are produced. For the urethra 


being ſtraitened by any of the cauſes above men- 
tioned, the ſtream of urine muſt neceſſarily be 
diminiſhed. In the mean time (by reaſon of 
the obſtacles it meets with in the urethra) it will 
be divided into two ſtreams; which, though they 


unite, again in the urethra, yet, as Toon as they 
meet. with ſufficient room, will divaricate again, 


and each maintain a ſeparate direction. The refiſt- 
ance likewiſe, which the urine meets with in paſſ- 


ing out, will oblige the patient to ſtrain more or 
leſs in making water. The urine likewiſe ſtriking 
with more or leſs force againſt the obſtacles which 


oppoſe it, in proportion as the paſſage is more or 
leſsobſtructed, will occaſion more or leſsof dyſury. 


If the pain be violent, it will by conſent of parts 


excite a ſpaſmodic conſtriction of the neck of the 
bladder, which coming on and going off ſuddenly 
will cauſe the urine to be voided by ſpurts. The 
teneſmus, or perpetual inclination to make water, 
may be owing either to ſome portion of urine 
detained in the bulbous part of the urethra, as 
already explained, or to the neck of the bladder 


or the neighbouring part being more or leſs in 


an inflamed ſtate. 
It is likewiſe evident, that all theſe ſymptoms 


mult 
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muſt be conſiderably aggravated, if the obſtades 
ſeated in the urethra ſhould be more than ordina- 
rily inflamed from any adventitious cauſe ; fo 
that what was at firſt a mere ſtrangury, is not un- 
frequently converted into a total ſuppreſſion of 
urine ; in which caſe, after the moſt violent 
ſtraining, the patient is able 69 0id poten: but

Ir is very ſeldom that che ſtrangury here treat- 
edof happens to women, both becauſe the urethra 
in them is ſhorter and broader than it is in men, 
and becauſe the parts principally affected in a 
gonorrheea are either, ſays Dr. As rRxuc, ſeated 
at a conſiderable diſtance from the urethra (as 
the Cowper's and botryform glands), or elſe, if 
they are ſeated near the urethra (as the proſtate 
gland) do not open into it, and therefore cannot 
ſo readily affect it. Nevertheleſs Dr. AsrRuc 
ſays he has met with ſome inſtances of this kind 
of ſtrangury in women, from the proſtate being 
enlarged and ſcirrhous, and prefling upon the 
urethra, ſo as to hinder the free exit of the urine. 
He adds that he once found this part ſuppurated, 
and opening with lateral ſinuſſes into the urethra, 
whence, beſides a conſtant diſcharge of acrid 
matter, a frequent ſtrangury was brought on, 

Mr. Snanr likewiſe obſerves, that, though 
women ate but little ſubje& to obſtructions of 
the urethra, becauſe the lacunz of the vagina 
are principally concerned in a gonorrhœa ; yet 
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- which are ſometimes affected, the ſame conſe- 


quences may enſue as in the urethra of men. Ac- 
cordingly, adds he, the caſe does ſometimes,

Fron the deſcription which has been given of 


this diforder, a little attention will enable us to 
diſcover even the firſt approaches to it, and ſtill 
more ſo, when it is arrived at any height. But to 
put the matter beyond all doubt, it will be ne- 


ceſſary to examine the urethra, by introducing 
a bougie. The antecedent cauſe is likewiſe ealy 
to be difcovered from the confeſſion of the pa- 
tient; from whence it will appear, whether and 
how often he has been afflited with a gonor- 
rhœa, to what degree of virulency the diſorder 


had arrived, and whether or no the running has 


been untimely ſuppreſſed by the uſe of aſtringent 
injections. But with regard to the conjunct

If however a ſanious or purulent matter iſſue 


from the urethra, or if any diſcharge of this kind 


follow the urine, we may reaſonably infer that 


the obſtacles are either ulcers or ſuppurated ca- 


runcles. And if the matter diſcharged in this 


manner be conſiderable in quantity, and _ 
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the linen with broad ſpots ; it will be probable 
that it does not proceed from flight and ſuperfi- 
cial ulcers, but from the ſeminal veſicles or pro- 
ſtate gland, which after having ſuppuratedare at 
length become fiſtulous. And this will become 
ſtill more probable; if the perinæum appear 
fuller than ordinary, and (the uſual fymptoms 
of ſuppuration having preceded) the matter upon 
preſſing this part be diſcharged in a more 
than ordinary quantity through the urethra. 

On the other hand, if there be no diſcharge 
at all, or only a ſmall quantity of mucus, and that 
voidedin conſequence of ſtraining to diſcharge the 
urine; we may collect from thence, that the 
obſtacles are not of the ſuppurated kind, and 
conſequently that they are either ſtrictures, cal- 
lous excreſcences, an indurated or ſpongy en- 
largement of the verumontanum, or a ſcirrhous 
ſtate of the ſeminal veſicles or proſtrate gland. 
But, which of theſe in particular conſtitutes the 
obſtruction, cannot be aſcertained with any degree 
of certainty. Thus much however is generally 
allowed, that all of them are accompanied with

Tux difficulty of cure and the danger at- 
tending this diſorder, or in other words the 
?ROGNOSTIC depends upon the number, nature, 
and fituation of the obſtacles, The more nume- 

. Gg rous 
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rous and the greater the obſtacles are, and the 
nearer they are ſeated to the neck of the bladder, 
ſo much the worſe and more obſtinate will the diſ- 
order prove. And if they happen to be inflamed 
fo as to bring on a total ſuppreſſion of urine, the 
danger will be increaſed like wiſe; inaſmuch as 
from the obſtinate retention of urine, and the con · 
ſequent diſtention of the bladder, an inflammation 
and at length a gangrene of this part will be liable 
to be brought on; unleſs, either by art or nature

| event takes place. 


And hence ed bend anc 


PAS as are cauſed by mere ſtrictures, by 
ſlight and ſuperficial ulcers, or by mere caruncles 
or excreſcences, are much eaſier to be cured, than 
ſuch as are occaſioned by callous fubſtances 
formed in the corpus fpongioſum urethre, 
or by a callous or ſpongy enlargement of the 
verumontanum ; and laſtly, that the moſt diffi- 
cult, as well as dangerous caſes of all, are 
thoſe which are owing to a fuppurated fun- 
gous, or ſeirrhous tate of the ſeminal veficles, 
proſtate or Cowper's glands. And here it may 
be obſerved, that though obſtacles of the ſup- 
purated kind are not unfrequently attended with 
fiſtulous opening in perinæo, and the cure on 
this account is ſometimes extremely perplexing ; 
nevertheleſs the event is much leſs Joubtful, than 
in either of the other two caſes juſt mentioned, 
inwhich Mr. Dana ſeems to entertain little 
hopes of * able to effect a cure.

So however it happens, that a $5UePREsS$SION of 
URINE commonly gives the firſt alarm. Underthis 
circum ſtance therefore, if there be reaſon to ap- 
prehend an inflammation of the obſtacles, ſeated 
either in the urethra itſelf or about the neck of the 
bladder, the cure muſt be begun by bleeding, which 
muſt be liberally performed, and a ſlender cool - 
ing diet with reſt ſtrictly enjoined. Emollient oily 
glyſters ſhould likewiſe be thrown up two or there 
times a day, with ſome of the electarium & caſſia 
diffolved in them, ſo as gently to ſollicit a diſcharge 
by the inteſtines, or at leaſt prevent the rectum 
from being loaded with fæces. In the mean 

">" "$2 time, 
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time, the perinzum ſhould - be continually fo- 
mented with warm milk, decoction of marſh- 
mallows, linſeeds, or the like ; or an emollient 
and relaxing poullice ſhould be kept conſtantly ap- 
plied to this part, and renewed at proper inter- 
vals, ſo as to prevent it from becoming dry and 
band. A bladder likewiſe filled with warm bran 
and water, ſhould be applied to the region of 
the pubes. If other remedies fail, the warm 
bath or a ſemicupium muſt be employed; and 
indeed where the caſe is urgent, the ſooner re- 
courſe is had to this remedy the better. | 
In the mean time it ſhould be remembered, 
that though the fullneſs and diſtenſion about the 
region of the pubes, may make us wiſh toprocure 
a diſcharge of the urine, diuretic apozems with 
nitre and the like, are more likely to do harm than 
good; ſince by deriving more urine into the blad- 
per, whenit is already too much diſtended, its muſ- 
cular coat may be ſo far weakened, that after the in- 
flammation or ſpaſm is removed, it may be render- 
ed abſolutely incapable of expelling the urine. 
I fay, inflammation or ſpaſm. For though in- 
flammation has commonly a conſiderable ſhare 
in bringing on paroxyſins of this Kind; never - 
: theleſs, that a ſpaſmodic contradiction of the 
neck of the bladder helps to aggravate and con- 
tinue the obſtruction, there can be little reaſon 
to doubt, when we conſider the relief which has 
been ſometimes procured by opiates. 
After having therefore taken away more ki 
$ 
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leſs blood according to the ſtrength of the pa- 
tient, and according as the ſigns of inflammation 
(ſuch as heat, fullneſs, and throbbing or a- 
tion in the neighbourhood of the parts ade 5 
are more or leſs urgent; and after having tried 
what can be done by emollient and relaxing 
glyſters, fomentations, and the uſe of the warm 
bath, if the irritation and pain are exceſſive, and 
the urine ſtill continue obſtructed, à plentiful 
uſe of opium as well by the mouth as by way of 
glyſter, will ſeldom fail to relax the 82 1 
procure a paſſage to the urine. 

The uſe of glyſters is ſtrongly u mea 
in theſe caſes by Mr. Porr, who obſerves that 
(after bleeding) the moſt effectua relief will be 
from the warm bath, ſemicupium, the applica- 
tion of bladders with warm water 'to the pubes 
and perinzum ; and, above all other remedies, the 
injection of glyſters, conſiſting of warm water, 
oil, and opium. There may, he admits, have 
been caſes which have reſiſted and baffled this 
method ; but, adds he, I have never met with 
them. 

The ſame practice is further n 
illuſtrated, and inſiſted on, in the firſt number 
of the Medical Miſcellany ; a work which I am 
ſorry to ſee dropped, as from the impartiality and 
extenſiveneſs of the plan, I ſhould-not have 
doubted to ſeen it become the means of convey- 
ing many uſeful and important obſervations to 
the public. But to proceed: , +» 
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Evident figns of an over dillended bladder, {till

total ſuppreſſion of urine. The x apicar cus of 
the ſtrangury, the cauſes of which ſtill remain, 
cannot be otherways effected than by re- 
moving the ſeveral obſtacles ſubſiſting in the 
urethra, partly by a ſlow and gradual dilatation, 
and partly by a gentle ſuppuration; both which 
muſt be ſupported for a ſufficient length of time.

parts of the urethra, this method could not but 


be attended with many and great inconveniencies ; 

all which are eaſy to be concerved by ſuch as con- 
ſider the extreme tenderneſs of the part, and the 
nature and operation of ſuch medicines. 


Tux method which ſucceeded to that above 
mentioned, conſiſted in lay ing open that part of the 
urethra where the diſorder was ſuppoſed to be ſeat- 
ed; that, by this means the obſtacles being expoſed 
to view, might be treated with an application ſuit- 
ed to their reſpective natures. Thus, if they were 
caruncles or excreſcences, they were to be con- 
ſamed by cauſtics ; and if ulcers, to be ſucceſhve- 
ly digeſted, deterged and healed by proper reme- 
dies after which, the wound in the urethra was 
ſuffered to heal up. This method however does 
not appear to have long maintained its ground. 
It was found, ſays Dr. AsTtauc, that many 
patients who had undergone this operation,

Nor indeed does it ſeem We to expect 
that diſorders of the kind we are now treating of,

duced by diſtenſion and preſſure only; but which 
experience has by this time evinced are effectual - 

ly promoted by the ſuppurating bougies. Be- 
fore the introduction of this laſt kind of reme- 
dy in the treatment of the diſorders in 
queſtion, the property of ſuppuration, as Mr. 
Snare very juſtly obſerves, was not ſufficiently 
attended to : and to this he ſcruples not to im- 
| pute 
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pute the frequent relapſes that patients were liable 
to in complaints of this ſort, . whilft the cure was 
attempted by preſſure and dilatation only. But, 
when a gradual diſtention of the urethra is like- 
wiſe accompanied with a plentiful ſuppuration, 
it is not difficult to conceive that ſuch a diſcharge 
muſt be greatly inſtrumental in gradually diſ- 
ſolving and melting away, not only fungous 
excreſcences and the , callous cicatrices of for- 
mer ulcers, but hkewiſe other calloſities which 
may happen to be ſeated in the ſpongy body of 
the urethra, Nay Mr. Sn A Rx goes ſo far as tothink, 
that the influence of ſuppuration may even be ex · 
tended to ſcirrhoſities of the ſeminal veſicles and 
proſtate gland. 


Tux manner of preparing the ſuppurating 
going chapter, and alſo the manner of introducing 
them. I ſhall therefore only obſerve that it will 
be neceſſary to be provided with ſeveral of 
them of different ſizes. . At firſt it will be 
commonly proper to make choice of a ſmall one; 
which, being introduced as far as the obſtacles in 
the urethra will give us leave, in proportion as 


it advances frequently meets with ſtriftures 


which it gets beyond, meeting alſo with others 
which prevent its advancing further. In this 
caſe, ſays he, we muſt withdraw it a little, ſo as to 
diſengage it, and inſtead ofpuſhing it ſtrait on, turn 
it round betwixt our finger and thumb, and as we 
turnitprels ita little forward.

During its : continuanceinthisſitpation, addshe, 2 


it will by the maiſture of the x part . ſwell in the ure- 


thra, and in ſome meaſure remove theſtriftures it 


paſſed by at itsentrance; ſo that, upon wil thdrawin ing 


at an hour after (for it ſhould not be left in 
longer) we ſhall find it twice as large as it was 


when it was firſt introduced, The next day | 


another may be introduced of the ſame ſize, 
which more eaſily gets beyond the firſt obſtacles, 
and ſometimes we are ſo fortunate as to get it paſt 
others, tillatlaft we are able toget into the bladder. 

After a ſmall bougie has been paſſed two or 
three times, we muſt make uſe of a larger, that is, 
one of the ſame diameter as the other wasof when 
withdrawn ; and this ſwelling i in the ſame manner 
as the former, the urethra willby degrees be mare 
and more dilated, and the urine yill begin to be 
diſcharged with greater freedom. In the mean 
time, the ſuppuration procured by them will 
gradually difpoſe the ulcers to 140 waſte the 


excreſcences, diſſolve the calloſities, and lay the 
foundation for a laſting cure. In order however 


to be the more ſecure of this event, the ufe of the 


bougies muſt be perſiſted in for a ſufficient length 
of time. Mr. Daz an's book furniſhes us with ex- 
amples, where they were continued for four or 
five months ; tho' the generality of cures, as Mr. 
Syuare obſerves, are wrought in ſeven, eight, 


nine, or ten weeks. 
; The 
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ever (in a great meaſure) depend an the longer 
or ſhorter continuance of the bougie in the 
urethra. And though at firſt it can ſeldom 
be endured above an hour at a time, neverthe- 
leſs, when the urethra is become accuſtomed 
toit, the pain generally diminiſhes, fo that it may 
be worn from two to three, four, five, or fix 
hours at a time; and ſome have even been able to 
wear it night and day, a circumſtance which muſt 
undoubtedly render the cure much ſhorter than 
it would otherwiſe be. 

But after all, how, it may be aſked, are we to be 
determined that the cure iscompleat ?—I know no 
better rule, ſays Mr. Sn Axr, than the removal of 
| ymptom of the diſorder; for ſome degree of 
running will generally continue, as long as the 
bougie is employed. If therefore, adds he, the pa- 
tient judge himſelf well, and feel no obſtruction 
in the paſſage; after having continued the bougie 
for a fortnight or three weeks longer in order to 
be confirmed of the cure, he may gradually deſiſt ; 
wearing it at firſt only an hour in the day, and 
then two or three times a week; after which 
he may entirely leave it quite off, 


Tux manner how a #1$TULA in PERINA&0 may 
be occafioned, has been already explained ; name- 
ly, from an abſceſs originally formed in this part, 
or from a portion of urine retained in the 


bulb of the urethra, in conſequence of ſtriqtures, 
or obſtructions of one kind or other, formed

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lower down ; in which caſe the urtag fo Aeg 
forms ſinuſes, which open by various oriſices in 
the perinæum; through which the urine conſtantly 
ooꝛing, produces callofities, and at enn 
the finuſes truely or fiſtulbous. 

And indeed Whenever the urine de in * 
manner juſt deſcribed, it is an undoubted fign that 
the openings in the perinæum actually communi- 
cate with the urethra. - And here it may be ob- 


ſerved, that though the diſorder might originally | 


proceed from an abſceſs formed in this part, 
ſtrictures are however commonly to be met 
with in the urethra, which help to determine 
te urine into the ſinuſes already formed. It 
may likewiſe be obſerved, that ſome of 


ſinufes being continued through the cellular 


membrane; have .been known to extend. as far 
as the ſcrotum, ſo as to produce fiſtulous ulcers 
in this part. 

And hence it appears, that till the ſtrictures in 
the urethra are entirely removed, it will be in 


vain to expect a cure in diſorders of this kind 


and (on the contrary) that in proportion as the 
ſtrictures. are removed, and the urine gains a 
freer paſſage through the urethra, the calloſities 
will gradually ſoften, and the fiſtulous openings be 


diſpoſed to heal and dry up. So that the ſuppu- 


rating bougies anſwered every intention of cure 


in the cafes we have been now deſcribing; except 
what relates to correcting and altering the habit, 


a circumſtance which ſhould never be loſt fight 
of in the treatment of fiſtulous caſes, * .

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Kit Wee it will be N to add 
on this head is, that from the time the uſe of 
the bougies is entered upon, beſides the 
uſe of ſuch alterants as may be deemed ne- 
ceſſary, a cooling antiphlogiſtic regimen” muſt 
diligently be obſerved ; otherwiſe many trouble- 
ſome ſymptoms will be apt to ariſe, which / will 
oblige us to diſcontinue the bougies for a time, 
and. conſequently protract the cure. To this it 
may alſo be added, that if the patient has never 
undergone a thorough mercurial courſe, it may 
be neceſſary to aſſiſt the cure by gentle fric- 
tions; and even ſuppoſing him to have gone 
through à full courſe of unction, ſarſa- parilla 
diet drinks aſſiſted with aſſes milk, cannot but 
prove of ſome aſſiſtance towards the cure.

An HABITUAL”: rains nd PARAPHY- 
 Mos1s, as alſo a preternatural conſtriction of the 
entrance into the vagina in women, and-of the 
anus in pathics, are for the moſt part the con- 
ſequence of previous chancres, or a violent in 
flammation affecting theſe parts 
Tux nature of theſe aides raj fuſs 
2. y explained in the fifth and fixth chapters 
of the firſt part of this work; where it was obſery- 
ed, that, after violent and obſtinate inflammations 
of the prepuce, the Iymph was ſometimes. fo har- 
dened and indurated, as to form a kind of ſcirrhous 
chord; which, ſurrounding the ambit of the pre- 
puce, hinders itfrom beingdrawnbackwardorfore- 
ward. It was alſo obſerved that, when chancres 
ſeated on this part are more than ordinary nume: 
rous, the calloſities which are frequently left behind, 
being continued from one to another, ſometimes 
form a chord of the ſame kind. I have alfo met 
with the ſame chord-like appearance where there 
has been neither chancre nor previous in- 
flammation, owing perhaps to a ſimple inſpiſ- 
fation of the lymphatic fluid. That the fame 
cauſes may alſo effect the vagina in women, and

In obſtinate ſtrictures of the anus, which, 
vhilſt they refuſe to yield to ſponge tents or any 
other method, render the conſtant uſe of gly- 
ſters neceſſary; might not the margin of the 
anus be cut through, and the wound afterwards 
hindered from contraQting again, by ſoft tents 
kept in it whilſt it is healing ?—In all theſe 


caſes however; it ought to be laid down as a, 


4 conſtant rule, not to proceed too haſtily to opera- 
tions of any kind; ſince time arid patience, aſſiſt- 
ed by the other methods mentioned above, have 
at length got the better of many complaints of 
the kind we are ſpeaking of, thoughrat firſt the 

; difficulties ſeemed altogether inſuperable. 

In women inciſion can hardy be practiſed 
with ſafety, unleſs when the ſtridture is owing to 
' a coalition or adheſion of the fides of the labia 
pudendi, in which caſe they may be ſeparated by 
the knife without danger.

a caſe which is liable to happen, as well from a 
ſuppuration of ſome of the larger excreſcences 
feated in the neighbourhood of this part, as from 
an abſceſs orginally formed in the ſeminal veſicles 
or proſtate gland. In either caſe, it will com- 
monly remain after all the apparent ſymptoms of 
virulency are got rid of, and is very ſeldom to be 
cured without laying the ſinuſes fairly open. This 
however ſhould not be attempted, till we have 
xeafon to think the habit is thoroughly correQed. 

And hence, if there be reaſon to ſuſpect a vene- 

real taint till lurking in the blood (which where 
but "little mercury has hitherto'been uſed, © may 
act npivinbly be the caſe), the patient thould' 
H h-4 > *bet 
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be put under a gentle courſe of mercurial unc · 
tion, or elſe perſiſt in ſome other antivenereal 
cCoutſe for a ſufficient length of time. And even 
in habits where a further uſe of mercury may 
be deemed unneceſſary, and more particularly. 
where there is reaſon to ſuſpeR a ſcrophulous or 
ſcorbutic taint, a milk diet, the decoction of china, 
ſarſaparilla, &c. ought to be perſiſled in for 
ſome weeks, before the operation is performed; 
and in perſons of a cold lax habit, the bark either 
alone or joined with aromatics, _ be ſometimes 
preſcribed to advantage. 

The habit being duely corrected and not before) 
the fiſtula may be laid open, according to the 
directions to be met with in chirurgical writers, 
and particularly in Mr. Porr's treatiſe on the 
Fiſtula; where every thing, relating as well to 
the operation itſelf as to the manner of dreſhng 
afterwards, / is much better laid down than in 
any other book on this ſubject. In ſhort, by 
having exploded all unneceſlary cutting, together 
with the daily uſe of painful eſcharotics, he has 
rendered the cure of diſorders of this kind leſs 
perplexing to the ſurgeon, and leſs tormenting to 
the patient, than it formerly uled to be. 


Wurar has been ſaid of the fiſtula in ano, muſt 
likewiſe be underſtood of the ISA LACHRY- 
MAL1S, as alſo of thoſe sruszorRN ULCERS which 
now and then happen in different parts of the 
body, from ſuppurated phymata, nodes, gan- 
glia, and the like. FisruLovs ULCERS in the 
GROIN 
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GROIN and-TESTICLES require like wiſe à ſunilar 
treatment. In none of theſe caſes ſhould the prac- : 
titioner think of dilating finuſes or otherways 
employing the knife, till the habit is firſt dul 
corrected, either by a further uſe of mercurial 
frictions, or by ſuch other alterants as the cir- 
cumſtances of the caſe may happen to point out; 
not forgetting that a ſcorbutic, ſcrophulous, 
cancerous, or other bad habit; of body, may 
prove a cauſe of continuing ſuch complaints, 
after the venereal poiſon is totally extirpated. 

And this obſervation is the more neceſlary to be 
attended to, becauſe, in ſome conſtitutions, after 
the mercury has corretted the poiſon for which 
it is the antidote, a further uſe of it, inſtead of 
haſtening the cure, ſerves only to aggravate the 
complaints; not to mention that an immoderate 
uſe of it has ſometimes been known to diſpoſe to 
an anafarca, and at other times to endanger 
bringing on a hectic. In ſome meaſure to illuſ- 
trate what has been juſt obſerved, I ſhall beg 
leave to relate a cafe, which fell under Fee 
about ſixteen years ago. 


A Man of a ſpare habit and pale complexion, 
having contracted a venereal bubo, accompanied 
with chancres upon the glands and prepuce, put 
himſelf under the care of Mr. Touxyns, a ſur- 

geon of diſtinguiſhed abilities in his profeſſion, 
and one particularly converſant in the treatment 
of this diſeaſe. The circumſtances of the caſe 
previous to my attending the patient, as near as 
I can

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1 can. recolleQ; from the account I ne 
from Mr. Toutvxs, were as follo r. $1] 
Nothing) extraordinary as I ' eee 
terided/the cure of the chancres. But the bubo, 
after: having advanced kindly to ſuppuf ation, 
and ſeeming to go on well for ſome time, at Jength' 
began to aſſume a very unpromiſing aſpect: it 
grew foul, painful, and ſpread apace, whilſt, 
inſtead of any thing like good digeſtion to be met 
with on the pledgets, the diſcharge was thin 
ichorous and bloody. The dreffings were there · 
fore varied from time to time, as the ſtate of the 
ſore ſeemed to require; and, as there was room 
to ſuſpect the infection might have taken hold of 

| the blood, the patient was likewiſe put under 4 
gentle courſe of mercurial friftions. But though 
this method was perſiſted in for ſome weeks,” 
andthe N kept conſtantly ſore dur- 
ing the whole time, the ulcer nevertheleſs pre- 
ſerved its untoward appearance, and, inſtead of 
ſhe wing the leaſt tendency to get better, manifeſt? 
ly ſpread and grew worſe in every refpett. 

In this ſitnation, Mr. Touxvxs was de- 
firous of having the opinion of the late Mr. 
Wenz of Hatton Garden, a ſurgeon at that 
time of the firſt eminence, and who had for, 
many years ſuperintended the Kingſland Lock 
Hoſpital. Mr. WBR was accordingly conſulted, 
and by his advice a more thorough mercurial 
courſe was determined on; in conſequence of 
which, if I remember right, the patient under- 
went little ſhort of a full lalivation, but without

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appurciuly Mti ig che leaſt advantage from it.” 
It was therefore thought adviſable to try tb 1 
decoction of guaiacum, which was accordingly "= 
directed, and its uſe perliſted in for ſome weeks, 
but without being able to procure the leaſt 
amendment: bo that after ſome time the uſe of. 
mercury was again reſumed. 
| Aﬀter ſore months ions in mts Manner hh 
ulcer all the while getting worſe inſtead of better, 
Mr. Tomxyxs being under a neceſſity of going 
to Pars, requeſted me to attend the patient 
during his abſence; and, having acquainted me 
with ſo much of the hiſtory of the caſe as has 
been related above, introduced me to him accord- 
| ingly. Upon entering the patient's room, the firſt 
circumſtance that ſtruck me was a ſichly difagree- 
able ſtench, different from that which is ordi-- 
narily met with in a ſalivating ward; che reaſon 
of which however did not long remain a myſte- 
ry-; for upon removing the dreflings it increaſed 
to ſuch a degree, as to be ſcarce bearable. The 
appearance of the diſcharge was ſuch as Mr. 
Touxvxs had deſcribed it to me, namely thin, 
ichorous, and bloody; but in quantity, it exceed 
ed any thing I had ever ſeen in a caſe of the 
like nature. In ſhort, it was fo profuſe, that, 
notwithſtanding a thick wad of tow which was 
applied to ſuck it up, the flap of the patients 
| ſhirt was not leſs wet than if it had been wrung: 
out of a pail of water. 
Wich reſpect to the ſore itſelf it had a truly 


phagedznic, not to ſay a cancerous appearance.

ſlough, except in ſome places, where large fun-

the ſore was of a deep red inclining to yellow, and 


the veins more than ordinarily turgid and of a 


bluiſh hue it was moreover accompanied with 
launcing pains, and was beſides fo exquiſitely 
fore and tender, that it could hardly bear a 


dreſſing of the mildeſt digeſtive, Add to this, 


that what with the profuſeneſs of the diſcharge, | 
and the conſtant. pain the patient laboured under, 
he was almoſt worn into a hetic. In a word, tho 


his appetite (as I remember) did not fail him, 
| he was molt ſtrangely emaciated, and not a little 


diſpoſed to colliquative ſweats, in conſequence of 


which his ſtrength was greatly impaired. 


Upon leaving the patient, I could not help 
ſuggeſting to Mr. Tonk vxs, that, after ſuch a 
plentiful and long continued uſe of mercury, 
the venereal poiſon muſt in all probability be 
totally extirpated; and that diſcontinuing the 


further uſe of it, and endeavouring to correct 


the habit by other means, might poſſibly be at- 
tended with better ſucceſs. To which opinion 
he readily agreed, obſerving that the patient's» 
ſtate of health in other reſpects (which began 
manifeſtly to ſuffer from the uſe of mercury):

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made any other alternative deſireable. About 
this time Dr. Hunrzx had recommended to 
me to make trial of the ſarſa· parilla; and this 
appeared to me too favourable an opportunity 
to be neglected. I therefore mentioned it to Mr. 
Tonks, who anſwered, I might now conſider 
the patient as wholly under my care, and purſue 
any method I ſhould think adviſeable. From 
this time 1 continued to viſit him alone, Mr. 
e after ſetting out for PARis. 
I ſhould have mentioned that at the time I 
050 fiſt ſaw the patient, he was taking the MERCU- 
Rios CALCINATUS, with which his mouth was 
at that time fore. Upon my ſecond viſit, 
however, in purſuance of the plan agreed upon 
by Mr. Toukvxs and me, I defired him to 
lay aſide this medicine. In the mean time, 
as the digeſtive which had been made uſe 
of at the laſt dreſſing, I obſerved gave him ex- 
quiſite pain; I carried ſome ointment of elder 
with me, and ſpreading it upon lint applied it to 
the ſore, with a large pledget of Turner's cerate 
over it, and a wad of tow to imbibe the diſ- 
charge. This done, I defired him to lay aſide the 
pills, and directed him to take half a pint of the 
decodtion of ſarſa· parilla three times a day, made 
by boiling three ounces of the root in a ſufficient 
quantity of water to a quart. I likewiſe deſired 
him to take milk for breakfaſt and ſupper—to eat 
none but white tender meats, and a good quantity 
of lettuce or ſome other cooling ſallad along with 
them--and laſtly, if he found milk not difagree

and in a very few days had ſufficient encourage- 
ment ſo to do. For the fore, which had kither= 
to been conſtantly more or leſs painful; and 
exquiſitely ſo for ſome hours after it was dreſſed, 
was now become perfectly eaſy---the diſcharge 
was not only conſiderably leſſened, but its con- 
ſiſtence and colour was much mended, nor was 
it any longer offenſive to ſuch a degree as it had 
hitherto been. He now began to entertain hopes 
of a cure, of which for ſome time ſince he had 
in a manner deſpalred; and at the end of ten 
days or a fortnight this event appeared to be no 
longer doubtful. The edges of the ſore (which 
ever ſince the firſt dreſſing continued perfectly 
eaſy and free from pain] began to aſſume an even 
and uniform appearance - the diſcharge was now 
a thick laudable pus, no way offenſive, and by no 
means conſiderable in quantity ſome of the in- 
durated glands were either ſubſided, or had come 
away with the dreſſings and the whole ſor̃e, 
though not intirely free from ſlough, was 
however much cleaner than it had been. 
Added to all this, his night ſweats were entirely 
gone off, and his health in general ſo much 
altered for the better, that he was fuller of fleſb, 
and his ſtrength was more recruited, than could 
have been expected in ſo ſhott a time. 

Finding every thing go on in this muinner to 
my wiſh, [ reſolved to make no alteration in the

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plan I had hitherto proceeded upon; and; tho” 
I had at firft imagined, that after the atuteneß of 


the pain was over, I might be obliged to aſſiſt the 
digeſtion by ſome other application beſides oint- 


ment of elder, which indeed was made choice of 
at firſt rather as a lenient than digeſtive; ſind- 


ing the diſcharge however become daily thicker 


and thicker, I was under no temptation to change

I would not however be underſtood to rf | 
ate the leaſt doubt concerning the virtues of this 
excellent root, mn "SORTS Don] 
- abundantly proved, and is now almoſt univer- 
ſally acknowledged, in a variety of venereal caſes, 
particularly when the uſe of mercury had gone 
before. All I mean to infer is, that phagedænic 
ulcers as well as other complaints which firſt 
' took their riſe from a venereal cauſe, will ſome- 
times remain aſter the virulency is corrected; and 
that when this end has been anſwered by mer- 
cury, a further uſe of it ſerves only to irritate 
and protract the complaints. And if this be 
true, it is not to be wondered that leaving off 
mercury, and putting the patient upon a ſoften- 
ing diet, ſhould ſometimes be able to effect a 
cure.

AmoNGsT the diſorders which are liable to re- 
main after a ſalivation, and for which the ſarſa- 
parilla and ſublimate have been found effectual, 
ſhould likewiſe have been mentioned, a cKRIESG 
of the ossA PALATI and SPONGY BONES of the 
noſe. But when theſe bones are intirely deſtroy- 
ed, 1t need not be mentioned that it is paſt the art 
of phyſic or ſurgery to reſtore them. After hav- 
ing therefore ſtopped the further progreſs of the

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or even with a mild aqua phagedznica applied | 
by means of a feather), all that further remains. 


is to ſupply the loſs of the bones of the palate 
by ſome mechanical contrivance, as well to help 
the ſpeech as to prevent the liquids from paſſing 
through the noſe. With this view it was for- 
merly recomended to adapt a gold or ſilver plate 
to the roof of the mouth, and to faſten a piece of 
ſponge to the back of it, in order to retain-it in 
the cavity.

WHETHER an ULCER in the vous be often 
the effect of a venereal cauſe, is a point 
which perhaps may admit of ſome doubt.
